T}ie  'Wbrir  or  not  of  aa  ofBcml-  cSaiWiUn;  and  can  hj  cTtam 
to  no  an^orrby  beyond^  what  tlie  Cnnnpfler's  careftil  slud^  of  the 
sobject  may  have  enabled  hint  to  oonftrnpon  it. 

The  OrdEerSy  &Cy  iasaed'  fhmr  time  to  time  By  the  War  Office 
and  the  Horse  Guards,  are  titled  Royal  Warrants,  Circulars, 
General  Orders,  and  Circtdar  Memoranda.  They  contain  the  most 
rwent  and  important  instructionsr  for  the  guidance  of  the  Army, 
^liHtLi.  Volnnteers,  and  Military  Departments.  As  soon  as  an 
orfer  is  issned,  a  printed  copy  is  supplied,  at  Hhe  public  expense,  to 
eacfe  Regiment,  Department,  and  Staff  Office,  and  Ls  there  filed,  and 
tlw  whole  are,  from  time  to  time,  bound  up  in  volumes.  The  issue 
cf  each  month  is  also  re-printcd,  under  War  Office  authority,  in  the 
Montfdy  Army  List,  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  military  public. 

In  order  to  give  time  to  test  the  working- of  these  Orders  before 
they  are  finally  incorporated  with  the  permanent  Regulations  of  the 
Army,  the  War  Office  and  the  Horse  Guards  find  it  necessary  to 
allow  them  to  remain  for  several  years  in  this  somewhat  incon- 
Tenient  form. 

The  latest  edition,  of  the  permanent  War  Office  Regulations 
w«  issned  in  1848;  of  the  Addenda,  in  1855;  and  of  the  Militia 
S^ulatious,  in  1854.  The  Queen's,  the  Medical,  and'  the  Mus- 
kefey  Regnlations  were  last  revised  in  1859;  the  Rirveyors,  in 
1861 ;  the  Volunteers'  and  the  Dress  Regulations,  in  18G3. 

The  Orders  thus  issned  are  very  numerous,  and  require  to  bo 
frequently  referred  to  by  military  men ;  but  there  has  hitherto  been 
no  attempt  made  to  classify  them,  or  to  provide  a  complete  index. 
Indeed,  so  many  of  them  are  exjx^nmcntal,  espedallj  those  relating

to  new  subjects,  that  the  number  altered,  cancelled,  or  supei'seded, 
soon  after  issue,  is  considerable. 

A  laborious  and  irksome  duty  is  thus  imposed  on  military  men. 
In  referring  to  any  particular  subject  it  becomes  necessary  care- 
fully to  peruse  a  number  of  old  orders,  to  ascertain  whether 
any  of  them  (it  may  be  only  some  single  paragraph)  has  or  has 
not,  either  expressly  or  by  inference,  been  cancelled  by  one  of 
later  date.  No  doubt,  every  officer  has  it  in  his  power  to  frame 
for  himself  and  keep  posted  up  a  manuscript  index.  But  it  is 
needless  to  say  that,  in  so  flu:  as  the  general  military  public  is  con- 
cerned, the  labour  of  providing  such  an  index,  or  otherwise  of 
tracing  in  every  case  the  subject  of  reference  through  the  orders  of 
six  or  eight  yeavs,  is  one  .which  few  like  to  encounter. 

It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  present  Work  will  prove  of  essen- 
tial service  to  the  Army. 

The  collection,  which  has  been  brought  down  to  July,  18G4, 
embraces  the  Eoyal  Warrants  and  War  Office  Circulars  from 
the  commencement  of  the  present  series,  in  1856,  and  the 
Horse  Guards  General  Orders  and  Circular  Memoranda  issued 
after  the  last  revision  of  the  Queen's  Eegulations,  in  1859. 
All  Orders  which  have  been  superseded,  although  not  expressly 
cancelled  by  more  recent  regulations,  and  all  those  of  temporary 
interest  only  (such  as  notifications  of  appointments,  &c\  as  well  as 
those  relating  exclusively  to  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  War 
Office,  have  been  omitted. 

In  the  body  of  the  Work,  the  Warrants,  Circulars,  &c.,  are 
given  at  length,  and  classified  under  heads  alphabetically  arranged, 
so  as  to  enable  any  one  at  a  glance  to  obtain  a  view  of  all  the 
subsisting  Orders  bearing  upon  a  particular  subject. 

Lists,  however,  of  all  the  Orders  issued,  including  those  cancelled, 
superseded,  or  of  a  temporary  nature,  but  distinguishing  them  as 
such,  will  be  found  at  the  beginning,  and  a  copious  Index  at  the 
end  of  the  book.  Both  of  these  contain  references  to  the  head 
under  which  each  order  or  subject  in  the  body  of  the  Work  may 
be  found.

Circular  dated  Horse  Guards,  14th  March,  1860,  srcneral  number  16,  be  ^ 
considered  as  cancelled,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  ,. 
for  War,  tho  foUowii^  Begulations  substituted : —  I 

1.  The  Adjutant  General  of  an  army  in  the  field  is  responsible  to  the    \ 
General  Commanding  in  Chief  for  the  ammunition  of  that  army. 

2.  To  enable  him  efficiently  to  perform  this  duty,  he  will  be  furnished,  as     ^ 
often  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  by  the  officer  commanding  the   Royal     ^ 
Artillery  and  the  chief  military  store  officer  with  the  army,  with  returns 
of  the  state  of  the  reserve?  in  Royal  Artillery  and  Military  Store  charge 
respectively.  ' 

3.  The  assistant  adjutants  eenend  of  divisions  will  be  held  responsible 
that  the  officers  commanding  the  divisions  are  at  all  times  made  acquainted 
with  tho  state  of  their  reserves  of  ammunition,  and  as  often  as  may  be 
required  will  be  furnished  with  the  necessary  reports  from  the  officers 
commanding  the  Royal  ArtiHery  of  the  division,  and  any  deficiency  in  the 
lesulated  amount  of  ammunition  is  to  be  iounediatcly  made  known  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  army. 

4.  The  first  and  second  reserves  of  gun  and  small  arm  ammunition  arc  to 
be  in  charge  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  and  conveyed  and  replenished  as  here- 
inafter diiicted ;  the  third  reserves  of  gun  and  small  arm  ammunition,  and 
the  grand  dep6t  of  reserve,  will  be  in  the  custody  of  tho  Military  Storo 
Department. 

5.  The  first  reserve  of  ammunition  for  tho  guns  (about  fifty  rounds  per 
gun)  is  that  contained  in  the  second  line  of  wac^ons  of  each  battery. 

6u  The  first  reserve  for  small  arms  (about  thirty  rounds  per  man)  will  ho 
conveyed  in  small  arms  ammunition  wagons  attached  to  the  field  batteries 
of  the  several  divisions,  and  each  of  these  warons  will  be  provided  with 
cradles  to  admit  of  the  ammunition  being  taken  by  the  leading  horses  of  the 
teams  to  such  positions  as  it  may  be  found  imxiracticable  to  reach  with  the 
wagons  themselves.  Should  the  state  of  the  country  in  which  the  aim^ 
is  acting  render  it  necessary  to  adopt  any  other  method  of  transporting  this 
reserve,  the  means  by  which  it  is  to  be  accomplished  are  to  be  determined 
by  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief^  and  earned  out  by  the  Royal  Artillery. 

This  reserve  is,  under  aU  circumstances,  to  be  at  hand,  and,  in  the  event

7.  The  second  reserve  for  guns  and  small  arms  (at  the  rate  of  forty-eight 
rounds  per  gun,  and  fifW  ronntls  per  man)  will  be  conveyed  by  the  Royal 
Artillezy,  in  wagons  of  the  sen-ice,  or  by  such  other  means  as  circumstances 
may  require,  and  are  al^'ays  to  bo  up  with  the  army,  but  kept,  as  far  as 
practicable,  from,  under  fire. 

&  The  reserves  referred  to  in  tho  two  preceding  paragraphs  are  to  be  under 
the  inmiediate  orders  of  tho  officers  in  command  of  artillery  with  each 
diviaiooi,  who  will  be  responsible  to  the  officer  commuiding  the  division, 
that  the  anmranition  of  the  first  reserves  is  from  time  to  tune  completed, 
SI  far  as  orcumstances  will  permit,  from  the  second  reserves.  The  second 
wseives  are  to  be  completed  from  tho  reserves  under  the  charge  of  the 
Military  Store  Department,  upon  reciuisitions  of  the  officer  commanding 
the  Rojal  Artillery  with  the  army,  made  throu^  the  Adjutant  GeneraT 
On  emen^ency,  however,  the  military  store  officers  in  charade  of  reserves  of 
ammnnitioii  are  to  make  issues  on  requisitions  of  assistant  adjutants 
general  of  divisions. 

9.  The  third  reserve  for  guns  and  small  arms,  in  charge  of  the  Military 
Store  Department,  should  not  be  more  than  an  ordinary  two  days'  march  iu 
rear  of  toe  army;  its  trans^Kut  is  to  be  jyrovidcd  for  in  such  manner  as  tho 
Geaeni  Commanding  in  Chief  may  consider  the  most  advantageous.  Should 
Umb  baae  of  operations,  where  the  grand  depdt  of  reserve  is  |)li^ed,  be  farther 
£rtant  than  an  ordinary  two  days'  march  from  the  reserves  last  mentioned, 
intermediate  reserves  will  be  required ;  upon  the  organization  and  disposition 
of  which  the  commanding  officer  of  artillery  ana  the  chief  military  store 
officer  should  be  requirca  to  report  to  the  Adjutant  General,  that  tho 
General  Commanding  in  Chief  may  determine  what  course  should  be  followed 
to  ensure  a  regular  and  sufficient  supply  of  ammunition  from  tho  graud 
depdt  of  reserve  for  tho  use  of  the  army. 

10.  The  supply  of  ammunition  in  tlio  field  is  to  bo  obtained  on  requi;i- 
tions  of  commanding  officers  of  corps  to  tho  assistant  adjutants  general  of 
divisions,  from  whom  the  commandinir  otiicers  of  artillery  of  divisions  will 
receive  the  orders  of  the  general  officer  commanding  as  to  tho  extent  of 
issue  to  be  made.  When,  however,  the  army,  or  a  part  of  it,  is  actually 
enga^^ed,  the  commanding  officers  of  artillery  with  divisions  may  issuo 
ammunition  on  the  requisition  of  any  commanding  officer  whose  cordis  may 
be  in  want  of  it,  repf>rting  that  he  has  done  so  as  provide<l  in  paragraph  3. 

11.  In  fortresses,  garrisons,  &c.,  general  officers  comnian<ling  are  to  hold 
the  military  storekeeper  responsible  that  the  reserve  of  small  arm  amniuni- 
tbn  in  his  charge  is  equal  to  the  authorized  proportions,  and  available  at 
lU  times  for  issue  if  recjuired. 

12.  The  reserv'e  referred  to  in  the  llth  paragraph  is  to  bo  maintained  to 
ihe  extent  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of^Stato  for  War,  in  a<ldition  to  tho 
■tore  of  small  arm  ammunition  for  the  current  scr\'ico  of  regiments  and 
corps,  the  quantities  for  which  service  are  to  be  determined  by  the  general 
officers  commanding,  in  accordance  with  the  Queen's  Regulations,  pages 
112  and  113,  and  communicate<l  by  tho  Adjutant  General  to  the  military 
storekeeper,  that  ho  may,  by  demand  on  tho  War  Office  from  time  to  time, 
obtain  the  necessary  supplies.

His  Royal  Highness  the  General  Commanding  in 
Chief^  in  coucun*ence  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  is  now  pleased  to 
direct,  that  the  service  ammunition  in  the  men's  pouches  shall,  in  future, 
be  expended  annually  in  practice,  and  be  replaced  from  time  to  time  by  a 
similar  quantity  of  the  ammunition  supplied  for  the  annual  practioe  of  the 
corps. 

By  this  arraugement  the  service  ammunition,  being  exchanged  every  year, 
will  always  be  maintained  in  good  order,  even  in  damp  aimates,  where 
powder  is  apt  to  deteriorate. 

This  measure  is  accordingly  to  be  carried  out  on  receipt  of  the  next  annual 
issues  of  practice  ammunition,  and  any  objection  which  may  be  made,  in 
the  first  instance,  on  the  score  of  the  exchange  affecting  the  shooting  in  cases 
where  tiie  service  ammunition  has  been  an  unusually  long  time  in  possession, 
may  be  met  by  commanding  officers  with  an  order  to  use  it  in  file  and 
volley  firing,  or  at  short  ranges,  where  a  little  diminution  in  the  strength  of 
the  powder  is  not  of  so  much  consequence.

is  no  reason  inky,  under  ordinary  circumstanoes,  they  should  not  last  the  full 
period  required  by  regulation.  Armourer  Serjeants,  therefore,  will  still  be 
made  responsible  for  keeping  up  the  forge  and  tittings  and  tools  in  good 
working  order,  for  twenty  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  **plaieSy  screw, 
armcnirei'*  mnall,'^  which  will  be  renewed  every  five  years,  if  required,  at 
the  public  expense. 

Previous  to  any  armourer  serjeant  leaving  a  regiment,  or  on  his  roduc- 
Uon  for  misconduct,  the  commanding  officer  should  cause  a  survey  of  the 
Uft^  and  tools  to  be  made  in  presence  of  both  the  old  and  new  armourer 
sergeants,  and  loss  or  undue  damage  assessed  accordingly. 

The  tools  should  at  all  times  be  in  a  sulticiently  serviceable  state  to  enable 
work  to  be  done  with  them ;  but  in  giving  over  tools,  exception  is  not  to  bo 
made  on  account  of  their  being  half  worn,  as  armourer  serjeants  are  not  to 
be  expected  to  hand  over  their  tools  in  a  new  state. — t.

It  should  then  be  shown  what  rifles  can  be  repaired  by  the  armoiuet;  at 
the  expense  of  the  regiment,  and  if  it  is  considered  that  any  repairs  executed 
b^  him  are  fairly  chiS^ble  to  the  public,  the  usual  evidence,  ahowinff  the 
orcamstanccs  under  wnich  the  iiguiy  was  effected,  should  be  taken  ana  i^ 
pended  to  the  proceedings. 

The  usual  special  report  by  the  Board  should  be  made  on  all  such  vifLeM, 
or  iiarts  of  rifles,  as  are  considered  unserviceable,  and  which  are  required  to 
1)6  exchanged  for  new  ones,  stating  the  date  of  issue,  the  reason  of  the 
damage,  and  on  whom  the  cost  incurred  is  to  fall ;  and  whether,  provided 
the  parts  arc  supplied  by  Government,  the  repair  can  be  executed  by  the  ar- 
mourer of  the  regiment. 

A  mean  deviation  of  over  three  feet,  at  five  hundred  yards,  is  to  be  con- 
sidered a  sufficient  inaccuracy  to  condemn  a  rifle  suspected  of  being  inferior, 
and  tested  by  shooting  under  the  Circular  Memorandum,  dated  Hone 
Guards,  25th  of  February,  1861,  No.  109. 

Hequisitions  for  whatever  is  required,  in  duplicate,  should  accompany  the 
proceedings.

Arm  racks,  instead  of  arm  chests,  are  to  be  provided  in  all  transports 
carrying  troops,  constructed  for  the  reception  of  the  arms  of  a  regiment  or 
detachment  ordered  to  proceed  complete  on  foreign  service,  in  the  ratio 
of  one  stand  for  each  efficient  man.  In  the  case  of  a  detachment  not 
taking  its  own  arms,  accommodation  is  to  be  provided  for  ton  stands  per 
hundred  men.  These  arm  racks  will  occupy  that  part  of  the  vessel  which 
is  likely  to  afford  the  greatest  freedom  from  rust,  and  at  the  same  time 
admit  of  the  arms  being  easily  attainable,  either  for  the  purposes  of  inspec- 
tion, drill,  or  for  use  on  an  emer^^ency.  Officers  in  command  of  regiments 
or  detachments  are  to  exact  of  afi  under  their  control  the  most  scrupulous 
attention  to  the  preservation  of  the  rifles,  and  to  see  that  they  are  not 
injured  by  neglect  or  carelessness. — s.

3.  Increased  pay  for  good  conduct  and  lon^  service  is  to  be  granted  to  the 
privates  of  this  corps,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Good  Conduct  Warrant  for 
the  Line,  subject  to  the  usual  forfeiture  for  each  entry  in  the  defaulter  book. 

4.  Every  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  of  this  corps  is  to  be 
allowed  the  daily  ration  of  a  soldier  in  hospital,  on  fall  diet,  free  of  any 
stoppage,  whenever  it  is  practicable  to  fumisn  such  diet ;  but  in  the  event 
of  his  becoming  a  patient  in  hospital,  he  is  to  bo  supplied  with  the  class  of 
diet  applicable  to  his  case,  and  for  such  diet  ho  is  not  to  be  liable  to  any 
stoppage  from  his  pay.

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9.  Sezjaants  haying  paned  the  required  examinatioii,  and  who  may  Boyal  W 
be  emplo3^ed  in  dispensing  medicines,  shall,  while  so  employed,   receive  '"^ 

an  allowance  of  la.  a  da^.  A  private  appointed  lanoe  serjeant,  to  enable 
him  to  perform  temporarily  certain  duties,  shall  receive  while  so  enjoyed 
6d.  a  day  in  addition  to  his  pay.  A  private  whilst  employed  in  a  responsible 
capacity,  or  |daced  tor  meritorious  service  in  a  first  flliss,  shall  receive  an  al- 
lowanoe  of  SdL  aday  in  addition  to  his  ordinaiy  pay.  The  number  of  privates 
to  receive  these  ntes  of  allowance  shall  be  fixed  firom  time  to  time.  A 
private  anointed  as  barber,  assistant  cook,  baker,  washennan,  ftc,  shall 
zeceive  wmle  so  acting  2d,  a  day  in  addition  to  his  pav. 

10.  All  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  this  oorps  axe  to  be 
liable  to  be  employed,  in  any  way  that  may  be  required,  in  the  perfbrmanoe 
of  any  dnties  in  tiie  Mediod  and  Purvevor*s  Departments ;  and  when  on 
duty  with  an  army  in  the  fiield,  they  wiU  be  liable  to  be  attached  to  the 
field  ambulances,  and  to  attend  on  the  wounded,  carrying  them  off  the  field, 
and  performing  any  such  like  duties. 

IL  The  non-commissioned  officers  axe  to  take  rank  with  those  of  the 
other  corps  of  our  army,  and  are  to  wear  the  ordinary  distinctions  of  non- 
commissioned officers  on  their  uniforms. 

12.  The  ranks  of  the  Army  Hospital  Corps  are  to  be  filled,  as  a  general 
mie,  by  soldiers  volunteering  from  the  ranks  of  other  corps  of  our  army,  and 
having  such  length  of  service  as  shidl  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  our  Gom- 
mander  in  Chiet 

13L  Whenever  it  may  be  desirable  to  admit  into  this  corps  candidates  who 
are  not  soldiers,  application  is  to  be  made  to  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War 
for  eqiecial  aathonty  to  enlist  such  candidates. 

14.  All  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  this  corps  are  to  be 
liable  to  be  discharged  from  the  service  at  any  time  that  our  Commander  in 
Chief  shall  think  fit,  without  any  claim  to  compensation  beyond  the  scale  of 
pensions  hereinafter  laid  down ;  and  they  may  be  re-transferred,  at  the  order 
of  our  Commander  in  Chie^  for  misconduct,  imfitness,  or  any  other  cause 
which  our  Commander  in  Chief  may  deem  sufficient,  to  the  corps  of  the 
anny  from  which  they  may  have  been  transferred  to  this  corps. 

15.  When  their  services  shall  be  dispensed  with,  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
pensions  on  the  following  scale,  after  a  total  service  in  this  corps,  or  in  the 
hue,  exceeding  twenty-one  years. 

16.  Serjeant  major. — After  twenty -one  years'  service,  of  which  at  least  five 
in  that  rank,  a  pension  for  life  of  28.  a  day,  increasing  to  a  maximum  of  3*. 
a  day,  at  the  rate  of  2d.  for  each  additional  year's  service,  with  the  further 
additions  of  good-conduct  pay  of  which  they  may  be  in  possession  at  the 
time  of  their  discharge,  and  of  Id.  a  day  for  every  five  years'  service  as  non- 
commissioned officers ;  but  the  mftTiTn^ini  with  such  additions  not  to  exceed 
Zs.  a  day. 

17.  First-class  Serjeants. — After  twenty-one  years'  total  service,  of  which  at 
least  five  in  that  rank,  a  pension  for  life  of  Is.  6d.  a  day,  increasing  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  2&  6c/.  a  day,  at  the  rate  of  1  Jr/.  for  each  additional  year's  service,  with 
the  further  additions  of  good-conduct  pay  of  which  they  may  be  in  possession 
at  the  time  of  their  discharge,  and  of  Id  a  day  for  every  five  years'  service  as 
non-commissioned  officers;  but  the  maximum  with  such  additions  not  to  ex- 
ceed 2«.  6d.  a  day. 

18.  Second-class  Serjeants. — After  twenty-one  years'  total  service,  of  whidi 
at  least  five  in  that  rank,  a  pension  for  life  of  Is.  ScL  a  day,  increasing  to  a 
maximum  of  28.,  at  the  rate  of  Id.  a  day  for  each  additional  vear's  service, 
with  the  further  additions  of  the  ^ood-conduct  pay  of  which  tney  may  be  in 
posKssion  at  the  time  of  their  discharge,  and  of  Id.  a  day  for  every  five 
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-ai  War-  years*  service  as  non-commissioned  officers;  but  the  maTiTmiin  with  Boch  ad- 
^  itions  not  to  exceed  28,  a  day. 

19.  Privates. — After  twenty -one  years'  service,  of  which  sixteen  yean  at 
least  shall  have  been  in  this  corps,  a  pension  for  life  of  lOd.  a  dajr*  inoreaaiiig 
to  a  maximum  of  Is.  4d.,  at  the  rate  of  ^d.  a  day  for  each  additioiial  years 
service,  with  the  further  addition  of  the  ^ood-conduct  pay  of  which^  fhey 
shall  have  been  in  uninterrupted  possession  for  six  months  immediately 
])rcccding  their  discharge;  but  the  maximum  with  such  addifeiQii  not  to 
exceed  Is.  Id.  a  day. 

20.  In  case  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  of  this  ooipe  ahidl 
become  disableil  by  disease  or  injury,  contracted  on  duty  in  the  aervioe,  his 
cose  shall  be  specially  considered,  with  a  view  to  a  pension  being  awarded 
to  him  projr>ortionate  to  his  disability,  without  reference  to  length  of  service. 

21.  In  aU  points  not  specifically  detailed  or  provided  for  in  this  Wuraat, 
the  non-commissioned  omcers  and  privates  of  this  corps  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  afiecting  the  other  corps  of  our  army. 

22.  For  men  of  this  corps  who  may  be  attached  to  any  hospital  or 
station,  the  purveyor  is  to  perform  the  duty  of  quarter-master,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Purveyor  s  Department  will  be  the  paymasters  of  the  ooi!p8. 

23.  The  discix>line  of  detachments  of  the  corps  wul  be  provided  for  by  the 
general  or  other  oiEcer  in  immediate  command. — ^w.

Serjeant  major,  granted  to  regmiental  hospital  Serjeants  after  two  years' 
service,  and  of  quarter-master  scrjeant  after  seven  years'  service,  does  not 
carry  with  it  any  increase  of  pay,  pension,  or  other  allowances,  all  of  which 
will  continue  to  be  regulated  by  the  Royal  Warrants  applicable  to  the 
appointment  of  hospital  scrjeant.

His  Royal  Highness  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief  desires  that,  Dctachmc 
when  regiments  are  divided,  and  detachment  hospitals  necessarily  opened.  Hospitals, 
a  due  proportion  of  the  permanent  hospital  staff  be  attached  thereto,  for 
ward  duty,  according  to  the  strength  of  detachments,  and  probable  average 
number  of  sick.

Reoulations  on  Points  qf  Discipline,  d:c.,for  the  Army  Hospital  Corps, 
1.  When  a  soldier  is  desirous  of  entering  the  Army  Hospital  Corps, 
the  annexed  Form  of  Return  (A)*  is  to  be  filled  up  by  his  commanding 
oflloer,  uid  forwarded  to  the  officer  commanding  the  corps.    Should  there

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ignlfitknu.  be  anjjr  objection  to  the  candidate,  the  officer  commaiidiiig  will  atate  tbe 
same  in  forwarding  the  return  for  the  ajiproval  of  the  director  general  of  the 
Array  Medical  Department,  or  the  purveyor  in  chie(  by  whom,  if  approved, 
the  name  will  be  submitted  to  the  Adjutant  General,  for  the  camajemtum 
of  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief 

2.  All  promotions  to  the  rank  of  non-commissionad  offioer  an,  m  the  first 
instance,  to  be  recommended  to  the  officer  commandinj^  the  corps,  bj  the 
govomor,  should  tho  man  be  serving  in  a  general  hospital ;  otherwise,  b^ 
the  principal  medical  officer,  or  the  purveyor  at  the  station  where  he  is 
scrvmg,  according  to  the  branch  of  the  corps  to  which  he  belongs.  ^  The 
rccommcndatioii,  accompanied  by  any  remarks  he  may  have  to  offer,  will  be 
forwarded  by  the  commanding  officer  to  tJie  director  general  or  jrarveyor 
in  chicf^  as  the  case  may  be,  by  whom,  if  approved,  it  will  be  submitted  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chiet  At  foreign 
stations  commanding  officers  may,  on  the  recommcnoation  of  the  purveyor, 
promote  deserving  men  to  the  rank  of  lance  Serjeant,  or  fiist-class  pri^nita^ 
to  fill  vacancies  in  the  establishment  allowed  for  the  Purvevor^s  Depttrtment :

The  allowances  of  I9.  a  day  to  compounders,  and  of  2dL  a  day  to  privates 
em])loyed  as  barbers,  are  not  to  bo  paid  until  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  War. 

3.  The  Records  of  Service  of  the  entire  corps  are  to  be  kept  by  the  officer 
commanding  tho  cor2>s  at  Netlcy,  and  the  attestations  by  the  prmcipal  pur- 
veyor at  that  station,  who  will  act  as  paymaster  to  the  head-quarters. 

4.  The  Corps  Defaulter  Book,  correspondmg  with  the  regimental  dc£udtor 
book  of  regiments,  to  be  ke])t  by  the  omccr  commanding  the  corps. 

6.  Defsbulter  Sheets,  corresponding  with  the  regimental  and  company 
defaulter  sheets  of  regiments,  are  to  be  kept  in  ^eral  hospitals  by  tlie 
cax)tain  of  orderlies ;  at  all  other  stations  tucy  will  be  kept  oy  the  offioer 
commanding  the  regiment  or  dcp6t  to  whidi  the  men  are  attached  for  dis- 
cij>line. 

6.  Monthl^r  casualty  returns  (Form  B),  containing  every  variation  of  the 
soldier's  service,  are  to  be  pre]^)ared  by  the  captain  of  orderlies  in  general 
hospitals ;  otherwise,  by  tho  purveyor  of  tho  station,  and  forwarded  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  corps  for  entry  in  the  records,  and  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  pa^aster  at  ncad-quartcrs,  who  will  make  corresponding 
entries  on  the  third  page  of  the  attestation.  Tho  information  required  to 
make  up  this  return  wiH  be  furnished  by  the  olUccr  commanding  tne  corps 
to  which  the  men  are  attached  for  discipLne. 

7.  Applications  for  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  for  leave  to  marry 
are  to  bo  made  to  the  officer  commanding  the  corps  through  the  governor, 
if  serving  in  a  general  hospital ;  otherwise,  through  the  principal  medical 
officer  or  purveyor  of  the  station,  according  to  tne  branch  to  which  the 
ai»plicant8  belong.  These  applications  must  oe  invariably  accompanied  by 
testimonials  as  to  the  rcspectabflity  of  the  persons  whom  the  soldiers  are 
desirous  to  marry.  Certified  copies  of  the  marriage  certificates  of  all  men 
married,  either  with  or  without  leave,  should  be  sent  to  head-quarters  for 
entry  in  the  register  of  the  corps,  as  also  the  baptismal  certificates  of  all 
chilaren  of  men  belonging  to  the  corps. 

8.  A  Court-martial  Book  is  to  be  kept  by  the  officer  commanding  the 
corps,  who  is  to  be  furnished  with  certified  extracts  of  the  proceedings  of 
general,  district,  or  garrison  courts-martial,  held  on  men  ot  the  cordis  at 
uie  several  stations,  and  with  the  originals  of  regimental  or  detachment 
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conrts-martiaL  These  documents  will  be  obtained  by  the  purveyor  or 
captain  of  orderlies  from  the  officer  charged  with  the  discipline  of  the 
men,  and  b^  him  will  be  transmitted  to  the  head-quarters  at  Netley.  In 
cases  invoh-ing  the  loss  of  public  stores,  a  duplicate  extract  should  be  sent 
to  thepurveyor  in  chie£ 

9.  Whenever  circumstances  will  x>crmit,  the  non-oomniissioned  officers  and 
men  of  the  medical  branch  serving  both  at  he^d-quarters  and  at  detached 
home  and  foreign  stations  will  be  instructed,  under  the  superintendence  of  a 
medical  ofiBoer,  in  hospital  and  ambulance  duties. 

10.  Inspections  of  regimental  necessaries  are  to  be  made  monthly  by  the 
pnrveyor  or  captain  of  orderlies,  as  the  case  may  bo,  who  will  settle  with 
the  men,  and  complete  their  pocket  led^rs  at  the  end  of  each  month.  These 
officers  will  respectively  be  charged  with,  the  resiKmaibility  of  keeping  the 
men*8  necessaries  complete,  by  supplies  to  be  procured  from  the  quarter- 
master's store,  on  application  to  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  or 
(lendi  to  which  they  are  attached  for  di8cix>liae,  excejitin^  such  articles  as  are 
only  worn  by  the  Army  Hospital  Corps,  which,  on  application  to  the  officer 
commanding  the  cori)S  by  the  purveyor  or  captain  of  orderlies,  will  be  sent 
annually  with  the  clothing.  When  this  duty  is  performed  by  a  captain  of 
orderlies,  he  will  furnish  the  purveyor  with  a  list  and  cost  of  the  aracles  to 
be  chai^ged  against  each  man.  With  refercnco  to  men  who  become  non- 
effective, pun-eyora  and  captains  of  orderlies  ^-ill  1)e  guided  by  the  Clothing 
liegulotions  in  force  at  the  time,  relative  to  the  disposal  of  their  clothing. 
Spare  arms  will  be  retained  at  out-stations,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  tms 
officer  commandinfiT  the  corp&  The  oiiicer  commanding  will  report  quar- 
terly to  the  War  Office  the  numbers  and  cost  of  the  articles  issued  auring  the 
])eriod  from  his  store  of  necessaries  peculiar  to  the  Army  Hos|>ital  Coips,  in 
the  following  form : — 

*'  I  have  to  report  that  of  the  articles  supplied  on  my  requisition  to  the 
War  Office,  datea  [date  to  he  ffictn]^  I  have  forwarded  during  the  past  quarter 
to  the  under-mentioned  statLjns  necessaries  amounting  in  value  to  the  sum  of 
[tmount  to  tt€  »pecifie(f]y  as  per  detailed  statement  herewith,  with  a  re^jucst 
to  the  officer  of  the  Purveying  Department  in  charge  at  each  station  to  recover 
the  cost  from  the  men,  and  credit  the  same  to  the  public  in  his  accounts. 

11.  Non-commissioned  officers  and  men  ordered  for  service  abroad  are,  in 
an  practicable  cases,  to  be  assembled  at  head-<|uarters  from  out-stations  prior 
to  embarkation,  for  the  pcrsoiuil  inspection  of  the  officer  commanding  the 
coqte,  who  will  satisfy  himself  that  all  such  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men  arc  complete  in  every  ])articular  relating  to  records,  accounts,  clothing, 
nccesi^irics,  and  equipment. 

12.  Wlien  the  exigencies  of  the  service  render  it  necessarj'  to  embark  men 
proceeding  abroad  from  the  station  where  they  may  be  Bcrvinc:,  without 
their  apjiearing  at  head-quarters,  the  i)urveyor  or  cai)taiu  of  orderlies,  as  the 
case  may  be,  will  certify  to  the  officer  commanding  the  corps,  that  each  man 
is  complete  in  regimental  necessaries,  clothing,  and  e<iuipment ;  that  ho  has 
Leen  regularly'  settled  with  to  the  latest  i)erioil  re(|uired  by  the  regulations ; 
and  that  he  is  in  possession  of  his  pocket  ledger,  which  has  been  regularly 
tept  and  l>alanced  to  the  date  of  embarkation  (or,  if  otherwise,  date  to  be 
given) ;  and,  further,  that  the  under-mentioned  documents  were  handed  over 
to  the  officer  commanding  the  troops  on  board  the  vessel  in  which  the  men 
embarked,  with  written  directions  as  to  their  final  disposaL  (Should  there 
be  no  officer  proceeding  in  charge  of  the  men,  the  documents  will  bo  for- 
warded bv  post  to  the  purveyor  at  the  new  station.)

The  purveyor  will  be  held  responsible  for  preparing  the  Na  1  report  and 
return  of  necessaries,  also  for  obtaining  from  tne  officer  charged  with  the 
discipline  of  the  men,  and  the  medical  officer,  the  remainder  of  the  docu- 
mento  specified.  At  stations  where  there  is  a  captain  of  orderlies,  he  will 
prepare  the  return  of  necessaries,  and  will  be  responsible  for  collecting  and 
transmitting  the  whole  of  the  documents. 

13.  Whenever  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  proceed  from  out- 
stations  to  head-quarters  for  embarkation  or  otherwise,  or  are  transferred 
from  one  station  to  another,  the  purveyor  will  obtain  the  documents  enu- 
merated in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  and  will  forward  them  to  the  head- 
quarters, or  to  the  new  station,  as  the  case  may  be. 

14.  Claims  for  good-conduct  pav  preferred  by  men  of  the  corps  will  be 
arranged  locally  by  the  officer  under  whom  they  are  placed  for  discipline, 
who  will  fumiw  uie  purveyor  with  the  necessary  documents,  as  vouchers 
for  his  pay-list 

15.  The  purveyor  at  stations  where  there  is  no  captain  of  orderlies  will 
keep  a  Detachment  Savings'  Bank  Ledger,  in  which  all  sums  deposited  or 
withdrawn  by  men  of  the  corps  in  his  payment  will  be  entered ;  the  moneys 
received  to  l>e  applied  to  the  payment  of  public  services.  The  balance  due 
to  each  depositor  is  to  be  recorded  in  his  pocket  ledger,  and  signed  on  each 
day  of  monthly  settlement.  The  purveyor  will  transmit  to  the  head-quarters 
of  the  corps,  with  the  monthly  return  of  the  detachment,  a  statement,  on 
Savings'  Biank  Form  No.  2,  of  all  deposits  and  withdrawals  during  the  past 
mont]^  and  likewise  attach  a  similar  statement  on  Form  No.  3  to  the  pay- 
list  rendered  to  the  War  Office  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  (See  Circular 
No.  711,  W.  0.,  3l8t  August,  1861.) 

Where  there  is  a  captain  of  orderlies,  this  duty  will  be  performed  by 
that  officer,  with  the  exception  of  accounting  to  the  public  in  the  quarterly

Each  issue  of  pay  should  be  duly  entered  therein, 
and  the  roll,  when  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month,  transmitted  to  the

18l  Men  transferred  to  the  corps  while  in  receipt  of  good-shooting  ]>ay 
will  continue  to  receive  the  same  on  a  certificate  being  famished  by  the 
Gommandrng  officer  of  the  regiment  from  which  they  volunteered. 

19.  With  reference  to  men  of  the  corps  who  shall  have  been  illegally 
absent  for  the  space  of  two  months,  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Enquiry, 
ordered  to  assemble  in  conformity  with  the  Articles  of  War,  will  be  forwardecl 
to  head-quarters,  to  be  preserved  as  a  record.

Regulations. 

^egnlatlons.  CLAUSE  1.  Any  person  who.  as  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  sol- 
dier, shall  have  completed  the  term  of  service  for  which  he  was  originally 
enlisted,  not  being  less  than  ten  years  in  infantiy,  or  twelve  in  cavalry, 
artillery,  or  engineers,  or  who,  after  five  jj^ears'  service,  has  been  discbai^ged 
for  any  cause  other  than  misconduct,  without  a  permanent  pension,  may, 
])rovi(fed  he  is  approved,  and  engages  for  such  service  by  a  declaration  in  the 
form  hereto  annexed,  be  enroll^  to  serve  in  the  Reserve  Force,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Act  noted  in  the  margin  [22  &  23  Vict.,  c.  4t£l,  for  each 
l)oriod  as  may  be  wanting  to  complete  twenty-one  years  if  he  origiiially 
enlisted  in  infantry,  or  twenty-four  years  if  he  enlisted  in  cavalry, 
artillery,  or  engineers,  reckoning  two  years'  service  in  such  Reserve  Force 
as  one  towards  the  attainment  of  thcVe  several  periods  of  service,  provided 
that  such  person  shall  be  enrolled  within  five  years  after  his  discharge  from 
the  aniiy. 

2.  Till  other  arrangements  are  authorized,  the  persons  composing  this 
Reserve  Force  shall  be  attached  during  x>eriods  of  training  and  exercise,  or 
when  called  out  for  the  other  purposes  specified  in  the  said  Act,  to  any 
infantry  regiment  or  dep6t,  or  to  the  Enrolled  Pensioner  Force,  wliichever 
may,  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  be  considered  most  convenient,  and 
shiul  obey  all  orders  of  the  officers  or  non-commismonod  officers  of  such 
regiment,  dojjut,  or  Enrolled  Pensioner  Force,  while  so  attached. 

S,  Every  person  thus  enrcdled  shall  be  bound  to  register  his  place  of  abode 
in  the  books  of  the  i)ension  district  in  which  he  receives  enrolment  money, 
and  to  abide  thereat,  and  not  to  remove  therefrom  without  giving  due  notice; 
and  the  distance  of  his  residence  is  not  in  any  case,  except  by  special  anthor- 
ity,  to  exceed  thirty  miles  from  the  head-quMters  of  ■ooh  pension  district 
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A,  AH  penoBB  enrolled  in  this  Beserve  Fom  ihall  be  bound  to  attend  Bi«Dhik 
regularly  at  the  hour  and  place  of  assemUy  when  called  out  for  training  and 
Ezerciae,  either  with  the  regiment,  dcpdt,  or  penaiaaer  force  to  which  they 
Diay  have  been  attached  as  aforesaid,  tor  a  period  not  exceeding  twelve  days

5.  All  persons  foiling  to  attend  on  these  occasions  withoot  reasonable 
esBse,  or  when  they  have  volunteered  their  services  for  permanent  duty,  or 
who  may  be  convicted  of  any  serious  misconduct  or  breach  of  discipline 
iHiile  8o  employed,  or  of  violence  or  disrespect  at  any  time  towards  the 
officers  entrufited  with  their  payment  and  superintendence,  or  who  shall  be 
giilty  of  any  fraudulent  statement  at  their  enrolment,  ahidl,  in  addition  to 
any  other  penalty,  be  liable  to  dismissal  from  the  force,  wiUi  the  forfoituze 
i£oIIy  or  m  part  of  the  several  advantages  authorized  by  this  warrant. 

it.  On  the  termination  of  the  period  of  service  for  wnich  these  men  have 
engaged  in  the  Reserve  Force,  and  on  the  fulfilment  of  the  other  con- 
StioDBf  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rates  of  pension  as  they  would 
hvn  attained  by  the  warrants  under  which  they  originally  enlisted,  had 
tiiey  continued  to  serve  in  the  corps  frran  which  they  were  discharged  tiU 
ihej  completed  the  period  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-four  years  respectively; 
and  they  shall  be  permitted  to  add  to  such  pension  an  amount  equal  to  the 
good-conduct  pay  of  which  they  hod  been  in  continuous  receipt  for  two 
years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  their  discharge.  Such  x*<^i^on, 
however,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  lOd.  a  day  for  a  private.  Is.  for  a  coq)oral, 
or  1«.  Z(L  for  a  serjeant  or  other  superior  non-commissioned  officer;  but, 
except  by  special  authority,  no  service  shall  be  reckoned  for  any  year  in 
whicn  thie  person  enrolled  has  not  resided  at  his  rciristered  place  of  abode, 
or  has  unlawfully  absented  himself  during  any  portion  of  uie  exercise  for 
vhich  he  shall  have  been  called  out  in  terms  of  the  Act  1)cfore  referred  to. 

7.  All  persons  enrolled  in  the  Reserve  Force,  who  may  be  wounded  or 
disabled  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pension 
as,  under  similar  circumstances  and  for  the  like  service,  would  have  been 
granted  in  the  regular  forces  of  Her  Majesty;  and  when  cdled  out  on  per- 
manent or  continuous  duty  for  any  period  exceeding  three  months,  the 
whole  of  such  period  shall  be  reckoned  according  to  the  usual  regulations  of 
the  service,  and  not  at  the  rate  of  two  years  for  one. 

8.  The  staflf  officer  of  the  pension  district  in  which  persons  have  been 
enrolled  for  this  Reserve  Force,  or  such  other  officers  as  may  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  dajrs'  service  per- 
formed by  each  person  in  the  course  of  the  year,  as  ascertained  either  from 
that  officer's  own  knowledge  or  tlie  report  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
regiment  or  depdt  with  which  such  person  may  have  been  trained,  and  also 
of  the  extent  of  his  service  prior  to  leaving  his  regiment,  wo  that  ho  may  be 
enabled  to  report  to  the  Commissioners  of  Chelsea  Hospital  when  the  right 
to  iiension  has  been  attidned  in  each  case ;  and  the  officer  or  officers  by 
whom  such  person  has  been  trained  shall  also  note,  on  a  certificate  to  be 
given  to  him,  whether  the  extent  of  service  wliieh  he  was  bound  to  perform 
up  to  the  31st  of  March  in  each  year  has  been  regularly  completed. 

9.  No  person  enrolled  in  the  Reserve  Force  shall  he  compelled  to  serve 
in  a  erade  lower  than  that  which  he  last  held  in  his  corps ;  but  any  interval 
Km<£,  may  take  place  in  his  sen-ice  while  awaiting  a  vacancy  shall  not  be 
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tegulationB.  allowed  to  reckon  towards  pension.  In  the  event,  however,  of  snch  persons 
agreeing  to  serve  in  a  lower  grade  till  vacancies  offer,  they  shall  be  entitled 
to  reckon  such  service  towxutis  the  pension  of  tiie  higher  grade  after  it  baa 
been  attained. 

10.  The  sum  of  £4  shall  be  allowed  annually  as  enrolment  money,  which 
shall  be  issued  to  the  persons  composing  the  Reserve  Force,  in  equal  quar- 
terly payments  in  advance,  on  the  1st  April,  1st  July,  1st  October,  and  Isfe 
January,  or  at  the  period  of  being  called  out  for  training,  as  may  be  con- 
sidered most  expedient  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War;  but  before  these 
payments  the  officer  by  whom  they  are  made  is  to  satisfy  himself  that  each 
man  is  possessed  of  one  pair  of  boots,  two  shirts,  two  pairs  of  socks,  and  a 
stock,  as  also  that  all  fines  for  misconduct  or  absence  during  the  previooa 
trainings  have  been  settled. 

11.  Every  person  in  this  Kcecrve  Force  shall  receive  a  tunic,  a  pair  of 
trousers,  and  a  cap  on  the  tirst  and  each  succeeding  seventh  year  of  his 
enrolment,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  rates  of  pay  and  allowances  when 
called  out  for  training,  exercise,  or  service,  as  are  fixed  for  corresponding 
ranks  in  the  infantry  of  the  Une,  with  the  addition  of  such  amount  of  good- 
conduct  pay  as  the  enrolled  man  was  in  receipt  of  at  the  time  of  his 
discharge. 

12.  While  serving  with  a  regiment  or  depdt  all  persons  belonging  to  this 
Reserve  Force  shatl  be  liable  to  the  same  punishments  and  i^niuties  for 
offences  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Mutinjjr  Act  and  Articles  of  War  for  Her 
Majesty's  other  forces;  but  when  serving  with  the  enrolled  pensioners, 
minor  offences  may  be  punished  by  the  mies  and  penalties  autnorized  for 
that  force.

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2.  Thoneh  the  notice  excludes  penncmen,  that  ia  not  to  preTent  men  who  inntrnctio 
have  been  dischar^  with  temporary  pensions  from  vdonteering  after  their  ^  Penaioi 
pensions  have  ceased ;  but  as  only  those  who  are  in  good  h^th  can  be  ap- 
proved  for  this  Service,  should  you  find  any  who,  from  their  appearance,  are 
obviously  unfit,  you  will  at  once  inform  them  that  they  cannot  do  taken,  but 

that,  should  they  recover,  they  mav  be  examined  in  future  vears. 

3.  If  any  of  uie  others  appear  likely  to  fulfil  the  required  conditions  with 
respect  to  service,  character,  and  efficiency,  you  will  note  their  addresses,  and 
inform  them  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  they  will  be  summoned  by 
notice  tbrouch  th^  post  oiiice  to  your  head-quarters  for  the  purpose  of 
heing  medicidly  inspected. 

4.  Pending  the  arrangements  which  will  thereafter  be  necessary  for  this 
inspectioii,  you  will  cause  careful  inquiries  to  be  made  by  means  of  your  out-

1.  The  instnictians  imdar  the  above  head,  in  the  Artilleiy  Financo  EfToct  «nd 
BeeiiktioiiB,  ppu  25  to  28,  Ahonld,  where  not  superseded  by  those  hereinafter  g^^^ 
kid  down,  be  invariably  foUotred. 

2L  Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  29th,  SOtb,  and  3l8t  Articles  of  War, 
BCffe  particnlariy  in  reference  to  the  provisions  therein  contained  regarding 
wrimenta  serving  in  India. 

3.  The  balances  of  deceased  officers  and  men,  not  paid  to  the  le;^  repre- 
sentative on  the  spot,  are  to  be  lodged,  immediately  on  the  ejroiration  of 
eadi  iricith,  by  tlie  officer  in  command  of  each  company,  in  the  Treasury  of 
the  East  India  Company  at  the  Presidency  (obtaming  a  receipt  for  the 
imonnts) ;  in  order  tnat  they  may  be  transferred  by  the  Court  of  Directors 
to  the  accoont  of  Her  Majesty's  Paymaster  General,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ment, under  the  orders  of  the  Seoretary  of  State  for  War,  to  the  several 
parties  entitled  thereto. 

4.  Casualty  returns  for  each  company,  made  up  according  to  the  War 
Office  Form  No.  57  (pattern  of  which  is  transmitted  herewith),  and  in  which 
aU  sums  should  appear  in  British  sterling,  are  to  be  forwarded  to  this  depart- 
ment, for  the  present,  at  the  expiration  of  each  month. 

5.  The  receipts  (adverted  to  m  Art  3),  for  the  actual  amount  shown  by 
i^  casualty  return  to  have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  in  India,  should 
acoompumy  such  return ;  and  a  certificate  from  the  ^pcr  officer  in  the  East 
India  Company's  service,  showing  the  precise  simi  in  British  sterling  to  be 
leoovered  m  England,  should  also  be  appended. 

6u  Care  should  be  taken  to  specify  on  the  casualty  return  whether  each 
(ffioer  or  man  was,  or  was  not,  possessed  of  other  property  of  any  description 
vhatever,  over  and  above  that  appearing  thereon  in  money,  which  may  nob 
bare  been  realized  at  the  date  of  the  return ;  and  in  cases  in  which  such 
property  may  exist,  i)articular8  thereof  should  be  detailed  in  duplicate,  and 
attached  to  the  casualty  return,  stating  also  the  steps  taken  for  recovering 
or  realizing  the  same  xmder  the  provisions  of  the  Act  6th  Geo.  IV.,  cap.  61. 

7.  By  this  Act,  officers  who,  pursuant  to  the  Articles  of  War,  collect  the 
efects  of  officers  or  soldiers  dymg  on  service  out  of  the  United  Kingdom 
are  empowered'  to  prosecute  any  step  necessary  for  that  purpose,  without 
lettos  of  administration ;  and  no  registrar  of  any  court  in  the  East  Indies, 
or  elsewhere,  can,  in  any  manner,  mterpose,  unless  required  to  do  so  by 
nch  officers. 

Gtaeral  Information  toUh  regard  to  the  Finance  of  Regiments  in  Tndia^  which 
will  be  found  ttw/it/,  and  should  be  strictly  attended  to. 
The  stoppages  received  by  captains  of  companies  for  reimbursement  of  the

Engineers. 
Payment  TiiE  paymastership  of  the  Royal  Artillerv  and  Royal  Engineers  held 

by  Messrs.  Cox  and  Co.  will  cease  from  the  1st  October  next 

1.  The  payment  of  all  troops  and  companies  at  home  and  abroad, 
including  master  gunners  and  tower-kccpers,  iviil  bo  made  by  jiay- 
masters  appointed  for  the  purpose,  by  troop  and  company  officers,  and 
by  adjutants  of  detachments. 

2.  Such  payments  will  include  various  services  in  addition  to  pa^,  now 
disbursed  by  Messrs.  Cox  and  Co.,  and  not  to  be  continued  in  their  pay- 
ments, such  as — 

Purchase  of  Horses, 

Carriafi^e  of  Baggage, 

Travemnc  Expenses, 

Forage  AUowance, 

Command  Pay, 

Contingent  Allowance,  &c.,  &c. 
3-  Quarterly  battalion  pay-lists  will  be   prepared  by  the   paymasters 
from  monthly  company  pay-lists,  and  from  other  sources.    They  will  also 
prepare  all  other  accounts  that  may  be  required  for  services  not  coming 
through  the  battaUon  pay-lists. 

4  They  will  also  correspond  with  company  and  other  officers,  with  the 
War  Office,  &c. 

5.  For  carrying  out  the  above  services,  the  following  regulations  are  to 
be  adopted : — 

6.  Tne  regiment  of  artillery,  for  the  purpose  of  payment,  will  be  divided 
into  three  divisions. 

The  First  Division  will  consist   of  the  horse  artillerv,  riding  bouse 
troop,    adjutant's   detachment    field   batteries,   invalid   detachment. 
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Master  gnxmers,  Tower-keepers,  additional  gunners  at  Jamaica,  gun  FftymeDt 
I^acara  at  Hong  Kong,  and  other  misoellaneous  services  and  individuals 
not  indnded  in  the  battalions. 
Tht  Second  Division  will  consist  of  the  first  seven  battalions,  and 
The  Third  Division  of  the  second  seven  Battalions. 
The  corps  of  Boyal  Engineers  will  fonn  a  Fourth  Division, 
Each  ot  these  divisions  will  have  a  paymaster.    Gi^ytains  of  troops  and 
companies,   and    adjutants   commanding    detachments,    will  act  as  sub- 
accountants  to    the   paymaster  of   the  division   of  which    their    troop, 
company,  or  detachment  foims  a  part 

At  Houk. 

7.  For  payment  of  that  portion  of  his  division  which  is  serving  at  home, 
the  divimoxud  pajrmaster  will  be  supplied  weekly  with  the  necessary  funds 
through  the  Paymaster  General.  The  troops,  compmies,  and  detachments, 
not  at  Woolwich  or  Chatham  will  be  suppUed  with  cash,  by  bills  drawn 
on  the  Paymaster  General  on  a  prescribea  form,  or  through  the  Revenue 
Departments  or  Bank  of  Ireland,  as  may  be  found  most  convenient,  accord- 
ing to  tbe  station. 

8.  The  divisional  paymaster  will,  on  the  10th  of  each  month,  or  earlier, 
if  firand  necessary,  render  to  this  office  an  estimate  of  the  sums  required 
fin-  the  ensuing  month ;  such  estimate  to  be  made  up  from  the  estimates 
fimiahed  to  hmi  by  the  several  officers  commanding  troops,  companies, 
kc^  and  will,  at  the  termination  of  each  quarter,  prepare  a  consolidated 
pay  list  of  each  battalion,  &c.,  composing  his  division.  He  will  also  make 
up  monthly  accounts  current  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  for  each 
battalion,  &c.,  for  the  information  of  this  office. 

9.  Captains  of  troops  and  companies  and  adjutants  commanding  detach- 
ments will  prepare  monthly  estimates  of  the  sums  required  for  their  respec- 
tive companies,  &c.,  which  they  will  deliver  or  send  to  the  paymaster  of 
their  division  on  or  before  the  5th  of  the  month  preceding  tnat  to  which 
the  estimate  applies. 

Abboad. 

10.  The  amount  of  the  monthly  estimate  prepared  by  the  officer  com- 
manding the  troop  or  company  abroad,  after  approval  by  the  commanding 
cfficer  of  the  corps  and  the  comptroller  of^  army  expenditure  on  the 
station,  will  be  drawn  from  the  cash  accountant.  This  estimate  should 
include  all  detachments  belonging  to  the  company,  &c,  to  which  the 
officer  commanding  such  company  will  remit  the  money  required  for  pay- 
ment of  the  men  agreeably  to  the  War  Office  Instructions  lor  the  conauct 
of  cash  business  abroad,  dated  19th  October  last. 

General. 

11.  Officers  commanding  troops  or  companies  are  to  deliver  or  send 
direct  to  their  divisional  pa3rmaster  their  monthly  pay  lists,  accompanied 
by  the  prescribed  vouchers,  if  serving  cU  home,  before  the  third  day  of  the 
following  month,  or,  if  serving  abroad^  by  the  earliest  opportunity  after  the 
expiration  of  the  month  to  which  the  pay  list  applies.  The  pay  list  is  to 
be  examined  by  the  paymaster  immediately  after  its  receipt,  and  should  any 
inaccuracies  be  found  therein  the  same  should  at  once  be  pointed  out  to  the 
officer,  and  the  difference  immediately  adjusted. 

12.  New  forms  of  pay  lists,  muster  rolls,  and  of  every  description  of 
toucher  required  from  captains  of  troops  and  companies,  &c.,  have  been 
prepared  on  the  line  system,  supplies  ot  which,  together  with  a  specimen 
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aysMoii  pfty  list  filled  np  for  their  cnidaace,  will  be  transmitted  to  tlie  wrenl 
stations  at  home  and  abroad  with  a  view  to  their  adoption  from  the  lit 
October  next. 

13.  The  mnster  of  the  different  troops,  companies,  and  detachmeirta  at 
home  and  abroad  will  continue  to  be  tiJcen  by  civil  offioen  as  at  present^ 
under  the  reflations  in  Circnlar  No.  227,  dated  9th  March,  1858,  with  the 
exception  of  the  troops,  companies,  and  detac^mionts  a(t  head-quarters 
(Woolwich  and  Chatham),  which  will  be  taken  by  the  divisional  pay- 
masters. 

14  The  monthly  muster  rolls  hitherto  sent  to  the  Aocoantant  QeDeral 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  divisional  paymasters  for  the  verification  of  the 
pay  lists,  after  which  they  will  be  handed  over  to  the  adjutant  of  the 
battalion  to  bo  lodged  in  his  office  lor  seneral  refarenca 

15.  Many  minor  details  will,  doubtm^  arise  hersafter,  but  which  cannot 
be  folljr  provided  for  until  the  duties  commence.  It  is  oonsidetedv  however, 
that  this  outline  will  in  the  meanwhile  be  sufficient  far  the  oommenccviflnt 
of  the  new  system. 

16.  A  Ust  of  the  several  dooomenti  to  be  used  under  the  new  system  it 
annexed. 

17.  Any  over  or  short  chanes  whidi  may  remain  unsettled  in  the  troop 
or  company  pay  lists  for  &ptember  next  are  not  to  be  brought  into 
account  in  the  October  pay  Ust,  but  are  to  be  adjusted  between  the  officeis 
commanding  and  Messrs.  Ckix  azui  Co.

Amoiunta  due  from  one  Officer  to  another  not  to  appear  in  EatimaUa. 

2.  Amounts  due  to  or  firom  officers  commanding  troops,  companies,  or 
detachments,  on  account  of  men  transferred,  &c.,  are  not  to  be  included  in 
the  trooD,  company,  or  detachment  estimate,  but  in  the  general  state  of 
the  pay  list,  and  this  mode  of  settling  is  to  be  resorted  to  oiUy  when  the 
matter  cannot  be  arranged  in  any  other  way.

1.  Estimates  of  subsistence  in  duplicate  for  themselves  and  the  invalids 
under  their  charge  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Invalid  Office  at  Woolwich 
not  later  than  5th  of  the  month  preceding  that  for  which  they  are  made  up, 
and  care  is  to  be  taken  that  every  part  of  them  is  properly  filled  in,  and 
where  rations  are  drawn  that  the  number  of  days  for  which  credit  is  given 
B  correctly  stated.  It  is  to  be  distinctlv  understood  that  the  amount  for 
iitions  is  to  be  deducted  for  the  month  for  which  the  estimate  is  prepared, 
ao  thai  no  money  will  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  master  gunner  on  this 
seeonnti. 

%  A  sapply  of  printed  fonns  sufficient  for  four  months  bas  been  fbr- 
varded  to  each  master  gunner,  &c,  from  the  War  Office.  Demands  for 
fntber  supplies  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Invalid  Office  at  Woolwich  from  all 
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rtilloiy       stations  in  Great  Britain  and  tlio  Channel  Islands  not  later  than  tlie  1st 
ivaUda       Peoembcr  in  each  year,  and  from  those  in  Ireland  to  the  Artillery  OlHces  of 
the  district  in  which  they  are  serving. 

3.  The  attention  of  master  gunners  is  especially  called  to  paragraph  II  of 
the  Instructions  dated  War  Othcc,  10th  August,  1848,  Na  301,  relative  to 
the  transmission  of  their  pay  lists,  wliich  are  to  be  sent  to  the  paymaster 
of  the  1st  Division  through  the  Adjutant  of  the  Invalid  Artillery  at  Woolwich. 
No  pay  list  will  be  kept  in  the  Invalid  Office,  but  copies  of  all  documents 
are  to  be  retained  by  the  master  gunners,  in  order  to  facilitate  answers  to 
inquiries  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  make. 

4.  On  the  removal  of  invalids  from  one  station  to  another,  and  on  the 
occurrence  of  any  other  casualty  financially  affecting  the  detachment,  a 
report  is  immediately  to  be  made  to  the  Invalid  Office,  in  which  the  date  to 
which  the  men  have  been  subsisted  must  be  shown. 

5.  In  tiie  pay  lists,  which  are  to  be  made  up  alphabetically,  the  master 
gunners  wUl  enter  their  own  names  under  the  head  of  **Omcor8."  The 
regimental  numbers  of  the  men  arc  also  to  be  inserted. 

(>.  To  master  gunners  located  by  themselves  the  above  instmctionB  do 
not  apply,  except  as  regards  the  forwarding  of  their  estimates. — i.

On  the  receipt  of  an  order  for  the  removal  of  a  troop,  company,  or  Pnymeni 
jetachment  of  Royal  Artillery  or  Royal  Engineers  from  one  station  to 
mother  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  captain  or  officer  commanding  tho 
troop  or  company,  ahoold  he  not  have  sufficient  money  in  hand,  will 
immediately  transmit  a  supplementary  estimate  for  the  probable  expense  of 
the  march,  to  the  paymaster  of  his  division,  who  will  take  tho  neceuaiy 
steps  for  snp|ilying  the  amount  thereof 

2.  How  Funds  may  he  obtained  in  Canes  of  pressing  Emergency. 

In  the  event,  however,  of  the  order  for  the  inarch  arriving  so  suddenly  as 
to  preclude  the  possibility  of  receiving  a  sufficiently  early  remittance  frcmi  the 
liinsional  paymaster,  the  officer  commanding  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply 
to  any  district  or  regimental  paymaster,  paymaster  of  a  militia  regimen^ 
or  other  military  accountant  at  the  station,  who  may  have  funds  in  hand,  to 
make  any  advance  that  may  be  absolutely  necessary,  the  officer  receiving 
the  same  notifying  the  amount  to  his  divisional  paymaster,  transmitting  at 
the  same  time  a  supplementary  estimate  as  beforo  mentioned,  in  order  that 
the  difference,  if  any,  between  the  sum  included  therein  and  the  amount 
received  on  account  may  be  remittc<l  to  the  officer.

5.  CItange  of  Officers  commanding  Companies,  <l:c.

10.  Detached  Men,  haw  to  he  paid. 
Men  detached  in  such  situations  as  preclude  the  possibility  of  receiving 
their  subsistence  through  the  medium  ot  a  troop  or  company  will  receive  iC 
by  advice,  from  the  divisional  paymaster  through  any  paymaster  at  the 
station,  who  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  divisional  paymaster  by  means  of  a 
lull  at  sight  on  his  separate  account  with  Messrs.  Cox  and  Ca 

11.  Remittance  to  Regimental  Paymasters^  dsc 
Officers    commanding  troops,   companies,    and    adjutant*s   detachments 
having  occasion  to  remit  money  to  district,   regimental,   or  militia  pay- 
masters, in  repayment  of  advances  made  to  men  or  recruite,  will  do  so  in

23.  Referring  to  Form  No.  15  of  the  specimen  pay  list,  circulated  with 
the  War  Office  Instructions  of  10th  August,  1858,  No.  301,  officers  com- 
manding troops,  com]>anie8,  and  detachments,  are  informed  that,  in  cases 
of  men  transierred  from  one  troop  or  company  to  another  of  t/ie  same  corps 
or  hattalionf  the  columns  headed  'Tlace  of  birth,*'  '*Trade,"  "When  en- 
listed," "Date  of  enlistment,"  need  not  be  filled  in,  that  information  being 
only  necessary  when  the  men  become  non-effective,  or  are  transferred  to 
some  other  corps  or  battalion. 

24.  Paymaster's  Offices  at  Woolwich  and  Chatham. 
The  offices  of  the  paymasters  of  the  Koyal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers 
being  now  at  Woolwich  and  Chatham,  letters,  returns,  &c.,  intended  for 
those  officers,  are,  in  future,  to  be  directed  accordingly.— p.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  havini^  had  under  consideration  the  For^  -o  i 
special  forms  hitherto  transmitted  to  this  office  for  the  monthly  receipt  and  l^tioa^. 
issue  of  forage  to  horses  of  officers  of  the  Horse  Brigade  and  Riding  Estab- 
liihment,  ai3.  to  troop  horses  of  the  Royal  Artillery  in  barracks  or  stationary 
ipiartera,  as  enumerated  in  Article  27,  at  page  h6  of  the  Finance  Regulations, 
has  decided  that,  under  the  new  organization  of  that  corps,  these  several 
Conns  shall  cease  to  be  rendered  in  respect  of  supplies  subsequent  to  the  3l8t 
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irage  and  December  next,  and  that  those  now  in  nse  by  regiroentt  of  carabj  and 
jiooM.  other  mounted  corps  shall  from  that  dav  be  made  available  for  the  several 
Artillery  Brigades,  the  Hiding  Eetablianment,  and  the  Engineer  Train  at 
home  stations. 

The  supplies  drawn  at  the  camps  at  Aldershot  and  tha  Coiragh  will  be 
accountea  for  as  at  present,  by  the  senior  commissariat  officers  at  those 
stations. 

The  following  instructions  are  added  for  the  guidance  of  the  offiocra  ooo- 
cemed  in  the  preparation  and  transmission  of  the  necessary  documents: — 

The  requisition  and  recoipti,  W.  0.  Form  0.  132  (the  amended  Fonn  60  of 
the  Finance  Begulations),  will  be  superseded  by  the  forage  receipt,  W.  (X 
Form  1009. 

The  artillery  barrack  diary,  W.  0.  Form  114  (the  amended  Form  61  of 
the  Finance  llegulations),  wiU  be  substituted  by  the  extract  of  a^jutant^s 
roll,  W.  0.  Form  30,  and  the  monthly  account  of  forage  snnplied,  W.  0. 
Form  15,  it  being  understood  that,  although  the  horses  foragaa  at  the  caa^ 
at  Aldershot  and  the  Curragh  are  to  be  included  in  the  Form  30  as  IwTing 
drawn  their  rations  from  suoi  source,  the  forage  is  to  be  ezolnded  firom  the 
Form  15,  which  is  to  contain  only  supplies  drawn  direat  from  OQntiaetan  and 
innkeepers. 

The  horse  billet  claim,  W.  0.  Form  0.  3^,  will  be  superseded  hjr  that  for 
the  cavalry,  \V.  O.  Form  1016,  and  each  brigade  of  artillery  inll  follow 
the  practice  of  regiments  of  cavalry,  by  including  in  one  set  of  returns 
(Forms  30  and  15)  the  forage  supplied  durixu;  each  month  to  all  the  batteries 
of  which  it  is  composed,  sbowiug  the  totalof  officers*  and  troop  rations  in 
each  county,  or  separate  contract,  rendering,  however,  distinct  and  separate 
accounts  for  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  when  portions  of  the  brigade  may  be 
stationed  in  both  countries  during  the  month,  a  course  which  sm)uld  also  be 
observed  in  reference  to  the  supplies  of  bread  and  meat  accounted  for  on 
W.  O.  Forms  6  and  7,  which  should  be  rendered  in  brigades,  and  the  whole 
of  the  rations  drawn  by  the  brigade  within  the  month  included  in  one  set  of 
such  forms. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  extract  of  adjutants  roll,  care  should  be  taken 
that  charges  for  forage  in  respect  of  horses  transferred  to  other  batteries, 
which  they  may  join  on  the  same  day,  are  not  twice  made  ;  L  e.,  one  by  the 
battery  from  which  they  are  struck  off,  and  again  by  that  to  which  they 
are  removed.

The  Secretaiy  of  State  for  War  having  decided  that  the  provisions  of  Aocoonta, 
Cbeolar  Ka  386^  of  8th  February,  1859,  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the  ^<^7*  ^ 
first  paragraph,  apply  to  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers,  from  Ist 
Apri^  1862,  the  foUowing  rules  are  to  be  strictly  observed : — 

L  Regimental  officers  will  continue  as  heretofore  to  receive  their  pay, 
according  to  their  own  option,  from  the  regimental  agents  or  paymasters. 

2.  WiUi  a  view  to  secure  an  earlier  and  a  more  mrect  charge  and  audit, 
the  pay  of  regimental  officers,  when  so  issued  by  the  paymaster,  is  to  be 
chained  in  his  pay  list,  and  finally  audited  in  that  account. 

3.  The  charges  in  the  agents'  accounts  under  such  head  are  to  be  re- 
sfaricted  to  the  pay  of  those  officers  who  have  selected  the  regimental  agents 
to  receive  their  pay  fr^m. 

4.  Whenever  an  officer  is,  at  his  own  option,  transferred  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the  agents  to  that  of  the  paymaster,  or  vice  versd,  the  prescribed 
pay  certificate  (130th  and  131st  Articles  of  the  Explanatory  Directions 
to  Paymasters)  will  be  invariably  required  in  duplicate,  the  original 
being  annexed  to  the  account  in  which  the  pay  is  for  the  future  to  be 
chazged,  and  the  duplicate  to  the  account  in  which  the  pay  will  cease  to  be 
chazged. 

5.  The  foregoing  rules  will  also  apj>ly  to  the  extra  i)ay  and  servant 
allowance  of  engineer  officers. 

6.  The  separate  quarterly  statement  of  officers'  pay,  prescribed  by  the 
43d  Article  of  the  Explanatory  Directions,  will  be  discontinued,  and  the  8th 
and  145th  Articles  of  those  instructions  will  be  inapplicable  from  1st  Aprils 
1862,  the  date  on  which  the  present  regulations  take  effect. — a.

CharMtor  o^^^"  ^^  engineers  should  be  called  to  Section  2,  Article  19,  of  the 
Engineer  Code,  which  forbids  ddiverzng  to  any  individual,  military  or  dvil, 
testimonials  of  character. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  officer  to  make  periodical  confidential  reports  of 
the  character  and  conduct  of  |iersons  under  his  onicrs,  and  it  is  his  duty 
also  to  bring  specially  before  the  Inspector  General  of  Fortifications,  for 
the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  any  cases  of  conduct  specially 
deserving  of  praise  or  blame. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will  be  entirely  ^ided  by  these  reports  in  pro- 
moting members  of  the  civil  staff  from  one  situation  to  another,  and  in  the 
case  of  persons  leaving  the  service,  anv  individual  desirous  of  emplojring 
them  will  always  be  at  liberty  to  B.'^jfiy  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  an 
account  of  the  character  thev  l>ore  whiie  in  the  service ;  but  testimonials  or 
certificates  are  in  no  case  to  be  given  into  the  hands  of  the  persons  to  whom 
they  relate. 

Exijericnce  has  proved  that  such  testimonials  are  in  most  cases  giyen 
with  very  little  consideration :  they  arc  of  no  service  to  men  of  known  nigh 
character,  and  are  sometimes  made  use  of  in  a  very  improper  way. — T.

With  reference  to  the  recent  reports  of  commanding  royal  en-  Plans  and 
gineers  as  to  the  ** State  of  Plans"  in  their  respective  districts,  <^ed  for  by  ^^P^ 
Circular  of  18th  September,  1856,  it  is  considered  that  much  may  be  done 
towards  making  ^ood  the  deficiencies,  by  adapting  to  the  purposes  of  the  War 
Office  the  Admiralty  Charts  and  large  scale  Ordnance  Surveys :  on  the 
former,  the  |>ositions,  and  on  the  latter,  the  particulars,  of  the  lands  and 
works  belon^ng  to  the  War  Office  might  be  accurately  d^ineated. 

It  is  ther^ore  proposed  from  time  to  time  to  transmit  to  the  commanding 
engineers  duplicate  copies  of  such  authentic  engraved  ])laus  as  can  lie 
obtained,  to  be  completed  with  information  specially  required  for  military 
purposes :  one  copy  being  retained  at  the  station,  and  one  transmitted  for 
nemd  in  the  War  Office. 

These  plans  are  to  be  finished  with  strict  reference  to  Circular  dated  2dd 
Febinaiy,  1849;  and  the  boundaries  are  to  be  shown  in  compliance  with 
Article  14,  Revised  Section  6  of  the  Code. 

The  configuration  of  the  ground  is  to  be  shown  on  the  Ordnance  Survey 
PUns  with  we  brush  and  sepia,  or  indian  ink,  and  not  with  the  pen. 

The  commanding  royal  engineers  will  cause  to  be  added  to  the  plans  any 
further  information,  not  specified  in  the  Circular  of  1849,  which  they  may 
consider  useful  for  military  purposes. 

All  additions  to  and  alterations  in  the  military  buildings,  or  in  any  im- 
portant civil  structures,  having  a  bearing  on  the  defences,  which  have 
occurred  since  the  date  of  the  survey,  are  to  be  carefully  introduced. 

When  the  scale  admits  of  it,  as  it  will  in  the  large  scale  Ordnance  Plans, 
a  few  general  sections  are  to  be  added. — p.

Ca8E3  havinz  arisen  of  private  architects  applying  to  be  furnished  Trice  Sche^ 
with  printed  copies  of  the  Royal  Engineer  District  Schedmes  of  Prices,  the  ^^^ 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  considered  in  what  way  it  is  best  to  meet 
such  applications. 

His  Lordship  has  decided  that  in  all  cases  in  which  there  is  no  strong 
reason  to  the  contrary,  the  public  should  have  the  advantage  of  whatever 
skill  and  trouble  may  have  been  given  to  subjects  of  this  kind  by  Her 
Majesty's  officers,  upon  payment  of  a  certain  fixed  price. 

That  price  should  be  such  as  should  not  only  cover  the  cost  of  paper  and 
printing,  but  entirely  to  negative  any  idea  that  it  is  intended  to  enter  into 
any  competition  with  price  oooks  published  by  private  enteri)ri8e. 

After  consultii^  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Stationery  Office,  this  price 
has  been  fixed  at  3<2.  per  foHo  foolscap  sheet 

In  all  future  cases  of  printing  schedules  of  prices,  the  commanding 
royal  engineer  wiU  have  the  price  printed  on  the  title  page,  computed  at 
the  rate  of  3d.  per  foolscap  folio  sheet.  Thus,  if  it  consists  of  seven  sheets, 
the  words  "IVice  Is.  9d."  would  be  printed  on  the  title  page. 

The  commanding  royal  engineer  will  then  fiimish  to  the  storekeeper,  or 
other  local  aooountant  of  iJie  War  Office,  such  a  number  of  copies  as  are

■  tura*^°"  has  had  to  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  at  the  end  of  the  past 
financial  year,  several  cases  of  unauthorized  expenditure  on  the  part  of  com- 
manding engineers. 

An  estimate  may  be  insufficient,  difi&culties  in  obtaining  fbundationa 
may  occur,  and  in  other  ways  it  may  happen  that  the  sum  authorized  for  a 
particular  service  may  be  inadequate  to  the  end  which  it  is  required  to 
attain. 

The  Engineer  Code  provides  for  such  cases.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  oom- 
numding  engineer  at  once  to  report  the  difficulties  he  haa  enooontered,  and 
the  necessity  for  a  further  grant  to  carry  out  the  aervioe  effsotiially.  B«t 
the  code  does  not  provide  for  an  unauthorized  expenditure,  that  ia  heedlaaalj, 
and  even  in  some  cases  wilfully  incuired.  It  does  not  provide  fat  an  ofiov 
making  improvements  or  alterations  in  a  building,  leading  to  increased  oost^ 
with  no  further  reason  to  allege  than  that  in  his  opinion  they  were  desinUa. 
This  is  a  reason  for  suggesting  an  improvement,  but  not  for  carrying  it  oat 
from  funds  provided  for  other  purposes,  or  even  from  funds  not  puKM  at  the 
disDosal  of  the  officer. 

This  is,  in  fact,  usurping  a  power  of  alterinff  the  appropriatian  of  Fteiia- 
mentarv  votes  which  the  Secretary  of  State  does  not  himaelf  possess,  and 
which  he  certainly  will  not  tolerate  in  officers  of  engineers. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  Inspector  Genoral  of  Fortifications  to  offer  to  tbs 
Secretary  of  State  any  exouse  £Dr  conduct  of  this  kind.  If  an  sngiaesr 
officer  be  not  able  to  control  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  cntmstsd  to  kia; 
if  he  be  ignorsnt  of  what  he  is  going  to  do,  how  much  it  irUl  cost,  andivkat 
liabilities  he  is  incnrrin^;  still  more  i^  knowing  tiiat  he  is  ezoeedinff  the 
authorised  expenditure,  ne  withhold  the  infonnatian  for  asui|^  dajp  M  ii 
JUftM  iar  the  dnties  of  his  corpSi 
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Offioen  of  engineen  must  be  aware  that  no  excess  upon  a  senrioe  antlior-  TTnufhor- 
ued  by  Parliament  can  be  incurred,  and  no  change  in  the  appropriation  of  ^^Jf^^^ 
a  Tote  can  be  made,  without  the  authority  of  the  Lords  Commnsioners  of 
Her  Majesty^  Treasury.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  directed  that,  in  all 
fiitue  ooounnnications  on  this  subject  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treamiry,  the 
name  of  the  officer  responsible  shall  be  reported  to  their  Lordships,  and 
thus  a  xecoffd  will  be  maintained  at  the  Treasury,  as  well  as  in  the  War 
Office,  of  officers  who  have  involved  the  Crovemment  in  unauthorized 
Bt.>p4lt^f%  On  this  record  the  Lispector  General  of  Fortifications  trusts, 
sfter  the  present  warning,  that  the  names  of  very  few  officers  of  the  corps 
will  be  pUured. — tL

lliese  men  are  to  bo  mustered  and  paid  as  sunners  and  drivers,  and  will 
ftnn  part  of  the  established  number  of  that  tkSl,  and  are  to  be  distinguished 
by  the  badges  worn  by  the  wheelers  and  smiths  of  the  field  artillery.  When 
sctoally  employed  in  the  public  works  they  wiU  receive  working  pay  at  the 
imte  of  1#.  id.  a  diw ;  those  belonging  to  companies  at  Woolwich  are  to  be 
em^Ted  in  the  Koyal  Arsenal,  and  those  at  out-stations  at  home  and 
abroad,  under  the  orders  of  the  commanding  engineer  or  storekeeper,  as  local 
dnnunstanoes  may  point  out,  in  repairing  gun  carriages,  nlatforms,  &c,  in 
conjunction  with  such  other  tradesmen  as  may  be  empbyea  under  the  direc- 
tion of  those  officers.  Commanding  officers  of  artillery  are  directed  to  dve 
immediate  notice  of  the  arrival  of  a  company  at  a  station  to  the  commanding 
engineer  or  storekeeper,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  his  military  artificers,  whose 
names  are  to  be  stated,  are  available  for  the  public  works ;  and  they  are  en- 
joined to  co-operate  in  carrving  out  the  intention  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
by  fijivin§  employment  to  these  artificers  wlicuever  tho  public  service  will 
admit  of  it.

Bttody  of  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having  had  tinder  conBideration  the 

^^'^  store  accounts  rendoml  by  x^cers  commanding  royal  ttrfcUkry  has  approved 
of  the  following  regnlations,  viz. : — 

Ist.  Officers  conunanding  Royal  Artillery  at  stations  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  officers  commanding  troops  of  Royal  Horse  Artillery  and  field  batteries^ 
are  required  to  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure  d 
all  ammunition  and  other  stores  in  their  charge,  as  laid  down  in  Article  32, 
page  183,  of  the  Finance  RegaUtions,  and  in  the  Circular  Orders  of  21st 
Januaiy,  1828  (0—1852),  and  12th  May,  1830  (D— 1262).  They  are  also  to 
take  care  that,  in  rendering  their  store  accounts,  the  several  transactions 
entered  therein  are  supported  by  proper  vouchers,  tm  without  them  the 
entries  will  be  disallowed. 

2d.  When  an  officer  is  relieved  from  the  command  of  a  station  or  disfrioi^ 
lie  is  to  cause  a  remain  of  stores  to  be  taken,  in  conjunction  with  the  officer 
assuming  the  command  and  the  military  storekeeper  on  the  spot,  if  there  be 
one ;  reportiiu;  the  result,  through  the  director  general  of  artillery,  to  the 
Secrotary  oi  State  for  War,  in  oraer  that  the  value  of  any  articles  deficient, 
which  oannot  be  satisfifustorily  accounted  for,  may  be  chargod  against  the 
officer  transferring  the  stores.

Officers  commanding  troops  and  field  batteries  will  be  held  responsiblo 
for  every  article  of  field  equipment  in  their  charge ;  and  whenever  a  change 
of  captams  or  officers  commanding  takes  place,  a  certificate  from  the  relieving 
officer,  according  to  the  annexed  form,  of  his  bavins  received  over  the  stores 
must  accompany  the  annual  store  return  to  be  made  up  on  the  31st  March, 
and  rendered  to  this  office,  through  the  adjutant  general  of  artillery,  on  or 
befora  the  30th  June. 

5th.  Any  deficiency  in  the  equipment  that  may  be  discovered  at  the  time

The  proper  position  of  the  officer  commanding  the  Royal  Artillery 
i^ncer^"  and  the  commanding  royal  endneer  at  reviews,  state,  or  other  ceremonials, 
nunaucl-  or  when  inspected  by  a  general  officer,  not  being  clearly  defined.  His  Royal 
'■  Highness  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief  directs  that  upon  such  occasions, 

as  a  general  rule,  these  officers  receive  the  reviewing  or  inspecting  officer  at 
the  head  of  their  respective  commands,  but  that  they  immediately  after- 
wards join  the  staff. 

^  Field  officers  in  command  will  not,  however,  be  required  to  take  the  head  of 
siuele  batteries  or  companies  under  their  own  captains,  but  will  join  the  staffl 
All  general  officers  must  be  aware  that  the  maintenance  of  close  and 
confidential  relations  between  themselves  and  the  heads  of  the  artiUery  and 
engineers  under  their  command,  is  essential  to  the  perfonnance  of  their 
duties  as  regards  those  great  branches  of  the  service. 

With  an  army  in  the  field  this  principle  is  always  recognized  to  the  fhllest 
extent,  and  this  recognition  should  prevail  at  all  times  and  in  all  places. 

His  Royal  Highness  having  fixed  the  place  of  these  commanding  officers 
at  the  formal  reception  of  eeneral  officers  on  x>arade,  would  impress  on  the 
latter  that  ho  considers  toia  arrangement  as  an  intcrmption  of  the  nraal

The  exammafcioQ  of  the  lieutenants  of  the  Royal  Artillery  will  be  similar 
to  that  required  of  officers  of  the  line,  as  laid  down  in  the  Queen's  Regnla- 
tiona,  paraen^ihs  72,  73,  and  74,  with  the  exception  of  the  requirements  of 
paragraph  10,  pupe  73 :  a  general  knowledge  of  the  evolutions  of  cavalry  and 
m&ntiy  will  suffice. 

in  addition  to  the  fioregoing,  lieutenants  of  the  Royal  Artillery  will  be 
examined  as  to  their  acquaintance  with  the  more  special  duties  of  their  pro- 
fession, and  the  accompanying  list  of  subjects  is  promulgated  as  a  guide  to 
the  nature  of  the  exammation. 

Every  officer,  on  becoming  the  thirtieth  on  the  list  of  lieutenants,  must 
be  prei»red  to  undergo  the  required  examination. 

An  officer,  however,  who  wishes  to  be  examined  at  an  earlier  period,  may, 
after  four  years'  service,  apply  for  such  examination. 

Instructions  will  from  tmie  to  time  be  issued  from  this  department  to  the

If  at  any  interval  between  the  regular  monthly,  quarterly,  or  anniia] 
inB[)ection8  the  barrack-master*8  presence  should  he  required  at  the  march- 
ing in  or  out  of  troops,  or  for  any  other  special  purpose,  arrangementa  are  tc 
be  made,  when  practicable,  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  tiie  neamt 
periodical  inspection,  for  the  payment  of  bills,  ftc.,  and  therein  Bave  tkc 
expense  of  unnecessary  visits. 

In  every  instance  when  this  is  impracticable,  barrack-masters  will  foinidi 
a  full  explanation  thereof  to  the  Accountant  General's  Office,  with  his  claim. 

The  Secretaiy  of  State  for  War  has  also  directed  that  no  charges  ah^  be 
admitted  fur  distances  travelled  not  exceeding  one  mile. 

Personal  allowance  for  a  longer  detention  at  an  out-station  than  HbtA 
which  appears  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  du^  required 
ivill  be  disallowed,  in  the  absence  of  an  explanation  on  the  claim  in  justifica- 
tion of  such  extended  detention. 

Barrack-masters  are  also  directed  to  forward  to  the  accountant  general, 
from  the  1st  March  next,  monthly  returns  of  the  construction  and  occupa 
tion  of  barracks ;  and  they  are  informed  that  the  duplicate  returns  directed 
by  the  circular  of  the  27th  December,  1854  (O— IOC),  to  be  aent  on  the  Ist  o:

2.  All  special  rates  of  regimental  lodeing  money  heretofore  granted  arc 
to  cease  from  Ist  October,  1856,  whether  to  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  or  men  of  the  Royal  Artillery  or  otherwise,  and  whether  at  Wool- 
"wich,  Shoebnryness,  Manchester,  or  elsewhere :  the  new  rate  of  allowance 
as8iG;ned  to  the  rank  of  **  other  regimental  field  officers"  is  to  be  appli- 
cable to  the  deputy  inspectors  general  of  hospitals  and  senior  sargcous 
of  the  late  Ordnance  Meoical  Corps ;  that  assigned  to  captains  is  to  extend 
to  paymasters  and  surgeons ;  also  to  veterinary  surgeons  of  twenty  years* 
standing;  and  that  to  subalterns  to  veterinary  surgeons  of  less  than 
twenty  years*  service,  to  quarter-masters,  assistant  quarter-masters,  assist- 
ant surgeons,  and  probationary  veterinary  surgeons;  the  rates  applicable 
to  adjutants,  whether  of  regiments  or  depOt  battalions,  and  to  instructors 
and  assistant  instructors  of  musketry,  are  those  of  their  substantive  army 
or  re^;imental  rank,  but  not  brevet  rank ;  and  whenever  a  claim  of  Aa.  per 
day  IS  made  for  a  regimental  field  officer  commanding  as  before  stated, 
such  £Etct  must  be  shown  against  his  name,  and  further  that  he  was  not  in 
occupation  of  a  room  in  barracks,  as  an  office  distinct  from  the  orderly  room. 

3.  These  rates  are  to  be  claimed  through  paymasters  on  forms  of  the 
description  annexed,  numbered  1,  such  claims  being  transmitted  at  the  end 
of  each  month  to  the  accountant  general,  War  Department,  Pall  Mall, 
London,  and  are  to  be  confined  to  actual  regimental  or  army  rank  (exclu- 
sive of  brevet  or  acting  ranks),  and  to  such  officers  as  are  actually  present 
and  doing  duty  with  the  regiment,  and  necessarily  living  out  of  barracks 
for  want  of  sufficient  accommodation  therein  for  all  the  officers.

&  Whenever,  "therefore,  there  ma^  be  tne  regulated  accommodation  in 
barracks  for  all  the  officers  of  a  regmient,  no  lodnng  money  is  admissible, 
and  tiiose  married  officers  who  in  such  case  prerer,  and  are  permitted  to 
live  out  of  barracks,  must  do  so  at  their  own  expense  as  regards  the  rent  of 
lodgings,  and  can  onlv  be  allowed  to  draw  the  commui^  fuel  and  light 
allowance  sanctioned  by  the  General  Order  dated  Office  of  Ordnance,  22d 
March,  1844,  ^^*.    But  when  the  barracks  are  insufficient  for  all  the  officers,

thereof^  or  to  relinquish  the  lodging  allowance,  shall  be  those  of  junior 
rank,  unless  the  conmianding  officer  shall  deem  it  fit  to  recommend  an 
exception  thereto. 

7.  In  r^;ard  to  non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  it  is  also  to  be 
clearly  understood  that  when  there  is  not  sufficient  accommodation  in  the 
barracks  for  the  whole  regiment,  the  lodging  allowance  applicable  to  the 
surplus  numbers  may  be  assigned  to  staff  Serjeants  in  preference  to  troop 
or  company  Serjeants,  it  bein^  most  essential  for  the  discipline  of  regi- 
ments that  Serjeants  of  the  Hitter  description  should  live  near  the  men 
of  their  sevenu  troops  or  companies.  The  selection  of  the  individual 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  men,  who  are  to  live  out  of 
barracks  is  to  be  made  bv  the  commanding  officer,  under  such  rules  as  may 
^m  time  to  time  be  laid  down  by  the  Commander  in  Chief^  and  concurred 
in  b^  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  for  the  more  efficient  maintenance  of 
discipline;  but  it  is  considered  expedient  that  the  adjutant,  one  medical 
officer,  and  Serjeant  major,  should  Uve  in  barracks  whenever  practicable. 

8.  Pa3rma8ters  will  of  course  cease  to  claim,  and  barrack -masters  cease 
to  pay,  the  commuted  fuel  and  light  allowance  accruing  due  to  officers  in 
receipt  of  lodging  money  on  and  after  the  1st  October,  1850,  and  hereto- 
fore payable  on  Form  A;  of  tiie  said  General  Order  of  22d  March,  1844, 
•j^',    also  the  like  allowances  to  regimental  staff  Serjeants  of  the  1st  or 

2d  class,  i^reeably  to  the  Memorandum  No  3,  from  the  Accountant 
General's  Office,  of  26th  September,  1855,  and  to  regimental  schoolmasters, 
whether  of  the  1st,  2d,  3a,  or  4th  class,  agreeably  to  clause  9  of  tbo 
General  Order  of  3l8t  January,  1856,  j^' ,  and  the  Circular  of  12th  July, 

1856,  ^~*  merging  by  an  equivalent  addition  those  allowances,  at  the  rato 

<ii  2t,  6d.  per  week  per  room,  in  the  one  for  lodging  money  applicable  to 
their  rank,  and  claiming  such  combined  allowances  with  those  for  com- 
missioned officers  on  the  form  before  referred  to,  numbered  1,  showing 
invariably  the  particular  rank  of  each  schoolmaster,  and  seeing,  moreover, 
in  respect  of  the  staff  Serjeants  of  the  1st  or  2d  class,  that  no  acting  ranks

9.  In  cases  where  the  £2  2«.  per  week,  in  lieu  of  oflicers*  mess  accom- 
modation for  the  entire  regiment,  or  the  6«.  per  week,  in  lieu  of  paymaster's 
ofi^,  is  sanctioned  and  claimed,  the  appropriate  commuted  fuel  and  light 
allowance  throughout  the  year  for  the  former,  vi&,  9s,  per  week  for  the 
winter  months,  Srom  November  to  April,  and  69.  per  week  during  summer, 
fipom  May  to  October,  and  for  the  latter,  2«.  6iL  per  week,  during  the  said 
winter  months,  should  be  added  thereto,  thus  nuuung  for  these  servioos,  as

10.  Commanding  officers  and  barrack-masters  are  in  no  ease  to  include  in 
the  said  annexed  form,  numbered  1,  the  claims  for  lodoinff  money,  at  the 
rate  of  2d,  per  day,  for  the  authorized  number  of  marriea  soldiers  permitted 
to  live  out  of  barracks,  azreeably  to  the  War  Office  Circular  of  15th  Februaiy, 
1851,  No.  1089,  which  claims  are,  as  heretofore,  to  be  paid  by  the  paymaster 
on  W.  O.  Form  213,  and  charged  in  his  regimental  pay  list;  but  in  the 
said  annexed  form,  numbered  1,  are  to  be  included  the  claims  of  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  men  at  a  barrack  station,  at  is,  2d,  per  week, 
necessarily  living  out  of  barracks,  not  as  a  portion  of  such  authorized 
number,  but  for  want  of  accommodation  therein,  agreeably  to  the  General 
Order  dated  Office  of  Ordnance,  18th  September,  1854,  ^  provided  the 

numbers  of  these  claimants  shall  not  exceed  twelve,  otherwise  the  whole  num-

Whenever,  hj  special  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  accommodation  to 
the  extent  of  &ur  rooms  and  one  kitchen  has  been  or  shall  be  provided  in 
barracks  or  in  houses  the  property  of^  or  hired  bv  the  War  Department  for 
officers  commanding  regiments  or  battalions,  or  for  officers  of  corresponding 
or  superior  rank.  Secretary  Major  General  Peel  authorizes  an  issue  of  fud 
and  bght,  in  kind,  for  two  rooms  in  summer  and  for  three  rooms  in  winter, 
if  the  quarters  be  within  the  confines  of  the  barracks,  or  the  commuted 
allowance  eouivalent  to  such  issues  if  they  be  outside  the  barracks. 
Regimental  neld  officers  in  temporary  command  of  regiments  or  battalions, 
eocupyinff  the  quarters  and  drawing  the  emoluments  of  the  commanding 
officer  in  nis  absence,  will  similarly  he  entitled  to  these  issues. 

Military  officers  at  Woolwich  or  elsewhere  occupying  public  buildings  in 
civil  capacities  will  not  receive  these  allowances. 

In  the  case  of  officers  of  the  ranks  referred  to,  who  are  permitted,  on  the 
ground  of  being  married,  to  reside,  for  their  own  convenience,  out  of  quarters, 
a  commuted  allowance  for  two  rooms  in  summer  and  for  two  rooms  in 
winter  may  be  claimed,  ])rovided  the  public  quarters  allotted  to  them  have 
been  actually  relinquished. 

In  the  event,  however,  of  an  officer  thus  residing  out  of  quarters  con- 
tinuing to  occupy  as  an  officer  (irrespective  of  orderly  room,  battalion,  or 
district  office)  a  room  in  barracks,  a  con^esponding  diminution  will  bo 
made  in  the  commuted  allowance ;  that  is,  2s.  6d,  only  will  be  admitted 
instead  of  5a.  per  week. 

Officers  drawing  fiimiture  allowance  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  allowance 
far  fuel  and  light,  either  in  kind  or  commutation. 

Barrack-masters  will  clearly  understand  that  these  instructions  are  not 
to  be  considered  by  them  as  a  sanction  for  appropriating  to  officers  of  the

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  had  under  his  consideration  the  Ixki^ds  < 
question  of  the  accommodation  in  barracks  for  married  non-commissioned  ^'^H}^-^ 
oiicera  and  soldiers.  ^'^^^"• 

Special  quarters  for  this  object  are  being  erected  year  by  year  as  funds 
can  be  made  available,  but  some  time  must  necessarily  elax>8e  before  such 
quarters  can  be  provided  throughout  barracks  j^ncrally. 

With  the  view,  therefore,  of  at  once  improving  the  condition  of  married 
f^oldiexs  in  those  cases  where  special  quarters  do  not  exist,  Mr.  Secretary 
Herbcirt  has  decided,  in  concurrence  with  his  Koyal  Hii^bness  the  General 
Commanding  in  Chief^  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majest^s  Treasury,  upon  the  foUowint;  regulations : — 

1.  The  allowance  of  lodging  monev  to  three  per  cent,  of  married  soldiers 
which  has  been  hitiierto  permitted  to  be  cnan^d  in  the  regimental 
accounts,  irrespective  of  the  amount  of  barrack  accommodation  available, 
will  cease  from  the  Ist  October,  1860,  and  lodging  money  will  only  be  granted 
when  accomonodation  in  barracks  on  the  scale  hereafter  laid  down  cannot  bo 
afforded. 

2.  Eveiy  married  soldier  not  in  excess  of  the  numbers  hereinafter  specified 
Hving  in  barracks  shall,  when  a  separate  room  has  not  been  specially  and 
permanently  provided  for  his  accommodation,  be  entitled  to  the  amount  of 
accommodation  usually  allotted  to  four  single  soldiers — t.  e.,  a  room  lettered 
ibr  twelve  men  shall  "be  available  for  three  married  men,  and  one  room's 
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|dgDic  or  issue  of  fael  and  lights  in  kind,  shall  be  iasned  to  the  three  funiHei  ooDeo- 
j^^j^j^        tively. 

The  number  of  women  to  be  admitted  into  barracks  to  which  this  regula- 
tion shall  apply  shall  not  exceed  the  following  scale: — 
The  wives  of  the  regimental  staff  serieants. 

The  wives  of  the  Serjeants  of  each  troop,  battery,  or  company  in  the 
following  proportion : — 

3  out  of  4  or  5  Serjeants.  I  5  out  of  8  or  9  Serjeants. 

4  „      6or7        „  I  6    „     10  or  upwards. 

The  wives  of  all  other  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  in  the  proiwrtioa 
of  five  to  sixty  men.  Above  that  number  of  men  at  the  rate  of  eight  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  the  reeiment,  battalion,  troop,  battery,  com- 
pany, or  detachment,  as  the  case  may  be. 

3.  As  a  rule,  unmarried  soldiers  should  be  first  accommodated  iu  barracks ; 
any  surplus  accommodation  should  then  be  allotted  to  married  soldiers  in 
the  foregoing  proportions,  and  any  married  soldiers  not  in  excess  of  the  above 
number  stiu  remaining  unprovided  with  quarters  should  receive  lodging 
money,  it  being  clearly  understood  that  the  Serjeants  and  soldiers  having  fl» 
present  a  separate  room  permanently  set  apart  for  their  use  are  to  be  incliuled 
amonest  the  numbers  of  married  soldiers  entitled  to  the  advantages  of  this 
Circumr,  and  that  in  no  case  are  the  numbers  of  those  thus  accommodated  in 
barracks,  or  drawing  lodging  money  for  want  of  accommodation,  to  exceed 
together  the  numbers  referred  to  in  Article  2. 

4.  The  lodginc  money  of  married  soldiers  for  whom  room  cannot  be  found 
in  barracks  will  oe  increased  from  2(L  to  4d,  a  day. 

This  allowance  will  be  claimed  in  the  usual  manner  on  Form  No.  1  of 
circular  13,  of  the  Ist  September,  1856,  to  which  must  be  added  the 
joint  certificate  of,  the  commanding  officer  and  the  barrack-master  that 
the  numbers  of  married  Serjeants  and  soldiers  included  therein  do  not,  with 
the  number  accommodated  in  barracks,  exceed  those  fixed  by  Article  2.  — a.  h.

4.  That  the  issue  hitherto  made  for  cooking  the  evening  meal  shall  cease. 

5.  ThiEit  the  additional  allowance  hitherto  drawn  by  cavalry  shall  cease, 
and  that  but  one  scale  of  issue  shall  prevail  for  all  arms  of  the  service. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  also  decided  that  the  allowance  of 
candles  shall  be  increased. 

A  schedule  has  been  drawn  up  embodying  the  foregoing  principles, 
wherein  are  also  stated  the  issnes  to  be  made  where  grates  m  the  old 
pattern  are  in  use. 

Sir  George  Lewis  directs  that^  pending  the  preparation  and  issue  of  a 
revised  Roval  Warrant,  this  schedule  be  forthwith  put  in  force  experimen- 
tally, and  that  all  issues  at  home  stations  be  made  m  accordance  therewith 
from  the  1st  July  next.

less  than  4  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground,  an  additional  issue  may  be  mailc 
of  10  lbs.  of  coal  to  each  ffuard  room  grate  by  the  barrack -master,  on  his 
receiving  a  requisition,  which  must  be  signed  as  laid  do^n  in  paragraph  5,  and 
which  must  have  a  certificate  annexed  that  the  degree  of  cold  above  stated 
was  reached. 

3.  During  the  intermediate  months,  when  the  men  cook  on  guard,  20  lbs. 
in  addition  to  the  regulated  issue  per  diem  for  cooking  may  oe  diawn  for 
each  ffuard,  except  where  the  new  guard  room  ranffe  has  oeen  introduced. 

4.  Upon  any  wet  day  during  the  summer  montns  an  issue  may  be  made 
at  the  rate  per  day  laid  down  for  the  intermediate  months,  on  a  requisition, 
surned  as  laid  down  in  paragraph  6,  being  forwarded  to  the  barrack-master. 
Upon  other  days  in  summer  no  issue  is  to  be  made,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  cooking  being  done  on  guard,  when  40  lbs.  daily  for  the  guard  may 
be  given. 

5.  The  requisitions  above  alluded  to  should  be  attached  to  the  weekly  fuel 
return,  and  should  be  signed,  in  a  garrison,  by  the  general  officer  command- 
ing, or  a  garrison  staff  officer,  or  by  the  fidd  officer  of  the  day,  if  there  be 
no  responsible  staff  officer  of  the  station,  or  by  the  officer  commanding  at 
stations  where  there  is  no  field  officer  of  the  day. 

6.  The  same  allowance  of  fuel  may  be  drawn  for  a  surgery  as  for  an  office^ 
under  Circular  767. 

7.  When  a  room  has  been  appropriated  under  the  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  as  an  office  for  the  quarter -master  of  a  cavalry 
depdt  or  of  a  depdt  battalion,  the  ordinary  office  allowanco  of  fuel  sanctioned 
by  Circular  767,  without  light,  may  be  issued. 

8.  Candles,  during  the  winter  months,  for  offices  or  infant  schools,  on  the 
scale  laid  down  by  Circular  767,  are  only  to  be  issued  on  the  commanding 
officer's  certificate  affixed  to  the  weekly  fuel  returns  that  the  issue  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  public  service. 

9.  The  issues  for  the  coast  brigade  of  Boyal  Artillery,  shown  at  page  13 
of  Circular  767,  are  cancelled,  and  the  following  scale  is  to  be  substituted, 
which  will  be  applicable  to  all  detachments : — 
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IOL  An  UBoe  of  40  lbs.  of  oool  a  week  during  the  winter  months  for  a  Fu^^i  Ug 
\amem  room,  and  one-half  that  amount  during  the  intermediate  mon^s,  toII^v^^

11.  Upon  any  day  when  the  temperature  of  the  external  air  on  the  previous 
ai^  has  fiiUen  to  that  indicated  inparaffraph  2,  one-third  fud,  in  addition 
to  the  regulated  allowances  under  C^rcuUr  767,  may  be  issued  for  warming 
the  rooms  of  r^imental  oflicers  and  men  and  orderly  rooms  and  guards  in 
wooden  barracks  or  wooden  huts,  on  a  requisition,  signed  snd  certified  as 
direetod  in  psngnqphs  2  and  5  of  this  circular,  being  transmitted  to  the 
bsrraek-master. 

12.  Whenerer  the  temperature  falls  to  that  indicated  in  paragraph  2,  and 
tiieeold  appears  likely  to  continue,  an  extra  blanket  per  man  ma)r  be  issued  to 
troops  <ioeapying  wooden  barracks  or  wooden  huts,  or  barracks  in  which  the 
improved  system  of  ventilation  has  been  introduced,  or  in  which  a  spaoe  of 
€00  cable  wBt  is  allotted  to  each  man,  on  a  requisition  to  the  barrack -msster 
from  the  general  officer  commanding  the  district.  These  blankets  are  to  bo 
wtnmed  into  store  the  day  after  the  temperature  at  night  has  risen  to  above 
the  fireedng  point* 

13L  Whenever  any  such  issue  of  blankets  may  be  made,  the  barrack-master 
ii  at  onoe  to  report  to  the  Secretaiy  of  State  mr  War  the  date  of  issue  and 
the  number  issued,  and  in  a  further  communication  the  date  when  returned 
into  store. — ^a.b.f.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having  had  under  his  consideration  supply  of 
the  T^nlstions  for  supplies  of  lime  to,  and  the  whitewashing  oi^  barracks,  Limo  and 
and  bmldings  connectea  therewith,  as  laid  down  at  pace  104,  paramph  186,  ^'^^tewaa 
and  Appen£x  XVI.  of  the  Barrack  Begulations,  has  oeen  pleased  to  cancel  "^' 
the  same,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  General 
Commanding  in  Chief^  has  ordered  tho  following  regmations  to  be  sub- 
stituted :— 

1.  All  whitewashing  required  for  any  portion  of  barrack  or  hospital 
buildinfB  or  stables  between  the  several  periodical  whitewashings  executed 
by  the  Koyal  Engineer  Department  is  to  be  performed  under  toe  superin- 
tendence of  the  Barrack  Department,  on  requisitions  famished  by  the  oflicer 
Anmm*Ti<ling  the  troops  to  the  barrack-master,  stating  the  buildings  for 
which  the  service  is  required  to  be  performed.  Such  requisitions  to  be  so 
hmited  that  no  building  shall  be  whitewashed  more  than  twice  a  ^ear.  In 
any  case  of  more  frequent  whitewashing  being  required,  a  special  report 
is  to  be  made  to  the  quarter-master  general,  snowing  the  necessity  for  the 


2.  The  service  is  to  be  performed  by  tho  troops  at  such  seasons  of  the 
year  as  may  least  interfere  with  their  drills,  and,  when  this  is  impracticable, 
by  dvil  labour. 

3.  Non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  so  employed  are  to  receive 
working  pay  at  the  rate  of  4d.  per  diem ;  the  proportion  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  the  number  of  working  hours  will  be  in  accordance  with 
the  general  regulations  of  the  service. 

4.  It  is  considered  that  cases  should  but  rarely  arise  when  the  duty  can- 
not be  performed  by  the  troops ;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  desires 
that  omoers  commanding  will  endeavour  to  confine  their  requisitions  for  this 
service  as  much  as  possible  to  those  portions  of  the  year  when  troops  are 
av^hible.

8.  When  lime  is  required  for  sanitary  purposes,  such  as  the  purification 
of  drains,  ash  pits,  urinals,  or  privies,  commanding  officers  are  to  send  requi- 
sitions to  barrack -masters  for  such  quantities  as  may  be  necessaiy  for  this 
service  idone.  Barrack -masters  will  then  purchase  tne  same  at  the  lowest 
price  for  which  it  is  obtainable,  and  issue  accordingly;  they  will  send  in 
a  quarterly  statement  on  War  Office  Form  1420,  supported  by  the  requisitions 
of  commanding  officers  as  vouchers  for  the  quantity  supplied,  in  order  to 
obtain  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  the  expenditure.

The  period  for  this  general  whitewashing  at  home  stations  is  fixed  at  onoe 
in  two  years;  but  inasmuch  as  climate  or  other  local  circumstances  may  ren- 
der it  ^[esirable  that  this  period  should  vary  at  different  foreign  stations,  the 
Secretary  of  State  will  leave  it  to  the  general  officer  commanding  at  the 
several  stations  to  fix  the  period  in  each  case.

notified  that  officers  commanding  in  barracks  are  expected  to  use  duo 
vigilance  and  discretion  in  the  preservation  and  c:uaraianship  of  all  the 
barrack  buildings  and  property  contained  therein,  and  that,  where  skilled  and 
professional  labour  is  not  required,  they  should  themselves  take  measures  to 
secure  these  objects.

Several  representations  having  been  made  to  the  lieutenant  general  com- 
manding the  forces  in  Ireland  relative  to  the  inferior  quality  of  fuel  and 
candles  supplied  for  the  use  of  troops,  and  the  want  of  proper  precaution  on 
the  part  of  ooards  to  which  the  same  were  submitted  for  survey;  and  the 
lieutenant  general  having  proposed  to  issue  to  general  officers  commanding 
districts  a  circular  relatmg  to  the  constitution  of  boards  of  survey  on  the 
articles  in  question,  in  which  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  the  Board  of 
Ordnance  have  concurred : 

The  arrangements  which  have  been  decided  upon  are  annexed,  for  the 
information  and  guidxmce  of  barrack-masters,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned, 
viz. : — 

Jst.  That  all  boards  of  survey  to  be  held  upon  fuel  (whether  coal  or  turf) 
and  candles,  which  may  be  offered  by  ordnance  contractors  for  the  use  of 
troops,  shall  be  composed  of  competent  and  experienced  officers. 

2a.  The  president  not  to  be  under  the  rank  of  captain. 

3d.  One  of  the  members  of  the  board  to  be  either  a  quarter-master  or 
acting  quarter-master. 

4th.  All  articles  of  this  description,  prior  to  being  submitted  to  a  board 
of  survey,  must  be  duly  tested  bv  Darrack-mastcrs  and  barrack  Serjeants,  and 
evidence  given  by  them  before  the  board  as  to  their  quality. 

5th.  Samjdes  of  fuel  and  candles  must  invariably  be  ughted  before  the 
board,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  quality  of  the  articles  offered  by  the  con- 
tractor for  the  use  of  the  troops. 

6th.  Fuel  and  candles  must  be  taken  from  the  very  centre  of  the  lot 
offered  by  the  contractors,  for  the  purpose  of  being  tested,  not  trusting  to 
the  outward  appearance  of  either,  circumstances  rendering  it  necessary  that 
these  precautionary  measures  should  be  strictly  adhcreil  to. 

7th.  The  order  for  boards  of  survey  must  be  inserted  in  garrison  orders. 
The  proceeding  of  the  board,  in  duplicate,  must  be  carefully  and  lejjpbly 
written,  and  signed  by  the  president  and  members,  one  copy  of  which  is  to 
be  retained  by  the  officer  commanding  the  garrison,  and  handed  over  to  his 
successor,  in  the  event  of  any  subsequent  complaint  bein^  made  against 
either  fuel  or  candles  so  passed  by  a  board  and  placed  in  the  oarrack  stores.

That  officer  will,  on  the  exx>iration  of  each  quarter,  or  on  the  regiment  cr 
Itattalion  quitting  the  station,  send  in  to  the  officer  commanding  a  char^^u 
for  the  use  of  the  furniture,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  per  cent  per  annum  upou 
its  total  value,  sending  a  duplicate  of  the  charge  to  the  accountant  general, 
and  retaining  a  third  copy  in  his  own  office. 

The  paynmster  of  the  regiment  or  battalion  will  then  receive  the  amcaut 
of  the  charge  from  the  officers  concerned,  and  will  give  credit  for  it  in  the 

Ey  list  next  to  be  rendered  by  him,  under  the  head  of  **  Her  Majesty's 
Lchrauer,  extra  receipts,  per  centage  on  value  of  mess  furniture." 

2.  The  borrack-moster  wUl  also,  on  his  monthly  inspection  of  the  ImrrocI^ 
examine  the  furniture,  and  will  assess  charges  against  the  regiment  or  bat- 
talion for  any  deficiencies  or  for  any  damages  which  mav  have  been  caused 
by  wantonness  or  neglect,  making  every  aUowance  for  uir  wear  and  tear, 
wnich  to  furniture  in  doily  use  must  be  expected  to  be  cousidcrablc. 

These  damages  the  barrack-master  will  at  once  cause  to  be  made  good  by 
local  tradesmen,  as  imx  as  practicable.  The  claims  of  those  tradesmen  he  will 
transmit  to  the  accountant  general  for  allowance,  in  occordanco  with  the 
instmctions  1^  down  in  Cuxulor  543  for  other  damages  charged  against 
the  troops.

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cent'        master  will  procure  an  estimate  of  their  cost  from  some  local  tradesman,  and 
•uiium     ^  ^^  transmit  that  estimate  in  a  special  fair  wear  report,  with  his  own 

report  npon  the  subject,  to  this  office,  for  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of 

State  to  the  expenditure. 

4.  The  total  sum  on  which  the  per  centa^  will  be  levied  will  remain  a 
fixed  amount  so  longas  the  articles  by  which  it  was  originally  made  up 
remain  unchanged.  The  state  of  their  repair,  so  long  as  they  are  not  unser- 
viceable, will  not  be  permitted  to  increase  or  diminisn  that  amount. 

5.  On  an  article  of  furniture  being  considered  unserviceable  from  fair 
wear,  the  officer  commanding  will  assemble  a  board,  composed  of  three 
officers  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  barrack -master),  and  on  their  report  being 
to  the  same  effect,  the  officer  commanding  will  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War,  in  order  that  the  necessary  steps  for  replacing  the  article 
at  the  cost  of  the  public  may  be  taken.

Babrack-mastiebs  are  informed  that  it  has  been  decided  to  make^ 
for  the  future,  but  one  supply  of  stores  during  the  year  to  each  bactadE. 
Annual  demands  are  therefore  to  be  made  on  War  Office  Form  1481,  which 
is  to  be  filled  up  \mder  the  several  headings,  and  forwarded  to  this  office^ 
addressed  to  the  supNerintendent  of  the  Barrack  Department,  not  later  than 
the  15th  November  in  each  year.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  although  the 
demands  are  required  at  that  time,  with  the  view  to  the  preparation  of  the 
estimates,  the  supplies  will  probably  not  be  made  before  the  June  quarter 
following. 

Demands  for  musketry  drill  articles  are  to  be  forwarded  in  the  usual  way, 
through  the  inspector  general  of  musketry. 

PurcJiases. 

With  a  view  to  the  reduction  of  corresi)ondence,  barrack-masters  are  to 
apply  for  authority  to  purchase  such  articles  as  are  usually  obtained  on  the 
8i)ot,  only  once  in  a  quarter,  at  such  time  as  may  be  most  convenient.  In 
the  same  letter  (which  is  to  be  forwarded  in  duplicate)  they  are  to  apply  for 
authority  to  procure  such  articles  as  may  be  required  from  contractors, 
including  fuel,  light,  and  straw,  detailing  the  quantities,  price,  and  total 
cost  of  each  article  required.  One  copy  of  the  letter  will  be  returned  to  the 
barrack-master,  with  authority  to  purchase  or  procure  such  articles  as  may 
be  approved;  and  this  copy  is  to  oe  forwarded  with  the  barrack-master^s 
cash  accounts  as  his  authority  for  the  expenditure.  It  must  be  distinctly 
understood  that  the  entire  amount  authorized  to  be  expended  in  any  quarter 
must  be  paid  within  l^e  quarter  in  which  the  authority  is  given,  and  must 
appear  in  the  abstract  for  that  quarter.     A  form  of  letter  is  enclosed. 

In  order  to  enable  this  system  to  apply  from  the  1st  April  last,  the 
barrack-master  is  to  send  in  a  duplicate  statement,  showiog  purchases  that 
have  been  authorized  during  the  present  quarter,  and  articles  procured  from 
the  contractors. 

Carriage  of  Stores, 

Expenses  for  the  carriage  of  barrack  or  engineer  stores  to  be  reported 
separately  in  each  case,  for  coverix^  sanction,  not  oftener  than  once  in  a 
quarter.

against  troops,  that  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  paid/arihwUh  to  the  barraek" 
master^  whether  notice  of  appeal  be  given  or  not,  the  following  instmctions, 
with  the  view  of  facilitating  the  proper  credit  for  the  sums  due  to  the  public 
under  this  head,  have  been  decided  on,  with  the  concurrence  of  His  JECoval 
Highness  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief,  and  are  notified  for  the  infor- 
mation of  conmianding  officers,  and  for  the  future  guidance  of  paymasters 
and  barrack-masters  at  home  stations. 

Barrack-masters  are  to  be  relieved  from  the  duty  of  recoveiinff  and 
accounting  for  the  sums  charged  by  them  for  barrack  damages  and  defi- 
ciencies, and  in  lieu  thereof  the  paymasters  of  the  corps  or  battalions  from 
which  the  sums  assessed  are  to  be  recovered  will  credit  the  amount  in  their 
redmental  accounts. 

Paymasters  will  accordingly  recover  the  amounts  from  soldiers  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  stoppages ;  and,  in  the  case  of  ojficerst  will  obtain  frt)m  them 
the  money  due  on  tnis  account  The  entire  amount  so  recovered  should  in 
all  cases  be  credited  in  the  accounts  of  the  quarter  in  which  the  damages 
have  been  assessed.  The  necessary  documents  which  shall  constitute  the 
paymaster's  authority  for  so  doiu^  shall  be  W.  0.  Forms  Nos.  ldS7  and 
1387a,  as  regards  damages  to  buildings,  and  W.  0.  Forms  Nos.  1388  and 
1388a,  as  regards  damages  and  deficiencies  of  stores,  signed  by  the  barrack- 
master  and  by  the  commanding  officer,  or  such  officer  as  may  be  appointed 
by  him ;  barrack -masters  sending  simultaneously  to  the  accountant  general, 
and  also  retaining  in  their  offices  counterparts  of  the  documents  furnished  to 
the  paymaster. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  this  mode  of  crediting  the  public  with  the 
value  of  barrack  damages,  attributable  to  ^lilfulucss  or  neglect  on  the  part  of 
the  troops,  ^dll  not  alter  any  regulation  afiectiug  their  assessment  by  bumck- 
masters,  or  the  appeals  against  them  by  commanding  officers,  and,  therefore, 
in  order  to  meet  tne  case  of  remisjtion  of  charges  in  consequence  of  appeals, 
paymasters  will,  upon  receiving  the  necessary  authority  from  the  Secretary 
of  State,  refund  to  the  troops  the  sums  so  remitted. 

The  charge  for  the  sum  remitted  is  to  be  supported  by  the  authority  and 
by  a  reference  to  the  account  in  which  the  sum  originally  assessed  has  been 
credited,  together  with  a  certificate  from  the  commanding  officer  that  the 
troops  have  oeen  duly  settled  with  for  the  same. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  barrack-masters  f  to  continue  to  employ  contrac-

Bamck-masAers  will  therclbrB  demand  such  quantity  of  paper  as  may  be 
iMHiiiiiy  to  be  kept  in  store,  and  will  make  issues  of  the  same  weekly  to  the 
nnirtrr  mastmr  npoD  requisitions  from  the  officers  commanding  regiments, 
tte  snpply  to  Ve  regulated  by  the  occupation,  and  not  to  exceed  the  propor- 
non  above  stated.

TOT  that,  in  conseciueuce  of  the  diversity  winch  exists  at  forci;rn  stations  in 
tJie  mode  of  char^iiifi;  expenditure  on  account  of  provost  prisons  and  garrison 
«t^  he  has  dedaed  that  one  unifurm  system  shall  in  fiiture  be  followed, 
sad  that  the  military  accountant  shall  pay  and  charge  in  his  accounts,  under 
tSie  head  of  Militaiy  Prisons,  all  expenses  connected  with  these  services, 
▼hich  will  consequently  be  altoi^ether  removed  from  the  accounts  of  regi- 
mental paymasters.  The  controller  of  army  expenditure  should  enter  into 
all  contracts  for  the  supply  of  provisions  and  stores  required  for  the  provost 
prisons,  and  this  duty  'v^ill  no  longer  devolve  on  the  commanding  officer  at 
the  station.  All  articles  should  be  provided  and  accounted  for  in  the  manner 
hod  down  in  Circular  493,  17th  October,  lSo9,  and  the  accounts  and  vouchers, 
which  are  to  be  orcpared  by  the  provost  Serjeants,  should  be  certified  by  the 
commanding  ofiicer. 

Where  a  strictly  regimental  system  of  imprisonment  is  carried  out  in  the 
Wrack  cells  this  new  regulation  will  not  apply,  but  the  existing  system  of 
accounts  should  be  followed.

the  disposal  of  the  Secretaiy  of  State  for  War ;  and  will  therefore  be  pre^Mired 
to  proceed,  at  a  moment*s  notice,  to  any  station  at  home  or  abroad  where 
theur  services  are  required. 

2.  Chaplains  to  the  forces  shall  take  precedence  of  one  another  according 
to  the  dates  of  their  commissions. 

3.  Assistant  chaplains  shall  give  place  to  all  commissioned  chaplains ;  and 
take  precedence  of  one  another  according  to  the  dates  of  their  i^ipointments. 

4.  Chaplains  and  assistant  chaplains  shall  transmit  to  the  chaplain  eeneral 
quarterly  reports  of  their  respective  charges  in  the  manner  set  forth  oy  the 
annexed  form. 

5.  When  two  or  more  chaplains  or  assistant  chaplains  are  employed  at  the 
same  station,  the  junior  chaplains  shall  make  their  reports  through  the  senior, 
who  will  send  them  on  to  the  officer  commanding,  by  whom,  again,  they 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  marked  *' Chaplain  General's 
Department*'  in  the  comer  of  the  envelope,  with  such  remarks  on  each  as 
he  ma^  consider  it  necessary  to  make. 

6.  These  regulations  apply  equally  to  chaplains  of  the  Church  of  England 
and  to  Presb^rian  chaplains ;  but  Roman  Catholic  priests  will  send  their 
reports  direct  to  the  officer  commanding,  by  whom  they  will  be  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  under  cover,  having  the  words  **Eoman 
Catholic  Clergy''  written  at  the  comer. 

7.  Chaplains  of  all  denominations,  whether  commissioned  or  otherwise, 
are  to  observe  that  the  regimental  and  garrison  day  schools  are  no  longer 
entrusted  to  their  management.

depdts  of  their  regiments  or  at  the  invalid  depot 

Officers  commanding  regiments  and  corps  at  home,  abroad,  and  in  India, 
have  been  accordingly  directed  to  send  home,  with  the  other  documents 
which  are  required  to  accompany  a  soldier  transferred  to  another  corps  or  to 
the  invalid  depdt,  a  retum  ( W.  O.  F.  32),  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed,  cam- 
fully  filled  up  and  certified  by  them. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  document,  paymasters  are  authorized  to  act  upon  tlie 
information  therein  given,  and  to  settle  each  man's  claim  for  compensation 
up  to  the  day  of  his  discharge,  without  special  reference  to  this  office,  as 
heretofore ;  and  should  any  man  on  arrival  be  transferred  to  another  regiment 
or  depot  for  discharge  or  otherwise,  an  extract  of  the  retum  alluded  to,  show- 
inethe  state  of  his  dothinc  accounts,  should  be  invariably  sent  with  him. 

The  amount  paid  should  be  charged  in  the  paymaster's  accounts  under 
Vote  9,  item  46,  supported  by  the  retum  and  the  receipt  of  the  man  to  whom 
compensation  has  been  paid.

period  of  their  duration. 

Officers  commanding  troops  and  companies  will  therefore  be  careful  to 
point  out  to  the  men  to  whom  such  indulgences  are  granted,  the  necessity  of 
taking  every  care  of  their  greatcoats,  as  any  extra  repairs  that  may  in  con- 
seouence  be  required  will  be  charaed  against  them. 

Unless  it  can  be  8atis£eu;torify  shown  that  ^atcoats  or  cloaks  nro 
subjected  to  some  spedal  rough  usage  or  extraordinary  wear  in  the  public 
service,  beyond  that  which  such  garments  are  ordinarily  exposed  to,  they 
must  be  made  to  last  the  prescribe  period. 

Previous  to  greatcoats  being  taken  on  furlough,  they  are  to  be  carefully 
inspected  by  the  officer  commanding  the  comptiny,  and  a  note  taken  of  tho 
state  of  repair  in  which  thev  are :  they  are  also  to  be  inspected  on  the  return 
of  the  8ol(uers  from  furlougL — c.o.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having  had  under  consideration  the  Gommift- 
poaition  and  emoluments  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the  Commissariat  Depart-  qj'*^ 
ment,  has  approved  of  the  following  regulations  for  the  future  government  of    ^^ 
this  branch  of  the  commisaariat : — 

1.  The  designation  **  assistant  clerk"  is  now  no  loni;;er  api^licable.  It  was 
adopted  orieinally  in  order  to  preserve  a  marked  oistinction  between  the 
^'established  commissariat  clerks ' '  in  the  line  of  promotion  to  coirnnisaiona,  and 
thoseclerks  who,  though  on  the  permanent  establishment,  had  no  such  promeot. 

Hie  grade  of  *' established  commissariat  clerk"  having  been  abolianed, 
and  tiiat  of  acting  deputy  assistant  commissary  general  substituted  as  tha 
first  step  in  the  line  of  promotion,  the  necessity  iot  the  distinction  and  the 
prefix  *'  assistant''  no  longer  exists,  and  therefore  the  assistant  decks  of  the 
commissariat  will  in  future  be  styled  '*  commissariat  deiks." 

2.  The  commissariat  clerks  appointed  under  these  regulations  will  be  oon* 
aidered  as  civilians,  without  any  relative  military  rank  or  allowances  what* 
ever,  except  in  extreme  cases  when  they  may  be  employed  with  troops  in  tha

permitted  to  draw  the  allowances  of  ensigns. 

3.  No  })erson  will  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  commissariat  derk  above 
the  age  of  thirty  or  below  that  of  eighteen  years,  unless  in  the  cases  of  per- 
sons who  have  been  employed  in  other  capacities  or  in  other  branches  of  the 

Snblic  service,  when  exceptions  may  be  made,  provided  the  ages  of  the  can- 
idates  did  not  exceed  thirty  on  the  first  commencement  of  their  continuous 
public  service. 

4.  All  clerks,  on  first  appointment,  will  have  to  undergo  an  examination 
by  the  civil  service  commissioners  in  the  following  subjects : — 

1.  Exercises  to  test  handwriting,  orthograx)hy,  and  grammatical  cor- 

rectness. 

2.  Arithmetic  (elementary). 

In  addition  to  the  above  test,  the  candidates  will  have  to  produce  satisfac- 
tory evidence  as  to  good  conduct  and  character,  and  the  certificate  of  a 
military  medical  officer  or  board  as  to  their  state  of  health  and  physical  fit- 
ness for  general  service. 

When  clerks  are  appointed  abroad,  the  necessary  papers  will  be  sent  by  tho 
civil  service  commissioners,  and  a  competent  board  will  be  appointed  by  tho 
officer  commanding  at  the  station,  to  conduct  the  examination. 

5.  The  pay  of  the  clerks  will  be  as  follows : — 
On  first  appointment,       .     6*.  Od. 
After  five  years*  ser>'ice,  .    la.  6d 
After  ten     „         „         .     9&  Od. 

But  in  each  case  of  increase  a  service  of  five  vears  at  the  previous  rate  of 
pay  will  be  required,  and  no  increase  will  be  allowed  without  the  x>roduction 
of  the  certificate  as  per  form  annexed. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  above  rates  of  pay,  clerks  ser\'ing  at  any  of  the  stations 
at  which  tropical  pay  is  mranted  to  the  Military  Store  and  Royal  Engineer 
Departments  will  lis  entitled  to  tropical  pay  at  the  rate  of  1«.  6a.  per  day. 

7.  With  regard  to  the  assistant  clerks  at  present  on  the  establishment  of 
the  Commissariat  Department,  their  rates  of  pay  will  be  regulated  according 
to  the  accompanying  list,  and  their  designation  changed  to  that  of  commis- 
sariat clerk. 

8.  The  reflations  now  promulgated  have  been  firamcd  principally  with  a 
view  to  placing  on  a  more  satisfactory  footing  the  clerks  at  present  on  the 
permanent  establishment  of  the  commissariat,  and  not  with  any  intention  of 
extending  the  employment  of  this  class  of  clerks  beyond  its  present  limits. 

It  is  expected  tnat^  except  at  some  stations  where,  owing  to  peculiarity  of 
climate,  and  the  language  B]M>keii,  it  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  engage 
the  services  of  persons  accustomed  to  the  climate,  and  acquainted  with  tho 
language,  it  will  generally  be  found  practicable  to  till  up  most  of  the  subor- 
dinate appointments  of  the  commissariat  from  the  non-commissioned  officers 
of  the  commissariat  staff  corps,  appointed  imdcr  Article  4  of  the  Ro3'al 
Warrant  of  24th  September,  1859.  Commissariat  officers  in  charge  are 
therefore  strictly  enjomed  not  to  submit  the  name  of  any  civilian  to  till  ap 
a  vacancy  in  the  establishment  of  commissariat  clerks,  appointed  under 
these  regulations,  unless  it  be  certified  by  the  officer  commanding  that  no 
non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  competent  to  x>erform  the  duties  of  the 
office  can  be  obtained  from  any  of  the  regiments  at  the  station,  and  even  in 
sach  cases  the  appointment  will  not  be  made  unless  it  be  found  impossible  to 
select  a  properly  qualified  non-commissioned  officer  fix>m  the  commissariat 
staff  corps  serving  at  home.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  acquaint 
you,  for  the  information  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Com- 
manding in  Chief^  that  his  Lordship  has  decided,  in  the  case  of  officers  at  the 
dci)dts  in  England  of  Her  Majestyls  Begiments  in  India,  who  may  volunteer 
for  service  in  the  Commissariat  Department  under  the  Royal  Warrant  of  28th 
October,  1858,  that  their  application  can  only  be  entertained  in  case  their  stay 
at  the  depot  will  be  likely  to  afford  time,  without  delay  or  inconvenience,  to 
the  ordinary  regimental  relief^  for  the  examination  and  six  months'  probation 
to  take  place,  if  there  should  be  vacancies  in  the  Commissariat  Department ; 
and  his  Lordship  requests  that,  in  forwarding  such  application,  it  maybe 
stated  for  what  period  the  officer  may  expect  to  remain  at  home.

<^^— wwMifla  as  major  generals,  with  temporary  rank ;  and,  if  they  shall  have

regiment,  or  discharged  the  duties  of  his  appointment.  The  military  super- 
intendents of  the  manufacturing  departments  of  the  army  will  be  eUdble  to 
be  promoted  from  the  rank  of  heutenant  colonel  to  that  of  colonel  after  five 
years'  service  in  the  former  rank,  subject  to  the  approval  of  our  Secretary  of 
State  for  War. 

9.  That  regimental  majors,  who  are  brevet  lieutenant  colonels,  falling 
into  the  command  of  regiments  in  the  absence  of  the  lieutenant  colonel, 
shall,  on  attaining  the  rank  of  regimental  lieutenant  colonel,  reckon  the 
period,  commencing  from  the  com])letion  of  the  first  month  of  such  temporary 
command,  as  part  of  the  five  years  ret^uired  to  qualify  for  the  rank  of  colond. 

10.  That  the  rank  of  colonel  be  given  to  othcers  who  obtain  the  rank  of 
brevet  lieutenant  colonel  for  services  in  the  field,  after  eight  years  of  actual 
service  with  that  rank. 

1 1.  That  in  cases  where  a  regiment  serving  abroad  may  be  so  divided  as  to 
constitute  two  distinct  commands,  and  one  portion  may  be  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  regimental  major,  who  is  also  a  brevet  Ueutenant  colonel,  and  in 
cases  where  a  brevet  lieutenant  colonel  may  be  in  command  of  a  mixed  force 
of  different  coipi,  a  discretionary  power  ahall  be  vested  in  our  Commander  in

Ghief^  labjeet  to  the  approval  of  onr  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  to  allow  PromotloB

period  kar  promotion  to  the  rank  of  colonel.  Ofiioen. 

12.  That  lieutenant  colonels  appointed  to  civil  situations  under  Govern- 
ment on  or  after  the  date  of  this  onr  Royal  Warrant  shall  be  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  colonel  after  ei^ht  years*  ser\'ioe  in  the  former  rank,  provided 
the  natnie  of  the  civil  appomtmcnt  be  considered  by  our  Secretary  of  State 
fat  War  and  Commander  in  Chief  calculated  to  ^ve  the  officer  such  practical 
experience  as  may  aftem'ards  prove  advantageous  to  the  corps  or  service  to 
whi^  lie  belongs. 

13.  ^liat  fiela  officers,  commissioned  as  such  before  the  20th  Jnne»  1854, 
be  allowed  to  rise  by  brevet  as  heretofore ;  but  no  officer  promoted  to  the 
tank  of  field  officer  on  and  after  that  date  is  hereafter  to  rise  from  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  colonel  to  that  of  colonel,  otherwise  than  by  five  or  eight  years* 
■ervioe  in  the  former  rank,  as  provided  in  Clause  8,  or  as  a  reward  for 
distingaished  service,  or  by  appointment  to  be  Queen's  aide-de-camp— except 
under  the  special  provisions  in  Clauses  U,  10,  11,  and  12. 

14.  lientenant  colonels  who  held  that  rank  prior  to  the  20th  Jane,  1854, 
shall  be  promoted  by  a  special  brevet  to  the  rank  of  colonel — commissions  to 
bear  date  the  28th  ^ovem1)er,  1854 — and  such  of  the  said  lieutenant  colonels 
as  have  been  passed  over  by  officers  who  have  attained  the  rank  of  colonel  in 
oonfonnitT  with  ^e  provisions  of  our  Koyal  Warrants  of  the  6th  October 
and  3d  Novemb^,  1854,  shall  be  restored  to  the  respective  places  which 
they  would  have  occupied  as  colonels,  had  they  been  promoted  in  ordinary 
succession  under  the  system  of  i)erio(lical  brevets.

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«Boti<nu  19.  That  the  names  of  field  officers  permitted  to  retire  from  the  snny  by 
^''^^"'"^  the  sale  of  their  commissions  shall  be  retained  in  the  Army  List  in  itiuica^ 
ifoeia         with  the  permission  of  our  Commander  in  Chief  in  each  case, 

20.  Tnat  no  officer  shall  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  mitil  he  shall 
have  beto  two  years  an  effective  subaltern ;  nor  to  that  of  field  officer  until 
he  shall  have  been  six  years  in  the  service. 

Unattached  Pay,  Retired  Pfll  Pay,  and  Half  Pay. 

21.  It  is  our  further  will  and  pleasure  that  the  grants  of  unattached  iMiy, 
and  other  rates  of  pay,  to  general  officers,  not  bemg  colonels  of  regimentB, 
and  of  retired  full  pay,  and  of  half  pay,  to  officers  of  our  army,  shall  be 
regulated  by  this  our  Koyal  Warrant,  to  be  administered  and  interpreted  by 
our  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  as  the  sole  and  standing  authority  for  regu- 
lating such  grants. 

Unattached  Pay, 

22.  Officers  removed  from  their  commissions  as  field  officers  in  regiments 
of  foot  guards,  in  consequence  of  being  promoted  to  be  general  officers,  shall 
receive  unattached  pay  according  to  tne  following  sode:  viz.,  lieutenant 
colonel,  £600  a  year;  major,  £650  a  year. 

23.  Officers  promoted  to  be  general  officers  from  full  or  half  pay  com- 
missions in  the  line  shall,  if  du^  aualified  to  be  plaoed  on  the  fixed  estab- 
lishment, receive  unattached  pay  of  £1  5s.  a  day. 

24  Beeimental  colonels  of  artillery  and  en^eers»  promoted  to  be  general 
officers,  Bna]l  receive  the  net  full  pay  of  their  former  rank,  and  regimental 
field  officers  of  those  corps  so  promoted  shall  receive  the  unattached  pay  of 
£1  5«.  a  day  until  they  shall  be  appointed  colonels  commandant  of  battalions. 

25.  A  general  officer  being  colonel  of  a  re^ment,  in  ike  event  of  his  regi- 
ment being  reduced,  may  be  placed,  in  the  tirst  instance,  as  supemnmerarv 
upon  the  said  establishment  of  unattached  pay,  at  £1  5&  a  day ;  but  shaU 
fiul  into  the  first  vacancy  that  may  occur  therein,  until  re-appomted  colonel 
of  a  raiment 

^  26.  A  colonel  promoted  to  the  rank  of  general  officer,  as  a  reward  for  dis- 
tinguished service  in  war,  or  in  consequence  of  having  held  a  command  with 
temporary  rank  as  general  officer,  shall,  while  supernumerary  to  the  fixed 
establishment,  receive  the  unattached  pay  of  £400  a  year,  until  he  shall  fall 
into  a  vacancy  on  the  fixed  establishment  of  general  officers. 

27.  To  entitle  an  officer  to  the  unattached  pay  of  a  general  officer,  such 
officer  must  have  actually  served  six  years  with  the  r^ik  of  a  regimental 
field  officer,  either  in  the  Eoyal  Artillery,  Royal  Engineers,  or  with  a  regiment 
of  the  guaids  or  line,  or  in  some  other  substantive  military  employment  in  the 
public  service,  or  as  mounted  officer  of  the  foot  guards,  or  in  eitlier  of  the  ap- 
pointments detailed  in  Clause  8  of  this  warrant  excepting  that  of  ei^uery  to 
the  Sovereign,  in  which  appointment  eieht  years*  service  will  be  required,  or, 
having  obtained  the  rank  of  regimental  field  officer,  shall  have  been  obliged 
to  go  upon  half  pay  on  account  of  reduction,  or  in  consequence  of  ill  heiuth 
contracted  in  the  service  (as  established  by  the  report  of  a  board  of  medical 
officers),  or  in  consequence  of  wounds  received  in  action  before  he  had  served 
the  six  or  eight  years  prescribed  in  this  our  Royal  Warrant. 

28.  The  benefit  of  unattached  pay  shall  not  be  extended  to  any  general 
officer  who,  when  he  last  went  upon  half  pay,  received  the  difierenoe,  unleaa 
he  had  previously  paid  it ;  nor  to  any  officer  who  went  upon  half  pay  at  his 
own  request  in  time  of  war,  bcforo  lie  had  completed  an  aggregate  nill  pay 
■ervioe  of  thirty  years,  of  which  period  six  years  shall  bays  been  with  tike 
rank  of  regimental  field  officor ;  nor  to  any  officer  who  went  upon  half  pay 
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aft  hSm  own  rcquert  in  time  of  peace,  before  he  hod  scrveil  six  or  eight  years,  Promotion 
m  m  tlia  preceding  article,  with  the  rank  of  re^^mentol  tield  officer.  £f ^"f"*^ 

Qfficen  thne  aitaated  shall  continae  to  receive  the  lialf  pay  only  of  which  omueni 
tlHj  ircve  in  reoeipt  at  the  time  of  their  promotion  to  be  general  odicenk 

Betired  Full  Pay. 

29.  The  retired  fnll  pay  list  of  field  officers  and  captiins  of  the  guards  and 
Hne  shall  be  fixed  at  £60,000  a  year,  and  of  the  artillery  and  etiicinevrs  at 
£48,000  a  year ;  all  officers  who  were  on  the  fall  ]tay  retirement  prc\'ioii8ly 
to  tiie  Royal  Warrant  of  1840  being  considered  sui^mumerary  to  the  e^tab- 
hahment  of  £60,000  and  £48,000  re8i>cctivcly. 

90l  Tlie  colonels,  lieutenant  colonels,  majors,  and  ca])tains  of  the  guards 
and  line  allowed  to  retire  upon  full  pay  shall  be  selected  and  rcconmiendcd 
to  na  fay  onr  Commander  in  Chief,  with  the  concurrence  of  our  Secretar}-  of 
State  fiir  War,  and  appointed  acconling  to  their  regimental,  and  not  accord- 
ing to  their  brevet  rank  ;  but  no  officer  shall  be  placed  ou  the  i-etired  full  pay 
lilt  who  has  not  served  on  full  pay  of  a  regiment,  or  in  a  staff  situation,  for  on 
aggresate  ]ieriod  of  thirty  years,  unle?s  under  siwcial  circumstances,  arising 
from  ul  health  contracted  in  the  service,  or  in  cousec|uenco  of  wounds  re- 
ceived in  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient  bv  our  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  to  reduce  such  service  to  any  shorter  period,  than  tliirty  years. 

31.  The  retirement  of  officers  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Knyal  Eneineers 
ahall  not  be  confiued  to  the  ranks  of  lieutenant  colonel,  captain,  and  lieu- 
tenant, but  may  include  a  proiwrtion  of  unattached  general  <»tKcers  and  roj^- 
mentj^J  colonels,  who,  relinquisuing  the  prosixK^t  of  succc-eiling  to  the  command 
of  battalions,  shall  be  pennitted  to  retire  on  £(KN)  a  year. 

32.  Lieutenant  colonels  of  Koyal  Artillery  and  Rnyal  Endnecrs,  "witli  tho 
rank  of  colonel,  of  not  less  tlian  thirty  years'  service,  ^-ill  l)e  pcnnitte*i  to 
retire  on  £400  a  year;  and  lieutenant  colonels  of  shorter  peno«ls  of  service, 
and  officers  of  inferior  rank  of  artillery  and  engineers  on  their  rc;nmcntal 
pay,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  30,  as  to  unfitness  from  ill  health 
ana  wounds  received  in  action. 

33L  The  retired  pay  of  lieutenant  colonels  shall  he  20^.  a  day. 

34.  Each  officer  placed  on  the  retiretl  full  pay  list  shall  i\ocive  a  step  of 
honoraxy  razik,  together  with  the  fullpay  of  the  rank  from  which  he  retired 
(or  the  spedad  rates  ajjplicable  to  oflicers  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal 
Engineers);  but  such  otfacer  cannot  l»e  further  promoted. 

35.  The  regimental  field  officers  of  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers  who 
have  been  placed  on  the  retired  fnll  pay  list,  or  who  may  have  retired  on 
half  pay  aa  such,  in  consequence  of  wo\inds  or  ill  health  contracted  in  tho 
service  anterior  to  our  Warrant  of  the  3<1  November,  18o4,  shall  be  i)n)moted 
in  succession  up  to  the  rank  of  colonel  and  general  oliicer,  when  tiioso  who 
stood  next  below  them  on  the  eflective  establishment  are  so  proinotcnl.  On 
attaining  the  rank  of  general  officer,  a  number  not  exceeding  eight  of  tho 
Boyal  Artillery  and  four  of  the  Royal  Engineers  shall  be  ailoweil  to  receive 
£400  a  year  each,  and  the  two  seniors  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  the  senior 
officer  of  the  Royal  Engineers  who  shall  have  been  promoted  shall  each  receive 
£50  a  year  in  addition  to  the  before-mentioned  sum  of  £400  per  annum. 

36.  Officers  appointed  to  veteran  battalions  shall  not,  on  their  reduction 
or  retirement  therefrom,  acquire  any  claim  to  retired  full  pay. 

37.  That  officers  commanding  regiments  shall  be  required  to  retire 
therefrom  on  attaining  60  years  of  age,  unless  it  be  reporte«l  to  our  Ooni- 
mMiii<wp  in  Cluef  by  vac  general  officer  inspecting  a  regiment  that  its  condi- 
tion and  discipline  are  such  as  to  prove  that  it  would  l>e  advanta^us  to 
the  aarrioe  frnr  the  oommanding  officer  to  continue  in  the  command  of  hia 
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Promotion,    corps.    Officers  retiring  under  this  provision  irill  be  allowed  the  rate  of 

Retirement,   retired  ftdl  pay  fixed  by  this  our  Ro^al  Warrant,  retaining  their  prospect  of 

Omosn.        becoming  eeneral  officers,  and  their  right  to  unattachM  pay  as  general 

otiicers  in  fieu  of  retired  full  pay,  provid^  such  officers  shall  at  the  period 

of  their  retirement  hold  the  rank  of  colonel  in  the  army,  and  have  fiufilled 

the  conditions  of  service  required  by  Article  27. 

Temporary  Allowance  in  the  nature  of  Half  Pay. 

38.  Service  of  less  than  Three  Years. — ^An  officer  having  served  less  than 
three  years  will,  if  reduced^  receive  only  a  temporary  allowance  of  half  pay, 
according  to  the  following  scale : — 

Senrlces  on  Full  Pay.                                                                 Tomporary  Allowance. 
Under  1  year, For  1  year. 

1,  and  under  2  years, For  2  years. 

2,  and  under  3  years, For  3  years. 

The  temporary  allowance  ceases  at  the  termination  of  the  above-recited 
periods,  or  sooner,  if  the  officer  shall  have  been  previously  placed  on 
liill  pay. 

39.  jRe-appointment  toithin  Five  }>ar«.— Ad  officer  who  has  been  placed 
on  temporary  half  i>ay  is  elinble  to  be  appointed  to  a  full  pay  comoussion, 
either  by  exchange  or  otherwise,  provided  his  appointment  take  place 
within  ^tv  years  after  he  has  ceased  to  receive  temporary  half  pay,  in  which 
case  his  former  service  is  allowed  to  reckon. 

40.  The  exchange  to  full  pay  under  the  preceding  article  may  be  made 
with  a  full  pay  ofiicer  entitled  to  half  pay. 

41.  Sale  of  Commission, — An  officer  who  has  been  reduced  with  only  a 
temporary  allowance,  having  purchased  his  commission,  may  receive  the 
regulated  price  thereof  from  the  public  through  our  Secretary  of  State  for 
War,  and  the  public  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  sale  of  a  first  fiill  pay  com- 
mission which  would  otherwise  have  been  conferred  without  purchase ;  but 
these  sales  shall  not  be  rec^uired  in  any  greater  proportion  than  one  for  every 
two  such  vacated  commisaions. 

Half  Pay, 

42.  Liability  to  Forfeiture,  ^The  half  pay  of  the  arm]^  is  granted  as  a 
remuneration  for  past  military  services,  and  also  as  imposing  an  obligation 
on  the  officer  to  return  to  his  military  duties  whenever  call^  upon;  there- 
fore asiy  officer  not  obeying  the  call  is  liable  to  forfeit  his  half  pay,  if  not 
incapacitated  by  illness. 

43.  Wounds  received  in  Action, — An  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  be  placed 
on  the  half  pay  establishment  if  compelled  to  retire  in  consequence  of 
wounds  received  in  action. 

44  III  Health  contracted  on  Duty. — An  officer  having  served  more  than 
three  years  shall  be  entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  half  pay  establishment  if 
compelled  to  retire  in  consequence  of  ill  health  contracted  on  duty,  as 
certified  by  the  medical  boara  or  medical  officers  to  whom  he  has  been 
referred  for  examination.  Unless  the  result  of  such  examination  be  received 
by  our  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  of  Stato  for  War,  he  will  be  con- 
sidered to  have  retired  upon  half  pay  for  nis  own  convenience. 

45.  Reduction  after  Three  Yeari  Service, — An  officer  having  actually 
done  duty  in  some  regiment  or  corps,  or  in  some  other  military  capacity,  as 
a  commissioned  officer  in  the  pubhc  service  for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  placed  on  the  half  pay  eBtablishment  on  reduc- 
tion from  foil  pay. 

46.  Permanent  Half  Pay  only  cfier  Twenty-oiM  Tear^  Service,^^o  officer 
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jiiall  be  permittod  to  retire  npon  permanent  half  pay  until  after  a  full  pay  F^omotio 
•enrioe  A  twenfy-<me  years,  except  on  account  of  unfitness  for  service  firom  ^^^^^^ 
vomids  reoeived  in  action,  or  from  certitied  ill  health  coutracted  in  and  bv  Officers. 
military  aenrioe,  or  as  provided  in  Clause  51  for  officers  of  the  Boyal  Artif- 
Icry  and  Bcjyal  Engineers. 

47.  OdrritoA  Appointments. —  No  garrison  commission  or  appointment 
sihall  give  an  officer  any  claim  to  half  i»ay  on  ret* ^-'Mnent. 

48.  Residence  qf  Half  Pay  Ofiicer,—  The  rci  de  ice  of  the  half  pay  officer 
IS  to  be  stated  every  quarter  m  his  declaration,  whether  his  half  pay  bj 
received  by  an  agent  or  by  himself. 

49.  Xo  Rigid  to  Sell  or  Commute. — No  officer  on  half  pay  shall,  of  right, 
have  a  daim  to  sell  or  commute  his  half  |>ay;  the  permission  shall  be 
ipovemed  by  such  consideration  of  the  individual  case  as  may  induce  our 
^Secretary  oi  State  for  War  and  Commander  in  Chief  to  recommend  it. 

60l  Sale  of  Commiaaion  by  Officers  having  a  Claim  to  Half  Pay, —  If  a 
subaltern  officer  whose  service  confers  a  claim  to  half  pay  be  desirous  of 
retiring  from  the  army  by  the  sale  of  his  commission,  the  following  rules 
should  be  observed : — 

1.  If  he  purchased  his  commission,  the  regulated  price  may  be  granted 

(whether  he  should  be  receiving  half  i>ay  or  a  temporary  allowanoe 
in  the  nature  of  half  pay). 

2.  If  he  did  not  purchase  his  commission,  and  had  served  less  than 

seven  years  on  full  pay  in  the  army,  he  may  bo  allowed  to  receive 
£100  for  each  year  of  service  as  a  commissioned  officer,  not,  however, 
exceeding  the  reijulated  price  of  the  commission  ho  held. 

3.  If  a  non-comnussioned  officer  Siiall  have  l)een  promoted  to  the  rank 

of  an  ensign,  or  comet,  or  adjutant,  he  shall  not  have  a  claim  to 
retire,  by  the  solo  of  his  commission,  unless  he  shall  have  served 
in  the  army  as  an  officer  on  full  pay  upwards  of  one  year,  in  which 
case  he  may  he  awarded  the  full  price  of  the  commission  which  he 
shall  have  received  Aiv-ithout  purchase,  or  such  ])roportion  thereof

51.  Artillery  and  Enrjlneer  Officers  retiring  on  Half  Pay  at  their  own 
Request. — Tlie  followincr  number  of  officers  of  the  Iloyal  Artillery  and  Eoyal 
Engineers  will  be  iMjrniittcd  to  retire  on  jxirmanent  half  pay  at  their  own

52.  Certain  Officers  who  have  been  permitted  to  Retire  for  their  own  Con- 
venience.— An  officer  of  any  of  the  under-mentioned  ranks,  having  entered 
the  service  since  the  termination  of  the  war  in  1815,  and  having  been  per- 
mitted to  exchange  to  half  pay,  not  on  account  of  ill  health,  but  for  his 
private  convenience,  before  he  had  serve<l  seven  vears  on  full  pay,  shall  be 
allowed  only  the  old  rate  of  half  pay  specified  in  the  following  schedule  :*-

hereunto  annexed.

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Woolwicb,'and  as  assistant  inspector  of  studies  at  the  latter  institntioQ,  wiU 
be  continued  as  at  present  on  the  strength  of  their  regiment  or  corps,  as 
supernumeraries  to  the  establishment,  and  receive  their  pay  and  allowance, 
tmder  the  regulations  specially  applicable  to  supernumerary  captains  and 
subalterns. 

17.  Captains  of  the  Eoyal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers,  if  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  regimental  field  officer  during  the  term  cl  their  employment  as 
professors  and  masters,  will  be  required  to  relinquish  their  appomtments  and 
join  their  brigades  or  corps. 

18.  Althou^  the  Clauses  from  12  to  17  have  been  framed  with  special 
reference  to  officers  of  artillery  and  engineers,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  the 
^eral  proviuons  of  these  regulations  are  also  to  be  adopted  in  every  way 
m  which  they  can  be  made  applicable  to  those  two  services. — ^m.s.s.w.

8.  Officers  of  the  several  staff  corps  who  had  not  attained  tlio  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel  prodously  to  the  18th  February,  IJSOI,  shall,  as  they 
respectivel>r  attain  the  rank  of  colonel,  be  jjlaccd,  acconlinGj  to  the  dates  of 
their  commissions,  on  the  general  list  of  colonels  of  the  British  anny,  from 
which  promotions  shall  be  maile,  according  to  seniority,  in  succession  to 
vacancies  on  the  British  establishment  of  j^enoral  oliicerd,  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  British  service ;  and  the  colonels  so  promoted  shall  continue  to 
rise  on  that  establishment  from  the  rank  of  major  general,  by  seniority,  in 
succession  to  all  vacancies  in  the  higher  grades. 

9.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  promotion  of  officers  of  the  staff  corps 
so  brought  upon  the  general  list  of  the  oflicei*s  of  the  army,  the  eatabliph- 
ment  of  general  officers  of  the  British  army  shall  be  increased,  and  the 
estahliahment  of  genend  officers  of  the  Indian  army,  u^mdu  which  the  colonels 
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^^an  of  the  staff  corps  of  this  class  will  no  longer  rise,  shall  be  redaced  in  tho 

Fromotion&  manner  following. 

10.  Whenever  a  colonel  of  the  staff  corps  whose  name  is  borne  on  the 
amalgamated  list  would,  if  he  had  renuuned  on  the  list  of  colonels  of  the 
Indifui  army,  have  attained  the  rank  of  major  generd,  an  addition  of  one 
shall  be  made  to  the  British  establishment  of  eeneral  officers  by  the  promo- 
tion of  the  senior  colonel  on  the  amalgamatea  list»  whether  he  be  a  British 
officer  or  an  officer  brought  in  from  the  staff  corps ;  and  no  promotion  shall 
iu  such  case  be  made  to  tne  rank  of  major  general  on  the  Indian  list,  which 
will  be  thus  reduced  by  one  general  officer  for  every  such  increase  given  to 
the  British  establishment. 

11.  By  this  means  the  British  list  of  general  officers  will,  from  time  to 
time,  be  increased,  and  the  Indian  list  of  general  officers  will,  from  time  to 
time,  be  diminished,  until  the  number  m  officers  reduced  on  the  list  of 
general  officers  of  the  Indian  army,  and  the  number  added  to  the  list  of 
tiie  British  army,  shall  amount  to  one  for  evenr  twenty-eight  combatant 
officers  on  the  aggregate  strength  of  the  three  stafit  corps ;  and  thenceforward 
all  vacancies  amongst  ffenenu  officers  on  the  British  list,  by  whomsoever 
occasioned,  shall  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  the  senior  colonel  on  the 
amalgamated  list  of  the  British  army,  whether  of  the  guutls,  line,  or  stiuff 
corps,  as  the  case  may  be. 

12.  On  the  first  addition  of  a  major  general  to  the  British  establishment 
being  made,  in  the  maimer  laid  down  in  paragraph  10,  the  whole  of  tho 
officers  of  the  staff  corps  on  the  Indian  list  (including  the  general  officers) 
ehidl  be  transferred  to,  and  take  their  places  on,  tne  general  list  of  tho 
British  army  according  to  the  dates  of  their  respective  commissions,  and 
shall  rise  thereon  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  inclusive,  in  succession 
to  vacancies  on  the  general  officers'  list,  indiscriminately  with  officers  of  tho 
guanls,  line.  Royal  Artillery,  Royal  Engineers,  and  Royal  Marines. 

13.  As  the  number  of  general  officers  on  the  British  list  increases,  and 
the  number  on  the  Indi^  list  diminishes,  the  establishment  of  generals, 
lieutenant  ^nerals,  and  major  generals  on  each  list  shall  be,  from  time  to 
time,  so  adjusted  as  to  maintain  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  pro]x>rtions  now 
exinting  in  the  British  service ;  but  an^  reductions  that  may  be  requisite 
shall  he  made  only  by  gradual  absorption  of  ever}'  third  vacancy  amongst 
supernumeraries  in  the  nighor  grades. — A«w.

Favourable  reports  having  been  received  from  regiments  and  Cooks,  &a 
battalions  in  which  an  instructor  in  cooking  has  been  allowed,  as  an  experi- 
ment of  the  advantages  derived  from  the  appointment,  His  Royal  Highness 
the  Fiehl  Marshal  Commandiiur  in  Chief;  in  concurrence  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  far  War,  publishes,  ror  information  and  guidance,  the  foUowiog 

*  For  each  two  troops  or  companies,  or  bafetarj  of  artUtorx. 
t  Xsoq^t  whart  spedal  apparatoa  !■  used. 
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3k^  &C.  ftTTangements  and  regulations,  which  are  proposed  with  a  view  to  establish 
an  eflicient  system  of  military  cooking  throughout  the  service,  viz : — 

A  Serjeant  cook  will  be  allowed  to  be  borne  on  the  establishment  of  a 
regiment  so  soon  as  a  Mj  qailifitd  mom-onrnmiawflwir  officer  is  available  for 
thepurpose. 

This  Serjeant  will  be  allowed  as  a  sopenramerary  to  the  ordinary  strength 
of  non-conmiissioned  officers  in  the  regiment ;  but  there  will  be  one  private 
less  in  the  corps  thus  augmented,  so  that  the  total  number  of  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men  will  not  be  increased  by  the  appointment  of  a  Serjeant  cook. 

The  following  are  the  qualifications  required  for  a  XLon-commissioned 
officer  to  be  appointed  as  serjeant  cook : — 

He  must  be  selected  by  his  commanding  officer,  and  pass  through  a  course 
of  instruction  at  the  kitchen  at  Aldershot,  at  the  termination  m  which  he 
will,  if  qualified,  be  given  a  parchment  certificate. 

Upon  nis  return  to  his  regmient,  he  will  be  considered  as  on  probation  for 
six  months,  after  which  he  may  be  recommended  by  his  commanding  officer 
for  His  Royal  Highness's  approval  for  the  appointment  of  seijeant  cook. 

He  will  receive  6d  a  day  in  addition  to  his  pay  whilst  employed  super- 
intending the  cooking  of  a  regiment. 

Montm^  reports,  upon  forms  provided  for  the  pur^se,  are  to  be  made  by 
commandmg  officers  of  regiments  having  non-commissioned  officers  su})cr- 
intending  cooking. 

These  reports  are  to  be  transmitted,  through  general  officers  in  command, 
to  tho  quaj*ter-master  general,  for  the  information  of  the  Pield  Marshal 
Commanding  in  Chief  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

The  numbers  who  can  be  instructed  in  each  class  at  Aldershot  being  very 
limited,  commanding  officers  will  be  informed  by  the  Adjutant  General  when 
they  can  select  a  non-commissioned  officer  to  1)e  sent  to  qualifjr  for  the 
appointment  of  serjeant  cook ;  and,  in  order  that  the  advantage  oi  having  a 
non-commissioned  officer  for  this  duty  may  not  be  lost  to  the  regiment,  it  is 
incumbent  upon  commanding  officers  to  detail  a  steady,  trustworthy  soldier 
for  the  purpose.  Those  non-commissioned  officers  who,  after  sufficient  trial, 
are  not  found  to  be  likely  to  qualify  as  serjeant  cooks  will  be  at  once  sent 
back  to  their  regiments  from  the  instructional  class. 

Any  non-commissioned  officer  who,  having  l)een  appointed  a  serjeant  cook, 
wishes  to  resign  that  appointment,  will  revert  to  the  rank  which  he  held 
prior  to  his  being  made  a  serjeant,  ])rovided  that  His  Boyal  Highness 
approves,  upon  representation  made  through  the  Adjutant  General,  of  his 
ceasing  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

A  non-commissioned  officer  may  also  be  deprived  of  his  appointment,  for 
misconduct,  by  order  of  the  general  officer  commanding  the  district ;  but  a 
report  of  the  circumstances  must  be  made  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  II  is 
Roval  Highness's  information. 

The  non-commissioned  officer  in  this  case  also  will  revert  to  his  former 
rank,  unless  he  should  have  been  reduced  to  a  j)rivate  soldier  by  sentence 
of  court-martial,  or  by  order  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Keld  Marshiil 
Commanding  in  Chiel 

It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  a  non-commissioned  officer  is  not 
to  be  removed  from  the  duty  of  superintending  cookins,  without  the  sanction 
of  the  general  <^cer  commanding  the  divisicm  in  which  he  is  serving. 

The  following  are  the  duties  of  a  serjeant  cook,  viz:— 

He  will  superintend  all  the  cooking  for  the  regiment,  brigade  of  artillery, 
or  depdt  battalion. 

He  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  coosiiinptioD  of  omJb  handed 
over  by  the  quarter-master  tor  ooddng  purposes.

Ha  win  dispose,  under  arraiigements  to  be  made  by  tbe  commiuidiDg  Gooka,  ft> 
oflbser,  of  all  refuse  from  the  cooking  of  tho  meat,  &c,  the  sum  accroiug 
bein^  dirided  smong  the  companies,  squadrons,  batteries,  or  depdta,  and 
earned  to  the  credit  of  the  messing. 

In  order  further  to  improve  regimental  cooking,  and  to  enable  a  certain 
mrmber  of  men  to  derive  oenetit  from  the  instruction  of  the  superintending 
ndA-oommissioned  oflScer,  it  is  proposed  that  in  each  squadron,  battery, 
depdt»  or  oompany,  one  man  shall  be  emi>loyed  as  cook  for  limited  periods, 
being  changed  upon  misconduct  or  at  certain  intervals. 

He  will  not^  however,  be  exempt  from  his  annual  rifle  practice. 

Thetv  will  be  on  assistant  cook  in  each  squadron,  batt^y,  dep6t,  or 
conipany,  who  shall  be  changed  weekly,  or  oftener  when  necessary. 

A  canvas  frock  and  a  pair  of  trousers,  of  the  ordinary  sea-kit  pattern,  may 
be  purchased  for  each  cuok  out  of  the  refuse  fund,  and  the  non-commissiont'd 
officer  snperintending  may  also  be  {provided,  when  thought  desirable,  with  a 
nmilar  dress,  but  with  stripes  upon  it  to  distinguish  his  rank. — n.

His  Royal  Highness  tho  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief,  in  instrnctir 
concurrence  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  is  jileascd  to  direct  that  J^*"  ^n^ 
the  following  instructions  for  serjeant  cooks  be  issued  to  the  army : —  Cooks. 

1.  The  Serjeant  cook  will  personally  superintend  all  cooking  done  in  the 
regimental  cookhouses,  which  is  to  be  carried  on  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  system  in  which  he  has  been  instructed  at  Aldcrshot. 

C  lie  will  have  under  his  orders,  at  most,  one  cook  and  one  assistant 
cook  per  troop,  company,  or  battery;  but  this  number  may  be  reduced  at  the 
discretion  of  tiie  commanding  officer.  The  former  is  to  be  changed  only  at 
long  intervals,  or  upon  misconduct,  and  the  latter  weekly, 

3.  He  will  thoroughly  instruct  those  under  him  in  all  oixjrations  connected 
with  cooking. 

4.  He  will  have  charge  of  all  cookhouses  and  cooking  utensils.  He  will 
cause  them  to  be  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  will  report  any  damage  or 
loss  at  once  to  the  quarter-master. 

6.  He  will  enforce  order,  punctuality,  and  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  those 
under  him,  and  he  alone  will  give  them  such  orders  connected  with  cooking 
as  may  be  necessary. 

6.  He  will  not  allow  any  person  to  enter  any  of  the  cookhouses  except  on 
duty. 

7.  He  will  ascertain  every  morning  from  the  quarter-master,  or  other 
person  representing  him,  the  number  of  men  in  each  company,  troop,  &c, 
m  mess  for  the  day,  and  make  arrangements  accordingly. 

8.  He  will  cause  the  water  for  coffee  and  tea,  and  all  vegetables,  to  be 
boiled  in  quantities  as  large  as  the  size  of  the  boilers  will  admit,  without 
regard  to  troops,  companies,  &c.  The  vegetables  for  each  mess  to  be  en- 
closed in  nets,  and  labelled. 

9.  The  dinners  to  be  prepared  by  squadrons,  batteries,  or  companies,  un- 
less the  cooking  apparatus  be  unsuitable  for  so  doing,  in  which  case  such 
combinations  are  to  be  effected  as  may  be  found  most  economical. 

10.  He  will  encourage  the  men  to  have  their  dinners  prepared  in  as  many 
different  wftys  as  the  apx)aratus  will  admit,  due  rezard  being  paid  to  rule  11 ; 
and  he  wiA  afford  them  every  facility  for  their  so  doing. 

IL  He  will  be  held  responsible  that  no  more  fires  are  lighted,  or  ovens 
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Qettons  heated,  than  mav  be  absolutely  necessary,  and  that  all  the  ciudcn  are  con- 
i2^«aDt  Binned.    He  will  keep  with  accuracy  the  diary  of  cooking,  on  the  printed 

form  proTided  for  the  purpose,  and  \ml  hand  it  to  the  quarter-master  on  the 

first  aay  of  every  month. 

12.  He  will,  as  early  as  possible,  report  to  the  commanding  officer  any 
case  in  which  all  the  bones  and  reiiise  are  not  collected  from  the  barrack 
rooms  by  the  orderlies,  and  deposited  in  the  apjioiuted  ]>laces ;  or  any  case 
in  which  the  contractor  docs  not  remove  them  every  alternate  day,  at  least— 
such  provision  beinff  one  of  the  conditions  of  sale.

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  also  made  arrangements 
for  the  transfer  of  invalids  and  insane  men  to  Netley,  from  ships  anchoring 
at  Spithead. 

The  major  general  commanding  the  south-western  district  at  Portsmouth 
will  superintend  the  transfers  of  invidids,  and  will  himself  dispose,  under 
orders  from  head -quarters  and  existing  regulations,  of  aU  '*  time-expired 
men,"  convicts,  or  others  not  being  invalids,  who  may  arrive  at  that  port. 
Officers  commanding  on  board  ship  will  therefore  give  over  the  invalids  and 
insane  men  under  their  charge,  and  the  documents  connected  with  Uiem,  to 
the  commandant  at  Netley,  the  other  non-commissioned  officers  and  men, 
ftc,  ftc,  to  the  staff  officer  at  Portsmouth  appointed  by  the  major  general 
commaiKling  to  receive  them ;  and  all  the  documents  connected  wiSi  non* 
ecnnmiMioned  officers  and  men  sent  home  from  foreign  stations  should  be 
pxvptfed  and  kept  sepanitely,  with  careful  reference  to  these  arrangements. 
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iBfiUdi  In  order  to  secure  regularity  and  to  prevent  delay  in  the  adjustment  of 

the  accounts  of  parties  ol  iuvalida  and  others  arriving  from  foreign  stations, 
it  is  expedient  that  the  officer  in  command  should  be  instructed  to  cause, 
when  practicable,  the  acquittance  roll  to  be  signed  by  each  man  before  any 
individual  quits  the  ship  at  Portsmouth.  The  officer  should,  if  possible,  sell 
while  on  board  the  kits  of  men  who  may  have  died  on  the  passage.  He 
should  likewise  receive  from  the  captain  of  the  ship  whatever  amount  of 
**  temperance  money  '*  may  be  due  to  his  men,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
paymaster  at  Netley. 

Invalids  at  Home, 

The  system  of  sending  soldiers  found  unfit  for  service  at  home  stations 
to  an  invalid  dep6t  twice  a  year — viz.,  after  each  half-yearly  inspection — is 
to  be  discontinued ;  and  whenever  a  man  is  considered  by  his  commanding 
officer  and  regimental  medical  officer  to  be  unfit  for  the  service,  an  applica- 
tion is  to  be  made  to  the  general  officer  commanding  the  district  in  which  he 
ma^  be  serving,  for  his  removal  to  the  head -quarters  thereof,  to  be  disposed 
o^  in  ordinary  cases,  by  the  general  officer  and  principal  medical  officer  of 
■uch  district,  after  having  been  kept  under  the  observation  of  the  latter  for 
such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him  to  fDnn  an  opinion  upon  the 
case.  He  will  subsequently  be  examined  by  a  medical  board  tor  final 
decision,  the  president  of  the  board,  if  possible,  not  being  under  the  rank  of 
a  deputy  insjiector  general  of  hospitals. 

In  very  doubtful  cases  general  officers  should  recommend,  when  submit- 
ting them  to  the  Adjutant  General— or,  if  in  Ireland,  to  the  deputy  adjutant 
general  at  Dublin — that  the  invalids  concerned  be  removed  to  Netley  or 
Kilmainham  for  further  treatment. 

Should  the  board,  in  ordinary  cases,  pronounce  the  men  unfit  for  further 
service,  the  general  officer  commanding  will  then  come  to  a  decision,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  principal  medical  officer,  and  transmit  to  the  Adjutant 
General — or,  if  in  Ireland,  to  the  deputy  adjutant  general  at  Dublin — for  the 
final  approval  of  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chie^  a  return,  in  two 
parts  (for  which  forms  will  be  supplied  by  the  War  Office  on  application) ; 
one,  of  those  men  proposed  for  mscharge ;  the  other,  of  those  to  be  either 
returned  to  their  respective  corps  as  convalescent,  or  sent  to  Ketley  or  Kil- 
mainham for  further  ^atment  as  doubtful  cases. 

General  and  other  officers  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  Hoyal  Artillery  and 
Boyal  Engincor  branches  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Department  are  distinct 
from  each  other  and  from  that  appertaining  to  the  cavalry  and  infantry. 
The  above  returns  will  be  rendereo,  therefore,  separately  in  each  case.  The 
general  return  will  be  prepared  in  regimental  order. 

On  receiving  an  authonty  for  the  aisposal  of  these  classes  respectively  the 
discharge  documents  of  the  first  named,  for  which  an  improved  form  is 
about  to  be  issued,  are  to  be  dul^  completed  and  transmitted  to  the  Adjutant 
General,  or  to  the  deputy  adjutant  general  at  Dublin,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  confirmation,  with  a  view  to  their  being  submitted  to  the  Chelsea 
B<»rd. 

The  Right  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  assented  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  his  Royal  Highness,  that  when  soldiers  borne  on  the  strength 
of  their  corps  as  married  men  are  temporarily  removed  to  the  head-ouarters 
of  districts  or  to  a  general  hospital,  their  wives  and  fi^tnilifta^  -wno  will 
remain  with  their  corps  until  their  cases  are  decided  upon,  shall  receive  the 
same  allowances  as  are  usually  granted  to  women  and  children  whose  hns- 
banda  and  fathers  are  separated  from  them  on  account  of  their  being  in 
camp.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  forcf;oing  instructions  at  stations  not  in  districts 
er  divisions,  the  invalids  at  ^laidstone  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  major 
general  and  principal  medical  oiKcer  at  Chatham. 

Hounslotp, 
Thoae  at  Hoonslow  will  bo  sent  to  Woolwicb  to  be  similarly  treated. 

Iloumhold  CaocUry, 
The  Household  Cavalry  will  be  inspected  in  London,  and  reported  upon 
h^  the  inspector  general  of  cavalry  and  a  deputy  inspector  general  of  nos- 
pitala  fixmi  head-quarters. 

Foot  Quarda  or  oiher  Injbntry  t»  London. 
Tbe  Household  Infantry,  or  other  infantry  in  London,  will  be  mepecied 
by  the  major  general  commanding  the  foot  guards  and  a  deputy  iniqpeetor 
general  of  hospitals  from  head  -  quarters,  who  will  ha^e  full  authonty  to 
Tisit  the  hospitals  and  inspect  the  invalids.

As  the  orders  now  given  dispense  with  the  persanal  examination  of 
tnralids  by  the  secretary  and  nUdical  officer  of  the  Royal  Hosp^  at 
C^ielsea,  it  becomes  more  important  than  hitherto  that  the  discharge  deoa- 
ments  should  contain  in  them  every  information  necessary  for  the  guidance 
of  the  commissioners  in  assigning  xx^nsions,  cither  permanent,  temporary,  •r 
oonditional. 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  will  thcre- 
Ibro  hold  commanding  ofHccrs  of  regiments  and  medical  officers  responsible 
that  no  discharge  documents  are  signed  by  them  which  do  not  ^ve  a  full 
and  perfect  record  of  the  soldier's  service  at  home  and  abroad,  his  wounds, 
medals,  and  badges  &s  well  as  his  general  conduct  and  character;  and, 
brides  the  immediate  cause  of  disability  for  further  service,  the  effect 
which  climate,  wounds,  or  his  own  habits,  have  had  on  his  constitution, 
should  be  distinctly  stated. 

The  new  forms  of  disciiarge  must  be  accurately  filled  up,  and  it  must  be 
remembered  by  those  who  comi»o8e  the  "boards"  that  any  omission  or 
negligence  in  stating  the  soldier's  case  may  prove  a  serious  detriment  to  him 
on  one  hand,  or  an  imposition  on  the  public  on  the  other. — i.  n.

Orders  for  the  Army  :** 

That  men  duly  authorized  to  be  discharged  with  ignominy  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  court-martial,  or  as  incorrinbly  bad  and  worthless  characters, 
are  to  be  accompanied  by  their  discharge  documents,  as  well  as  by  the  usual 
*'  No.  1  Report,^'  or  other  papers  necessary  to  settle  with  them,  in  all  cases 
in  which  their  imprisonment  has  expired  before  embarkation,  or  is  Ukc!y  to 
expire  during  the  voyage. 

The  general  or  other  officer  commanding  at  the  port  of  disembarkation  is 
hereby  empowered  to  confirm  the  parchment  certificates  of  such  men  as  soon 
as  thoy  are  settled  with,  and  then  to  transmit  the  **  Proceedings  of  the  Re;4- 
mental  Board"  (unconfirmed)  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  confirmation 
of  the  Commander  in  Chief^  reporting  the  date  for  which  the  parchment  has 
been  confirmed. 

In  the  case  of  those  who  will  have  to  complete  their  "  imprisonment**  (not 
penal  servitude)  after  arrival  at  home,  the  discharge  documents  are  to  1)e 
transmitted  to  the  regimental  depot,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral for  confirmation  a  short  timeprior  to  the  expiration  of  the  sentence.

that  the  aooomi>anying  **  Instructions  for  the  guidance  of  drum  majors  in  the 
management  and  preservation  of  brass  side  drums"  be  promulgated  for 
general  information  and  guidance,  and  carefully  attended  to  for  the  future.

Instructions  in  the  Management  ofBroM  Side  Drvma. 

1.  When  the  drums  are  taken  to  pieces  (which  should  be  done  once  a 
week),  the  screws  and  nuts  should  be  properly  cleaned,  and  any  sand  or  grit 
which  may  have  accumulated  should  be  entirely  removed.  In  dusty 
weather  this  should  be  done  at  least  twice  a  week. 

2.  The  nuts  inside  the  drums,  which  secure  the  snare  studs,  should  be 
examined,  and  if  found  to  be  loose,  or  the  outer  shoulder  of  the  stud  not 
dose  to  the  shell,  the  nut  should  at  once  be  screwed  ti'^bt,  to  prevent  any 
undue  strain  upon  the  stud  which  passes  through  the  sheO. 

3.  In  tightening  the  cords,  great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  outer 
edges  of  the  hoops  are  exactly  parallel,  and  no  screw  should  have  more  than 
three  turns  given  to  it  at  a  time,  and  gradually  lessened  as  the  drum  is 
broufl^t  to  its  proper  pitch. 

4.  The  screws  whicn  pass  through  the  pulley  brackets,  and  which  act  as 
an  axle  to  the  pulley,  should  bo  examined  oefore  the  cords  are  tightened,  to 
see  that  the  pomt  of  the  screw  is  even  with  the  brass  plate  inside ;  and  if  it 
is  foxmd  to  have  started,  it  should  at  once  be  screwed  nome.  If  the  thread 
in  the  brass  plate  inside  the  hoop  is  stripped,  the  screw  should  be  taken  out, 
the  plate  slightly  counter  sunk,  and  the  end  of  the  screw  clenched  or  riveted 
to  the  plate.  The  pulleys  should  also  have  their  bearings  occasionally  oiled, 
that  they  may  work  ouite  freely. 

6.  When  it  is  founcl  that  the  cords  have  stretched  until  the  screws  project 
beyond  the  top  of  the  nut,  the  cord  should  be  shortened,  as  the  screws  are 
not  only  exposed  to  injury,  but  are  liable  to  come  in  contact  with  the  sticks. 

6.  Strict  attention  should  bo  paid  to  the  steel  screws,  to  see  that  they  are 
not  bent  by  the  drum  falling,  or  from  other  causes,  as  the  nut  will  not  then 
work  freely,  and  there  will  be  some  difficulty  in  bringing  the  corda  up  to 
their  proper  tension. — s.

1.  The  testator  mr  st  be  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

2.  The  will  must  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  testator  with  his  name, 
or,  if  he  cannot  write,  with  his  mark,  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  who 
must  be  present  together;  and  the  will  must  be  made,  acknowledged,  and 
attested  m  the  presence  of  all  three. 

3.  A  person  to  whom  money,  &c.,  is  left  by  the  will  should  not  be  an 
attesting  witness,  for  the  gift  would  not  be  20od. 

4.  A  will  is  revoked  by  the  marriage  of  tne  testator,  and  therefore  a  new 
will  oucht  to  be  made  after  marriage,  if  desired. 

5.  IT  any  alteration  is  made  in  tne  writing  of  a  will,  the  signature  of  the 
testator  and  of  the  witnesses  ought  to  be  made  in  the  margin  or  other  part 
of  the  will,  opposite  to  or  near  such  alteration,  or  at  the  foot  or  end  of,  or 
opposite  to,  a  memorandum  referring  to  such  alteration,  and  written  at  the 
end,  or  some  other  part  of  the  wilL 

6.  But  an  alteration  or  addition  may  be  made  by  a  codicil  (that  is  to  say, 
b^  an  addition  to  the  will),  executed  and  witnessed  in  the  same  way  as  the 
wUL — w.

non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  forwarded  with  the  vouchers  to  pay  lists 
and  casualty  returns,  having  miscarried  in  transmission  through  tne  post, 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  calls  the  attention  of  commanding  officers  and 
paymasters  to  paragraph  12,  page  79,  of  the  Queen's  Regulations  for  the  Army, 
which  directs  that  "letters  containing  medals,  when  forwarded  through  the 
post,  are  to  be  registered,  and  the  expense  charged  in  the  regimental 
accounts." 

The  Secretary  of  State  desires  that  this  rule  be  strictly  adhered  to  in 
future,  whenever  the  means  of  doing  so  exist,  and  that  in  every  case  a  letter 
may  accompany  the  medal  or  medals,  stating  the  name  of  the  soldier  to  whom 
it  belongea^  and  the  date  and  cause  of  nis  becoming  non-effective.

V.  Of  the  foregoing  subjects,  the  elementary  branches  of  mathematics  and 
the  English  lan^age,  to  the  extent  stated  in  the  following  paragraphs,  will

1.  In  mathematics,  1,200  marks  will  be  given  to  the  following  obligatory 
portions,  viz..  Arithmetic,  including  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions — Pro-

When  a  regiment  or  detachment  shall  proceed  on  foreign  service,  the 
farriery  allowance  shall  cease  from  the  date  of  disembarkation,  the  supply  of 
shoes  and  shoeing  tools  being  then  made  from  the  public  stores.  The  shoes 
on  the  horses*  feet  at  the  time  of  landing  shall  be  considered  the  property  of 
the  public,  for  which  an  equivalent  will  have  been  received  by  the  farrier 
from  the  halfpenny  a  day  allowed  for  each  horse  while  on  board  ship. — ^a.w.

;tafl'and  WHEREAS  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  revise  the  regulations 

{^mental  imder  which  lield  allowance  is  granted  to  officers  of  the  general,  garrison, 
^"'  and  departmental  staff,  and  to  regimental  officers  of  our  army,  it  is  our  will 
and  pleasure,  that  instead  of  the  provisions  contained  in  pages  from  81  to 
87  of  our  Royal  Warrant  of  the  1st  July,  1848,  which  are  herebjr  cancelled, 
those  contained  in  this  our  Royal  Warrant,  to  be  administered  and  interpreted 
by  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  shall,  from  the  date  hereof^  bo  adopted. 

Objects  of  Field  Allowances, 

1.  Field  allowances  are  intended  to  provide  officers  '^dth  the  means  of 
defraying  the  expenses  to  which  they  ma^  be  su'^'ect  by  being  placed  under 
canvas,  or  in  taking  or  preparing  for  the  field.  These  sdlowances  are  classed 
under  two  heads,  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  at  the  several  rates  set  forth 
in  the  schedules  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A.  and  B.  resi>ectively,  and 
shall  be  granted  with  the  strictest  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  service,  or 
to  the  preparation  for  it,  which  the  emergency  may  require. 

Orditiarif. 

2.  Ordinary  field  allowances  are  applicable  to  the  encampment  unJcr 
canvas  of  troops  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Colonies. 

Extraordinary, 

3.  Extraordinary  field  allowances  are  sanctioned  in  cases  when  and 
wherever  troops  are  engaged  in  military  operations  in  the  field  in  time  of 
war,  disturbance,  or  insurrection,  whether  actual  or  apprehended. 

Grants  to  be  Reported. 

4.  When  either  of  these  allowances  is  granted  to  troops  serving  out  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  officer  making  the  grant  shall  inmiediately  report  the 
same  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  stating  his  reasons  for  making  the 
grant. 

Persons  entitled  to  Receive. 

5.  None  but  officers  actually  present  and  serving  with,  or  in  immediate 
connection  with  the  troops,  and  not  being  in  occuxiation  of  pubUc  quarters 
nor  in  receipt  of  lodging  money,  shall  be  deemed  entitled  to  receive  field 
allowance ;  and  heads  of  departments,  commanding  and  other  officers  certi- 
fying the  returns  of  persons  so  entitled  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for 
their  accuracy. 

Mode  of  Issue. 

6.  Issues  of  field  allowances  shall  be  made  in  manner  following,  viz. : — 
Ordinary  (which  is  to  be  given  only  when  specially  authorized)  by  daily 

issue  in  arrear,  commencing  from  the  date  of  the  encampment  of  the  troops. 

Extraordinary,  for  three  months  in  advance,  commencing  from  the  date  of 

the  order  to  take  the  field.     In  cases,  however,  where  military  operations 

are  likely  to  be  of  longer  duration  and  of  more  serious  extent,  a  double  issue 

He  extraordinary  idlowance,  amounting  to  six  months  in  the  whole,  may 

Hstioned  by  a  general  officer  on  a  foreign  station,  who  will  inmiediately 

he  same  to  uie  Secretary  of  State  for  War;  or  if  the  troops  proceed 

9  United  Kingdom,  the  previous  authoribr  of  the  Secretary  oi  State 

.  doable  iosne  mutt  be  obtained.    Bat  if  the  servioe  for  which  the 
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three  or  six  months*  advance  has  been  mado  shall  extend  bevond  these  Rtaffsiid 
periods  respectively,  the  allowance  for  any  farther  period  shall  be  nuule  Sg^g?"^ 
aoeoiding  to  the  namber  of  days,  monthly,  in  arrear. 
Officers  Joining. 

7.  An  officer,  on  joining  the  force,  who  has  not  previously  received  field 
aUowaoce,  shall  be  entitled,  when  the  ordinary  rate  is  being  issued,  to  receive 
it  from  the  date  of  his  joining,  and  when  tiie  extraordinary  rate  is  being 
iasaed,  to  receive  it  in  advance  for  three  or  six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
order  lor  him  to  take  the  field. 

The  sabsecpent  allowance  being  made  by  daily  issue,  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  article. 

Succession  to  Higher  Appointments. 

8.  An  officer  serving  with  any  field  force  who  has  received  an  advance  of 
field  allowance,  and  who  shall  sncceed  to  a  higher  appointment,  or  obtain 
panomotion  or  a  staff  appointment,  shall,  if  he  continue  to  serve  with  the  same 
roroe,  be  entitled  to  receive  the  difference  between  his  old  and  new  rates  of 
allowanoe,  as  a  daily  issue,  from  the  date  of  the  General  Order  notifying  such 
appointment  or  promotion. 

Officers  Leaving  the  Force. 

9.  If  an  officer  who  has  received  an  advance  of  field  allowance  shall  quit 
the  force  with  which  he  is  serxnng,  in  consea  ucnce  of  ill-health  or  wounds,  or 
m  account  of  being  ordered  elsewhere,  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  refund  any 
portion  of  it  to  the  public 

Should  he,  however,  leave  the  force  for  his  own  convenience,  he  shall 
retain  only  that  |K)rtion  to  which  ho  would  have  been  entitled  up  to  the  date 
of  his  departure,  if  it  had  been  issued  daily,  and  he  shall  refund  the  remainder. 
Brevet  Bank  not  to  Carry  Allowance. 

10.  A  captain  having  brevet  ranlc  shall  not  receive  field  allowance  accord- 
ins  to  that  rank,  unless  he  bo  directed  by  General  Orders  to  perform  field 
ofGccr's  duties. 

Captains  Performing  Field  Officer's  Duty. 

11.  A  captain  succeeding  to  the  command  of  a  re^ment,  or  directed  by 
General  Orders  to  perform  field  officer's  duties  therewith,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  field  officer's  allowance.

Tents  and  Camp  Equipment.

to  sell  his  commission.

egulaUoiu.  Th£  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  has  desired  that  the 

following  regulations  be  circulated  for  general  information  and  guidance, 
with  a  Tiew  to  the  established  system  of  military  gymnastics  being  carried 
out  on  a  uniform  plan  at  all  stations  where  gymnasia  are  or  shall  hereafter 
bo  constructed. 

The  object  of  the  system  is  to  develop  and  increase  the  physical  powers  of 
the  men :  and  the  exercises  laid  down  are  so  arranged  that,  while  the  most 
advanced  are  sufficient  to  test  the  powers  of  the  strongest,  the  preliminary 
ones  can  be  performed  without  injury  to  the  weakest  frame. 

Dep6t  Battalions  and  Stations  wliere  Recruits  are  Trained, 

The  gymnastic  training  of  recruits  is  to  commence  simultaneously  with  the 
squad  drill  without  arms;  and  in  order  that  this  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
prescribed  musketry  course,  His  Koyal  Highness  has  decided  that,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  recruits  shall  not  be  handed  over  to  the  musketry 
instructor  for  the  first  two  months  after  joining,  during  which  time  the 
gynmastic  training  will  form  a  component  portion  of  the  ordinary  recruit 
drill,  marchine,  manual,  and  platoon  exercises,  &c. 

As  a  general  rule,  one  hours  drill  in  the  gymnasium  daily  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  first  month,  during  the  whole  of  which  time  the  gymnastic 
drill  is  to  be  carefully  confined  to  the  elementary  exercises,  and  on  no 
account  to  go  beyond  the  second  course.  Previously  to  commencing  the 
course,  measurements  are  to  be  taken  of  the  chests  and  arms  of  the  recruit, 
— ^his  height,  weight,  and  age,  are  also  to  be  noted.  Measurements  are  to 
be  again  taken  at  the  termination  of  the  course,  or  when  he  takes  his  place 
in  the  ranks. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  mouth  the  progress  of  the  recruits  is  to  be  tested, 
and  all  those  who  are  found  capable  of  performing  efficiently  the  exercises  in 
the  second  course  are  to  be  formed  into  separate  S(}uads,  and  instructed  in 
the  exercises  of  the  third  course;  those  who  are  mcapable,  repeating  the 
second,  and  their  attendance  at  the  gymnasium  being  increased  to  two  hours 
daily,  if  requisite. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  month  the  squads  should  be  tested  again,  and 
all  those  sufficiently  advanced  selected  for  further  instruction  in  the  fourth 
and  fifth  courses,  aiter  they  shall  have  undergone  the  prescribed  musketry 
course  for  recruits. 

All  recruits,  however  active  and  x>owerful  naturally,  are  then  to  continue 
the  gymnastic  exercises  for  a  third  month,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  a 
selection  is  again  to  be  made,  and  all  those  who  come  up  to  a  standard  of 
strength  and  activity—the  test  being  the  capability  of  prforming  all  the 
exercises  laid  down  in  the  fourth  course— are  to  ^ae  relieved  from  further 
attendance  at  the  gymnasium  as  a  drill,  leaving  it  optionid  for  them  to 
further  improve  themselves  by  voluntary  practice,  for  which  ^e  gymnasium 
is  to  be  open  at  stated  hours. 

Weak  MDd  awkwtud  recroits  are  to  be  kept  under  gymnastic  training  tat 
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nfba,  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  time  they  slioald  be  below  the  standard  Bflgiilatlon 
cf  efiBdeoMTf  laid  down,  a  detailed  report  of  their  cases  is  to  be  made  to  the 
A4rita2tt  General 

Camps  or  CfarrUon. 

In  camps  or  garrisons  the  gymnastic  instmction  of  the  drilled  soldier 
is  to  be  carried  on  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible 
with    the  ordinary  duties,   and  this  can  be  done  without   di£Sculty  as 

A  certain  number  of  men  should  be  selected  (the  nmnber  depending 
man  the  capacity  of  the  gymnasium,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed  one-sixth 
ol  the  garrison),  and  subjected  to  a  strict  medical  examination — all  thoee 
witii  ruj^ure,  or  a  tendency  to  it,  being  rejected;  they  should  then  be 
formed  mto  squads,  and  detailed  to  attend  every  alternate  da^  for  one 
hour,  taking  care  that  the  guards  and  other  garrison  duties  are  not  interfered 
with. 

The  accompanying  table,  marked  A.,  shows  the  hours  of  instruction  at  a 
gjmnaainm  capable  of  containing  sixty  men  at  a  time ;  the  same,  with  such 
slight  alterations  as  drcomstances  might  require,  would  servo  for  all  garrison 
gymnasia. 

The  duration  of  the  course  is  not  to  exceed  three  montns. 

In  selecting  men  to  go  through  a  course  of  gymnastics,  the  attendance  of 
men  under  ten  years'  service  is  to  be  made  compulsory,  as  it  is  upon  such 
men  that  the  course  will  work  the  greatest  benefit. 

Some  years  must  necessarily  elapse  before  the  system  can  become  sen- 
ersl  in  the  army,  and  the  full  benefit  of  it  felt,  hj  which  time,  probaoly, 
most  of  the  men  now  over  ten  years*  service  will  have  received  their 
discharge. 

The  object  of  gymnastic  training,  after  the  forming  of  the  recruits,  is  to  ^ 
harden  and  strengthen  the  trained  soldier,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  cover  1,000  ' 
or  more  yards  of  ground  at  a  rapid  pace,  and  leave  him  in  good  wind,  and 
able  to  use  his  bayonet  efficiently;  this,  with  very  rare  exceptions,  is  an 
impossibility  at  present,  though  it  is  within  the  power  of  whole  battalions 
in  some  of  tne  foreign  armies,  which  have  proved  the  advantages  of  it  in  the 
field. 

Every  encouragement  is  to  bo  given  to  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  cavalry  to  receive  instruction  in  fencing,  for  which  purpose 
classes  are  to  be  formed,  and  certain  hours  set  apart  for  the  men  to 
practise  gymnastics  voluntarily;  but  no  man  is  to  be  allowed  to  attend 
a  voluntary  class  until  he  shall  have  gone  through  a  three  months* 
course. 

In  order  further  to  encourage  the  men — at  the  end  of  every  three  months* 
course  three  or  four  of  the  most  efficient  are  to  be  retained  at  the  gymnasium 
to  go  through  a  second  course,  at  the  termination  of  which,  if  they  showed 
further  improvement,  and  gave  promise  of  becoming  efficient  instructors,  they 
should  be  appointed  assistant  instructors,  from  among  whom  the  regular 
instructors  are  to  be  selected  as  required. 

Brigade  of  Guards, 

The  duties  which  the  foot  guards  have  to  perform,  and  the  distance  of  the 
different  barracks  in  London  frOm  the  St.  John's  Wood  Gynmasium,  render 
different  arrangements  necessary.  The  present  plan  is  to  detach  one  com- 
pany from  each  battalion,  and  give  the  men  thrae  hours'  exercise  at  gym- 
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oiiiSAsno&. 


Qgnktioiub.  nasticB  daOy  for  one  month,  no  oiher  duties  being  required  of  them  daring 
tb&t  time.    Four  companies  have  gone  through  a  course  on  this  plan  with 
satisfactory  results ;  and  the  existing  system  ^inll  be  continued  in  toe  guards^ 
division,  subject  to  further  orders.

L  Previously  to  going  through  a  course  of  gymnastic  training,  all  men  must 
undergo  a  strict  medical  examination  as  to  fitness. 

2.  The  attendance  of  men  imder  10  years*  service  is  compulsory — above  10 

vears  voluntary. 

3.  Weak  or  awkward  men  should  be  selected  in  preference  to  any  others. 

4.  The  duration  of  a  lesson  is  not  to  exceed  one  hour  and  a  half. 

5.  When  combined  with  recruit  drill,  attendance  at  the  gymnasium  is 

required  daily  for  one  hour  during  the  first  month ;  subsequently  the 
attendance  may  be  increased  to  two  hours,  if  requisite. 
GL  Measurements  must  be  carefully  taken  of  the  chest  and  arm  of  each  man 
at  the  commencement  and  tetmination  of  each  course ;  the  measurement 
of  the  chest  is  to  be  taken  with  the  arms  stretched  out  horizontally,  the 
fore  arm  with  the  arm  extended  and  fist  clenched,  and  the  upper  arm 
with  ihe  arm  doubled  up  and  the  fist  clenched.  The  weight  ana  height 
are  also  to  bo  recorded. 

7.  The  duty  soldier  is  only  required  for  one  hour  every  alternate  day. 

8.  The  duration  of  a  course  is  three  months. 

9.  No  man  is  to  be  allowed  to  attend  the  gymnasium  for  voluntary  practice, 

unless  he  has  gone  through  a  three  months'  course  of  instruction. 

10.  Instructors  are  always  to  oe  present  during  voluntary  practice. 

■11.  Instruction  in  fencing  and  gymnastics  is  to  be  afforded  to  such  ofiiccrs 

and  non-commissioned  ofiScers  as  desire  it,  at  such  times  as  the  ofiScer 

superintending  the  gymnasium  may  appoint. 
12.  A  return,  according  to  the  annexed  form  marked  R,  is  to  be  famished  to 

the  director  of  gymnastics,  for  transmission  to  the  Adjutant  General  at 

the  termination  of  each  course.

2.  His  Royal  Highness  intended  this  regulation  to  secure  to  young  officers 
efficient  chargers  at  moderate  prices. 

3.  He  can  only  attribute  its  failure  up  to  the  present  time  to  the  class  of 
horse  purchased  not  being  sufficiently  good  for  officers'  chargers— or  to  the 
youne  officers  not  having  received  encouragement  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege. 

4.  With  a  view  to  securing  to  them  the  benefit  of  the  regulation.  His 
Royal  Highness  directs  that  when  a  comet  joins  his  regiment,  the  com- 
manding officer  shall,  in  every  case,  order  the  dealer  who  supplies  the 
regiment  with  troop  horses  to  provide  two  in  addition,  as  officers  chai^ers, 
for  which  he  will  receive  £50  each  iiom.  the  paymaster,  to  be  rejMua  by 
the  officer  when  they  have  been  passed  sound  by  the  veterinary  surgeon, 
and  approved  of  by  the  commanding  officer,  who  will  be  held  as  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  selection  of  these  horses,  as  he  is  for  that  of  the  troop 
horses. 

5.  These  horses  are  not  to  be  under  four  years  old,  or  to  exceed  five :  and 
they  are  to  be  subjected  to  the  approval  of  the  inspecting  general  of  cavalry, 
with  other  remounts,  at  the  half-yearly  inspections. 

6.  They  are  to  be  considered  the  private  property  of  the  officers,  but  are 
not  to  be  sold  without  the  approval  of  the  commanding  officer;  and  the 
horse  selected  as  first  charger  is  not  to  be  used  for  hunting  or  for  harness.

Chargers.  Artilleiy  and  cavalry,  His  Royal  Highness  the  General  Commanding  in 
Chie^  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  is  pleased  to 
Pjermit  officers  to  select  horses  from  the  ranks  under  the  following  regula- 
tions, which,  however,  do  not  abrogate  those  laid  down  in  the  Circolxur 
Memorandum  dated  24th  December,  1860,  No.  99. 

1.  An  officer,  under  the  rank  of  field  officer,  may  select  any  horse  not 
previously  told  off  for  a  non-commissioned  officer,  on  the  payment  of  £50  to 
the  pimnaster. 

2.  Tbepaymaster  will  credit  the  Grovemment  with  the  troop  price  only, 
— ^the  difierence  being  applied,  through  the  regimental  dealer,  to  the  pur- 
chase of  remount  horses  of  a  superior  class;  so  that  officers  may  have 
increased  opportunities  of  selecting  suitable  chargers. 

S.  No  horse  so  selected  shall  be  sold  by  private  contract,  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  hj  the  officer,  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  selection ;  but, 
after  the  ex})iration  of  that  period,  such  horse  may  become  his  property 
without  restriction. 

4.  Should  the  officer  wish  to  part  with  the  horse  before  he  has  had  it  five 
years,  he  must  place  it  at  the  disx)osal  of  his  commanding  officer,  who  will, 
if  it  be  passed  sound  and  efficient  as  a  trooper  or  gun  horse — and  provided 
its  age  aoes  not  exceed  six  years — take  it  back  into  the  ranks  at  troop  price. 
If,  however,  though  sound,  it  be  over  six  years  old,  the  officer  will  receive 
£5  less  than  troop  price  for  every  year  exceeding  such  age. 

5.  Should  the  norse  not  be  sound,  it  may  be  cast,  and  sold  with  other  cast 
horses,  the  officer  receiving  the  proceeds  of  sale. 

6.  In  either  of  the  cases  stated  in  paragraphs  4  and  5,  the  officer  may, 
with  the  consent  of  his  commanding  officer,  purchase  another  horse  from  the 
ranks  for  £50. 

By  these  means,  and  without  any  loss  to  the  public,  it  is  expected  that

It  having  been  decided  that  lodging  money,  or  the  value  of  qnartera  l^^^^^ 
when  lodging  money  is  not  issued,  ought  to  be  taken  into  account  as  beneficial  TuliSbSleL 
income  in  computing  the  total  income  of  an  individual,  although  such  lodging 
money,  or  value  of  quarters,  is  not  itself  taxable  abroad,  the  Commissioners 
of  Income  Duty  for  tnis  office  direct,  that,  in  the  case  of  every  officer  or  other 
person  not  belonging  to  and  actually  serving  with  the  r(egiment  of  the 
regular  army,  who  may  claim  exemption  from  a  rebate  of  income  duty  in 
reimect  of  the  year  1864-5,  the  amount  of  lodging  money  received  by  such 
individusJ,  or  if  he  hold  quarters,  then  the  amount  of  eauivalent  lodging 
money — t. «.,  the  lodging  money  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  were  quarters 
not  so  provided  for  hmi— shall  be  inserted  in  his  affidavit  as  a  XK)rtion  of  his 
total  income.

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Eevenue  having  pointed  out  to  the  Allowances 
Commissioners  of  Income  Duty  for  the  War  Office  that  the  Acts  of  Parliament  Taxablo. 
require  that  income  duty  should  be  levied  on  all  loddng  money  granted  at 
home  to  officers  and  other  persons  not  belonnn?  to  ana  admally  serving  with 
reeiments  of  the  re^ar  army,  and  that  snch  lodging  money,  or  the  annual 
vuue  of  quarters  wnen  provided,  should,  in  the  case  of  the  said  officers  and 
others,  be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  the  total  taxable  income  of 
each  individual,  the  commissioners  for  this  office  direct  as  follows : — 

1st.  All  lodging  money,  house  allowance,  and  furniture  allowance  issued 
to  any  officer  or  other  person  employed  at  home,  and  not  belonzing  to  and 
actually  serving  with  a  regiment  of  the  regular  army,  shall  be  h^d  uable  to 
income  duty  at  the  current  rate  from  and  after  the  Ist  April,  1864,  and  is  to 
be  assessed  for  such  duty  by  the  officer  who  may  issue  the  allowance. 

2d-  In  the  case  of  every  person  to  whom  lod^ng  money,  house  allowance, 
or  quarters,  shall  be  granted,  such  person  being  cmj>loyed  at  home,  and 
neither  belonging  to  nor  actually  serving  with  a  regiment  of  the  regular 
army,  the  amount  of  such  allowance,  or,  if  no  allowance  be  issued,  then  the 
annual  value  of  the  quarters,  shall  be  added  to  his  other  sources  of  income 
in  estimating  the  total  amount  of  his  incoma 

3d.  The  annual  value  of  quarters  shall  be  shown  by  the  certificate  of  the 
local  assessor;  but  such  certificate  need  only  be  obtained  in  the  case  of 
officers  or  others  claiming  exemption  frx)m  or  rebate  of  income  duty. 

4th.  Income  duty  wiU  be  required  on  the  income  of  every  person  whose

All  payments  to  persons  whose  claims  to  exemption  have  not  been 
adumtted  by  the  commissioners  for  the  War  Otface  are  to  be  assessed 
on  issue,  at  the  full  rate  of  sixpence  in  the  pound. 

ith.  After  the  expiration  of  the  year^  persons  who  claim  the  rebate  of  £60 
frtnn  their  several  incomes,  on  the  ground  that  their  respective 
incomes,  from  all  sources,  were  below  £200,  are  to  make  declaration 
to  that  effect  on  the  form  (Eebate — Home),  if  resident  or  serving 
within  the  United  Elin^om,  and  if  the  income  in  question  shall 
have  been  derived  wholly  from  funds  imder  the  control  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War;  or  to  make  affidavit  on  the  form

RiTLES  AND  Begulations  for  the  School  of  Musketry,  with  Reference  to  the 
Royal  Warrant  of  the  21th  September,  1861.

Messin^f. 

1.  The  Serjeant  instructors  of  the  School  of  Musketry  arc  to  be  members  of 
the  Serjeants'  mess  of  the  depdt  battalion  to  which  they  are  attached  to  do 
duty. 

Candidales  and  their  Qualifications, 

2.  Kecommendations  of  men  for  the  School  of  Musketry  are  to  be  addressed 
to  the  Adjutant  General,  according  to  the  prescribed  form.  The  candidates 
must  be  serieants  or  corporals,  not  havmc;  less  than  two,  or  more  than 
twelve  years'  service,  of  active  habits,  intemgent,  and  capable  of  receiving 
as  well  as  of  imparting  instruction.  They  must  also  be  medically  certified 
fit  for  active  service,  and  be  able  to  write  accurately  from  dictation,  imder- 
stand  the  use  of  forms,  &c,  and  have  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic,  simple  and  compoimd,  and  of  vulgar  and  decimal 
fractions. 

Discharge  and  Re-enlistment  of  Candidates. 

3.  Previously  to  appointment,  candidates  will  be  sent  te  the  School  of 
Musketry,  Hythe,  to  undergo  a  course  of  training,  and,  when  reported  by 
the  inspector  general  of  musketry  duly  qualified,  they  will  be  discharged  for 
the  purpose  of  being  re-attested  without  bounty,  and  taken  on  the  strength 
of  tne  School  of  Musketry. 

Number,  and  how  to  be  accounted  for. 

4.  Each  man  is  to  be  distinguished  by  a  separate  number,  his  former 
regimental  number  being  placed  at  the  side  of  it,  as  in  the  cases  of  transfer, 
viz. : — No.  100  (42d  Foot — 1564)  third  class  serjeant  instructor,  A.  B.,  and 
mustered  with,  and  accounted  for  in  the  returns  of  the  depdt  battalion  to 
which  he  may  be  attached,  as  well  as  in  the  muster  roll  and  j^ay  list  of  the 
School  of  Musketry,  Hythe,  in  which  is  to  be  specified  opposite  each  man'a 
name  the  depdt  battalion,  &a,  to  which  attached  for  duty. 

Casualties  to  be  notified. 

5.  Casualties  among  serjeant  instructors  of  the  School  of  Musketry  are  to 
be  immediately  reported  to  the  inspector  general  of  musketry. 

Marric^e. 

6.  The  applicatians  of  serjeant  instructors  of  the  School  of  Musketry  to 
marry  are  to  be  forwarded  by  commanding  officers  to  the  inspector  general  of 
musketry,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  the  Forces, 
aocompanied  by  a  statement  of  their  opinion,  and  testimonials  of  the 
character  and  xespectability  of  tho  perBom  whom  the  aerjeant  ib  deairons  of 
manyingi 
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FurhugJis. 
7.  Seijeant  instructora  of  the  School  of  Musketry  will  obtain  farloaghs  gp^^'  ^ 
through  their  immediate  commanding  officers,  during  the  aeaaon  that  such  b[^^{^^' 
indulgence  is  granted  to  the  troops,  the  circumstance  to  be  reported  at  once 
to  the  inspector  general  of  muskctiy. 

Miseondttct. 
S,  In  the  event  of  its  being  necessary  to  bring  a  Serjeant  instructor  of  the 
School  of  Musketry  bdbre  a  court-martial,  he  is  to  be  inmiediately  placed  in 
arrest,  a  report  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case  being  then  transmitted  to 
ihe  Adjutant  General  through  the  inspector  general  of  musketry,  on  the  pre- 
scribed form  of  application  for  courts-martial,  for  the  information  and  decision 
of  the  Commanaer  in  Chief. 

Disposal  in  ccue  0/ being  reduced, 
0.  Any  Serjeant  or  clerk  of  the  School  of  Musketry  who  may  be  sentenced 
by  a  court-martial,  or  by  the  Commander  in  Chie^  to  be  reduced  to  the  rank 
and  pay  of  a  private  sentinel,  will  be  transferred  to  any  redment  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  may  direct,  to  complete  the  term  of  service  for  which  he  was 
re-enlisted.  A  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  courts-martial  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  inspector  general  of  musketry. 

Removal  from  one  Class  to  another  for  Incompetency, 

10.  A  Serjeant  instructor  or  clerk  of  the  School  of  Musketry  may  be 
removed  from  one  grade  or  class  to  another,  or  reduced  to  the  rank  and  pay 
of  a  private  sentinel,  by  order  of  the  Commander  in  Chie^  for  incompetency 
or  misconduct. 

Duties  of  Serjeant  Imtructors, 

11.  Serjeant  instructors  are  not  to  be  under  the  authority  of  any  non-com- 
missioned officer  of  the  battalion  to  which  they  are  posted  as  regards  the 
duties  of  their  office,  but  will  be  under  the  superintenaence  of  the  command- 
ing officer,  and  will  act  especially  imder  the  orders  of  the  appointed  regimental 
or  battalion  officer  instructor.  They  are  not  to  be  employed  on  any  regi- 
mental or  barrack  duties,  but  exclusively  in  the  rifle  instruction  of  zLe 
troops. 

For  discipline,  however,  they  are  to  be  under  the  same  supervision  as 
other  soldiers  of  the  regiment  or  battalion. 

Certificate  of  Qualification  to  accompany  Pay  List, 

12.  When  a  non-commissioned  officer  is  promoted  serjeant  instructor  of 
musketry  in  a  regiment  or  battalion  of  infantry  or  colonial  corps,  a  verified 
c«>py  of  his  certihcate  of  qualification  is  to  accompany  the  pay  list  in  which 
his  name  first  appears  as  such,  as  a  voucher  in  support  of  nis  eligibility  for 
the  apx)ointment. 

Vcfuchers  in  support  of  Oood-service  Pay. 

13.  Charges  in  the  public  accounts  for  good-service  ]>ay  {which  is  only 
appUcable  to  the  Serjeants  of  the  School  of  Aiusketru)  are  to  be  vouched  by  a 
certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  inspector  ^neral  of  musketry  sanctioning 
the  issue  of  said  good-service  pay ;  to  which  is  to  be  annexed  a  certified  copy 
of  the  Serjeant's  or  clerk's  recora  of  service,  and  a  certificate  in  the  hano- 
writing  of  the  commanding  officer  to  the  effect  that  the  non-commissioned 
officer  concerned  has  dischwrged  his  duties  satisfactorily,  and  has  conducted 
himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  for  the  last  two  years.

Postage  and  Stationery, 

15.  As  all  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  musketry  instruction  is  to  be 
conducted  by  the  commanding  officer,  no  charge  for  postage  on  this  head  will 
be  sanctioned  in  the  paymaster's  accounts,  nor  will  any  stationery  be  issued 
for  the  officer  instructor  of  musketry  from  the  War  Office,  whence  the  neces- 
sary printed  forms  will  be  supplied  on  application  on  the  usual  requisition  at 
the  appointed  periods. 

Letters,  dsc,  to  he  prepaid. 

16.  All  letters  and  returns  sent  to  the  inspector  general  of  musketry  are  to 
be  prepaid,  and  whatever  stationery  is  required  by  the  officer  instructor  for 
the  dischax^  of  his  duties  is  to  be  supplied  from  the  orderly  room. 

Quarterly  Beports  and  Annual  Returns. 

17.  The  inspector  general  of  musketry  will  report  quarterly  to  the 
Adjutant  General  for  the  information  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  on  the  pro- 
cess of  rifle  instruction  among  the  troops,  and  furnish  yearly,  on  receipt  of 
flie  annual  target  and  judging  distance  practice  returns  from  corps,  regi- 
ments, and  battalions,  a  return  and  report,  showing  the  efficiency  of  every 
battalion  in  those  exercises. 

Efficiency  of  the  Troops. 

18.  The  inspector  general  of  musketry  being  held  responsible  for  the 
efficiency  of  the  troops  in  the  use  of  their  rifles,  will  brin.^  under  the  notice 
of  the  Commander  in  Chief  everything  he  may  observe  actmg  prejudicially  to 
that  efficiency,  and  anv  laxity  he  may  discover  on  the  part  of  those  respon- 
sible for  and  entrusted  with  the  important  duty  of  training  the  troops  to 
the  use  of  their  arms. — m.  w.

In  order  to  reduce  as  much  as  possible  the  period  during  which  Mosketiy 
adjutants  are  necessarily  absent  from  regimeotal  duty  while  at  the  Schools  i^s^^i^^ 
of  Musketry,  His  Koyal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  of  Adju- 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  those  officers  being  trained  in  siiecial  classes  ^^^^  ^^ 
by  themselves,  once  a  year,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  established  course  being 
reduced  (in  their  case  only)  from  nine  to  five  weeks,  and  restricted  to  subjects 
embraced  by  the  musketrv  regulations,  and  the  proper  mode  of  instructing 
in  the  platoon  exercise  and  position  drills. 

The  dates  of  assemblv  of  the  several  classes  will  therefore  be,  henoeforth, 
as  follows,  both  at  Hytne  and  Fleetwood,  viz. : —

•*  fijj'"'*"  ^®  system  now  in  force  for  the  managemeut  of  garrison  and  regimental 
n  iiuoxua.  li^jrungg  ^^;^  reading  rooms,  has,  with  the  concurrence  of  His  Royal  High- 
ness the  Field  Marmol  Commanding  in  Chie^  decided  to  repeal  the  cxistmg 
regulations,  and  to  issue  new  ones,  calculated  to  afford  increased  facilities  to 
the  troops  in  tko  selection  of  books,  and  in  the  general  management  of 
garrison  libraries  and  regimental  recreation  rooms. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  arrangements  reouired  for  this  purpose,  these 
institutions  will,  for  the  future,  be  placed  under  the  charge  of  general  and 
other  officers  conuuanding  in  garrisons  and  districts,  subject  to  the  general 
su})erintendence  of  the  Council  of  Military  Education ;  and  it  will  be  neces- 
sary that  these  officers  should  receive  the  cordial  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  officers  commanding  regiments,  barrack-masters,  paymasters,  &c.,  in  the 
superintondcnee  and  intermd  detail  of  the  libraries  and  recreation  rooms,  in 
the  accounts,  &c  And,  for  the  guidance  of  all  such  officers,  regulations  will 
be  published  by  the  Ailjutant  GeneraL 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  withdraw  pecuniary  aid  from 
these  useful  institutions:  but,  looking  to  the  excellent  result  which  has 
attended  the  libraries  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Enioneers,  where  the 
management  has  been  vested  in  the  officers  and  men.

Ho,  823,  of  the  25th  March,  1863,  and  be  observed  throughout  the  army.

Rboulatioits  for  Garrison  Libraries  and  Begtmental  Recreation  Rooms,  e» 
amended  by  Circular  Memorandum  290. 
The  following  regulations  having  been  sanctioned  for  carrison  libraries 
and  regimental  recreation  rooms,  Articles  80 — 91,  at  p.  264  of  the  Queexi*fl 
Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army,  are  hereby  cancelled. 

Oarrison  Libraries  and  Regimental  Recreation  Rooms. 

1.  Garrison  libraries  and  regimental  recreation  rooms,  open  to  the  troops 
on  payment  of  a  very  small  subscription,  have  been  establidied  at  the 
principal  barracks  throughout  the  United  Kii^dom  and  the  Colonies. 

2.  The  ggarrison  Ubrary  constitutes  a  central  depdt,  from  which  books  are 
issued  to  uie  several  regimental  recreation  rooms,  according  to  the  r^gnlA- 
tions  hereinafter  stated. 

3.  Suitable  apartments  are  appropriated  and  properly  fitted  op  for 
recreation  rooms  at  the  stations  where  libraries  are  estabbahed,  and  am.  to 
be  soppUed  with  fuel  and  light. 
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4,  When  the  eonstnictioo  of  the  hamdLS  admifti  of  it»  there  are  to  be 
two  nenatian  roonis  for  each  regiiiient,  specially  fninished  bj  the  Govern- 
nest,  and  jJaced  under  the  chai^  of  the  regimwital  UkRmrian,  to  be  naed, 
one  aa  a  reading  room,  the  other  as  a  room  for  games ;  idiere  only  one  room 
eao  be  spared  for  these  purposes,  it  is  to  be  nsed  both  for  reading  and 
gMnes.    A  bar  for  refreshments  wUl  be  added  when  practicaU& 

All  reqnisitions  for  ^>edal  fiimitare,  ^ames,  frol,  and  lights  for  the 
library,  recreation  rooms,  and  coffee  bar  (mcluding  crockeiy,  Ac,  for  the 
latter),  are  to  be  transmitted  in  the  osnal  manner  to  the  qnartcr-master 
general,  for  the  approval  of  his  Boyal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Com- 
manding in  Chie(  snd  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  in  accordance  with 
Articles  17  and  18  of  the  Queen's  Relations  and  Ordera  for  the  Army, 
paffes  80,  81 ;  also  W.  0.  Circ.  So.  846,  of  9th  December,  1863. 

a  The  recreation  rooms  are  open  to  all  non-conmiisnoned  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  regiment,  being  saMcribers. 

6.  The  library  books  are  available  to  the  sabscribers  to  the  recreation 
rooms,  and  to  all  officers  and  non-commissioned  officera  of  the  garrison,  as 
well  as  to  all  persons  employed  on  the  civil  staff^  on  payment  o£  sabscrip- 
tions  according  to  their  respective  rank  and  position. 

7.  The  libraries  are  to  be  used  as  reading  rooms  only  b^  those  subscribers 
who  wish  to  consult  booics  of  reference  which  cannot  be  circulated  generally. 

8.  Books  received  from  the  earrison  library  are  to  be  circulated  by 
regimental  librarians  amongst  subscribers,  under  regulations  drawn  ud  by 
regimental  committees,  and  sanctioned  by  commanding  officers.  These 
b<K»ks,  when  no  longer  required,  are  to  be  returned  to  the  garrison  library. 

Oarrison  Librarian, 

9.  A  garrison  librarian,  pemmncnt  or  acting,  is  to  be  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  books  and  accounts,  to  issue  to  the  regimental  recreation 
rooms  the  books  roouired  by  the  several  corps,  and  to  examine  their  state 
when  returned,  conforming  to  all  onlera  with  respect  to  these  duties  which 
he  shall  receive  from  the  officer  commanding  at  the  station. 

10.  All  applications  relative  to  the  appomtment  of  or  allowance  to  pen- 
iiotaor  librarians  should  be  addressed  to  tne  Council  of  Military  Education. 

11.  At  stations  to  which  no  i)en8ioner  librarian  has  been  appointed,  the 
officer  commanding  is  to  select  a  trustworthy  non-commissioned  officer  for 
the  iwrformance  of  that  duty,  with  payment  of  Gd.  per  diem  defrayed  out 
of  the  library  funds  of  the  several  corps  at  the  station.  Should  there  be 
only  one  regiment  at  the  station,  this  non-commissioned  officer  may  also 
have  charge  of  the  regimental  recreation  rooms,  without  further  remunerar 
tion ;  but  whore  there  is  more  than  one  corps,  the  offices  in  question  must  be 
kept  distinct  At  very  small  stations  the  salary  (which  is  in  no  case  to  exceed 
6d,  jyn*  diem)  may  be  reduced,  at  the  discretion  of  the  officer  commanding, 
according  to  the  number  of  troops  or  companies ;  and  when  the  garrison  is  a 
mixed  one,  there  should  be  only  one  librarian  to  act  for  alL 

12.  The  garrison  librarian  is  expected  to  api^ear  in  uniform  when  on  duty, 
and  is  ro(|uired  at  all  times  to  present  a  clean  and  respectable  appearance, 
as  well  as  to  have  the  library  and  his  ovm  quarters  in  perfect  order. 

13.  He  is  required  to  attend  at  the  library  at  such  hours  as  the  command- 
ing officer  mi^  direct,  to  receive  and  exchange  books ;  and  to  see  that  the 
IxMks  and  otner  pubUo  property  in  his  charge  are  not  misused.     It  is  his 

fcv  to  call  attention  to  any  unusual  detention  of  books  by  a  corps,  and  to 
instniotions  as  to  the  time  to  be  allowed  for  the  issue  of  a  vcdumo  to 
m  when  its  demand  renden  it  necessary  to  limit  such  time. 
WbivtthfioonBtractaoii  of  the  barrack  admits  of  it^  aroom(a^Uacentto 
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the  library,  if  practicable)  is  to  be  appropriated  permanently  as  a  librarian's  Begnlatioi 
quarter,  anid  the  allowance  of  a  stan  non-commiaaioned  officer  of  the  second 
class  may  be  issued  for  the  same.  Where  no  room  can  be  pit)vided,  the 
commuted  allowance  for  lodging,  fuel,  and  liffht  for  the  same  class  may  be 
issoed  in  lieu  thereof  under  Circular  No.  iS,  Ist  September,  1856.  The 
librarian  is  not,  under  any  circumstances,  to  make  use  of  the  library  as  a 
private  quarter. 

15.  At  stations  where  a  non-commissioned  officer  acts  as  librarian,  he  will 
receive  the  pay  provided  for  in  Article  11  of  these  regulations  from  the 
barrack-master,  who  will  charge  the  same,  in  proportions  fixed  by  the 
garrison  library  committee,  to  paymasters  of  corps. 

16.  A  regimental  librarian  is  to  be  appointed  in  each  corps  to  have  charge 
of  the  recreation  rooms,  with  such  remuneration  (provided  out  of  the  recrea- 
tion room  funds)  as  the  regimental  committee  shallf  with  the  approval  of 
the  commanding  officer,  determine. 

BegimetikU  LibrarUau 

17.  It  is  to  be  his  duty,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance'of  order,  regularity, 
and  cleanliness  in  the  recreation  rooms,  to  obtain  from  the  garrison  library, 
at  such  times  as  shall  be  fixed  upon  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  station, 
the  books  required  for  the  use  of  the  subscribers,  and  to  return  to  the  library 
those  which  are  no  longer  required,  reporting  to  the  regimental  committee, 
to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  shown,  any  damage  done  to  the  books,  and 
by  whom. 

Maintenance  of  Libraries  and  Regimental  Recreation  Rooms. 

18.  For  the  maintenance  of  the  libraries,  and  in  aid  of  the  regimental 
recreation  rooms,  a  sum,  at  the  rate  of  £2  10«.  per  annum  for  each  troop  or 
company,  may  be  charged  quarterly  in  the  regimental  pay  lists. 

19.  The  books  purchased  out  of  the  above  grant  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
stated  will  belong  to  the  library  of  the  station,  but  the  periodicals,  news- 
papers, and  games  purchased  will  become  the  property  of  tne  corps. 

20.  The  proceeds  of  the  above  grant,  and  of  the  subscriptions  of  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates,  are  to  be  appropriated  by  the  regi- 
mental committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  commanoing  officer,  subject 
to  the  following  condition — viz.,  that  not  less  than  5«.  per  troop  or  com- 
pany be  appropriated  quarterly  in  advance  for  the  purchase  of  new  books 
for  the  library  at  the  station,  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  stationery,  and 
of  binding,  and  for  the  repairs  of  books  injured  by  fair  wear.  When  troops 
or  companies  are  detached,  the  contribution  of  bs.  per  quarter  is  to  be  paid 
by  sucn  detachments  to  the  library  of  the  station  at  which  they  may  bo 
serving,  and  not  to  the  libraiy  at  the  head-quarter  station.  At  stations 
where  artillery  and  engineer  libraries  are  in  existence  no  payment  to  the 
garrison  library  is  to  be  required  from  the  battery  or  company  allowance; 
At  such  places  engineers  or  artillery  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  use  of 
the  garrison  library ;  but  at  other  stations,  those  corps  should  be  placed  on 
the  same  footing  as  all  other  branches  of  the  service,  and  the  sum  of  hs.  per 
quarter  be  paid  out  of  the  allowance  of  each  battery  and  company  towards 
tne  support  of  the  garrison  Ubrary,  whether  the  men  do  or  do  not  aviul 
themselves  of  the  books. 

Subscriptions, 

21.  The  amount  of  subscription  to  the  regimental  recreation  rooms  is  to  be 
decided  upon  b^  the  regimental  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
commanding  omoer,  but  is  in  no  case  to  exceed  the  following  rates,  vix  :^ 
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BagnlatiODB.  the  amonnt  to  be  charged  to  tho  troops,  the  same  course  is  to  be  adopi 
for  barrack  damages  under  similar  circumstances. 

41.  Statements  of  the  charges  assessed  are  to  be  attested  by  the  baj 
master  and  the  officer  who  has  assisted  him  at  the  inspection;  and 
statements  are  to  be  transmitted  to  the  paymasters  of  the  regiment 
depdts,  with  a  view  to  the  amount  being  recovered  from  the  non-commisi 
omers  and  men  at  their  next  settlement. 

42.  No  char^  are  to  be  made  for  damage  arising  from  fair  wear  and 
and  the  inspecting  officers  above  referred  to  may  exercise  their  discret 
awarding  the  charge  to  be  made  against  a  corps  for  the  loss  of  or  di 
done  to  a  book,  whenever  it  shall  be  satisfiaictorily  shown  that  it  has  he* 
result  of  accident,  and  not  of  design ;  but  in  the  latter  case  the  full  ai 
of  damage  should  be  recovered  tjrom  the  soldier  committing  it. 

Repairs. 

43.  All  repairs,  under  &ir  wear  and  tear,  rec^uired  for  the  books  or  g 
are  to  be  reported  quarterly  to  the  commanding  officer,  who  will  aut 
the  same  to  be  earned  out  under  the  direction  of  the  barrack-maste:

22.  The  regimental  committee  is,  at  tlie  end  of  eacli  month,  to  send  to  the 
paymaster  a  fist  of  the  UL&nes  of  the  subscribers,  with  their  rates  of  sub- 
scription, in  order  that  the  respective  sums  may  be  stopped  from  each  non- 
oommiasioned  officer  or  soldier  therein  named.

26.  Commanding  officers  are  to  understand,  when  sanctioning  the  jrar- 
chase  of  new  books,  ;^that  a  reasonable  proportion  of  works  of  an  instructive 
as  well  as  interesting  character,  such  as  histories,  travels,  and  general  litera- 
ture, should  be  obtamed.

90l  It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  privilege  is  not  to  deprive  individuals 
who  are  not  in  hoi^tel  of  the  use  of  the  books,  when  they  desire  it,  in  a  &ir 
proportion. 

sL  No  newspapers  or  periodicals  are  to  be  admitted  into  any  racreation 
room  which  are  not  sanctioned  by  the  commanding  officer,  who  is  required 
to  atote  in  the  quarterly  report  what  newspapers  and  periodicals  he  has 
allowed  to  be  admitted. 

Smoking, 
32L  Smoking  is  sanctioned  in  recreation  rooms,  subject  to  the  permission 
of  the  commanding  officer. 

Gambling, 
3X  AH  gambling  is  strictly  prohibited. 

Tea  and  Coffee. 

34.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  commanding  officers,  there  will  be  no 
objection  to  arran^ments  for  the  supply  of  tea  or  coffee,  bread  and  butter, 
or  audi  other  articles  as  they  may  sanction,  at  a  regulated  price ;  but  the 
introduction  of  wine,  beer,  or  spirits,  under  any  pretence,  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited.    Spittoons  will  be  provided  on  requisition. 

Extra  Hours. 

35.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  commanding  officers,  the  recreation  rooms 
maybe  kept  open  till  IO4  p<m.  in  summer,  and  10  p.m.  in  winter,  for  men 
who  have  received  leave  specially  from  their  commanding  officers  to  attend 
after  tattoo. 

Garrison  Library  Committee 

36.  Where  there  is  more  than  one  corps  at  a  station,  a  garrison  library 
committee  is  to  be  formed,  consisting  of  such  number  of  members  of  the 
r^rimental  committees  as  the  officer  ^commanding  at  the  station  shall 
detemune. 

37.  This  committee  is  to  meet  at  least  once  in  each  quarter,  and  compare 
the  lists  of  books  proposed  by  the  several  regimental  committees  to  be 
purchased,  reducing,  if  necessary,  those  lists,  and  submittins;  their  final 
recommendation  for  the  approval  of  the  officer  commanding  at  wo  station.

Damages. 

39.  The  barrack-master,  assisted  by  an  officer  of  the  troops,  not  under  the 
I  rank  of  captain,  and  accompanied  by  the  quarter^masters  of  the  different 
corps  in  garrison,  is  to  make  a  minute  monthly  inspection  of  the  books  not 
then  in  circulation,  belonging  to  the  Oovemment,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  losses  sustain^  and  damage  done,  either  designedly  or  through 
neglect,  during  the  month  immediately  preceding,  and  of  assessing  the 
chaiges  for  the  same ;  and  a  similar  inspection  is  to  take  place  at  every  move- 
ment or  interchauffe  of  troops.* 

40L  Should  the  Darrack-master  and  the  officer  commanding  disagree  as  to

Repairs. 

43.  All  repairs,  under  £ur  wear  and  tear,  re<iuired  for  the  books  or  games, 
are  to  be  reported  (quarterly  to  the  commanding  officer,  who  will  authorize 
the  same  to  be  earned  out  under  the  direction  of  the  barrack-master,  and 
the  expense  to  be  defrayed  by  the  library  fund.

Begnlationa.  1.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  in  order  to  provide  more  effec- 

tually for  garrison  libraries  and  regimental  recreation  rooms,  in  accordance 
with  War  OfiBce  Circular  No.  798,  and  Horse  Guards  General  Order  No. 
823,  has  caused  the  accompanying  memorandum,  with  plans  based  upon  the 
instructions  contained  therein,  to  be  drawn  up. 

2.  In  garrisons  where  accommodation  exists  for  more  than  one  regiment,  a 
provision  for  a  garrison  library  should  be  proposed,  if  such  has  not  already 
Deen  made,  as  well  as  for  recreation  rooms  for  each  regiment  The  sarnson 
library  should  consist  of  one  or  more  adjoining  rooms,  proportioned  to  the 
strength  of  the  garrison,  with  a  room  for  the  librarian.  It  is  to  be  the 
central  depdt  from  which  books  are  to  be  issued  to  the  different  regiments  in 
garrison,  and  in  which  books  of  reference,  or  others  which  cannot  be  issued 
&om  it,  may  be  read. 

3.  Where  accommodation  exists  for  one  regiment  only,  the  regimental 
recreation  rooms  will  serve  also  as  the  library.  (See  the  accompanjring  plans. ) 

4.  The  accon^anying  plans  and  memorandum  show  the  nature  of  the 
accommodation  to  be  provided  for  regimental  recreation  rooms,  and  the 
style  to  be  adopted  where  the  erection  of  new  buildings  may  be  necessary. 

6.  The  required  accommodation  should,  however,  be  obtained  by  the 
appropriation  of  existing  buildings,  whenever  this  can  be  done  without  mter- 
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fern^  with  the  regalated  space  of  600  cubit  feet  p«r  man  in  temperate  Bflcoktfo 
cUmatea,  and  from  1,000  to  1,500  cubit  feet  per  man  in  tropical  climates ; 
the  more  so  as  the  erection  of  new  buildings  can  only  be  proceeded  with 
gradually,  as  funds  are  available. 

6u  Lorn  de  Grey  requests,  therefore^  to  be  furnished  with  reports  from

7.  Tnese  reports  should  also  be  accompanied  by  separate  demands  for  the 
furniture,  games,  utensils,  fuel,  and  light  required,  made  out  in  accordance 
with  the  annexed  schedule. 

8.  Such  furniture,  games,  and  utensils  as  the  Secretary  of  State  ma^,  upon 
the  receipt  of  these  demands,  authorize  to  be  supplied,  will  be  provided  at 
the  public  expense.  They  are  to  be  considered  as  barrack  stora,  and  are, 
together  with  the  rooms,  to  be  inspected,  and  any  damages  or  deficiencies  to 
be  assessed  and  made  good  without  delay,  according  to  the  Barrack  Regula- 
tions. The  amount  assessed  is  to  be  recovered  from  the  troops  in  the  usual 
manner,  the  charges  being  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  recreation  rooms  when 
they  cannot  be  assessed  against  individual  soldiers.  ^ 

9.  Fair  wear  and  tear  repairs  are  to  be  performed  in  the  usual  manner,  but 
are  to  be  separately  shown  in  the  ordinary  returns  and  accounts. 

10.  Articles  requiring  to  be  replaced  from  fiurwear  and  tear,  or  additional 
articles  required,  will  be  supplied  at  the  public  expense,  on  the  requisition  of 
the  commanding  officer  to  the  barrack-master,  subject  in  each  case  to  the 
amyroval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

7.  A  broad  glazed  verandah  along  one  side  of  the  buildings  for  the  men  to 
sit  under  in  wet  weather  should  be  provided  when  practicable. 

8.  Gas,  or,  in  default,  moderator  oil  lamps,  to  be  used  for  lighting  the 
whole  establishment. 

9.  Cloak  pins  should  be  provided  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent,  of  the 
barrack  accommodation. 

10.  The  buildings  to  be  capable  of  extension,  to  meet  the  increase  of  sub- 
scribers.

Where  ventilating  ^tes  have  been  fitted  in  the  rooms,  fuel  may  be  issued 
as  provided  under  existing  regulations  for  these  rates  in  soldiers'  rooms. 

Where  old  pattern  grates  are  in  use,  the  fuel  issued  may  be  the  same  as 
allowed  under  existing  regulations  for  the  rooms,  when  occupied  by  soldiers.

The  gas  may  be  kept  turned  on  by  the  barrack-master  after  tattoo,  in 
accordance  witn  the  above-named  article,  on  the  requisition  of  the  command- 
ingofficer. 

Where  moderator  lamps  are  used,  the  maximum  quantity  supplied  maybe 
two  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  content  of  room. 

The  allowance  of  oil  should  not  exceed  two  ounces  per  hour  per  moderator 
lamp  during  the  hours  that  the  rooms  are  kept  open  uter  dusk. — B.

The  identification  and  the  capacity  of  each  magazme  in  barrels  and  cases, 
aoeording  to  the  approved  construction,  should  be  painted  inside  the  door  of.

)rk8  and  1.  The  direction,  control,  and  responsibility  of  the  whole  of  the 

Udlngi.  works  and  building  operations  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
War  Department,  charge  of  lands,  &c,  of  the  War  Department  in  the  Royal 
Arsenal,  Waltham  Abbey,  Enfield,  Purfleet,  and  Shoeburyness,  is  vested  in 
the  inspector  general  of  fortifications,  who  will  direct  an  officer  of  his  staff 
especially  to  attend  to  these  duties. 

2.  This  officer  will  be  called  inBpector  of  works  in  the  manufacturing 
departments.     His  office  will  be  in  Whitehall. 

All  letters  upon  the  subject  of  these  works  will  be  addressed  to  the 
Inspector  General  of  Fortifications,  and  marked  at  the  head  *'  M.  D. 
Works." 

3.  The  inspector  of  works  will  be  assisted  by  a  surveyor  of  works,  resident 
at  Woolwich,  who  will  have  immediate  charge  of  the  works  in  the  Arsenal, 
and  by  resident  clerks  of  works  at  the  other  stations. 

4.  The  orders  of  the  inspector  of  works  are  to  be  considered  as  orders  of 
the  inspector  general  of  fortifications. 

^  5.  The  general  spirit  of  the  engineer  code  will  be  adopted,  and  all  devia- 
tions from  it  must  be  specially  authorized — ^the  only  dinerence  being  that 
in  this  district  the  commanding  royal  engineer  and  the  inspector  general  of 
fortifications  are  the  same  person. 

6.  The  surveyor  of  works,  clerks  of  works,  &c,  will  render  to  the  super- 
intendents of  factories  and  heads  of  departments  all  the  professional  assist- 
ance iu  their  power ;  and  will,  in  all  practicable  cases,  conform  to  their 
views  and  consult  their  wishes :  but  they  will  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
inspector  general  of  fortifications  for  all  expenditure  incurred,  and  from  this 
responsibility  no  order  frx)m  the  head  of  a  department  can  relieve  them. 

7.  A  separate  annual  estimate  will  be  prepared  for  each  manufacturing  or 
other  department,  after  personal  communications  between  the  inspector  of 
works  and  the  superintendents  of  the  several  departments. 

8.  When  a  new  work  is  required  for  a  department,  either  in  an  annual  or 
special  estimate,  the  superintendent  of  that  department  will  state  his 
requirements  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  then, 
if  he  thinks  fit,  call  upon  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications  for  plans  and 
estimates.  The  inspector  general  of  fortifications  will  put  the  inspector  of 
works  or  other  competent  person  in  personal  communication  with  the  head 
of  the  department,  to  learn  his  views  in  the  utmost  detoiL  The  plan  will 
be,  if  necessary,  repeatedly  submitted  to  the  superintendent,  and  his  con- 
currence obtained  before  it  is  finally  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

9.  All  works  chargeable  to  the  incidental  item  will  be  executed  upon 
the  requisition  of  the  superintendent  of  the  department  concern^,  or  in  nis 
absence  by  any  one  acting  on  his  behal£  Sucn  services  as  are  of  so  urgent 
a  character  as  to  admit  of  no  delay  will  be  ordered  for  execution  at  once. 
In  such  cases  the  urgency  of  the  work  is  to  be  immediately  reported  to  the 
inspector  of  works,  who  will  obtain  the  necessary  sanction  for  the  expen- 
diture. Services  which  will  admit  of  a  few  days*  delay  will  be  submitted  to

In  the  case  of  works  being  required  of  too  considerable  a  natnre  to  be  Vtarka  si 
executed  on  the  incidental  item,  or  which  would  be  likely  prematurely  to  Baikliiisa 
exhaust  that  item,  a  special  re{K>rt,  in  the  first  instance,  of  the  circumstance 
must  be  made  by  the  surveyor  or  clerk  of  works  to  the  inspector  general  (^ 
fortifications,  forwarding  the  requisition  and  an  approximate  estimate. 

11.  In  the  case  of  any  cousiderable  deviation  from  the  original  and  author- 
ized plans  and  specifications  of  a  work  being  required  b^  a  snperintendoat, 
in  consequence  of  any  unforeseen  circumstance,  and  which  would  cause  an 
excess  upon  the  estimate  sanctioned,  a  report  is  to  be  made  by  the  surveyor 
of  works,  or  clerk  of  works,  to  the  inspector  of  works,  stating  the  nature  of 
the  change,  explained  by  a  diagram,  if  necessary,  its  causes,  and  Hbe  pro- 
bable expense,  which  must  be  sanctioned  before  the  alterations  are  com- 
menced. A  similar  course  will  be  pursued  in  the  case  of  any  deviation 
appearing  to  the  surveyor  of  works,  or  clerk  of  woHls,  indispensable  during 
the  progress  of  the  works.  In  cases  where  serious  inconvenience  woula 
result  from  the  delay  of  a  few  days,  and  wherein  the  change  would  involve 
an  inconsiderable  expense,  it  may  be  made  in  anticination  of  the  authority, 
but  a  Report  of  the  circuniBtances  must  be  immediately  made. 

12.  Tne  expenditure  upon  the  works  of  each  manufacturing  or  other 
department  will  be  kept  separately  and  in  distinct  ledgers,  in  the  usual 
form,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  district  will  be  kept  in  one  general  ledger 
for  the  whole,  in  WhitchalL  All  bills,  having  been  carefully  examined  uid 
checked  in  every  detail,  and  duly  certified  by  the  surveyor  of  works  and 
clerk  of  works,  will  be  transmitted  to  the  inspector  of  works,  by  whom 
they  will  bo  examined,  signed,  and  forwarded  to  the  proper  quarter  for 
payment.

15.  Each  clerk  of  works  will  be  required  to  keep  a  diary  ready  for  inspec- 
tion at  all  times  by  the  inspector  of  works,  or  other  superior  authority. 
This  diary  is  to  give  a  complete  history  of  each  work  during  its  execution, 
the  date  of  the  commencement  of  each  part  of  it,  the  progress  of  the  several 
parts  at  frequent  intervals,  and  the  time  of  their  completion.  All  delays, 
and  any  variations  from  the  design,  together  with  the  reasons  and  authorities 
for  the  same,  and  any  incidental  imormation  which  may  afterwards  be 
useful,  are  to  be  regularly  recorded.  This  book  will  be  oi)en  to  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  manufacturing  departments. 

16.  The  inspector  of  works  will  exercise  the  same  care  of  the  lands  of 
the  War  Department  in  the  Arsenal,  at  Waltham  Abbey,  Enfield,  Purfleet, 
and  Shoeburyness,  as  is  required  of  district  commanding  Royal  Engineers 
by  Circular  s^o,  34.     (Inspector  General  of  Fortifications.)     1st  January,

In  each  department  the  officer  in  charge  will  appoint  one  or  more  clerics  to 
grant  passes ;  and,  in  the  event  of  their  absence  from  illness  or  other  caoae, 
others  will  be  immediately  appointed  to  supply  their  places. 

The  names  of  all  persons  so  appointed,  whether  the  arrangement  be  per- 
manent or  temporary,  are  at  once  to  be  communicated  to  the  police. 

The  passes,  when  granted,  will  be  collected  at  the  gates  of  the  arsenal,  and 
retained  in  the  hands  of  the  police. 

All  stores  may  be  shipped  by  the  heads  of  departments,  but  no  craft  or 
boat  is  to  leave  the  wharves  or  causeways  of  the  arsenal  without  a  permit,  to 
be  granted  by  the  principal  military  storekeeper,  or  a  derk  or  d^ks  nomi- 
nated by  him.— w.  B.  Hawss.

Qspectoraof  1*  The  following  instructions  are  to  be  observed  in  lieu  of  those 

ilothing.       ^ven  on  the  7th  February,   1859,  and  are  intended  to  provide  for  the 

separation  of  the  receipt  and  inspection  of  stores  from  the  Storekeeper's 

Department,  but  the  inspectors,  and  all  persons  employed  under  their  orders, 

will  be  required  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  ordnance  regidations. 

2.  All  stores  from  contractors,  or  purchased  under  special  authority  by  the 
military  store  officer  in  charge,  will  oe  received  by  the  inspectors,  in  whose 
custody  they  will  be  during  the  inspection. 

3.  The  stores  will  be  received  on  the  receiving  floors,  and  the  inspectors  will 
see  that  the  receiving  clerk  in  charge  of  the  floor  is  always  present  when 
stores  are  delivered,  and  that  no  delay  takes  place  in  passing  them  for 
insnpection,  or  into  the  charge  of  the  senior  military  store  officer. 

4.  As  the  inspectors  are  responsible  for  the  custody  of  the  stores  until 
delivered  over  to  the  charge  of  the  senior  military  store  officer,  in  the  event 
of  the  space  allotted  being  insufficient  they  will  report  the  same  to  the  War 
Office,  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may  have  to  offer. 

6.  Should  the  miEtory  store  officer  in  charge  urgently  require  stores  which 
may  be  imder  inspection,  or  not  delivered  by  the  contractors,  the  inspectors 
wiU,  on  the  receipt  of  an  extract  of  the  order  from  the  military  store  officer 
in  charge,  hasten  the  delivery  from  contractors,  or  expedite  the  inspection,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

6.  The  inspectors  are  to  see  that  the  supplies  are  properly  compared  with 
the  patterns  and  specifications ;  and  as  they  have  the  means  of  checking  and 
superintending  the  proceedings  of  sub-inspectors  and  viewers,  they  wm  be 
held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  the  stores  which  they  pass  into  the  service. 

7.  Every  report  of  inspection  is  to  be  signed  by  an  mspector  and  one  sub- 
inspector;  and  the  inspectors  will  see  that  the  stores  are  properly  described 
in  the  inspection  report,  so  as  to  identify  them  with  those  described  in  the 
oonreeponoing  qtedncation. 

8.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  inspection  they  will  insert  in  the  proper 
oaJainns  the  quantities  accepted  and  rejected;  and  against  eadi  item  dT 
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rejection  they  will  dearly  and  fnllv  state  the  came,  and  notify  the  same  to 
tlie  contractor,  and  recLuire  him  forthwith  to  remove  and  replace  the  rtgectiona. 

9.  All  commnnications  with  contractors  regarding  the  oeliyay  of  supplies, 
the  removal  of  rejections,  and  all  other  makers  connected  wiui  the  reoeipt 
and  inspection  of  sapplies,  are  to  be  made  by  the  inspectors,  pnrsiuint  to  the 
contracts  entered  into. 

10.  Sub-inspectors  and  viewers  are  on  no  account  to  be  pennitted  to  enter 
into  any  communication  with  oontractors,  except  in  the  presence  of  an 
inspector. 

11.  In  the  event  of  any  difference  of  opinion  arising  between  the  inspectors, 
en  an^  subject  connected  with  the  receipt  and  inspection  of  stores,  eadi  of 
the  dissenting  parties  will  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  War  Offijoe,  folly 
detailing  his  reasons  in  support  of  his  views. 

12.  In  the  event  of  an  inspector  having  reason  to  disapprove  of  the 
decision  of  a  sub-inspector,  he  will  desire  the  latter  to  draw  up  a  statement 
of  his  opinion,  and  his  reasons  for  coming  to,that  opinion,  before  he  leaves  the 
inspection  buildings.  The  inspector  wm  forward  the  sub-inspector's  letter, 
together  with  his  own  remarks  thereon,  for  the  information  and  decision  pf 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

Id.  The  inspectors  arc  required  to  keep  a  daily  record  of  inspections ;  and 
they  will  transmit  on  the  Ist  of  every  month  a  return  of  all  stores  inspected, 
with  the  dates,  showing  when  they  were  received  from  the  contractors,  with 
any  explanation  for  the  non -inspection  of  the  articles  therein  enumerated 
after  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  allowed  for  inspection  by  tiie  terms  of 
the  contract. 

14.  When  stores  have  been  inspected,  the  inspectors  will  give  them  over 
to  the  militarv  store  oilicer  in  charge,  accompanied  by  a  transit  note  in 
duplicate ;  and  the  certificate  for  payinent  will  bo  siloed  by  one  inspector 
and  one  Bub-inspector,  as  regards  quality  and  conditions  of  contract,  and 
transmitted  to  ike  senior  military  store  officer,  who  will  certify  that  the 
articles  have  been  taken  on  charge,  and  forward  it  to  the  accountant^generaL 

15.  The  inspectors  will  be  required,  upon  a  requisition  from  the  military 
store  officer  in  charge,  to  inspect  stores  returned  from  regiments. 

16.  All  persons  attached  to  the  receipt  and  inspection  departments  arc 
imder  the  exclusive  authority  of  the  inspectors ;  and  all  applications  for  leave, 
Ac.,  are  to  be  sent  through  the  inspectors  to  tho  War  Office. 

17.  The  inspectors  will  keep  the  necessary  cheque  of  all  persons  employed 
under  them,  and  will  prepare,  examine,  and  certify  the  cneque  books  and 
pay  lists  agreeably  to  the  regulations,  but  the  payments  will  be  made  by  the 
military  store  officer  in  charge. 

18.  The  store  buildings  allotted  for  the  receipt  and  inspection  of  stores  will 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  inspectors,  who  will  make  such  arrangements  as 
they  may  consider  necessary  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  buildings  and  stores 
entrusted  to  their  charge. 

19.  All  requisitions  for  ordinaiy  repairs  are  to  be  addressed  to  the  inqMctor 
of  works;  and  requisitions  for  articles  in  use,  and  articles  necessary  for 
carrying  on  the  duties  connected  with  the  receipt  and  inspection  lafiltoreB, 
are  to  be  addressed  to  the  military  store  officer  in  charge. 

20.  During  the  hours  that  the  depdt  is  closed,  the  keys  of  all  the  buildings 
will  be  entrusted  to  the  resident  foreman  of  the  Storekeeper's  Department; 
imd  tiie  inspectors  will  direct  the. principal  viewers  to  deliver  the  luiys.tOithe 
residient  foreman  immediately  after  the  work  has  ceased. 

21.  Whenever  patterns  are  to  be  sent  to  accompany  supplies,  the  inipectors 
mn  required  to  select  and  see  that  they  conespond  with  the  staadsod  \»t' 
terns;  they  will  then  affix  their  own  seal  to  eiKih  article,  uid  la^^SbA  wi^ 
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imMtonof  or  certificate  which  is  to  accompany  it  when  submitted  for  sealing  to  the 
'**™^       War  Office  or  Horse  Guards,  as  may  be  directed. 

22.  The  patterns,  if  approved,  will  be  again  scaled  in  the  usual  manner  by 
the  departmental  officer,  who  will  likewise  coimtersign  the  label  or  certificate^ 
and  return  it  with  the  patterns. 

23.  All  sealed  patterns  and  specifications  will  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
inspectors,  and  all  specifications  descriptive  of  sealed  patterns  are  to  be 
prepared  by  the  inspectors,  and  each  specification  is  to  be  siened  by  an 
inspector  and  a  sub-inspector  previous  to  being  submitted  for  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

24  The  standard  patterns  approved  by  Her  Majesty  are  not  to  be  removed 
from  the  room  where  they  are  deposited,  except  upon  an  order  from  this  office. 

25.  The  duplicate  standard  patterns,  as  well  as  the  specifications  to  guide 
the  supply,  should  invariably  be  shown  to  the  contractors,  and  their  supplies 
should  DC  examined  by  those  duplicate  patterns;  but  a  sample  may  be 
selected  by  the  contractor  on  his  own  responsibility,  on  the  payment  of  the 
usual  deposit. 

26.  The  inspectors  and  sub-inspectors  will  be  required  to  attend  during 
the  hours  fixed  b^  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  transaction  of  public 
business  at  the  Military  Store  Department ;  and  any  apx)lication  for  leave  dt 
absence  from  their  duties  is  to  be  addressed  to  the  War  Office. — c.

The  Secretary  of  State  desires  that  the  following  regulations  be  Combturtil) 
strictiy  observed  by  all  persons  engaged  in  work  connected  with  combustible  Stores. 
stores,  viz.: — 

1.  All  persons  so  employed  are  to  change  their  outer  clothes — viz.,  coat, 
waistcoat,  trousers,  cap,  and  shoes,  and  to  wear  the  suits  specially  provided 
for  this  purpose. 

2.  The  change  of  clothes  is  to  be  effected  in  a  shifting  house,  where  the 
ordinary  clothing  is  to  be  deposited. 

3l  No  laboratory  operation  which  involves  risk  of  an  explosion  is  to  be 
carried  on  within  a  distance  of  400  yards  from  a  magazine  in  which  large 
quantities  of  gunpowder  are  stowed. 

4.  Only  steady  and  intelligent  men  are  to  be  employed  in  laboratory  work, 
and  the  preference  is  to  be  given  to  those  who  have  passed  through  a  course 
at  Woolwich. 

5.  No  accumulation  of  gunpowder  or  other  explosive  material  is  to  be 
allowed,  on  anv  account,  in  the  workshops,  or  in  dose  proximity  to  the 
laboratory  buildings.  A  small  expense  magazine,  in  a  safe  position,  is  to  be 
provided ;  the  stores  are  to  be  drawn  from  this  magazine  in  small  qvimtities  as 
required,  and  the  finished  work  is  to  be  returned  to  the  magazine  in  the  same 
way.  This  is  a  moat  important  point,  for,  notwithstanding  every  precaution* 
an  accident  may  occur.  All  the  arrangements  should,  tiierefore,  be  made 
with  a  view  to  reduce,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  amoimt  of  ei^>losive  or 
combustible  materials  in  a  building  at  any  one  time  where  labwatory  oper- 
ationa  are  being  carried  on.  The  destruction  of  combustible  stores  by  fire 
or  by  breaking  up  is  on  no  account  to  be  effected  within  the  precincts  of  a 
laboratory. — 8.

Qnaiiflca-  It  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  His  Boyal  HighneBs.  the 

^°^P~  Greneral  Commanning  in  Chidf  that  a  difficulty  is  often  experienced  in  pro- 
^(Tpay.  curing  competent  m^ter  tailors  in  regiments  of  foot  guards  and  ba^ialions  of 
infantry  oi  the  line,  the  following  instructions  on  the  subject  haye,  frith 
the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  been  approved,  and  His 
Royal  Highness  desires  that  they  may  be  adhered  to  whenever  officers  com- 
manding may  think  fit  to  apply  for  the  special  enlistment  of  Serjeant  master 
tailors. 

The  officer  commanding  havii^  found  a  competent  tradesman  willing  to 
enlist  on  the  prescribed  terms,  wm  apply  to  the  Adjutant  Oeneral  fbrjpermis- 
flion  for  his  examination,  as  regards  ms  trade,  at  the  Royal  Army  Clothing 
Factory,  Pimlioa 

Should  he  pass  the  required  examination,  an  application  for  his  special 
enlistment  as  serjeant  master  tailor  will  be  adoressed  to  the  Adjutant 
general,  accompanied  with  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Royal 
Army  Clothing  Factory. 

The  Serjeant  master  tailor  is  not  to  be  in  addition  to  the  establishment  of 
the  cor]r»8,  but  will  take  the  place  of  a  duty  serjeant,  of  which  rank  he  will 
receive  the  jmy  and  allowances,  and  his  service  will  be  allowed  to  reckon  as 
Serjeant's  service  towards  claim  to  pension  on  discharge ;  he  will  be  subject 
in  all  matters  of  discipline  to  the  provisions  of  the  Mutiny  Act  and  Articles 
of  War,  and  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  Her  Majesty  s  service,  and  will 
be  liable  to  be  reduced  for  misconduct. 

Whenever  a  master  tailor  is  appointed  under  this  arrangement,  the  sum 
of  one  shilling,  hitherto  allowed  tor  the  alteration  of  each  suit  of  clothing, 
will  cease,  and  neither  the  public  nor  the  soldier  will  henceforth  be  liable  for 
this  charge;  but,  in  addition  to  the  regimental  pay  and  allowances  of  a 
serjeant,  the  serjeant  master  tailor  will  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  £44  a 
year.  This  salary,  which  will  be  paid  by  the  public,  -v^-ill  be  drawn  by  the 
commanding  officer  in  such  sums  as  he  may  think  fit,  and  is  to  be  withheld 
until  the  completion  of  the  fitting  of  the  annual  clothing  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  officer  commanding,  except  as  regards  such  payments  as  may  be  actu- 
ally due  to  the  workmen  employed  to  effect  the  necessary  alterations,  when 
advances  on  account  of  salary  may  be  made  on  the  certificate  of  the  com- 
manding officer. 

The  serjeant  master  tailor  will  be  prohibited  from  entering  into  any 
contract  for  the  provision  of  volunteer  or  other  clothing. 

He  will  be  allowed  to  have  the  assistance  of  men  £om  the  ranks,  on  the 
usual  terms,  for  regimental  purposes,  but  not  otherwise. 

Regiments  having  a  serjeant  master  tailor  will  consequently  return  one  duty 
serjeant  less,  whose  place  may  be  filled  by  a  corporal  as  lance  serjeant. — s.

In  consequence  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  commandiiig  instmctioi 
cfficers  in  finding  good  men  to  fill  the  situation  of  master  tailors  to  their  *^  Pimiiou 
rc£;iment8  under  the  recent  Warrant,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has,  on 
the  recommendation  of  His  Boyal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding 
in  Chief^  consented  to  the  instruction  in  tailoring  of  a  certain  number  & 
men  at  the  Government  clothing  establishment  at  Pimlico.  Conmiauding 
officers  are  accordingly  desired  to  send  to  this  department  the  names  of 
volunteers  who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege,  taking  care 
that  they  are  industrious  men  of  good  character,  tailors  by  former  trade, 
and  having  a  capacity  and  desire  for  the  business.  During  the  period  of 
instruction,  a  sum  of  extra  pay,  not  exceeding  one  shilling  per  diem,  will  be 
aUowed;  and,  beyond  the  actual  expense  of  proceeding  to  and  from  their 
regiments,  they  will  be  entitled  to  no  other  allowance.  Quarters  will  bo 
provided  for  tnem  in  the  Wellington  Barracks,  and  they  will  of  course  be 
subjected,  in  all  respects,  to  military  discipline. 

As  the  clothing  factory  is  not  calculated  to  accommodate  above  thirty 
men  at  one  time,  m  the  first  instance,  men  will  be  selected  from  regiments 
serving  at  home. 

On  receiving  a  certificate  of  qualification,  it  will  be  optional  with  the  men 
to  volunteer  to  any  corps  in  want  of  a  master  tailor ;  or,  should  they  prefer 
it,  they  may  await  in  their  own  regiments  a  similar  appointment. — s.

Sir, — ^With  reference  to  Section  XVL,  page  59,  of  the  Medical  Regn-  noipiHl 
lationB  of  the  7th  of  October,  1859,  prescribing  a  more  liberal  and  much  more  ^''^*»  ^^'' 
varied  class  of  diets  for  use  in  military  hospitals,  I  am  directed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  War  to  inform  you,  with  a  view  to  remove  a  misunderstand- 
ing which  appears  to  exist  regarding  the  extent  to  which  extras  may  be  given 
with  any  of  the  diets  in  the  scale,  that  it  was  in  no  way  intended,  by  the 
condndmg  paragraph  of  Article  2  of  the  said  section,  to  sanction  the  issue  of 
extra  articles  qf/ood  to  patients  in  hospital,  in  addition  to  the  diet  prescribed 
by  the  sui^eon,  as  vn\l  appear  obvious  on  referring  to  the  diet  forms  printed 
at  pages  ^Zi-'Zio  of  the  regulations  before  mentionecL 

The  new  scale  of  dietary,  with  its  varied  tables,  containing  different 
amounts  of  nourishment  to  meet  the  various  requirements  of  the  sick,  was 
expressly  designed  to  meet  every  ordinary  case,  without  having  recourse  to 
additions  or  extras,  and,  previous  to  its  adoption,  underwent  very  careful  con- 
sideration, and  was  approved  by  leading  authorities  in  such  matters,  as  not 
only  containing  considerable  variety,  but  affording  ample  and  sufficient 
nooritJimeiit  for  every  ordinary  requirement ;  and  I  am  therefore  to  request 
IliAt  the  administration  of  extras  to  patients  on  diet  mav  in  future  be  con- 
fined to  wixneSy  spiritSy  and  malt  liquors,  and  to  add  that,  although  no  restrio-

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Hospital  tion  is  or  can  be  laid  down,  by  regulation,  as  to  tbe  quantity  to  be  given  of 
Die^  Extras,  g^jji  articles,  Lord  Herbert  cxpuects  tbat  prescribing  surcoons  will  order  no 
more  than  the  state  of  their  patients  really  requires,  and  tnat  every  economy 
compatible  with  the  thorough  well-being  of  the  sick  will  be  observed.  Every 
case  to  which  such  extras  are  prescribe  must  be  entered  by  the  surgeon  in 
the  medical  case  book,  and  the  amount  of  extras  daily  ordered,  as  well  as 
the  reasons  for  giving  the  same,  also  duly  recorded  therein,  so  that  the 
inspecting  medical  officer  may  be  enabled  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  pro- 
priety and  actual  necessity  of  the  issues. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  or  when  men  on  admissioo  into  hospitals  require 
nourishment  before  their  names  can  bo  entered  in  the  diet  rou,  or  diets  can 
be  prepared  for  them,  medical  of&cers  may  order  such  articles  as  they  deem 
necessary  from  the  reserve  store  kept  by  the  nurse  or  assistant  wardmaster 
in  general  hospitals,  and  by  the  assistant  steward  in  re^^mental  hospitals; 
but  it  is  to  be  understood  that  these  orders  are  to  be  conimed  to  the  articles 
specified  in  the  margin,*  and  enumerated  in  the  form  of  daily  abstract ;  and 
when  extras  of  this  description  are  ordered  they  are  to  be  duly  entered  in 
the  case  book,  as  well  as  on  the  diet  sheets,  and  the  cause  of  emergency,  &c., 
fully  recorded  in  the  former. 

I  am  also  to  request  that,  when  medical  officers  find  it  necessary,  under 
Article  65  of  the  pur\''eyor*s  regulations  of  1st  January,  1861,  to  prescribe 
medical  comforts  to  sick  women  and  children,  the  issues  may  be  confined  to 
the  articles  above  specified,  and  that  each  of  the  cases  in  question  may  be 
duly  entered  in  a  medical  case  book,  in  the  manner  already  directed  for 
patients  in  hospital  receiving  extras.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  decided  that  medical  aid  to  all  Medical 
branches  of  the  military  service  shall  in  future  be  governed  by  the  Army  Attendano 
Medical  Regulations  dated  7th  October,   1859,  and  that  Circular  Na  70, 
dated  19th  March,  1857,  and  all  other  previous  regulations  and  orders  on  the 
subjects,  shall  be  cancelled. 

This  decision  is  notified  for  the  information  of  staff  and  regimental  officers, 
and  the  departments  of  the  army ;  and  in  accordance  therewith,  from  and 
after  this  date,  all  officers,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  civil  and  military 
departments,  will  only  be  entitled  to  medical  aid  at  the  public  expense  when 
there  is  a  military  surgeon  at  the  station,  or  a  private  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance,  at  contract  rates,  on  troops,  staff  pensioners,  or  the  permanent 
staff  of  militia  regiments,  and  when  tneir  resiaences  are  situated  within  tbe 
radius  of  a  mile  from  the  principal  army  dispensary  at  the  station,  or  such 
other  point  as  may  horn  time  to  time  be  fixed.  No  separate  medical  claims 
will  bo  allowed  for  any  of  the  individuals  above  named. — a.

Heoflatioks  under  which  Mediad  Aid  is  to  be  given  to  Sich  Wives  and 
Children  qf  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers,  and  Privates,  and  other 
Persons  enUtUd  to  such  Aid. 

L  As  some  misapi^rehension  exists  regarding  the  meanine  of  Sections  XlL 
and  XIIL  of  the  Medical  Regulations  rdative  to  the  mediou  attendance,  Ac., 
to  which  sick  women  and  children  and  other  persons  are  entitled  i^  the 
public  expense,  and  as  inattention  to  these  regulations  has  in  several  in- 
stances led  to  irregular  expenditure,  it  is  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of 
commanding  and  medical  officers  to  the  conditions  under  which  medical  aid 
is  granted  to  the  persons  in  question,  and  to  direct  that  all  parties  oou- 
cemed  shall  henceforth  strictly  observe  the  foUowinc  rules  : — 

n.  Medical  aid  will  be  given  to  persons  entitied  Sbereto  where  there  is  a 
military  medical  officer  (or  a  civU  practitioner  employed  at  contract  rates), 
provided  the  persons  entitled  reside  within  a  radius  of  one  mile  of  the  staff 
dispensary,  or  of  the  hospital  of  the  station,  or  of  such  other  point  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War.  But  attendance 
cannot  be  claimed  for  women  in  childbirth,  in  the  case  eitiier  of  the  wife  of 
an  officer  or  of  any  one  entitied  to  medical  aid,  unless  the  assistance  of  a 
midwife  or  medical  practitioner  cannot  possibly  be  procured. 

III.  The  following  are  the  persons  so  entitled  to  medical  attendance  and 
medicine : — 

1.  Wives,  children,  and  servants  of  officers. 

2.  Wives  and  children  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  hav- 

ing ri^ht  to  quarters  in  barracks. 

3.  Wives  and  children  of  officers  and  of  non-commissioned  officers  emp 

ployed  in  paying  and  superintending  out-pensioners. 

4.  Wives  and  children  of  clerks,  office  keepers,  orderlies,  permanent 

labourers,  and  of  other  persons  T)ermanently  employed  in  the 
military  and  civil  dejmrtments  of  tne  army. 

rV.  Domestic  servants  requiring  medical  attendance  and  medicine  must 
attend  at  the  hospital  at  fixed  hours,  unless  their  illness  is  of  such  a  natme 
as  to  prevent  their  doing  so. 

V.  Neither  medical  attendance  nor  medicine  can  be  claimed  for  the  families 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  civil  departments  of  the  army,  unless  a  nominal 
list  of  the  persons  so  employed,  specifying  their  respective  occupations,  be 
furnished  on  the  last  dav  of  each  mouth  to  the  principal  meoical  omoeor 
of  the  station  by  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  the  peraans 
belong. 

VL  Families  attended  in  their  own  quarters  will  receive  necessary  medi- 
cines, but  (with  the  exception  of  the  wives  and  children  of  non-comnusnomed 
officers  and  privates  havmg  a  right  to  quarters  in  barracks)  they  will  not  be 
entitied  to  any  articles  of  subsistence  at  the  public  expense,  and  no  charges 
under  this  head  will  be  allowed  in  future.  The  following  are  the  only 
articles  which  may  be  issued  as  medical  comforts  to  the  wives  and  duldicn 
of  soldiers  married  with  leave,  and  having  a  right  to  quarten  ia  hantfika. 
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idicai  Aid  yiz. :  port  wine,  brandy,  arrowroot,  and  essence  of  bee£  Each  case  xeoeiying 
gnlattona.  jQedical  comforts  most  be  invariably  entered  in  the  medical  case  book,  other- 
wise the  expense  of  the  artidos  issued  will  be  charged  to  the  preacribiDc 
medical  officer.  Medical  comforts  given  in  sach  cases  ahonld  be  demandea 
daily  from  the  purveyor  on  Form  1198,  entered  on  the  form  of  diet  aheet 
printed  at  page  298. 

VIL  At  several  stations,  hospitals  for  women  and  children  hftvo  been 
provided,  because  the  limited  accommodation  for  manied  persona  in  barracks 
has  rendered  such  hospitals  necessary. 

VIII.  The  onlv  persons  who  have  a  claim  to  admission  into  these  hospitals 
are  the  wives  and  children  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  entitled 
to  married  quarters  in  barracks ;  and  so  long  as  such  wives  and  diildren  are 
under  medical  treatment  in  anv  such  hospit^  they  will  receive,  at  the  public 
expense  (in  addition  to  medical  attenduice  and  medicine),  such  hospital  diets 
as  may  be  ordered  for  them  hy  the  medical  officers,  together  witn  such  of 
the  articles  of  extras  specified  m  Article  XI.,  paragraph  2,  below,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  Male  children  above  ten  (uiuess  in  very  special  cases) 
should  not  be  admitted  into  hospitals  for  women  and  children. 

IX.  No  persons,  other  than  the  wives  and  children  of  non-commisaioned 
officers  and  privates  entitled  to  married  quarters  in  barracks,  are  entitled  to 
admission  into  any  of  the  said  hospitals. 

X.  If  in  any  female  hos])ital  tnere  be  vacant  beds,  and  if  the  medical 
officer  is  of  opinion  that  any  of  these  beds  might,  without  detriment  to  those 
for  whom  the  accommodation  was  originally  intended,  be  temporarily  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  sick  wives  and  children  of  persons  not  entitled  by 
these  regulations  to  admission  into  hospital,  he  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  officer  commanding,  admit  any  such  case  on  payment  of  the  usual  hospital 
stoppage ;  but  these  persons  would  be  subject  to  removal  in  the  event  of  the 
bed  oemg  required  for  a  case  entitled  to  mlmisaion  under  the  reflation. 

XI.  The  following  regulations  are  to  be  observed  in  female  hospitals  till 
complete  arrangements  can  be  made : — 

1.  At  every  station  where  a  female  hospital  has  been  provided,  a  com- 
mittee of  officers  may  be  appointed  by  the  officer  conmianding  at  the  station, 
who  will  have  charge  of  tne  charitable  fund  connected  with  the  institution^ 
and  will  deal  with  all  financial  matters  connected  with  it  which  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them. 

A  committee  of  ladies  selected  by  the  committee  of  officers  will  undertake 
the  visitation  of  the  hospital  and  the  management  of  extra  clothing  sup- 
plied by  the  charitable  fund.  They  will  inquire  into  cases  of  distress  brought 
to  their  notice,  and  wiU  make  thereon  such  suggestions  to  the  committee  of 
officers  as  may  seem  to  them  to  be  necessary. 

The  ladies'  committee  may  appoint  a  sub-committee,  of  not  fewer  than 
three,  to  perform  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned. 

2.  The  medical  officer  attached  to  the  hospital  will  take  charge  of  all  case? 
of  sickness  admitted  therein,  and  also  of  lying-in  women  and  their  infants. 
He  will  prescribe  medicines  for  them  from  the  surgery  stores,  and  order  diets 
and  medical  comforts  from  the  purveyor's  stores  (m  conformity  with  existing 
regulations  as  to  hospital  diets  and  extras).  The  scale  of  hospital  diets  will 
be  that  prescribed  at  page  60  of  the  Medical  Regulations;*  in  addition  to 
which  the  following  extras  will  be  allowed: — Wines,  spirits,  malt  liquors, 
arrowroot,  sago,  eggs,  milk,  tea,  sugar,  beef  tea  or  essence  of  bee^  oranges 

*  When  beef  tea  diets  are  issued  to  children,  1  oz.  of  butter  and  vefetables  may  be  added, 
at  the  direction  of  the  medical  ofBcer;  and  when  milk  diets  are  prescribed  as  the  moet  ndV 
able  for  children  who  do  not  need  meat  or  animal  broth,  1  os.  of  batter  and  1  egg  xnaj  be 
£^reD  Ma  extna,  it  considered  necesiiary. 
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and  lemons ;  4  oz.  of  oatmeal  and  8  oz.  of  milk  may  also  be  issued  on  spoon  Medical  A 
diet  in  lieu  of  2  oz.  of  arrowroot  and  1  oz.  of  sugar.    The  cases  for  wnich  B«8»l»*'o> 
extras  are  prescribed  must  be  invariably  entered  in  the  medical  case  book 
by  the  medical  officer,  who  will  otherwise  be  held  responsible  for  the  cost  of 
the  issues. 

3.  The  purveyor  will  famish  female  wards  with  the  usual  ward  equip- 
ments ;  he  will  see  that  the  bed  and  body  linen  of  the  patients  is  properly 
-washed,  and  that  the  wards  are  warmed  and  lighted  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  medical  officer. 

4.  The  purveyor  will  discharge  the  same  duties  as  to  repairs  in  female 
hospitals  as  he  does  in  military  hospitals  generally. 

5.  The  medical  officer  is  charged  with  the  discipline  over  the  patients  in 
hospital 

6.  A  matron  (who  should,  if  possible,  be  competent  to  act  as  midwife) 
and  one  or  more  female  nurses  will  be  allowed  to  each  hospital,  on  the  requi- 
sition of  the  principal  medical  officer,  made  through  the  officer  commanding 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  and  will  be  appointed  in  the  following 

jBBBXieTZ—' 

7.  All  applications  and  testimonials  respecting  candidates  for  the  office 
of  matron  (who  should  be  unmarried  or  a  widow)  will  be  transmittod 
through  the  officer  commanding  to  the  War  Office  by  the  ladies*  committee, 
who  will  make  the  necessary  inquiries  as  to  chancter  and  ability,  and 
report  the  result  throagh  the  same  channel  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
War. 

The  matron,  when  appointed,  will  engage  her  nurses  and  other  assistants, 
and  wiU  be  held  responsible  for  their  conduct.  Matrons,  nurses,  &c,  will 
receive  from  the  purveyor  such  pay  and  allowances  as  may  be  sanctioned  by 
the  War  Office, 

Whenever  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  a  preference  should  be  given  in  these 
appointments  to  deserving  widows  of  non-conmiissioned  officers,  if  found  to 
be  as  competent  as  other  applicants. 

Local  committees  might  select  widows  or  unmarried  daughters  of  non- 
commissioned officers  to  be  sent  to  King  s  College  Hospital  tor  training  as 
midwives. 

The  offices  of  matron  and  midwife  should,  when  practicable,  be  held  by 
the  same  woman. 

8.  Matrons  and  nurses  in  female  hospitals  will  obey  any  regulations  re- 
specting discipline  and  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  which  may  from 
time  to  time  oc  issued  for  their  guidance. 

9.  The  matron  or  nurse  shall  receive  and  obey  the  medical  officer's  orders 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  care  and  nursing  of  the  sick  ;  general  manage- 
ment and  cleanliness  of  wards ;  administration  of  diets  and  medicines,  of 
enemx»,  &c.  ;  cleanliness  of  the  sick ;  the  warming  and  ventilation  of  the 
wards ;  and  shall  render  to  him  whatever  aid  he  may  require  in  the  wards. 

10.  In  the  event  of  a  nurse  disobeying  the  directions  of  the  medical  officer, 
or  being  guilty  of  any  impro})er  conduct,  the  medical  officer  will  bring  the 
subject  to  the  notice  of  the  matron,  who  will  see  that  the  cause  of  complaint 
is  inomediately  removed. 

11.  If  the  medical  officer  is  not  satisfied  with  the  result  of  his  representa- 
tion to  the  matron,  or  if  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  Tniicli  the 
matron  conducts  herself  or  performs  her  duties,  he  will  notify  the  specific 
case  directly  to  the  conmiittee  of  ladies,  who  will  immediately  take  such 
steps  as  they  may  consider  necessary,  rei^rting  the  same  to  the  War  Office 
throadb  the  officer  commanding. 

12.  JEteprimands,  suspenaiona,  or  dismissals  of  nurses  for  neglect  ot  d.M\i^  ^t 
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^S}*^  for  miscandact  will  proceed  solel j  from  the  matron ;  and  similar  acts  of  dis* 
"^  **       cipline  exerdaed  on  the  matron  will  proceed  direct  from  the  ladies*  committee. 

13.  When  subscriptions  have  been  raised  for  su^plyinff  articles  for  clothhig; 
&C.,  to  women  ana  children  while  in  the  hospital,  tne  snb-committee  of 
ladies  already  mentioned  will  superintend  the  issue  of  such  clotiiing,  and 
the  matron  or  nurse,  as  the  case  may  be,  will  account  to  the  sab-committee 
for  all  articles  issued. 

14.  The  ladies  of  the  sub-committee  will  be  entitled  to  visit  the  hospital 
daily  at  such  times  as  the  medical  officer  may  appoint,  and  will  also  have 
the  power  at  any  other  time  of  visiting  patients  who  may  specially  scoid  for 
any  of  them. 

15.  Durins  such  visits  the  ladies  will  not  interfere  with  the  treatment  or 
nursing  of  the  sick ;  but  if  any  matter  comes  to  their  knowledge  which  in 
their  estimation  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  they  will,  if  it  refers  to 
nursing  duties,  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the  matron,  or  if  it  conoems  the 
matron  herself^  they  i^  bring  it  before  the  ladies*  committee. 

16.  Chaplains  will  have  the  jKiwer  of  visiting  the  sick  at  such  times  as  may 
be  arranged  in  concurrence  with  the  medical  officer  in  charge,  and  at  other 
times  when  they  are  speciallv  sent  for  by  patients. 

17.  Friends  of  patients  in  nospital  wiU  be  admitted  at  times  ax>pointed  by 
the  medical  officer. 

XII.  At  stations  where  no  female  hospitals  are  aUowed,  there  wiH  be  no 
objection  to  the  allotment  of  a  room  in  barracks,  if  available,  as  a  waird  for 
the  reception  of  such  cases  of  sick  women  and  children  as  it  may  bo  deemed 
expedient  to  remove  from  their  quarters;  and  equipment  and  fuel  and  light 
will  be  provided  for  any  such  wara  by  the  purveyor ;  but  it  is  to  be  distinctly 
understood  l^at  under  no  circumstances  Mill  any  expense  for  diet  or  nursing 
be  admitted  as  a  charge  against  the  public.

Extract  from  a  ProclamcUion,  dated  2Sd  February,  1863,  by  James  Douglas, 
Esq.,  C.B.,  Governor  of  British  Columbia,  respecting  Hie  terms  ami  con- 
ditions under  which  grants  of  land  may  be  obtained  in  that  colony  by 
military  and  naval  officers  in  Her  Majesty's  service, 
*'  IIL  From  and  after  the  date  hereof  military  and  naval  officers  in  Her 
Majesty's  service,  of  the  rank  hereinafter  specified,  or  of  the  ranks  respec- 
tively relative  thereto,  who  shall,  with  the  view  of  actually  settling  and 
residdng  thereon,  take  up  any  unoccupied  and  unsurveyed  country  lands 
in  British  Columbia,  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  is  mentioned,  and  upon  the 
production  of  the  certificate  hereinafter  also  mentioned,  be  entitled,  Avithout 
pay,  to  free  grants  of  such  lands  in  the  amounts  and  in  manner  following, 
that  is  to  say : —

Every  person  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  privileges  accorded 
by  this  Act  shall,  before  obtaining  any  of  the  same,  produce  to  and  leave 
with  the  chief  commissioner  of  lands  and  works  for  British  Columbia,  a 
certificate  from  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief  in  England,  or  from  the

from  Ist  January  to  Slat  December,  whether  for  sickness  or  any  other  cause. 
Established  clerks  must  have  comi)letetl  six  months*  service,  and  tem- 
porary clerks  twelve  months'  service,  before  they  can  become  entitled  to  the 
grant  of  any  leave. 

The  grant  of  such  leave  of  absence  to  all  must  depend,  as  at  present,  ui)on 
the  state  of  business  in  the  offices  in  which  they  are  employ wl,  and  bo 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  director  of  stores  on  home  service,  and  of  the 
general  officer  commanding  abroad. — a.

Whereas  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  submitted  to  us  a  Rnvai 
proposal  for  the  re-organization  of  that  portion  of  the  civil  establishment  of  Wm  raut 
our  army  known  as  the  Military  Store  Department,  and  for  placing  it  upon  a 
footing  similar  to  that  of  the  other  departments  attached  to  our  army ;  and 
whereas  we  are  pleased  to  approve  of  the  same,  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure, 
that  firom  and  aJftcr  the  first  day  of  April  instant  our  Warrant  dated  tho 
twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eisjht  himdrcd  and  fifty-seven, 
in  the  twentieth  year  of  our  rci'Tn,  relating  to  the  said  department,  shall  be 
cancelled,  and  the  following  rules  be  esta1)lished  for  the  flitare  admission, 
promotion,  and  retirement,  and  for  the  pay,  half-pay,  retired  pay,  relativ 
rank,  and  allowances  of  the  officers  of  our  said  department. 

2L  The  duties  of  our  Military  Store  Department  shall  be  directed  and 
superintended  by  the  director  of  stores,  acting  under  orders  from  our 
Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

3.  It  IB  our  will  and  pleasure  that  the  officers  of  our  Military  Store 
DepaFbuent  shall  hereafter  hold  commissiona  under  oux  wgv  -wxynviiA     *y>da 
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age  of  admission,  as  a  general  rule,  shall  be  between  eighteen  and  twenty-three 
years,  subject  to  passing  an  examination  by  our  civil  service  commissionerB  in 
such  subjects  as  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War  for  the  time  being  shall 
think  expedient;  nevertheless,  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War  may,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Generad  Commanding  in  Chief  of  our  army,  recom- 
mend to  us  for  commissions  in  the  said  department  any  oilicers  now  serving 
in  our  army,  or  other  person,  who  shall  have  passed  through  the  asuu 
course  of  study  in  our  Military  College  of  Sandhurst,  such  officers  and  others 
not  being  above  twenty -five  years  ofage. 

4.  The  officers  of  our  Military  Store  department  shall  bear  the  designations 
and  hold  relative  rank  in  our  army  as  follows : —

and,  after  Hve  years'  service  on  full  pay  in  that  rank,  as  ColoneL

5.  Such  relative  rank  shall  carry  with  it  all  precedence  and  advantages 
attaching  to  the  rank  with  which  it  corresponds  (except  as  regards  Sie 
presidency  of  courts-martial) ;  and  the  quarters  and  military  allowanoes, 
and  also  prize  money,  pensions  for  woimds,  and  allowances  to  widows  and 
families  of  officers  of  our  said  department,  shall  be  regulated  accordingly. 

6.  Li  promoting  from  one  rank  to  another,  due  weight  is  to  be  dven  to  the 
claims  of  officers  on  the  score  of  long  and  faithful  service,  but  uie  primary 
ground  of  advancement  in  the  service  will  be  personal  merit,  as  evinced  by 
zeal,  ability,  and  £rcneral  good  conduct. 

7.  The  rates  of  pay  of  the  different  ranks  of  officers  shall  be  regulated 
according  to  the  following 

Scale  of  Full,  Half,  and  Retired  Pay, 
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8.  The  senior  military  store  officer  serving  with  an  army  in  the  field  shall 
receive  a  sxiecial  rate  of  pay  proportionate  to  the  ma^tude  of  the  charge. 

9.  Officers  serving  on  the  western  coast  of  Africa  shall  receive  double 
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ordinary  pay  while  at  the  fltation,  and  be  allowed  to  reckon  every  two  years*  Royal 
service  as  three  for  increase  of  pay  and  retirement.  Wartant 

10.  No  increase  of  pay  shall  be  given  for  length  of  service,  except  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  director  of  stores  that  the  officer  has  served  the  prescribed 
period,  and  has  performed  his  duties  with  zeal  and  ability. 

1 1.  Officers  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  the  osoal  allowances  of  their  rank, 
and  if  horses  are  required  for  the  efficient  performance  of  their  duties,  shall 
receive  forage  for  such  number  as  may  be  necessary. 

12.  Officers  upon  whom  may  devolve  the  charge  of  a  station,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  absence  of  their  superior,  shall  he  permitted  to  draw  the 
allowances  of  the  rank  next  above  their  own,  and  receive  the  charge  pay  of 
such  rank  from  the  date  of  receiving  responsible  charge  until  the  re-tiansfer 
be  effected. 

13.  Any  officer  removed  from  full  pay  in  consequence  of  a  reduction  of 
establishment,  or  from  any  other  cause  (except  misconduct),  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  rate  of  half-pay  prescribed  for  his  rank  in  the  above  schedule ;  but 
after  thirty  years'  rail  pay  service,  he  shall,  in  lieu  of  superannuation  allow- 
ance, be  granted  a  retired  pay,  according  to  the  rate  also  prescribed  in  the 
schedule  referred  to. 

14.  In  the  absence  of  exceptional  circumstances,  retirements  shall  be  com- 
pulsory at  the  age  of  sixty -five  years  for  principal  superintendents  of  stores, 
and  at  sixty  years  for  officers  of  the  other  ranks. 

15.  Officers  now  serving,  who  may  be  in  the  receipt  of  higher  rates  of  nay 
than  are  provided  for  in  the  above  scale,  shall  continue  to  receive  such  higher 
rates  until,  by  the  increase  accruing  from  length  of  service,  or  by  promotion 
or  other  causes,  they  become  entitled  under  these  regulations  to  an  equal 
amount;  and  any  officer  now  serving  abroad  who  may,  under  existing  regula- 
tions, be  in  the  receipt  of  foreim  pay  which  under  this  our  Warrant  is 
abolished  shall  continue,  under  tne  above  limitations,  to  draw  such  foreign 
pay  until,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  duty,  he  shall  be  removed  to  other  stations 
at  which  under  present  regulations  he  would  not  continue  to  be  entitled 
thereto. 

10.  Any  officer  on  the  present  establishment,  not  being  below  the  rank  of 
deputy  mUUary  storekeeper,  who  may  prefer  retaining  his  present  ])osition 
and  superannuation  allowances  to  accepting  commissions  under  the  conditions 
of  this  Warrant,  shall  have  the  option  of  doing  so. 

17.  A  roster  shall  be  observed  of  home  and  foreign  service,  which  shall 
not  be  departed  from  except  in  cases  of  manifest  advantage  to  our  service. 
Those  officers  who  entered  the  service  before  the  1st  of  January,  1857,  shall 
continue  in  possession  of  the  advantages  which  they  enjoy,  under  existing 
regulations,  m  respect  to  the  conveyance  of  their  fcunilies  and  baggage  on 
removal  from  one  station  to  another,  either  at  home  or  abroad. 

18.  On  any  reduction  of  the  establishment,  the  junior  of  each  rank 
respectively  shall,  as  a  rule,  be  first  reduced ;  and,  on  restoration  to  full 
pay,  the  senior  officers  on  the  reduced  list  shall  be  first  restored.  This 
rule  i^all  not  be  departed  from  except  in  cases  of  manifest  advantage  to 
our  service. 

19.  With  a  view  of  relieving  the  officers  of  the  department  frt>m  a  portion 
of  the  mere  clerical  duty,  and  of  affording  them  opportunities  of  acquiring  a 
full  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  various  descriptions  of  stores  and  pro- 
portions of  munitions  required  for  the  several  kinds  of  arms  used  in  our 
service,  and  also  of  holding  out  a  boon  to  deservii^  non-commissioned  officers 
of  our  army,  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure  to  estabBsh  a  subordinate  dass  of 
clerks,  to  he  selected  from  pensioners  of  our  army,  as  a  reward  for  stosdiness 
of  character  and  good  condoot  whilst  serving  as  soldiers,  the  said  derka^

In  addition  to 
such  pay,  each  officer  serving  at  home  stations,  who  accepts -a  commission 
under  uus  warrant,  will  be  entitled  to  servant  allowance  at  one  shilling  a 
dav,  under  the  rejgulations  established  in  Circular  No.  193.  This  allowance 
will  ^80  be  paid  from  Ist  April. 

3.  In  Ueu  of  the  rates  of  house  rent  prescribed  in  Schedule  B.  of  the  Hoyal 
Warrant  of  28th  February,  1857,  officers  of  the  Military  Store  Department 
will  hereafter  be  entitled  to  the  same  rate  of  lodging  money  as  is  authorized

.4  Officers  who  may  be  in  the  occupation  of  public  quarters  will  be 
entitled  to  the  usual  issues  of  fuel  and  hght  fixed  for  other  officers  of  their 
rank,  or  to  a  commuted  allowance  in  lieu.  This  allowance,  and  all  other 
allowances  of  a  local  nature,  will,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the 
service,  be  admitted  from  the  date  of  this  circular  at  home  stations,  and 
from  the  promulgation  of  the  warrant  in  the  several  commands  abroad.

IOl  It  is  expected  that  all  military  store  officers  wiU  avail  themsdvea-of 
ihe  advantages  proposed  to  be  given  them  under  the  provisions  of  Clause  19 
of  the  warrant,  and  that  they  will,  by  sedulous  attention  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  acquire  a  full  and  practical  knowledge,  not  only  of  the  various 
descriptions  and  proportions  of  military  stores  and  munitions  of  war  required 
for  the  several  services,  but  also  of  the  nature  and  qualities  of  the  materials 
of  which  such  stores  and  munitions  are  composed.    It  is  only  by  these 
means  that  an  efficient  and  intelligent  body  of  officers  can  be  formed,  and  it 
is  desired  that  officers  in  charge  will,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  dis- 
charge of  the  current  duties  of  the  department,  afford  those  serving  under 
them  all  the  opportimities  in  their  power  for  :icquiring  this  knowle<^e,  and 
also  encourage  them  in  its  pursuit.     With  reference  to  this  subject,  parti- 
cular  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  extract  from  Circular  No.  499 ; — 
"  2. 1  am  to  refer  in  particular  to  the  18th  Clause  of  the  *  Regulations'  for 
the  inspectors  of  warlike  stores  and  fire-masters,  relative  to  the  series  of 
patterns  and  drawings  of  new  and  altered  stores,  which  from  time  to

**  3.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  knowledge  must  not  be  superficial, 
but  of  that  practical  and  minute  character  which  will  enable  them  to 
give  the  fullest  detail  of  the  different  uses  and  services  to  which  the 
various  kinds  of  stores  may  be  appUed,  and  to  distinguish  clearly  smell 
as  have  become  obsolete  from  those  which  are  still  current  in  the  service. 
*•  4.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  desires  that  you  will  imnress  npea 
the  officers  serving  under  vou  that,  as  military  store  officers,  tneir  fatore 
advancement  will  much  depend  upon  the  extent  and  accuracy  of  their 
acquaintance  with  these  important  particulars,  and  their  general  know- 
ledge of  the  regulations  which  govern  the  duties  of  their  department.

1.  All  candidates  must  be  permanent  or  deferred  pensioned  non-commis- 
siofned  oifficers  from  the  armv.

for  War,  and  that  the  application  for  such  sanction  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  communication  from  the  staff  officer  of  lyensioners  of  Ms  dis- 
trict, showing  that  the  pensioner  is  not  required  in  the  enrolled  pensioner 
force,  and  that  he  is  apparently  qualified  to  pjerform  the  duties  of  the  appoint- 
ment for  which  his  enrolment  in  the  militia  is  required. 

In  the  case  also  of  appointments  of  pensioners  to  the  permanent  staffs  of 
the  militia,  a  similar  communication  should  be  obtained  from  the  staff  officer 
of  pensioners,  together  with  a  statement  of  his  character,  with  a  view  to  its 
transmission  to  uie  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county,  to  be  by  him  forwarded  to 
this  office  with  the  application  for  sanction  to  the  appointment.

8.  Ck)mimssions  will  be  immediately  prepared,  to  bear  date  rsspectively 
from  the  day  on  which  the  several  officers  entered  their  present  classes,  and 
Hke  officers  will  hereafter  take  rank  and  preoedenoe  accordingly.  Upon  the 
commission  of  each  officer  being  gazetted,  he  will  be  reqoireid  to  pay  the 
amount  of  the  stamp  duty  thereon;  at  home,  to  the  senior  officer  of  tiie 
decKutment  at  the  station ;  and  abroad,  into  the  Treasury  chest  throuj^  the 
nujitary  accountant.

10.  It  IS  expected  that  all  militaiy  store  officers  will  avail  themselves -of 
ihe  advantages  proposed  to  be  given  them  under  the  provisions  of  Clanae  19 
of  the  warrant,  and  that  they  will,  by  sedulous  attention  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  acquire  a  full  and  practical  knowledge,  not  only  of  the  various 
descriptions  and  proportions  of  militaiy  stores  and  munitions  of  war  required 
£>r  the  several  services,  but  also  of  the  nature  and  qualities  of  the  materials 
of  which  such  stores  and  munitions  are  composed.  It  is  only  by  these 
means  that  an  efficient  and  intelligent  body  of  officers  can  be  formed,  and  it 
is  desired  that  officers  in  charge  will,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  dis- 
charge of  the  current  duties  of  the  department,  afford  those  serving  under 
them  all  the  opportunities  in  their  power  for  acquiring  this  knowleoge,  and 
also  encourage  them  in  its  pursuit.  With  reference  to  this  subject,  parti- 
cular attention  is  directed  to  the  following  extract  from  Circular  No.  499 : — 

^  2.  I  am  to  refer  in  particular  to  the  18th  Clause  of  the  *  Regulations'  for 
the  insx)ectors  of  warlike  stores  and  fire-masters,  relative  to  the  series  of 
patterns  and  drawings  of  new  and  altered  stores,  which  from  time  to 
time  will  be  placed  in  your  charge ;  and  to  desire  that  the  military  store 
officers,  and  clerks  belonging  to  Uie  department  under  your  charge,  will 
make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all  changes  in  these  and 
other  descriptions  of  stores,  es|)ecially  such  as  constitute  the  munitions 
of  war,  so  as  to  be  perfectly  familiar  with  the  latest  patterns. 

**  3.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  knowledge  must  not  be  superficial^ 
but  of  that  practical  and  minute  character  which  will  enable  them  to 
give  the  fullest  detail  of  the  different  uses  and  services  to  which  the 
various  kinds  of  stores  may  be  applied,  and  to  distinguish  clearly  sneh 
as  have  become  obsolete  firom  those  which  are  still  current  in  the  service. 

"  4.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  desires  that  you  will  impress  npeii 
the  officers  serving  under  vou  that,  as  military  store  officers,  tneir  fotnre 
advancement  will  much  depend  upon  the  extent  and  accuracy  of  their 
acquaintance  with  these  important  particulars,  and  their  general  know- 
le^e  of  the  regulations  which  govern  the  duties  of  their  dcpartmesit. 

^5.  This  practic^  knowledge  is  the  more  imperative  as  the  officers  of  Qie 
military  store  service  will  in  future  accompany  the  army  to  the  field,  i&

Circular  No.  361,  containing  regulations  for  hiring  property  for  the 
use  of  the  War  Department  generally,  oeing  inapplicable  for  the  provision  of 
hospital  accommodation  for  militia  regiments  at  tine  annual  training  periods : 

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  following  regu- 
lations of  hiring  for  the  object  named,  which  are  to  be  strictly  foUowea  in  all 
future  cases : — 

When  a  regiment  is  about  to' bo  assembled  for  training,  the  officer  com- 
manding will  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  as  early  as  convenient 
the  necessity  for  providing  hospital  accommodation,  stating  whether  there  is 
any  infirmary  or  public  building  available  for  the  purpose. 

If  not,  he  will  state  the  lowest  rate  at  which  a  suitable  house  or  rooms, 
approved  by  the  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  can  be  obtained  for  the  training 
period. 

The  report  is  to  be  sent  in  the  latter  case  throuch  the  barrack -master  of 
the  district,  who,  in  forwarding  it,  will  state  firom  his  experience  and  know- 
ledge whether  he  considers  the  rent  demanded  to  be  reasonable ;  but  he  is 
not  to  proceed  to  the  station  to  make  inquiries  without  directions  from  this 
office.  On  the  hire  being  approved,  it  will  be  communicated  to  the  officer 
commanding  and  to  the  barrack-master,  and  the  latter  will  supply  such 
hospital  furniture  and  bedding  as  the  officer  commanding  may  deem  neces- 
earv,  reporting  the  expense  of  carriage  for  sanction. 

The  bedding,  &c.,  is  to  be  duly  removed  at  the  expiration  of  the  training 
period. 

When  it  is  prox>08ed  to  accommodate  the  sick  of  a  retriment  in  a  hospital 
attached  to  barracks,  barrack -masters  will  in  Great  Britain  forward  the 
application  of  the  officer  commanding  to  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications ;

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A  militia  regiment,  however  short  of  its  quota,  which  can  annually  muster 
as  effectives  for  training  the  men  who  have  been  enrolled,  is  far  more  efficient, 
and  contributes  more  to  the  security  of  the  State,  than  one  which,  having  a 
luge  force  upon  paper,  can  neither  produce  nor  account  for  them  subse- 
quently. Militia  omcers,  therefore,  snould  not  seek  to  attract  temporarily 
to  their  ranks  men  who  would  otherwise  enlist  into  Her  Mi^esty's  regular 
forces,  of  whose  services  the  army  is  thus  deprived,  and  who,  by  leaviz^  the 
militia  for  the  line  after  receiving  the  militia  boimty,  disorganize  the  muitia, 
while  they  enter  the  army  at  an  increased  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the 
public. 

The  regulations  at  present  in  force  for  carrying  on  volunteering  from  the 
militia  to  the  line  will  therefore  be  modified  in  the  following  manner : — 

Stringent  orders  have  been  issued  prohibiting  any  line  or  other  recruiting 
parties  from  attemi>ting  m  future  in  any  way  to  induce  militiamen  to  leave 
their  respective  regiments  in  order  to  enlist  in  Her  Majesty's  r^^ular  foroei 
or  marines,  militiamen  having  no  more  right  to  do  so  than  men  of  one  line 
ranment  have  to  enlist  in  another  without  the  consent  of  their  commanding 
omoer.  Such  a  proceeding  on  their  part  amounts  to  desertion,  and  wifi 
expose  them  to  the  penalties  attached  to  that  offence,  a  liability  which  eveiy 
opportunity  should  oe  taken  to  make  known.  Volunteers,  thereibre^  wlm 
may  be  anxious  to  enlist  in  the  reg[ular  army,  should  apply  for  permission  to 
tiieir  commanding  officers,  who  will  CKxercise  their  discretion  as  to  gnuiaiig 
iheir  request,  bearing  in  mind  the  policy  of  wanting  conditional  re&ases  to 
men  who  are  bent  on  enlisting,  and  over  whose  movements,  except  duriiu; 
the  one  month's  training,  they  nave  little  or  no  practical  control  In  sucn 
cases  I  shall  be  prepared,  on  your  recommendation,  to  give  you  a  covering 
authority  for  the  release  of  any  such  men  to  whom  you  may  think  it  right 
to  grant  the  indulgence.  But  it  is  to  be  clearly  understood  that  in  all  such 
cases  the  men  will  bo  required  to  refund  IBs.  6d.  to  cover  the  bounty  and 
other  expenses  incurred  on  their  enrolment;  also  any  balance  of  bounty  they 
may  have  received  in  advance  on  account  of  their  first  engagement,  if  re- 
attested  for  a  second.  The  act  under  which  the  temporary  embodiment  of 
the  militia  has  been  sanctioned  will  expire  on  the  25th  March  next,  and  the 
entire  force  will  then  revert  to  its  normal  and  constitutional  state  as  a  reserve 
force,  to  be  annually  trained,  but  not  to  be  embodied  except  in  time  of 
national  danger ;  and  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that,  by  a  careful  observ- 
ance on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  principles  on  which  the  militia 
force  is  founded,  the  disorganization  of  the  regiments  of  which  it  is  composed 
•will  be  prevente<]^  and  commanding  officers  will  be  enabled  to  reap  the  fruiti 
of  their  unremitting  exertions  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  their  corps. — E.

W.  O.  Cire.,  681.  1th  May,  1861. 

1.  The  subject  of  the  most  convenient  method  for  repairing  the  Bepalring 
arms  in  possession  of  the  disembodied  miUtia  in  Great  Britain  having  oeen  Amu. 
under  consideration,  Lord  Herbert  has  decided  tiiat  the  following  arrange- 
ments shall  be  carried  into  effect : — 

2.  All  disembodied  militia  regiments  will,  at  the  termination  of  each 
annual  training  period,  return  such  of  their  arms  as  are  found  to  be  in  need 
of  repair,  to  the  officer  in  charge  at  the  War  Office  Establishment  hereinafter 
mentioned,  by  the  cheapest  mode  of  conveyance. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  regiments  will  be  desired  to  make  a  careful  inspection 
of  the  arms  in  order  to  avoid  sending  a  greater  number  into  store  for  repair 
than  may  be  really  necessaiy. 

4.  The  cost  of  repairing  such  of  the  arms  as  may  have  become  repairable 
by  fair  wear  will  be  borne  by  the  pubUc,  but  all  other  damages  to  arms  will 
be  charged  against,  and  be  paid  for  by  the  regiment. 

6.  The  repair  of  all  arms  forwarded  b^  the  different  corps  to  any  of  the 
War  Office  stations  enumerated  in  this  circular  will  be  executed  in  a  similar 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  laid  down  in  the  Queen's  Begulations  for 
iiie  repair  of  arms  in  possession  of  the  regular  army. 

6.  The  charges  to  be  made  against  the  regiment  will  also  be  in  conformity 
to  those  laid  down  in  the  Queen's  Regulations. 

7.  When  an  arm  is  sent  to  a  War  Office  station  for  the  repair  of  a  par- 
ticular part,  only  that  specific  repair  will  be  performed,  and  the  arm  wiU  in 
all  other  respects  be  returned  to  the  regiment  in  the  same  condition  as  when 
Deceived  for  rei)air. 

8.  Commanding  officers  of  militia  regiments  have  been  requested  to  be  very 
particular  in  forwarding  proper  vouchers  with  the  arms  to  be  repaired,  stating 
the  number  of  arms  sent,  and  also  the  letters  and  numbers  on  the  heelpUUeM, 
and  the  specific  repairs  required. 

9.  The  expense  of  the  conveyance  of  the  arms  will  be  borne  by  the 
public. 

10.  The  superintendents  of  small  arm  factories  and  military  storekeepers 
will  make  the  necessary  arrangements  at  their  respective  stations  for  the 
receipt  and  repair  of  such  arms  as  may  be  sent  to  them  from  the  disembodied 
militia  for  that  purpose. 

1 1.  With  respect  to  the  repairs  chargeable  to  regiments,  the  superintend- 
ents and  military  storekeepers  to  whom  the  arms  have  been  returned  will 
keep  such  an  account  of  the  exi)ense  of  repairing  particular  arms,  that  the  - 
claim  may  be  rightlv  made  against  the  captains  or  the  companies  to  which 
the  arms  respectivelv  belong. 

12.  The  charges  for  repairs  to  be  made  against  a  regiment  are  to  be 
reported  by  the  superintendents  or  military  storekeepers,  as  the  case  m&j 
be,  to  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment,  and  also  to  this  office,  with 
A  view  to  their  recovery  by  the  accountant  goieraL 

Id.  In  order  to  prevent  the  aims  becoming  injured  in.  tnouat,  co'mmaskda&% 
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pairing     officers  haye  been  desired  to  be  carefol  to  preserve  the  chests  in  which  they 
°^  were  received,  with  aU  their  fiUmgs,  so  that  the  arms  may  be  properly 

packed  before  being  returned  into  store. 

14.  If  the  chests  originally  supplied  with  the  arms  are  mismng^  the  cost 
of  providing  new  ones  will  be  dbarged  to  the  regiment 

15.  The  annexed  list  shows  the  stations  to  which  the  arms  are  to  be 
returned  in  order  to  be  repaired;  and  should  it  be  fotmd  at  either  of 
them  that  the  annourers'  shops  are  not  fitted  with  all  the  requisite 
appliances  for  the  repair  of  arms,  the  military  storekeepers  at  sudi 
stations  will  immediately  report  what  additional  means  are  necessary  for 
the  purpose.

9.  Thirty  pounds  will  bo  allowed  for  the  provision  of  a  pair  of  colours, 
complete  witn  belts  and  cases ;  and  half  that  sum  for  one  colour,  belt,  and 
case.  They  will  be  required  to  last  thirty  years.  When  new  ones  are  neces- 
sary, the  officer  commanding  a  regiment  should  apply  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  for  the  allowance  and  designs,  reportmg  the  date  at  wluch 
the  allowance  for  the  worn-out  colours  was  receiv^ ;  and  when  the  allowance 
is  authorized,  it  is  to  be  charged  in  the  pay  list  as  directed  in  paragraph  15. 

10.  All  clothing  will  be  supplied  made  up,  and  forwardea  to  the  head 
quarters  of  each  regiment,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding — 

2s.  per  suit  of  permanent  staff  dress  clot! 
Is.  per  suit  of  enrolled  volunteers'  dress  clotl 
6d.  per  suit  of  both  permanent  staff  and  enrolled  volunteers'  fatigue 
clothing, 

will  be  allowed  for  alteration  and  re-alteration  of  returned  clothing  when 
re-issued  in  those  cases  where  it  is  indispensable. 

These  charges  will  be  admitted  for  the  permanent  staff  in  the  non-training 
pay  list,  and  for  the  enrolled  volunteers  m  the  training  pay  list,  if  accom- 
panied by  the  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer  that  the  alterations 
charged  for  were  necessary,  and  the  receipt  for  the  money  by  the  person  who 
performed  the  work. 

11.  The  three  suits  of  clothing  specified  in  paragraph  5  are  intended  to  Duration  ol 
last  five  trainings ;  and  as  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  non-commis-  ^^r  of 
moned  officers  and  men  should  always  be  in  possession  of  one  dress  suit  and  ^^*^^^ 
one  fatigue  suit,  the  officer  commanding  will  apply  for  the  second  suit  of 
fatigue  dothing  referred  to  in  that  paragraph  whenever  he  may  consider  the 

same  necessary,  it  being  clearly  understood  that  the  articles  issued  are  not 
to  exceed  the  three  suits  allowed  for  five  trainings. 

12.  After  the  permanent  staff  dress  and  fatigue  clothing  shall  have  been  "When 
worn  the  prescribed  jwiriods,  it  may  be  given  to  tne  non-commissioned  officers,  ^avbe^ 
trumpeters,  drummers,  or  buglers ;  and  when  the  clothing  of  the  enrolled  taken  away 
volunteers  has  been  worn  the  prescribed  priod,  it  may  be  taken  awav  at 

the  end  of  the  training  by  the  non-conmussioned  officer  or  man  in  whose 
wear  it  has  completed  its  duration.

16.  All  articles  of  clothing  and  such  of  the  necessaries  as  are  issued  once 
only  during  the  five  years'  service  are  to  be  numbered  from  1  upwards  con- 
secutively, throughout  a  regiment,  and  not  by  companies  or  by  the  regimental 
number  of  the  men,  and  are  to  be  marked  with  the  initial  of  the  regiment 
and  date  of  issue.  Each  non-commissioned  officer  and  man  will  thus  have  a 
common  number  for  every  article  in  his  possession.

18.  Any  non-conmuiisioneii  officer,  trumpeter,  drummer,  or  bugler  of  the  Bo-appoi 
permanent  staff,  or  enrolled  volunteer,  who  may  be  re-appointed  for  a  second  mcntd. 
term  of  five  years*  service,  will  be  provided  with  a  complete  new  kit;  or 
should  the  kit  in  possession,  or  any  portion  thereof,  be  in  the  opinion  of  the 
officer  commanding  aulliciently  good  to  last  the  further  period  of  service,  the 
money  value  of  the  articles,  as  mid  down  in  the  priced  list  (paragraph  13), 

may  l)e  paid  to  the  non-commissioned  officer  or  man  re  enrolling,  in  lieu  of 
the  issue  in  kind,  and  charged  for  in  the  non-training  pay  list  if  for  a  member 
of  the  permanent  staff,  and  in  the  training  pay  list  if  for  an  enrolled 
volunteer. 

19.  All  requisitions  for  the  annual  supplies  of  clothing  and  necessaries.  Annual 
accomnanied  by  size  rolls,  should  be  transmitted  in  duplicate  on  the  pre-  I^quiaiti 
Bcribea  printed  forms  (vide  Forms  8(K),  863,  867),  to  the  Secretary  of  State 

for  War,  witiiin  two  months  after  the  exjnration  of  each  training,  and  due 
application  should  bo  made  for  the  forms  m  question. 

20.  At  the  expiration  of  each  training  the  clothini^  and  necessaries  are  to  Bopalr?)  i 
be  taken  into  store,  and  the  pockets,  &c.,  searched,  m  case  lucifer  matches  Cleausin 
or  other  articles  should  have  been  left  therein,  and  a  return  transmitted  to 

the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  showing  the  number  of  garments  which 
require  to  be  repaired,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  for  the  same ;  and  should 
the  clothing,  &c.,  be  in  such  a  state  of  dirtiness  as  to  render  fumigation,  or 
any  special  mode  of  cleansing,  necessary  (but  which  ought' never  to  be  requi- 
site in  a  well-organized  regiment),  an  estimate  of  the  expense  at  which  ihe 
service  can  be  performed  is  to  be  forwarded  also ;  and  should  the  charges  be 
authorized,  the^  are  to  appear  in  the  non-training  pay  list,  vouched  by  the  .  , 
authority  in  original  and  the  receipt  of  the  person  who  performed  tiie  work.   ^Sch  ar 

21.  Greatcoats,  knapsacks,  mess  tins,  and  covers  will  never  be  allowed  to  never  to 
be  taken  awa;y  by  either  the  permanent  staff  or  enrolled  volunteers,  but  ^^'^ 
shoold  be  retainea  in  the  regimental  store,  at  the  expiration  of  thfidx  "^enf;^  ^^^i^i?^

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of  duration,  as  prescribed  in  paragraphs  13  and  14,  and  a  board  of  officers 
should  survey  them,  and  a  copy  of  tneir  proceedings  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War,  on  receipt  of  which  du^ctions  as  to  their  final 
disposal  will  be  given. 

22.  The  value  of  any  articles  of  clothing  or  necessaries,  the  property  of 
the  public,  which  may  be  lost  or  destroyec^  should  be  credited  in  the  nan- 
training  pay  list  if  recoverable  from  the  permanent  staff,  and  in  the  tnining 
pay  list  if  from  an  enrolled  volunteer.  For  prices  of  articles  of  dothing  see 
Form  No.  851,  and  for  necessaries  see  paragraph  13. 

23.  Any  necessaries  which  may  be  required  whether  for  issue  to  the  per- 
manent staff  or  enrolled  volunteco^  either  on  their  first  joininjg^  or  to  remaoe 
losses,  should  be  obtained  by  requisition  on  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
and  if  for  the  latter  purjtose,  credit  according  to  the  pnces  quoted  in  para- 
graph 13  should  be  given  in  the  pay  lists  accoraing  to  tne  service — ie.,  if  for 
the  permanent  stafi,  in  the  non-tniining  pay  list,  and  if  for  enrolled  Tolnn- 
teers,  in  the  training  pay  Ust. 

24.  Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  articles  from  the  public  stores  they 
should  be  examined  by  the  adjutant  and  quarter-master,  and  if  any  defi- 
ciency or  damage  is  found  to  exist,  a  report  should  be  forwarded  at  onoe  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  and  in  the  event  of  this  direction  being 
neglected,  a  complaint  made  at  a  future  date  will  not  be  entertained. 

25.  Barrels  and  ^mcking  cases  in  which  clothing,  necessaries,  and  boots 
have  been  received,  when  emptied,  should  be  returned  (as  "empties")  to 
the  station  whence  they  were  received  (if  the  focilities  for  so  domg  exist) ; 
and  if  not,  they  should  be  handed  over  to  the  nearest  military  storekeeper 
or  barrack -master,  and  a  report  of  their  descriptions  and  numbers  made  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  in  order  that  directions  may  be  given  to  the 
War  Department  officer  for  their  receipt.

JJ*5J;J^'^°°  desirable,  that  a  few  general  directions  should  be  issued  relative  to  the  care 
and  preservation  of  arms  belonging  to  regiments  of  disembodied  militia  and 
enrolled  pensioners,  Sir  George  Lewis  has  been  pleased  to  sanction  the  cir- 
culation of  the  annexed  rules  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  officers  and 
others  in  charge  of  such  arms.

Rules  and  Eegulations  to  he  adopted  in  the  care  and  pre&enxUim  of  Amu 
belonging  to  Enrolled  Pensioners,  Disembodied  Militia,  dtc 

1.  The  store  for  these  arms  should  be  a  thoroughly  dry  and  well-aired 
building,  kept  well  white-washed,  clean,  and  perfectly  free  from  moth  or 
worm-eaten  timber. 

2.  The  anns,  i)rcviously  to  being  put  into  store,  after  the  periodical  exer- 
cise and  training,  should  be  carefully  examined  and  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
oiled.  For  this  purpose  the  barrels,  locks,  and  even  the  guard  and  trigger 
plates,  should  be  removed  from  the  stocks. 

3.  During  the  period  the  arms  are  in  store  they  should  be  examined  occa- 
sionally, say  every  four  months,  the  barrels  wiped  oat  and  oiled,  and  ths 
Jocks,  if  found  to  act  stiffly,  also  cleaned  and  oiled. 
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4.  Pl«vioii«  to  the  armB  being  re-issuod  for  traminff  they  should  be  care-  Care  and 
fally  examined,  more  especially  with  regard  to  the  cleanness  of  the  barrels  ^remmtii 
and  free  action  of  the  Iocks.    All  barrels  should  be  wiped  out  before  firing,  ^     ^""^ 
and  well  washed,  wiped  oat,  and  oiled  after.     Too  much  care  cannot  be 
bestowed  in  keeping  tnc  inside  of  the  barrels  perfectly  clean  and  uninjured, 

as  the  efficiency  and  precision  of  the  arms  are  entirely  dependent  upon  this. 

5.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  not  to  allow  hruidust  or  any  other  grUty 
mibttance  to  be  used  in  cleaninr;  out  the  inside  of  the  barrels. 

6.  The  locks  of  the  arms  when  in  use  should  be  taken  to  pieces  and 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  oiled  at  least  once  every  two  months,  and  in  fact 
whenever  they  are  found,  on  examination,  to  act  stiffly.  In  cleaning  and 
oiling  the  locks  particular  attention  should  be  paid  in  wiping  and  oiling  the 
various  frictional  parts,  such  as  the  axle  hole  of  the  lock  plate,  the  shank 
and  pivot  of  tumbler,  &c. 

7.  The  maintenance  of  the  arms  in  a  thoroughly  efficient  state  mainly 
depends  upon  their  being  firequently  and  carefully  examined,  more  especially 
After  having  been  used  in  wet  weather. 

8.  In  wet  weather  the  arms  should  invariably  bo  cleaned  immediately     . 
After  the  men  return  to  their  quarters. — a.

6d,  which  is  required  to  be  paid 
by  militiamen  who  receive  releases  from  their  existing  engagement  to  enable 
them  to  enlist  into  the  regular  army,  may,  from  the  date  of  that  letter,  be 
made  up  by  a  daily  stoppage  of  IdL  from  their  line  pay,  instead  of  by  an  im- 
mediate deduction  frx>m  l^unt^r,  as  at  i)resent;  and  that  all  wbo  receive 
brinmng-money  for  enlisting  a  militiaman  m  any  other  than  the  l^;al  mannir 
will  DC  required,  on  the  detection  of  such  fraudulent  enlistnienty  to  refrmd 
the  amount  received.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that,  with  a  view  to  the  further 
prevention  of  fraudulent  enlistment  of  militiamen  into  the  army,  I  have,  in 
concurrence  with  His  Koyal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in 
Chief^  decided  that  any  soldier  who  may  hereafter  receive  bringing -money  or 
other  reward  for  enlistme  a  militia  volunteer  otherwise  than  in  the  l^al  way 
shall,  on  the  detection  of  the  volunteer,  be  retjuired  to  refrmd  the  amount 
received. 

2.  It  has  also  been  decided  that  men  who  obtain  the  permission  of  their 
commanding  officer  previously  to  enlisting  shall  be  allowed  the  option  of  re- 
funding the  jpayment  required  by  the  Circular  of  14th  June,  1860  (an  extract 
from,  li^ch  is  hereto  annexed),  by  a  stoppage  of  line  pay  at  the  rate  of  \d,  a 
day,  instead  of  by  an  immediate  payment  as  at  present,  thereby  enabling 
them  to  receive  their  line  bounty  in  fulL 

3.  To  pro\'ide  for  the  recovery  of  the  militia  bounty  and  enrolment  ex- 
penses, which  the  volunteer  will  be  required  to  refrmd  by  daily  stoppages 
nom  his  line  pay,  the  militia  adjutant  snould  notify  to  the  War  Office,  and 
to  the  paymaster  of  the  regiment,  depOt  battalion,  or  corj^s  to  which  the  man 
is  sent  after  enlistment,  the  amount  of  the  expenses  which  he  is  liable  to 
repay ;  and  the  paymaster  should  credit,  under  the  head  of  * '  Extra  Receipts,** 
the  sums  recovered  on  that  amount  in  the  proper  forms  in  his  quarterly  pay 
lists. 

4.  Any  sums  now  remaining  due  by  militiamen  who  have  previously  joined 
the  regular  forces  may  be  recovered  in  like  manner. 

6.  I  have  to  add  that  the  provisions  of  this  circular  are  to  be  also  applied 
to  the  cases  of  men  who  enlist  into  the  Koyal  Marines.

1.  All  gun  carriages,  wagons,  and  carts  in  charge  of  the  horse  and  field 
brigades,  royid  artilleiy,  and  military  train,  are  to  be  painted  with  one  coat 
of  paint  and  lettered  axmually. 

This  service  is  to  be  performed  at  home  in  the  spring,  and  abroad  at  the 
expiration  of  the  summer  season,  and,  as  a  general  nile,  is  to  be  executed  by 
the  wheelers  of  the  battery  or  corps. 

2.  All  guns,  &C.,  forming  the  armament  of  fortresses  and  garrisons,  are  to 
be  lacquered  and  plinted  oienniallv ;  but  should  it  be  found  on  inspection 
that  guns,  &c.,  mounted  on  the  sea&ce  of  works  are  in  a  bad  state  from  ex- 
posure to  the  spray  of  the  sea,  they  should  be  lacquered  and  painted  eveiy

3.  The  painting  and  repairing  the  garrison  gun  carriages  in  charge  of  the  and  l^tm 
Boyal  Artillery,  and  the  faoquering  and  anti-corrosioning  the  ordnance,  shot,  '^nin  Oart 
shell,  &C.,  is  to  be  performed  nnder  the  orders  of  the  commanding  officer  of 
artillery,  instead  ot  by  the  military  storekeeper  as  heretofore.

1.  The  Ordnance  Select  Committee  will  meet  as  a  rule  on  Mondays,  Rniee  for 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays ;  but  the  president  is  empowered  to  call  more  Coramitu 
frequent  meeting  if  necessary,  or  dispense  specially  witn  any  meeting,  should 
there  be  no  business  to  bring  before  the  committee  on  a  particular  day,  or 
should  the  members  be  occupied  on  other  ])ublic  duties.

7.  The  majority  of  votes  is  to  determine  the  deokion  of  tlM  com]iiittee» 
the  president  or  aetn^  president  having  a  casting  v<ota  In  all  caaea,  how- 
ever, it  should  be  stated  to  the  Secretar^r  of  State  for  War  whether  the 
committee  are  unanimous  in  their  decision,  and,  in  case  they  are  not 
unanimous,  the  names  of  the  members  assenting  aoid  dissenting  should  he 
attached  to  the  notification  of  the  decision  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
who  will  have  the  opportunity  of  calling  for  the  reasons  that  have  actuated 
eitiier  tiie  majority  or  minori^,  if  he  see  fit.

12.  Should  the  committee  desire  an  opinion  from  any  head  of  a  manu- 
facturing department,  or  other  officer  of  the  Boyal  Arsenal,  or  a  prafiBoaor  or 
master  of  the  Boyal  Military  Academy,  the  secretary,  b^  direc^n  g^  the 
president,  will  refer  to  such  officer,  who,  in  his  repl^,  will  be  expected  to 
state  briefly  the  grounds  for  his  advice,  opinion,  or  decision.

2.  An  investigation  will  be  made  by  the  committee  into  the  merits  of  any 
invention  only  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  stated  in  this  memorandum, 
which  terms  and  conditions  must  be  held  to  be  binding  upon  every  inventor 
whose  invention  is  submitted  by  him  to  the  committee. 

3.  The  inventor  must  leave  with  the  secretary  of  the  committee  a  written, 
description,  model,  or  specification  of  his  invention,  and  should  it  be  thought

The  committee  have  carried  on  a  scries  of  experiments  to  test  the  effici- 
ency of  raised  racers  and  hollow  soled  trucks  as  substitutes  for  pivots  with 
tr«iversiug  platforms. 

The  committee,  in  their  report  (No.  170),  dated  29th  August,  1859,  recom- 
mended the  introduction  of  this  system  with  the  new  casemate  platform, 
and,  from  the  result  of  the  experiments  recently  carried  out,  are  now  in  a 
position  to  recommend  its  general  adoption. 

The  conmiittee  beg  leave  to  forward  a  memorandum,  showing  the  number 
of  rounds  tired  horn  traversing  platforms,  fitted  with  hollow  soled  trucks, 
with  new  flange  arrangement  (as  per  drawing*),  ujxjn  raised  racers.  It 
will  be  seen  that  every  position  has  oeen  tested  except  with  radii  of  racers, 
due  to  a  pivot  rear  behind  chock ;  but  the  racers  due  to  the  pivot  rear  before 
chock  having  been  so  thoroughly  tested,  there  can  be  no  doubt  with  refer- 
ence to  the  before-mentioned  position. 

The  committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  recommendations — viz. : 

Ist  That  raised  racers  and  hollow  soled  trucks  with  new  flange  arrange- 
ments be  substituted  throughout  the  service  for  the  present  pivots  with 
traversing  platforms  in  all  positions. 

2d.  That  the  following  radii  of  racers  be  adopted  in  the  service,  to  be  dis-

3d.  The  committee  recommend  that  spare  tracks  be  supplied  in  tiie  pro- 
portion of  ten  per  cent. 

The  trucks  are  all  of  the  same  construction  (except  the  fore  trucks  for  the 
casemate  platform,  which  are  of  special  construction),  and  can  be  ^unly 
altered  to  suit  any  radius.  Care  should  be  taken  that  they  are  of  one 
oniform  pattern. 

The  racers  are  1}  inches  in  thickness,  and  let  into  the  stone  three-quarters 
of  an  inch,  leaving  a  clear  inch  above. 

The  committee  sugeest  that  the  system  be  called  *'Colquhoun's  System  of 
raised  Racers  and  houow  soled  Tracks,"  as  it  was  the  proposition  of  the  late 
Colonel  Colquhoun,  and  the  success  of  the  system  is  due  to  his  exertions, 
ably  seconded  (after  his  decease)  by  the  present  superintendent.

Subject  : — Martin's  Liquid  Iron  Shells. 
Remarks  by  the  Committee, 

The  committee  beg  to  forward,  for  the  information  of  the  Secretaiy  of 
State,  a  precis  of  the  experiments  carried  on  with  these  shells,  between  the 
let  April,  1856,  and  the  present  time ;  together  with  remarks  contained  in 
the  minutes  of  the  committee  after  each  experiment,  and  in  two  letters 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  by  Captain  Hewlett,  of  H.  M. 
Ship  "Excellent."  From  the  successful  nature  of  the  experiments  carried 
on  with  10-inch  shells  of  this  construction,  tilled  with  molten  iron,  at  Shoe- 
buryness,  on  the  19th  April,  1860,  the  conmiittee  recommend  their  intro- 
duction into  the  service. 

8-inch  Martin's  shells,  filled  as  above,  were  introduced  into  the  service  by 
Lord  Panmure's  order  in  October,  1857. 

No  shells  of  this  description  have  been  tried  for  the  56  and  42-ponnder  guns. 
^  The  experiments  carried  on  by  the  committee  with  shells  of  this  constmo- 
tion  for  ^-pounder  ^ns  have  hitherto  been  unsatisfsictory,  and  they  cannot^ 
therefore,  recommend  their  introduction  into  the  service  at  present ;  but  the^ 
think  it  desirable,  before  finally  settling  this  question,  that  further  expert- 
menis  should  be  made  with  these  shclU  against  an  actual  ship's  side ;  the 
targets  made  for  the  conmiittee,  although  re])re3enting  a  ship's  side,  wanted 
the  oakum  and  pitch  used  for  caulking  a  8hi])'s  side  and  decks,  and  were^ 
consequently,  not  near  so  inflanmiable  as  a  ship  would  be.  The  committee 
recommend  that  the  Admiralty  be  requestea  to  cause  some  experiments 
with  these  shells  to  be  made  by  Captain  Hewlett,  of  H.  M  Ship  "  Excellent," 
against  an  old  ship. 

With  regard  to  the  mode  and  extent  of  issue  of  these  10  and  8-inch  shells, 
the  committee  recommend  that  they  should  be  issued  in  boxes  with  metal 
screw  plugs  in  the  filling  holes,  that  they  should  be  stored  in  a  dry  place, 
and  the  attention  of  the  officers,  in  whose  charge  they  may  be^  caUed  to  the 
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neemity  of  keeping  the  interior  tboronghly  ^y,  on  account  of  tbe  danger  Beporton 
which  would  arise  from  the  presence  of  moistiire  whilst  pourinir  inuie  M"^^** 
Kffddiron.  *  Shell.. 

They  shonld  be  issued  to  all  coast  batteries  at  home  and  in  the  coloniea^ 
to  which  ships  can  approach  within  1,000  yards. 

The  shells,  when  lilled,  are  to  be  brought  up  to  tbe  gim  on  a  hot  shot 
bearer,  and  placed  in  the  gun,  wads  being  used  as  with  hot  shot. 

The  8-inch  shells  should  never  be  fired  until  they  have  been  filled  four 
minutes,  for  they  are  liable  to  burst  in  the  gpn ;  they  appear  to  be  most 
effective  when  filled  between  five  and  eight  nunutes — after  fifteen  minutes 
the  iron  becomes  solidified,  but  the  sheU  will  still  act  as  a  hot  shot,  and 
does  not  appear  to  alter  its  form  even  after  being  filled  one  hour.  The  same 
remarks  appear  to  apply  to  the  10-inch  shells,  but  the  number  of  rounds  of 
this  nature  that  have  been  fired  is  not  sufficient  to  furnish  a  precise  rule. 
The  charce  used  by  the  committee  with  the  10-inch  shells  (fillea  and  weigh- 
ing 115  Ids.)  was  8  lbs.,  the  elevation  necessary  to  throw  the  ehell  4O0 
ytmls  was  2®,  or  about  four  times  the  elevation  required  to  throw  its  own 
shell  of  84  lbs.  that  distance  with  a  12  lbs.  charge. 

The  committee  do  not  recommend  higher  charges  than  8  lbs.  for  the  10- 
inch  guii  with  these  shells  filled. 

The  charges  nsed  for  the  shells  (filled  and  weighing  69  lbs.)  with  the 
95  cwt.  68-ponnder,  have  been  10  lbs.,  8  lbs.,  and  6  lbs.:  the  practice  up  to 
GOO  yards  was  very  good,  and  the  elevation  nearly  the  same  as  for  its  own 
shot  of  68  lbs.  weight,  with  the  above  charges. 

Hie  committee  recommend  that  charges  not  exceeding  10  lbs.  be  estab- 
lished for  10-inch  guns  for  the  present,  with  Martin's  shells,  and  that  a 
charge  not  exceeding  8  lbs.  be  used  with  the  8-inch  gun  of  65  cwt. 

In  concluding  this  report,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  that 
snthority  be  given  them  to  cany  out  the  following  experiments  with  these 
shells:— 

1.  Shells  to  be  fired  from  a  95  cwt  68-pounder,  commencing  with  16  lbs. 
charges,  at  a  butt,  or  old  vessel,  at  a  distance  of  1,500  yards.  If  the  sheila 
will  not  stand  the  16  lbs.  charges,  the  charge  to  be  reduced  2  lbs.  at  a  time, 
until  the  maximum  charge  the  shells  will  withstand  is  ascertained. 

2.  Shells  to  be  fired  from  a  65  cwt  8-inch  gun  at  1,000  yards  and  800 
yards,  with  a  charge  of  8  lbs. 

3.  10-inch  shells  to  be  fired  from  a  10-inch  gun,  with  8  lbs.  charges,  at  800 
and  600  yards. 

•  4.  Shells  to  be  fired  at  fascines,  gabions,  platforms,  and  carriages,  to 
ascertain  the  effect  of  the  liquid  iron  upon  tnem.  A  few  to  be  lired  to 
ascertain  its  destructive  effect  for  enfilading  works. 

6.  A  few  shells  to  be  filled  for  one  hour,  carefully  gauged  every  quarter 
of  an  hour,  and  fired  (if  retaining  their  form)  at  the  end  of  the  hour :  this 
last  ex|)eriment  is  desirable,  as  the  results  of  the  only  two  shells  fired 
after  being  filled  near  one  hour  are  very  different  An  8-inch  shell  filled 
one  hour  was  fired  in  the  Marshes  on  the  Ist  April,  1856,  lodged  in  the 
butt,  and  set  it  on  fire  as  a  hot  shot  An  8-iDch  shell  fired  from  H.  M. 
Ship  "Excellent,"  on  17th  September,  1859,  after  being  filled  45  minutes, 
broke  up  in  the  gun.    These  snells  were  both  fired  with  the  same  charge. 

In  Captain  Hewlett's  report  of  the  practice  against  the  "Serpent,''^  17th 
September,  1859,  with  these  shells  from  a  95  cwt  68-pounder,  10  and  8  lbs. 
charges,  distance  760  yards,  he  makes  the  following  remaiic :— "  The  flight  of 
these  shells  is  very  uncertain,  owing  to  their  being  eccentric  I  think  that 
a  considerable  number  of  them  would  be  lost  at  rauses  of  800  or  1,000  yards." 

As  this  was  the  first  practice  that  had  been  canied  on  from  the '^Exoelln^^ 
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the  committee  tbinf  it  possible  that  the  shells  were  not  quite  filled  im,  irhidi 
would  account  for  their  eccentricity,  and  consequent  erratic  flight.  It  is  yery 
necessary  that  these  shells  should  oe  (^uite  fult  and  as  the  iron  settlee  down 
in  the  shell  a  little,  a  moment  after  it  is  poured  in,  it  is  better  to  fill  np  a 
second  time.

The  Ordnance  Select  Committee  consider  that  the  question  as  to  what 
number  or  proportion  of  Martin's  liquid  iron  shells  should  be  supplied  for 
each  10-inch  gun,  8-inch  gun,  and  68-i)ounder  in  coast  defences,  is  one 
which  can  best  be  settled  by  the  special  committee,  under  Colonel  Lake, 
Koyal  Artillery,  which  is  now  engaged  in  revising  the  Confidential  Circular 
of  1853,  on  the  subject  of  armaments,  and  therefore  abstain  from  expressing 
any  oi)inion  upon  it. 

With  reference  to  the  supply  of  cupolas.  As  the  number  of  cupolas 
required  will  depend  upon  tne  number  of  and  calibre  of  the  shells  Cable 
to  be  filled,  no  rule  can  be  given  for  their  supply,  and  the  committee  con- 
sider it  sufficient  to  recommend  that  one  cupola  of  the  pattern  last  tried  at 
Shoeburyness,  but  with  the  improvements  subsequently  authorized  (24,  6, 
60,  79,  M.  223),  be  furnished  as  early  as  possible  to  each  detached  work  of 
coast  defence  at  home,  and  to  each  fortress  abroad,  leaving  further  supplies 
to  the  discretion  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Commander  in  Chie(  when  the 
number  of  shells  has  been  determined. 

The  8-inch  ^lartin's  shells,  filled,  wei^h  about  59  lbs.,  and  the  10-inch 
shells  about  115  lbs.,  neither  of  which  weights  a^ree  ^rith  those  of  any  other 
projectiles  of  those  calibres,  and  the  charges  being  also  reduced,  special 
ran^e  or  practice  Tables  for  them  will  be  required.  The  data  in  poesesaion 
of  the  committee  at  present  are  not  sutficient  to  furnish  the  proper  eleva- 
tions for  difi'erent  ranges,  but  they  will  do  so  hereafter.

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bottom  in  flames  in  15  m. ;  of  the  eight  shells  fired  at  the  wooden  bulkhead  Beport 
with  8  lbs.  chaises,  six  broke  up  and  fired  the  bulkhead  more  or  less,  one  Mfjf 
struck  short  and  entered  the  bulkhead  en-ricochet,  and  set  it  on  fire  as  a  red-  ^'^^^ 
hot  shot.    This  shell  had  been  tilled  one  hour  when  it  was  fired,  and  although 
it  had  been  rolled  about  its  shape  remained  unidtered. 

One  shell  filled  6  min.  and  another  44  m.  appear  to  have  been  the  most 
efiective  in  this  practice. 

At  the  eighth  round  the  bulkhead  was  burned  down.  Three  rounds  were 
fired  at  masonry  with  10,  8,  and  6  lbs.  charges ;  the  shells  broke,  and  the 
iron  was  seen  streaming  out  in  evenr  direction. 

9th  December,  1856. — The  bulkhead  fired  at  on  this  occasion  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  constructed  in  a  proper  manner ;  the  supports  were  much 
shattered  by  the  Jirst  shell,  and  the  whole  of  the  bulkheaa  above  the  shores 
was  knockea  away  by  the  second. 

Twelve  shells  were  fired  with  10  lbs.  charges.  Bange,  600  yards.  A  shell 
was  filled  to  test  its  expansion ;  it  was  gauged  as  follows : —

After  the  twelfth  round  the  firinjy  was  tliscontinued  in  consequence  of  tho 
imsnitable  construction  of  the  bulkhead. 

Of  the  twelve  shells  fired,  five  struck  the  bulkhead,  four  broke,  a  sheet  of 
flame  was  observed  when  they  broke,  but  they  failed  to  ignite  the  bulkhead. 
The  shell  which  struck  without  breaking  had  been  filled  5  m.,  but  it  appears 
merely  to  have  grazed  tlic  upper  comer.  Three  shells  grazed  short  and 
broke ;  four  missed  the  bulkhead. 

The  wind  was  blowing  strong  across  the  range  during  the  practice. 

One  of  the  shells  founcl  whole  at  the  butt,  having  been  covered  with  chips 
and  broken  portions  of  the  bulkhead,  set  fire  to  them  in  about  two  minut^. 

The  shells  that  broke  and  showed  the  greatest  sheet  of  flame  had  been 
filled  from  5  m.  to  7  m.  30  s. 

4th  April,  1857. — A  bulkhead  was  constructed  for  this  experiment,  repre- 
senting the  section  of  a  3G-gun  frigate,  both  sides  of  the  ship,  and  part  of  the 
main  and  upper  decks  being  included  : — 

I^ine  shells  were  fired  from  a  68-pounder,  95  cwt.,  two  at  600  yards,  charge 
6  and  8  lbs.,  time  filled  9  m.  and  12  m.,  section  on  fire  in  two  places,  bat 
easily  extinguished  by  a  few  buckets  of  water;  large  pieces  of  the  iron 
from  the  shell  which  had  been  filled  12  m.  were  found  lying  on  the  deck : 
they  had  taken  the  form  of  the  shell.  Two  at  600  yards,  6  and  8  lbs. 
cluu-ges,  time  filled  13  m.  and  15  m. ;  these  two  shells  appear  to  have  lodged 
without  breaking — the  first  in  the  butt  after  ricochtt,  the  second  in  the 
section.  Smoke  was  observed  coming  up  the  hatchway  after  this  shell  struck, 
but  it  probably  acted  as  a  red-hot  shot. 

Two  at  600  yards,  same  charges,  time  filled  12  m.  and  9  m. ;  both  these 
shells  struck  the  section.  It  is  not  stated  that  they  broke  up,  but  the  last 
one  must  have  done  so,  as  a  great  deal  of  smoke  was  apparent,  and  on 
examination  the  section  was  found  to  be  on  fire  in  several  places,  but  most 
seriously  in  the  bulkhead,  into  which  it  was  necessary  to  open  a  passage  with 
axes,  and  then  apply  the  rear  fire  engine  to  extinfoish  the  fire.

^^^  Two  led-hot  ihot  were  fired  with  6  lh».  chaises  at  eOO  and  400  juda; 

they  both  passed  through  the  section  and  lodged  in  the  bntt. 

One  of  Mr.  Martin's  i^ells  was  tired  at  the  bulkhead  oovered  with  iron 
plates  at  the  400  yards'  range;  the  shell  on  striking  broke  to  piecee;  the 
iron  was  scattered  laterally  to  a  dintance  of  150  yards.  It  rained  dvring  the 
eiperiment,  and  the  section  was  vei-y  wet.  Mr.  Kershaw's  cnpola  was  msed 
for  melting  the  iron ;  time  from  lighting  the  tire  to  nmnixig  uie  metal  was 
50  minutes ;  the  cupola  being  in  niU  work,  and  fresh  metal  thrown  in,  will 
run  m  20  minntes. 

29£&  Maj/,  1857.— Twelve  of  Martin's  shells,  filled  with  liquid  inm, 
were  fired  at  the  section  of  a  frigate,  distance  600  yards,  chaiges  6  and  8  Iba., 
fit)m  a  95  cwt.  68-pounder  gun : — 

Three  common  snells,  filled  with  molten  iron  and  three  red-hot  Aot.  were 
also  fired.  Seven  of  Martinis  shells  struck  the  section ;  time  filled  from  8  m. 
to  16  m.  Three  that  had  been  filled  8  m.,  one  with  6  lbs.  and  the  other 
two  with  8  lbs.  charges,  broke  and  ignited  splinters  of  timber.  Two  that 
had  been  filled  12  m.  and  14  m.,  fired  with  6  lbs.  charoes,  passed  thronsh 
front  bulkhead  without  breaking,  lodged  in  the  rear  bul^ead,  igniting  toe 
timbers. 

Two,  filled  14 m.  and  16  m.,  with  8  and  6  lbs.  charges,  passed  through  both 
bulkheads  into  the  butt  without  breaking. 

Five,  filled  from  9  m.  to  19  m.,  missea  and  went  into  butt;  charges  8  and 
6  lbs. 

The  three  common  shells,  filled  6  m.,  5}  m.,  and  3  m.,  with  6  and  8  lbs. 
chaises,  passed  through  both  bulkheads  without  breaking. 

Of  the  three  red-hot  shot  with  6  lbs.  charges,  two  passed  through  both 
bulkheads  without  firing^them ;  one  missed. 

2d  September,  1857.— Eight  of  Mr.  Martin's  shells  filled  with  liquid  iron 
were  fired  at  the  same  section  with  a  charge  of  6  lbs.  from  a  95  cwt 
68-pounder,  distance  600  yards : — 

The  first  shell  was  filled  7  m.  before  firing,  the  other  four  sheila  2  m. 

Thev  all  struck  the  section  and  broke ;  smoke  and  flames  were  observed  to 
issue  m)m  the  section  after  each  shell  broke  up.  After  the  fifth  round,  the 
fire  in  the  section  was  observed  to  be  getting  so  much  a-head  that  it  was 
decided  to  cease  firing  for  a  time  and  put  it  out.  An  engine  provided  £or 
the  purpose  was  employed,  but  the  enorts  made  were  unavailmg,  and  the 
entire  section  was  destroyed. 

I6th  November,  1859.— ^Experiments  were  carried  on  at  Shoebniyness,  at 
the  section  of  a  36-gun  frigate  erected  for  the  purpose ;  gun  56  cwt.  32-ponndeic: 

Kershaw's  cupola,  and  the  small  steam  engine  used  at  former  ex][)eriments, 
were  provided  tor  heating  the  metal:  the  cupola  haWng  been  heated,  the 
metal  was  put  in  and  was  ready  for  running  in  20  minutes.  Twenty -seven 
of  Martin's  shells  filled  with  molten  iron  were  tired. 

The  first  five  rounds  were  fired  with  8  lbs.  charges,  the  time  filled  being  7 
m.,  84  m.,  10  m.,  11  m.,  and  13m.;  they  all  seem  to  have  broke  on  striking— 
the  but  three  shells  were  red  hot  when  put  into  the  gun.  The  section  was 
examined  after  the  fifth  round,  and  mimd  to  be  on  fire;  the  fii«  was 
easily  extincuidhed  by  the  aid  of  a  small  fire  engine ;  some  of  the  liquid  inm 
having  run  down  between  the  timbers,  it  was  found  necessary  to  cut  some  of 
the  wood  work  away,  to  get  at  it  with  the  hose.  The  fifrh  shell,  which  had 
been  filled  13  minutee,  broke  on  striking,  but  the  contents  were  quite  solid. 

Six  more  shells  were  fired  with  6  lbs.  charges ;  the  first  one,  filled  1  m., 
broke  at  the  muzzle  of  the  gun;  the  other  five^  filled  from 24  m.  to  SI  m.. 
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broke  on  strikiiig  the  Mctian.    The  charge  was  tlieii  rednoed  to  6  lbs.    The  Beportoi 
finft  shell,  fired  with  this  charge  and  filled  1  m.,  broke  at  the  suiBle:  ^2^** 
anoiher  ahell,  filled  2  m.,  broke  at  the  mnzzle.    Fonrteen  more  aheOa,  filled 
from  2|  m.  to  4  hl,  were  fired  with  6  lbs.  chams.     Thirteen  of  them  stmck 
the  section  and  broke  np,  one  graaed  short  ana  broke  on  graze.

I5th  Decemb^f  1859.~Fifteen  Martinis  shells,  filled  with  liquid  iron,  were 
fired  at  the  section  of  the  36-gmi  frigate,  at  Shoebnrynees,  from  a  d2-poander 
68  cwt.  gmi,  distance  400  yaraa  :— 

Fifteen  rounds  were  fired  with  6  lbs.  charges;  time  filled  9  m.  to  3  m.  One 
shell  broke  np  at  the  mnzzle,  filled  3  m.  Twelve  hit  the  section,  three  of 
ihem  on  the  part  covered  with  iron  plates ;  most  of  those  that  struck  broke 
spL  After  tie  fourth  round  the  section  was  on  ^xe  between  the  timbers ;  the 
fire  was  easily  extinguished.  It  was  again  on  fire  after  the  fifteenth  round, 
bot  was  easily  extinguished ;  axes  had  to  be  used  to  get  at  the  fire  between 
the  timbers.  The  contents  of  one  shell  were  found  entire  on  the  beadi,  and 
fired  splinters  immediately  on  being  placed  in  contact  with  them. 

Three  of  Martin's  8-inch  shells,  filled  with  molten  iron,  were  then  fired 
from  a  68-pounder  gun,  95  cwt.,  range  400  yards,  charge  8  lbs.,  time  filled  5 
m.,  8  m.,  and  4  m.  The  first  shell  set  Uie  section  on  fire,  but  it  was  easily 
extinguished ;  the  other  tico  shells  grazed  short  and  burst  on  ^raze. 

I6th  December,  1859. — Ten  of  Martin's  shells,  filled  with  liquid  iron,  were 
fired  from  a  32-pounder,  58  cwt.,  charge  5  lbs.,  at  the  section  of  the  fiiigate, 
<listant  400  yards ;  time  filled  from  3  m.  to  8  m. 

All  these  ten  shells  appear  to  have  struck  the  section,  and  aU  broke  vcp  but 
one;  the  section  was  slightly  on  fire,  but  was  easily  extinguished. 

Ten  shells,  filled  as  uefore,  were  then  fired  at  the  section  with  4  lbs. 
charges,  from  the  same  gun,  time  filled  from  4^  m.  to  2^  m. ;  thev  all  struck 
the  section.  Three  struck  the  part  covered  with  iron  plates  and  broke  upu 
six  struck  the  wooden  portion  of  the  section  and  broke,  and  one  that  had 
been  filled  24  m.  passea  right  through  the  section.  The  section  slightly  on 
fire,  but  easily  jmt  out. 

Twelve  shells,  filled  as  before,  were  then  fired  from  the  same  gun,  with  6 
lbs.  charges,  at  800  yards,  to  test  precision  of  fire.  Two  targets  were  placed 
on  the  sea  wall,  it  being  considered  desirable  to  preserve  the  remains  of  the 
section  for  further  experiments. 

Two  of  these  shells,  filled  3  m.,  broke  in  the  gun. 

The  practice  with  the  remainder  was  as  good  as  with  round  shot ;  charge  6 
lbs.,  elevation  l^°. 

The  supply  of  metal  was  good  throughout  these  experiments.  The  metal 
ran  20  m.  after  being  put  into  the  cupola. 

27th  April,  I860.— Twenty  of  Martin's  lO-inch  shells,  filled  with  liqtdd 
iron,  were  fired,  at  Shoeburyness,  at  the  section  of  the  36-gun  frigate,  dis- 
tance 400  yards,  from  a  10-inch  gun  of  86  cwt,  with  charges  of  8  lbs. : — 

The/r«<  fix  were  fired  at  the  part  of  the  frigate  covered  with  iron  plates  of 
various  thickness. 

Three  struck  iron  plates  of  1^  in.  and  2  in.,  time  filled  11  m,  7  pL,  and  7i 
m.  They  all  broke  up,  breaking  away  and  forcing  in  large  portions  of  the 
^tes,  much  of  the  broken  shelb  and  molten  iron  passing  tliroa:^  Vs^  ^^ 
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toport  on  section  and  setting  it  on  fire.  One,  filled  8  m.,  strack  the  top  of  reir  bulk- 
^^"b  head  and  fell  unbroken  into  the  sea.  One,  filled  8  m.,  strack  the  right  edge 
of  the  rear  of  the  section  and  broke  np,  setting  it  on  fire;  portiona  of  the 
metal  spread  50  yards  on  each  side.  One,  filled  8  m.,  passed  throogh  the 
hole  m^e  by  a  former  shell,  driving  in  a  large  piece  of  plate;  the  shdl 
broke  up,  but  did  not  set  fire  to  the  section. 

Seven  were  then  fired  at  the  wood  work ;  the  whole  of  them  atmck  the 
section.  Two,  filled  10  m.,  broke  up  and  set  the  section  on  fire.  One,  filled 
10  m.,  grazed  the  section  and  fell  into  the  sea  unbroken.  One,  filled  11  m., 
passed  through  both  sides  of  the  section  without  breaking.  Two,  filled  8  m., 
struck  section  and  broke  up,  setting  the  rear  of  the  section  on  fire.  One, 
filled  8  m.,  struck  the  section  and  passed  through  without  breaking  np^ 
although  a  large  hole  was  knocked  in  it.  It  was  recovered  out  of  the  sea, 
still  retaining  more  than  half  of  its  contents. 

Seven  rounds  were  then  fired  at  the  iron  plates,  the  wooden  portion  of  the 
section  being  so  much  shattered  as  to  ofifer  insufficient  resistance  to  break  the 
shell.  Four,  filled  from  8  m.  to  10  m. ,  struck  the  plates,  broke  up,  and  set  the 
section  on  fire.  One,  filled  11  m.,  struck  the  shattered  timber  and  passed  into 
the  sea  unbroken.  The  practice  does  not  record  any  particulars  respecting 
two  that  were  filled  respectively  7  m.  and  9  m.,  save  that  ihejirst  one  sbiuf 
the  plates.     The  fire  in  the  section  was  on  each  occasion  easily  extingoished. 

Arter  the  cupola  was  heated,  the  metal  was  put  in  and  ran  in  20  m« 

The  whole  of  the  above  practice  was  carri^  on  by  the  Ordnance  Select 
Committee  in  their  2)re8ence. 

The  following  Practice  has  been  carried  on  at  Portsmouth,  under  the  direction 
of  Captain  Hewlett,  of  H,  M,  Ship  ''Excellent:' 

\6th  September,  1859.— Eleven  of  Martin's  8-inch  shells,  filled  with 
molten  iron,  were  fired  from  a  95  cwt.  68-pounder,  at  the  **  Seqient,"  brig, 
distance  750  yards,  charges  8  lbs.  and  10  lbs. 

Captain  Hewlett  remarks  **  that  the  bri;^  had  been  so  shattered  with  shot, 
and  in  so  rotten  a  state,  that,  for  want  of  resistance  to  break  the  shells,  I 
hardly  anticipated  any  success  in  the  experiments,  which,  however,  have 
proved  satisfactory  so  far  as  they  have  gone,  inasmuch  that  the  only  two 
shells  which  struck  the  brig  in  an3rthing  like  a  soxmd  part  broke  up  and  set 
fire  to  her." 

Of  the  eleven  "shells  fired,  two,  filled  9  m.  and  5  m.  30  s.,  strack  the  brig  in 
sound  part,  broke  up,  and  set  her  on  fire.  One,  filled  6  m.  30  s.,  hit  unsound 
part  en-ricocfiet — did  not  break.  Three,  filled  10  m.  5  s.,  14  m.  6  s.,  and  9  m., 
struck  unsound  wood  and  did  not  break.  Four,  filled  from  6  m.  to  15  m.  30 
8.,  missed.  One,  fiUed  45  m.,  broke  in  the  gun,  charge  10  lbs.  Tlie  two  last 
shells,  filled  15  m.  30  s.,  and  45  m.,  were  fired  with  10  lbs.  charges,  the 
remainder  with  8  lbs. 

2^h  November,  1859.— Five  of  Martin's  8-inch  shells,  filled  with  molten 
iron,  were  fired  from  a  68-i>ounder,  95  cwt,  at  the  **  Undaunted,*'  frigate, 
distance  varying  from  200  to  350  yards.  Four  of  them  struck  direct,  time 
fiUed  44  m.  to  5  m. ;  they  all  broke  up,  setting  the  ship  on  fire.  One  struck 
en-ricochet,  passed  through  the  outer  lining  into  the  timbers,  and  lodged 
without  breaking  up,  set  hre  to  the  ship,  but  the  fire  was  easily  extinguished. 
The  fifth  shell,  fired  at  350  yards,  with  8  lbs.  charge,  set  fire  to  the  ship  so 
effectually  that,  in  spite  of  all  endeavours  to  extinguish  it,  the  fire  gamed 
ground  so  rapidly  it  was  found  necessary  to  sink  her  before  it  could  be 
extinguished 

The  "Stork,"  gun-boat,  brought  her  fireenrine  to  play  upon  the  fire,  and, 
a  addition,  (here  was  a  tire  eng^e  on  board.    The  men  were  obliged  to 
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abandon  this  latter  after  a  short  time,  the  heat  of  the  fire  became  so  B«port  on 
great.  ^^' 

Abstract  of  Remarku  made  on  former  Occasions,  Bneita. 

Sub-committee  B.  of  the  late  Ordnance  Select  Committee  report  very 
£ivoarably  of  the  molten  iron  shells,  after  the  practice  on  the  Ist  April,  1856, 
observing  that  "  they  consider  the  practicability  of  Mr.  Martin's  proposal, 
and  the  efficacy  of  the  non-conducting  material  used  to  coat  the  interior  of 
the  shell,  to  have  been  fully  established  bv  the  experiments  made,"  &c. 

On  the  10th  of  February,  1858,  the  late  committee  reported  that  "it 
appears  these  shells  are  easily  filled,  that  they  arc  more  easily  himdled  and 
placed  in  the  gun  than  hot  shot  can  be,  that  in  usins  them  there  is  less 
danger  of  bursting  the  gun  than  with  hot  shot,  and  that  their  incendiiuy 
power  exceeds  that  of  hot  shot" 

Captain  Hewlett  re]>ort8,  in  a  letter,  dated  the  17th  September,  1859, 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  after  trial  against  the  '*  Ser- 
pent **  bri|[: — **  I  am  of  opinion  that  these  shells  filled  wi&  liauid  iron  are 
more  certam  and  destructive  in  their  incendiary  efifects  than  rea-hot  shot,  or 
any  other  missile  at  present  known." 

Again,  on  the  25th  November,  1859,  a  letter  addressed  as  before : — "I  now 
beg  to  call  their  lordships'  attention  to  the  fact,  that  this  trial  apx)ears  to  be 
a  very  conclusive  one  as  to  the  immense  effect  aud  destructiveness  of  molten 
iron,  when  used  against  wooden  ships ;  each  of  the  five  shells  that  struck  the 
vessel  fired  the  ship  more  or  less,  and  the  effect  was  that  she  was  obliged  to 
be  sunk  to  prevent  her  being  totally  destroyed  by  fire."

1.  A  non-commissioned  officer  recommended  by  the  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  honourable  distinction  of  a  commission  without  purchase  will  be 
allowed  in  aid  of  his  outfit  £150,  if  appointed  to  the  horse  brigade,  Royal 
Artillery,  or  to  a  regiment  of  cavalry ;  £130,  if  appointed  to  tne  Military 
Train  or  the  Cape  Corps;  £100,  if  ap]X)inted  to  field,  garrison,  or  coast 
brigades.  Royal  Artillery,  including  non-commissioned  officers  commissioned 
as  riding  masters,  whether  for  service  -with  horse  or  field  brigades  of  that 
corps ;  and  £100,  if  appointed  to  the  Royal  Engineers  or  a  regiment  of 
infaniry. 

2.  Sums  not  exceeding  £4,400  are  distributed  in  granting  annuities,  as 
rewards  for  distinguished  or  meritorious  service,  to  Serjeants  recommended 
1^  the  Conmiander  in  Chief,  either  while  serving  or  after  discharge,  such 
discharge  from  the  cavalry  or  infantry  not  being  anterior  to  the  19th 
Deceml^r,  1845,  and  from  the  artillery  and  engineers  not  anterior  to  1st 
January,  1846,  with  or  without  pension,  in  sums  not  exceeding  £20,  whidi 
may  be  hold  during  service,  and  together  with  x)en8ion. 

3.  The  Serjeants  selected  for  this '  honorary  distinction  are  entitled  to 
receive  and  wear  a  silver  medal,  having  on  one  side  the  royal  effi^,  and  on 
the  other  the  words,  "  For  meritorious  service,"  and  the  name  and  regiment 
of  the  Serjeant,  with  the  date  of  its  grant ;  and  they  will  not  be  hable  to 
forfeiture  of  the  annuity  and  medal,  except  by  sentence  of  court-martial  to 
that  e£fect ;  or  by  conviction  of  court-martial  of  desertion,  &c. ;  or  by  convic- 
tion of  felony  by  a  court  of  criminal  judicature,  in  accordance  with  tiie 
provisions  of  the  Articles  of  War. 

4.  A  reward  of  additional  pay  and  distinguishing  marks  for  good  conduct 
is  granted  under  the  following  rules  to  every  corporal,  trumpeter,  drummer, 
lifer,  bugler,  piper,  and  private  soldier  (exceptiujg  the  corx)orals  of  the  life 
Guards  and  Horse  Guards)  enlisted  or  re-enlisted  into  the  cavidry  or 
infantry  on  or  after  the  1st  September,  1836,  and  into  the  artillery  or 
engineers  on  or  after  the  Ist  November,  1836 : —

5.  As  a  further  reward  of  continuous  good  conduct,  soldiers  who  shall  have 
completed  16  years'  service,  and  whose  names  have  not  been  entered  in  the 
regimental  defaulters'  book  for  the  last  14  years  preceding  their  claim,  may 
receive  the  rates  of  good-conduct  pay  granted  after  18,  23,  and  28  years* 
service  respectively,  two  years  earlier;  that  is,  after  16,  21,  and  26  yean* 
service  respectively. 

6.  If,  having  received  the  advantage  for  uninterrupted  good  conduct 
granted  by  the  preceding  paragraph,  a  man  shall  incur  any  forfeiture,  ho 
must  lose  all  benefit  acquired  by  him  for  such  uninterrupted  good  conduct, 
and  revert  to  the  condition  which  requires  18,  23,  and  28  years*  service 
respectively  to  obtain  4{Z.,  dd.,  and  6dL 

7.  The  service  rc(^uisite  to  entitie  men  to  the  distinction  and  rewards 
granted  above  may  mclude  former  service  in  all  ranks  afber  the  age  of  IS 
years. 

8.  Men  transferred  from  the  marines  are  to  keep  the  rewards  obtained  by 
them  under  the  regulations  applicable  to  that  service,  and  to  be  afterwards 
subject  to  these  regulations. 

9.  Soldiers  who  were  jHesent  at  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  may  reckon  two 
years  in  addition  to  their  actual  service,  aiid  those  who  were  enlisted  in  the

he  be  already  in  possession  of  this  distinction,  shall  deprive  him  of  his  dis- 
tinguishing mark  and  good -conduct  pay  for  one  year ;  and  a  second  recorded 
offence  witnin  twelve  months  shall  render  two  years  of  uninterrupted  good 
conduct  necessary  to  obtain  a  restoration  of  such  reward. 

11.  The  soldier  having  two  or  more  distinguishing  marks  shall  in  like 
manner  forfeit  one  of  such  marks,  and  the  good-conduct  pay  allowed  with 
it,  for  one  year  for  each  offence,  such  forfeiture  to  be  reckoned  from  the  date 
of  entry  in  the  defaulters'  book  or  release  from  imprisonment,  unless  another 
offence  be  committed  within  the  year,  in  which  case  the  restoration  of  the 
first  distinguishing  mark  and  good-conduct  pay  wiU  be  delayed  mitdl  the 
completion  of  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  last  offence  or  release  from  last 
imprisonment,  and  the  restoration  of  the  second  distinguishing  maik  and 
good-eonduct  pay  will  be  delayed  until  the  completion  of  <ftie  year's  nninter- 
mpted  repossession  of  the  first  distinguishing  mark  and  good-condiict  pay.

of  the  following  paragraphs  for  Clause  6,  page  4,  of  the  good-conduct  regula- 
tions of  the  IQtii  September,  1860,  Circular  Ko  629,  the  same  is  notiHed 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  oliicera  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  those  regulations : — 

5.  As  a  further  reward  of  continuous  good  conduct,  soldiers  of  16  and 
leas  than  18  years'  service,  and  whose  names  have  not  been  entered  in  the 
re;.^ental  defaulters'  book  for  14  years  preceding  their  claim,  may  receive 
the  rate  of  gcod-conduct  pay  gi*antixl  after  18  years'  service  on  completion 
of  the  said  14  years'  continuous  good  conduct,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  rate  atti\clied  to  '23  and  28  years,  two  years  earlier — i.  c,  after  21  and  26 
yeius'  service  resixjctively. 

In  like  manner  soldiers  of  21  and  leas  than  23  years'  service,  and  whose 
names  have  not  been  entered  in  the  regimental  defaulters'  book  for  14  years 
preceding  their  claim,  may  receive  the  rate  ol*  good-conduct  pay  granted 
after  23  years'  service  on  completion  of  the  said  14  years  continuous  gootl 
conduct,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  rate  attached  to  28  years  two 
years  eai-lier — i.  c,  after  2a  years'  sci*vicc. 

ISoldicrs  of  26  and  less  than  28  years'  service,  whose  names  have  not  been 
entered  in  the  regimental  defaulters'  book  for  14  years  preceding  their  claim, 
may  receive  the  rate  of  good-conduct  pay  granted  after  28  years'  service,  on 
completion  of  the  said  14  years  continuous  good  conduct. 

Lord  Herbert  has  also  decided*  that  the  word  "ofifence'*  shall  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  word  **  entry  "  in  the  14th  line  of  Clause  10,  page  5,  of  the  good* 
conduct  regulations.

Whereas  wc  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  revise  those  parts  of  onr  Marchin? 
Royal  Warrant  of  Ist  July,  1848,  which  regulate  the  issue  of  marching  and  Tpavelliiii 
travelling  allowance  to  the  officers  of  our  army,  our  wiU  and  pleasure  is,  that  *^®"*"""' 
this  our  Koyal  Warrant,  to  be  administered  and  interpreted  by  our  Secretary 
of  State  for  War,  shall  henceforth  be  the  sole  and  standing  authority  for  the 
issue  of  marching  and  travelling  allowances  to  all  military  officers. 

Our  further  w5l  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  marching  and  travelling  allow- 
ance to  all  civil  officers  of  our  War  Department  having  relative  army  rank 
shall  also  be  regulated  by  this  our  Royal  Warrant 

Travtlling  and  Personal  A  Uowances  to  Officers  when  detached  on  Duty 
without  Troops, 

At  Home. 

1.  Travelling, — Officers  arc  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  the  actual  expense 
of  their  conveyance  by  railway  or  otherwise,  as  most  convenient  and  most 
reasonable,  according  to  circumstances,  when  proceeding  on  public  duty, 
under  orders  from  competent  authority,  and  when  the  journey  shaD  be  per- 
formed without  unnecessary  delay : 

To  a  port  of  embarkation,  or  from  a  port  of  disembarkation  to  the  head- 

Suarters  of  the  regiment  or  depCt,  if  ordered  to  join  the  same,  or  to  London, 
'  specially  orderei  to  report  personally  at  the  Horse  Guards,  or  to  the  head 
of  the  depiartment  to  which  the  officer  may  belong : 
From  one  station  to  another  in  the  United  Kingdom : 
From  their  quarters  or  usual  place  of  residence  to  be  employed  on  courts- 
martial,  courts  of  inquiry,  committees,  insi)ections  of  troops — whether  of 
cavalry,  artillery,  infantry,  yeomanry  corps,  or  militia,  or  any  other  military 
duty,  permanent  or  temporary. 

2.  Cah  or  Car  Hire. — The  hire  of  a  cab  or  car  between  barracks  or  local 
head-quarters  and  railway  or  steam  boat  stations  will  also  be  allowed. 

3.  TraveUinf]  Expenses  not  allowed.  — Officers  are  not  entitled  to  be  reim- 
bursed their  expenses  when  the  journey  shall  have  arisen  from  their  own 
request,  or  for  their  own  convenience,  or  in  consequence  of  their  obtaining 
promotion  or  a  beneficial  appointment,  or  leave  of  absence. 

4.  Baggage. — Officers  wnen  ordered  on  permanent  duty  imder  any  of  the 
circumstances  entitling  them  to  be  reimbursed  their  travelling  exj>enses,  are 
also  allowed  the  extra  cost  of  conveying  their  baggage,  if  necessarily  accom- 

Smying  them,  the  total  weight  not  exceeding  that  sanctioned  by  the  Queen's 
egulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army,  accoming  to  the  rank  of  the  officer, 
or,  in  the  case  of  an  officer  proceeding  on  or  returning  from  the  recruiting 
service,  not  exceeding  3  cwt. ;  less  in  both  cases  the  quantity  conveyed  free 
for  a  first  class  passenger. 

5.  Servants, — ^The  tare  of  a  soldier  servant  or  servants,  when  spocioUy 
permitted  to  accompany  the  officer,  will  also  be  allowed. 
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ircWng;  6.  Personal  Allowance — Daily  Bates — Period  limUed  to  Seven  Days, — A 

JJ2^J%^  personal  allowance  at  the  following  rates  is  granted  for  every  complete  day 
^^'^  and  night  the  officer  msLy  be. necessarily  absent  on  duty  from  his  quarters  or 
usual  place  of  residence,  including  the  days  he  may  be  detained  at  a  port  of 
embarkation  waiting  for  a  passage,  and  when,  in  the  case  of  regimental 
officers,  the  regiment  or  depdt  to  which  he  belongs,  or  may  be  attached,  is 
not  stationed  within  ten  miles  of  the  port : — 

To  a  general  officer,  ....     20s.  a  day. 

To  all  other  staff  or  regimental  officers,  whether  of 

cavalry,  artillery,  engineers,  or  infantry,         .     105.     „ 

The  ijeriod  of  the  allowance  is  not  to  exceed  seven  days,  unless  extended 
by  special  autiioritv,  on  a  representation  in  each  case  showing  the  cause  of 
any  unavoidable  delay  in  embarking,  or  necessity  for  prolonging  the  dnty  on 
which  the  officer  has  been  engaged. 

7.  Half  or  Quarter  Daily  Sates. — For  the  first  and  last  days  of  the 
journey  tiie  allowance  is  one-half;  and  when  the  officer  goes  from  and  returns 
to  his  quarters  the  same  day,  one-fourth  of  the  above  daily  rates,  provided 
the  distance  in  the  latter  case  be  not  less  than  five  miles  frcnn  his  quarters. 

8.  Not  admissible  when  a  Mess  is  available. — Neither  the  daily,  nor  any 
portion  of  the  daily  rates,  is  admissible  for  the  day  or  days  the  officer  is  able 
to  partake  of  his  own  regimental  or  detachment  mess,  or  of  any  other  mess  of 
which  he  is  a  member. 

9.  Officers  drawing  Forage. — Officers  drawing  forage  at  the  public  expense 
are  entitled  to  the  travelling  as  well  as  personid  allowance  under  the  x>reoed- 
ing  regulations,  if  the  distance  travelled  be  more  than  ten  miles  from  their 
station,  and  they  return  thereto  the  same  day ;  or,  in  case  of  shorter  distances, 
if  they  are  necessarily  prevented  by  duty  from  returning  the  same  day,  or 
the  duty  be  certified  to  be  of  so  urgent  a  description  as  not  to  admit  of  the 
journey  being  performed  by  their  own  horses. 

Abboad. 

10.  Travelling. — Officers  who  do  not  draw  forage  will  be  allowed  the 
actual  expense  of  their  conveyance  by  such  means  as  the  country  affords,  and 
as  may  be  consistent  with  a  proper  regard  to  economy ;  it  being  understood, 
however,  that  any  contract  or  aj^reement  entered  into  by  the  Commissariat 
Department  must  be  made  available  when  it  can  be  done  with  convenience  to 
the  service. 

11.  Officers  drawing' Forage. — Officers  drawing  forage,  or  forage  allowance, 
will  only  be  granted  the  expense  of  conveyance,  as  provided  in  the  precedinjg 
clause,  when  they  are  under  the  necessity  of  travelling  with  greater  expedi- 
tion than  can  be  performed  by  their  own  horses  consistently  with  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  required  to  be  kept,  or  when  the  nature  otlhe 
country  over  which  the  journey  is  to  be  performed  will  not  allow  of  their 
being  employed. 

12.  Commuted  Allowance  in  Ueu  of  Forage. — Officers  entitled  to  draw 
forage,  when  travelling  with  their  own  horses  where  there  are  no  commissariat 
magazines,  will  be  allowed  the  rate  of  commutation  fixed  in  the  command, 
and  they  will  also  be  allowed  to  charge  stable  hire  at  such  nightly  rate  as 
may  be  fixed  in  each  command,  when  they  cannot  be  accommodated  with 
public  stables. 

13.  Rations  of  Provisions  while  Travelling. — Officers,  with  the  exception 
of  those  stationed  at  Ceylon,  the  Mauritius,  and  Hong  Kong,  while  travel- 
ling, may  draw  their  rations  of  provisions,  foel,  and  light,  wherever  there  are 
commiasaiiat  magaziiies  adinittmg  of  their  doing  so ;  but  where  this  ia  not 
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the  case,  no  compensation  will  bo  given  for  nndrawn  rations,  nor  will  any  Bfarchiof; 
stoppage  be  exacted  for  them.  VJS^^a 

Thia  regnlation  applies  aiso  to  the  rations  and  ration  stoppages  oiMounf  '^^'"<"^' 
servants  who  may  accompany  their  masters. 

It  is  to  be  nnderstood  that  no  rations  of  provisions,  fuel,  lidit,  or  Corage 
«re  to  be  drawn  at  the  established  quarters  of  the  officers  for  themselves  or 
such  servants  or  horses  as  they  may  take  with  them  daring  their  absence 
therefrom. 

14.  Lodging  Money  at  fixed  Quarters. — ^With  reference  to  officers  in 
receipt  of  lodging  money,  when  detached  for  short  periods  on  public  duty,  it 
will  be  at  the  dia:;retion  of  the  general  officer  commanding  at  the  station,  on 
consideration  of  the  time  of  the  officer's  absence  and  other  circumstances,  to 
grant  to  them  a  continuance  of  such  lodging  money  for  the  period  during 
which  they  may  have  been  detached. 

15.  Baggage. — Provision  for  the  conveyance  of  baggage  will  be  made  by 
tlie  conmiissariat. 

16.  PeraonaX  Allowance— Daily  Rates — Commanding  Officers  of  ArtUlerv 
and  Engineers. — In  addition  to  the  foregoing  povision  for  travelling  abroaa, 
personal  allowance  at  the  following  rates  will  be  granted  at  all  stations, 
excepting  at  Ceylon,  the  Mauritius,  and  Uong  Kong,  for  evoy  complete  day 
and  night  the  officer,  or  other  person,  may  be  absent  from  his  station : —

17.  JIaf/  or  Quarter  Daily  Rates. — ^For  the  first  and  last  days  of  the 
journey  the  allowance  Ti-ill  be  one-half^  and,  when  the  ofiicer  is  going  from 
and  returning  to  quarters  the  same  day,  one-fourth  of  the  daily  rate,  yro- 
vided  the  disl^ce  in  the  latter  case  be  not  less  than  five  miles  from  his  ouartera, 

18.  Not  admissible  on  Board  Slap,  nor  when  a  Mew  is  available,  when 
provided  with  one  Meal  on  Board  Ship. — Neither  the  daily,  nor  any  portion 
cf  the  daily  rate,  will  be  issued  for  such  days  the  officers,  or  other  {person, 
may  sleep  or  be  whoUy  subsisted  on  board  steam  boats  or  otlu,T  vessels,  nor 
will  it  be  allowed  for  the  day  or  days  the  officer  is  able  to  partake  of  his  own 
regimental  or  detachment  mess,  or  avail  himself  of  any  other  legimeutal  or 
detachment  mess  of  which  he  may  }te  a  member. 

In  cases  where  officers  may  be  on  Ixiard  ship  under  a  crmtract  which 
pstnrides  for  one  meal  only  a  day,  the  ha1f-<laily  rate  will  be  allowed. 

19.  When  landed  at  any  i;it^rmf:diate  Place  while  on  Passage. — Officers 
when  landed  at  any  intermediate  place  while  on  [jassage  to  or  from  a  foreign 
station  will  be  entitled  Uj  the  jjenonal  allowance  for  every  night  they  may 
be  obliged  to  remain  on  shore. 

20.  Officers  having  rekUive  Army  Rank.— The  foregoing  r^ulations, 
whether  for  service  at  home  or  abroad,  are  equally  z:yyhf^lt  to  officefv  of—

"*^"^       embarkation,  or  on  the  arrival  of  the  regiment  or  detachment  at  a  foreign 
station,  provided  they  shall  not  during  those  intervals  have  become  membo* 
of  any  other  mess,  will  be  entitled  to  the  detention  allowance  of  Ss.  a  day. 
Marching  Allowance  to  Officers. 
At  Home. 

22.  Marching  Allowance, — To  officers  on  a  march  with  troops  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  under  a  route  issued  by  competent  authority,  provided 
they  shall  so  march  not  less  than  ten  miles  a  day,  and  shall  not  be  able  to 
partake  of  the  mess  of  their  regiment  or  detachment,  on  any  such  day  a 
daily  allowance  of  5^. 

23.  Journeys  by  Railway. — On  Ions  journeys  bv  railway,  for  each  day 
occupied  by  such  journey,  provided  the  officers  shall  not  have  the  benefit  of 
their  resimental  or  detachment  mess,  6s. 

24.  Detention  Allowance. — ^When  detained  at  stations  or  ports  of  embark- 
ation preparatory  to  proceeding  on  foreign  service,  after  the  regimental  or 
detachment  mess  has  been  necessarily  broken  up,  or  while  quartci'ed  at  ports 
of  disembarkation  or  other  places  after  arrival  m  this  country  from  a  foreign 
station  before  a  mess  can  be  established,  or  when  detached  on  duty  whoe 
the  officer  cannot  have  the  usual  accommodation  of  a  mess,  os.  a  day. 

The   period  of  allowance    not  to  exceed  seven  days,    unless   specially 
extended  on  a  representation  in  each  case  of  the  circumstances  Avliich  rend^ 
such  an  extension  expedient.

Explanatory  Directions. —  Trai^elling  and  Personal  Allotcancrs. 
At  Home. 

1.  As  the  actual  cost  only  for  the  conveyance  of  an  officer  travelling  on 
the  public  service  is  admissible,  he  is  to  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof; 
and  as  all  public  conveyances,  whenever  available,  are  to  be  resorted  to, 
their  description  is  to  be  given  in  the  travelling  claim;  the  jilaces  from  and 
to  which  they  were  employed  by  the  officer,  and  the  dates  of  the  officer^s 
de])arture  ana  arrival,  arc  also  to  be  shown. 

2.  The  charges  for  each  convcj'^ancc,  whether  by  railway,  steam  boat, 
coach,  omnibus,  cab,  car,  fly,  &c.,  to  be  made  separately,  and  in  sequence 
as  they  occur,  the  sums  charged  being  subject  to  alteration,  should  they 
exceed  the  established  fares. 

3.  In  no  case  is  posting,  or  any  more  expensive  mode  of  conveyance  than 
those  referred  to  above,  to  be  had  recourse  to,  if  it  can  possibly  or  properly  be 
avoided ;  when  it  cannot  be  avoided,  the  reason  is  to  be  assigned  on  the  claim. 

4.  Charges  for  the  conveyance  of  baggage  by  railway  or  water  are  to  be 
supported  by  receipts,  in  which  is  to  be  shown  its  actual  weight  or  measure- 
ment ;  otherwise  that  iKirt  of  the  claim  will  be  at  once  disallowed. 

5.  The  railway  distances  travelled  to  be  expressed  on  the  claims;  the 
charge  for  officers  by  such  conveyance  being  2(L  a  mile,  and  for  soldier 
servants  Id.  per  mile,  unless  the  ordinary  fares  to  the  public  by  first 
and  second  class  carria^s  are  below  those  rates,  in  which  case  the  lower 
charges  only  are  admissible. 

fi.  An  officer,  whether  staflf  or  regimental,  proceeding  on  foreign  servioe^ 
being  only  entitled  to  conveyance  mm  \^e  '^\ajcA  «^  'wl^'cb.  he  may  be  qnar- 
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tered  and  doing  dotv  to  the  port  from  which  bis  passage  has  been  engaged,  MTching; 
it  is  to  be  onderstood  that  if  ne  embark  for  his  own  personal  oonvenienoe  at  p^^oS^ 
a  more  distant  port,  the  excess  of  charge  for  conveyance  thereto  mnst  be  ^**^^ 
d«sfirayed  by  the  officer  himaeUl 

The  same  role  is  to  be  observed  in  returning  from  foreign  service,  should 
the  officer  disembark  at  a  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  more  distant  ttom 
the  station  of  the  regiment  or  dep6t  to  which  he  is  to  proceed  to  do  dnty,  or 
from  London,  if  directed  to  report  himself  personally  at  the  War  Office  or 
Horse  Gnards,  than  that  to  which  his  passage  may  have  been  ordered. 

7.  Every  travelling  cLiim  is  to  be  signed  by  the  claimant,  and  to  bo 
certified  by  another  officer,  whenever  re(|aircd  to  be  so  vouched ;  and,  in  all 
cases,  whatever  may  be  the  rank  or  i^pomtment  of  the  officer,  the  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief,  the 
Adjutant  General,  or  of  any  olher  officer  having  authority  to  direct  the 
proceeding,  is  to  be  produced,  and  the  date  quoted  in  the  claim.  Whenever 
a  soldier  servant  is  permitted  to  accompany  the  officer,  the  order  granting 
such  permission  is  to  be  annexed  in  support  of  the  chari:;e. 

8.  The  travelling  claims  of  officers  commanding  utOlery  districts,  for 
their  inspection al  journeys,  are  to  be  certified  by  the  director  general  of 
artOlery,  and  those  of  the  officers  commanding  engineer  districto,  by  the 
inspector  general  of  fortifications. 

9.  All  claims  for  travelling  and  personal  allowance  at  home  are  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  War  Office  on  completion  of  the  journey,  or  within  one 
month  after  the  termination  of  each  (quarter,  for  the  decision  and  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  without  which  no  charge  for  such  claims  is  to  bo 
made  in  the  public  accounts.  Those  for  regimental  officers  arc  to  be  prepared 
and  renderea  by  the  pa}Tiiaster  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  claimant  oelongs. 

10.  Tn  the  case  of  officers  attending  more  than  one  court-martial,  a 
separate  claim  is  to  be  prepared  for  each  court-martiaL 

11.  The  personal  allowance  to  officers  officiating  as  judge  advocates  at 
general  courts-martial  is  not  admissible  for  the  day  or  days  they  are  entitled 
to  the  £2  28.f  under  the  regulation  which  governs  the  grant  of  the  latter 
allowance. 

Abroad. 

12.  Payments,  when  made  abroad  for  the  personal  allowance  to  re^:imental 
officers,  are  to  be  estimated  and  charged  by  the  paymaster  of  the  regmient  to 
which  the  claimant  belongs. 

13.  Claims  of  staff  officers  will  be  paid  by  the  commissariat  under  the 
warrant  of  the  officer  commanding,  by  whom  the  cases  will  be  reported  to 
the  War  Office. 

14.  The  allowance  for  attending  a  court-martial  for  the  trial  of  two  or 
more  prisoners  belon^ng  to  any  regiments  or  other  branch  of  the  military 
service,  are  to  bo  estimated  and  charged  by  the  paymaster  of  some  one  of 
the  regiments  to  which  any  of  the  prisoners  belong. 

15.  When  the  officer  commanding  at  any  station  himself  travels  on  public 
service,  he  must  declare  upon  the  voucher  for  the  claim  the  nature  of  the 
duty  which  renders  the  journey  necessary,  and  the  time  absolutely  required 
for  nis  absence  from  his  station. 

16.  The  cost  of  conveyance  abroad  being  a  conunissariat  charge,  is  not  to 
be  blended  in  the  same  account  with  the  personal  allowance  ana  allowance 
in  lieu  of  forage,  except  in  cases  where  an  officer  is  required  to  travel  through 
the  United  States,  or  through  any  other  country  abroad  where  no  commis- 
sariat control  exists,  when  de  charge  for  travelling  and  personal  allowance 
may  be  included  in  the  same  claim.

17.  The  attendance  of  the  adjutant  upon  a  court-martial  is  not  tqc^ujs&a 
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farchlng,  for  the  sole  pnrpose  of  prodQcing  the  coart-martial  book :  a  Terified  extract 
'm^QAL  Ao.  ^^  *^®  *^^  ^^  ™*y  ^  produced  by  any  officer  or  non-commiwrionftd 
*'**"*'^       officer  who  is  otherwise  summoned,  provided  ne  can  testify  that  the  prodoc- 

tion  of  the  book  would  be  attended  with  public  inoonvemence,  and  t&at  the 

verified  extract  is  authentic 

18.  Claims  for  the  expense  of  witnesses,  whether  civilian  or  militaiy,  in 
attending  oourts-mariiat  must  be  clearly  stated,  and  forwarded  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  court,  so  fiur  as  he  oonsiderB  the  claim 
to  be  just  and  reasonable,  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  actual  and  necessary  period  of  the  allowance  must  be  distinctly  speci- 
fied in  every  case. 

19.  Officers  found  guilty  by  conrta-martial  must  pay  the  expense  of 
witnesses  summoned  in  their  defence. 

20.  In  case  of  officers  acquitted  of  the  charges  preferred  against  them,  the 
expense  of  such  witnesses  will  be  paid  by  the  public 

21.  In  cases  of  courts-martial  founded  on  personal  disputes  between  officers,

Marching  Allowance  to  Officers  at  Home, 

23.  The  allowance  of  5^.  a  day  to  officers  on  the  march  is  confined  strictly 
to  officers  who  march  with  troops  by  a  route 

24.  The  allowance  may  be  charged  for  every  day  the  officers  arc  actually 
on  the  march,  including  halting  days,  but  not  for  the  day  of  aixival  in 
barracks  or  quarters  where  their  own  regimental  or  detachment  mess  is 
established,  or  might  have  been  established ;  or  where  they  become  members 
of  any  other  regimental  or  detachment  mess ;  nor  for  any  period  during  which 
they  may  be  on  board  ship. 

25.  The  allowance  in  Clause  23  (Royal  Warrant),  may  be  issued  to  officers 
on  occasions  of  long  journeys  by  railway  when  marching  money  is  cranted  to 
the  men ;  but  it  must  be  understood  that  it  will  only  be  admissible  for  the 
day  or  days  actually  occupied  by  the  journey. 

26.  In  either  of  the  cases  specified  in  Clause  24  (Royal  Warrant),  the  par- 
ticular circumstances  which  have  occasioned  the  breaking  up,  or  prevented  the 
formation  of  the  mess,  or  have  otherwise  caused  the  officers  non-nartidpaticai 
of  their  own  regimental  or  detachment  mess,  whereby  a  charge  for  detentioa 
allowance  has  been  incurred,  are  to  be  clearly  stated  and  certified  on  the 
voucher  in  which  the  charge  is  made. 

27.  The  marching  allowance  is  not  admissible  in  any  case  in  which  a 
special  allowance  is  granted  for  the  particular  duty  on  which  an  officer  may 
be  em2)loycd. 

Detention  Allowance  while  Serving  with  Troops.

28.  ITie  charj^e  on  account  of  detention  allowance  at  a  foreign  station  is  to  be 
fiupjwrted  by  the  order,  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  order,  of  the  general  or  other 
officer  in  command  at  the  station,  and  by  the  order  for  the  oisembaikation 
at,  or  the  embarkation  or  departure  firom,  a  foreign  station,  and  by  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  officer  commanoing  the  regiment  or  detachment,  that  the  d^y 
in  forming  the  mess,  or  the  necessity  for  breaking  up  the  mess,  at  the  date 
stated,  was  unavoidable,  and  that,  during  the  suspension  of  their  own  men, 
the  officers,  in  either  case,  had  not  an  opportunity  of  becoming  members  dT 
any  other  regimental  or  detachment  mess.

I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  acquaint  yon  that, 
with  a  view  to  provide,  as  far  as  practicable,  against  the  inconveniences 
attendant  upon,  billeting  troops,  especially  large  bcraies,  in  populous  distoicti 
(alluded  to  in  the  letter  from  this  department  of  25th  July  last,  addreaBed 
to  the  quarter-master  general,  copy  of  which  accompanied  the  Horse  Guards 
Circular  of  29th  July,  to  officers  commanding),  his  Lordship,  in  concert 
with  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief,  has  a^ain  had  the  subject  under 
consideration;  and,  \Wth  the  concurrence  of  his  Royal  Highness  and  the 
Lords  Coininissioucrs  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  has  decided : — 

1.  That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  military,  including  recruits  and  escorts, 
shall  perform  a  continuous  railway  journey  of  150  miles  and  upwards  in  any 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom^  an  allowance  of  tcnpence  for  eacn.  soldier  shall 
be  admitted  as  a  charge  in  the  accounts,  provided  the  public  be  not  sub- 
jected to  any  charge  on  account  of  billets  or  marching  money  (save  as 
allowed  by  paragraph  No.  3),  or,  in  England,  of  the  alfowanco  for  a  hot 
meal  granted  by  the  72d  Clause  of  the  Slutiny  Act ;  and  that  whenever  a 
continuous  journey  by  rail  of  250,  350,  or  450  miles  and  upwards  shall  be 
performed,  a  second,  third,  and  fourth  issue  of  the  said  allowance  will  be 
admissible  on  the  like  conditions,  without  reference  to  whether  the  troops  do 
or  do  not  move  into  barracks  at  the  end  of  the  journey. 

2.  That  the  second  allowance  should  be  issued  to  all  troops  conveyed  con- 
tinuously the  entire  distance  between  Liver|)ool  and  ^Vldershot,  or  between 
Liverpool  and  Woolwich,  although  the  distance  travelled  be  under  250  miles, 
if  the  iourney  be  performed  in  connection  with  an  embarkation  or  disem- 
barkation at  Livcri)ool ;  and  that  the  first  allowance,  tenpence,  should  be 
admissible  for  troops  moving  to  or  from  the  Isle  of  Wight,  if  a  continuous 
railway  journey  of  not  less  than  100  miles  shall  have  been  performed,  the 
second  rate  being  admitted,  provided  such  journey  shall  extend  to  200  niiles, 
and  so  on ;  and  in  the  case  of  invalids  sent  to  Chaifiam,  the  allowance  of  ten- 
pence  will  be  admitted  if  a  continuous  railway  journey  of  not  less  than  100 
miles  be  performed,  an  additional  tenpence  being  chargeable  for  every  addi- 
tional 100  miles  completed. 

3.  That  in  every  case  in  which  a  soldier  shall  march  on  foot  a  distance  of 
five  miles  and  upwards,  in  proceeding  to  or  from  a  railway  station,  an 
additional  charge  of  threepence  will  be  admitted,  if  the  railway  journey  shall 
extend  to  100  miles.

This  return  will  be  a  sufBcient  authority  to  the  paymaster  to  credit  the 
amount  to  the  captains  of  companies  to  which  the  men  belong. 

The  charge  of  the  amount  in  the  paymaster's  regimental  accounts,  under 
Vote  9,  should  be  vouched  by  the  aforesaid  certified  return,  and  by  proof  of 
payment. — c.

who  has  represented  that  it  would  tend  to  the  advantage  of  the  service  if 
horses  at  four  years  old  be  obtained,  rather  than  at  the  age  at  which  they 
have  hitherto  been  purchased,  viz.,  three  years,  I  am  directed  to  acquaint 
3'ou  that  Lord  Panmure  concurs  with  Ilis  Kcj'al  Highness  in  this  view,  and 
has  accordmgly  consented  to  advance  the  i^rice  of  lour  year  old  horses  for 
the  artilleiy  from  £31  1()«.  to  sums  not  cxcecdinor  £36 ;  and  for  the  cavalry 
from  £20  5^.  to  sums  not  exceeding  £30,  at  which  improved  prices  it  is 
considered  good  serviceable  horses,  and  sooner  tit  for  duty  in  the  ranks  than 
younger  horses,  may  be  readily  obtained. 

I  am,  however,  to  add  that,  in  exceptional  cases,  horses  at  three  years 
old  may  be  imrchased,  proWded  sj)ecial  authority  be  in  the  first  instance

RespondbilUies  qfgame. 

As  a  preliminary  to  carrying  this  project  into  execution,  you  will  notify 
to  this  office  your  consent,  and  that  of  the  selected  pensioners,  to  being 
employed  upon  tibis  duty,  which  consent,  it  is  to  be  distinctly  understood, 
will  impose  upon  them  the  res^nsibilities  to  which  all  persons  employed  on 
the  recruiting  service  are  subjected  by  the  second  clause  of  the  Mutiny 
Act. 

His  Lordship  deems  it  right  to  direct  that  you  remind  the  pensioners  that, 
while  the  remuneration  for  the  enlistment  of  recruits,  who  shall  be  inter- 
mediately approved,  is  most  ample,  still  there  is  a  certain  risk  in  recruiting 
operations,  as  tiie  necessary  principle  in  such  matters  is,  that  no  remimer- 
ation  or  individual  expenses  are  sanctioned  in  the  case  of  recruits  who  do 
not  pass  medical  examination. 

It  is  contemplated  to  employ  the  surceons  of  the  disembodied  militia  for 
the  necessary  medical  examination  of  tne  recruits,  and  that  their  remuner- 
ation be  that  sanctioned  for  such  duty  when  performed  by  private  prac- 
titioners; but  where  there  are  no  militia  suigeons,  a  private  medical 
practitioner  may  be  employed  on  the  usual  terms. — b.

Pay. — ^The  pay  of  a  recruit  is  Is.  a  day.  Becnxitlsj 

Allowance  in  lieu,  of  Bread  and  Meat. — During  the  present  high  price  of  ^' 
bread  and  meat  he  is  also  allowed  Hd.  a  day,  if  in  England,  and  la.  in  North 
Britain  and  Ireland,  which  is  charged  in  the  column  m  the  pay  list  allotted 
to  lodffings,  which  is  to  be  cUtered  accordincly. 

Imuxepers. — When  a  recruit  is  billeted  on  the  innkeeper,  the  latter  is 
allowed  14<2.  a  day  for  the  same,  which  is  chargeable  in  tne  pay  list  in  the 
column  allotted  for  the  stationary  quarters. 

Hot  JfeaZ.— No  hot  meal  is  chargeable  in  the  staff  officer's  pay  list  for  any 
railway  joumej  performed  by  a  recruit  of  less  distance  than  150  miles;  but 
if  the  recruit,  m  proceeding  to  the  head-quarters  of  his  officer,  has  to  march 
a  distance  of  ten  miles  or  upwards,  and  is  billeted  on  the  innkeeper,  the  hot 
meal  10c?.  is  chargeable  in  Great  Britain,  and  4d,  in  Ireland. 

Surgical  Examination. — ^When  a  military  medical  officer  on  full  pay  is 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  recruit's  ])lace  of  enlistment,  he  is  to  be 
taken  before  him  for  sui^cal  examination ;  if  there  is  no  such  officer  near, 
then  ho  is  to  be  examined  by  a  civil  surgeon,  preference  being  given  to  the 
surgeon  of  the  disembodied  militia,  if  available  for  the  duty ;  if  the  civil 
surgeon  finds  the  recruit  Qt  for  the  service,  and  afterwards  he  is  finally 
approved  by  the  surgeon  at  head-quarters,  the  civil  surgeon  is  to  receive  the 
fee  of  49. ;  but  if  he  is  rejected  on  medical  ffroimds,  no  fee  whatever  ia 
allowed ;  the  fee  of  2«.  6<2.,  however,  is  nayabfe  to  the  civil  suiveon  if  the 
recroit  be  rejected  at  head-quarters  for  oilier  than  mediciJ  diflabOitiiMU 
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teoraitlQff  If  the  civil  surgeon  rejects  a  lecrait  on  first  examination,  he  is  allowed  2i. 
^'  6i.  for  such  examination.    He  is  also  allowed  2«.  6(i  for  tha  oTaminrtion  of 

recroits  who  pay  smart,  or  desert  before  final  inspection. 

Levy  Money, — ^All  payments  on  this  acconnt,  including  fee  to  magiabrate'a 
clerk,  medical  examination,  and  rewards  to  officer  and  party,  an  to  be 
charged  in  the  pay  lists  in  the  column  appropriated  to  levy  money. 

Smarts. — ^The  staff  officer  will  be  debited  by  the  district  paymaster  with 
20s.  for  each  smart  he  receives,  for  the  credit  of  the  public,  and  the  fonner 
will  chai^  in  his  pay  list,  in  the  column  for  levy  money,  the  rewazd  of  fin 
allowed  the  enlistmg  party,  and  also  the  fee  of  Is.  to  the  magistrate's  elnk 
for  reporting  the  smart  to  the  War  Office  and  the  inspecting  field  offioec;  and 
also  2b.  6(2.  allowed  the  civil  surgeon,  if  the  recruit  had  Men  medicaly  in- 
spected prior  to  ^xpng  smart 

The  staff  officer  is  required  to  send  a  monthly  smart  return  to  tlie  inspect- 
ing field  officer,  whether  he  has  received  any  smart  or  not. 

OiUsUUions, — When  recruits  are  enlisted  at  out-stations,  and  aare  broo^lii 
to  the  staff  officer's  head-onarters  for  his  inspection,  the  conductor  ahoiild 
bring  a  receipt  for  the  railway  f&re  he  m^  pay,  whu^  will  enable  the  staff 
officer  to  make  up  a  general  *'Ketum  of  Marches  and  Railway  Jouznefyn^"  ta 
be  sent  with  his  pay  lists,  but  the  receipts  he  will  keep  for  hia  own.  gmdimoe, 
as  ther  will  not  be  required  to  be  sent  with  his  pay  lists. 

SetUement—Wheji  the  staff  officer  sends  recruits  to  the  cBsbrkt  kmd- 
quarters^  he  will  pay  and  charge  them  in  his  pay  lists,  including  their  nol- 
way  fares,  to  the  daU  of  their  arrival  there;  out  if  they  are  sent  direct  to 
head -quarters  of  their  dep6t  or  regiment,  then  he  will  charge  them  in  his  pay 
lists  to  the  day  previous  to  their  march,  and  issue  a  sufficient  advance  to  teke 
them  to  their  destination,  reporting  the  same  to  the  district  paymaster,  upon 
War  Office  Form  No.  590,  wno  wiU  credit  the  staff  officer's  account  with  the 
amount. 

Routes.  —When  recruits  are  sent  to  the  district  head-quarters,  the  escort 
should  be  furnished  with  a  route  for  himself  and  the  recruits,  which  will 
also  be  available  for  his  return  to  his  station;  but  if  sent  to  the  head- 
quarters of  their  corps,  he  will  require  two  routes,*  one  for  the'recruitB 
and  'one  for  himself,  going  and  returning.  Escorts  fix»m  out-stations  to 
their  staff  officer^s  hea(£quarters  will  proceed  under  the  authority  of  their 
beating  orders.  I 

Conductor. — The  out-pensioner  who  conducts  a  recruit  or  recruifa  fixm  an 
out-station  to  the  staff  officer's  head-quarters  will  be  allowed  (excluaiTe  of 
his  railway  fare)  Is.  6d.  for  each  day  he  is  necessarily  engaged  in  this  do^. 
If  the  out-pensioner  has  to  march  a  distance  of  not  less  tnan  ten  miles,  he 
will  also  be  entitled  to  the  marching  allowance  of  Is.  Id.  in  Great  Britain 
and  ^.  in  Ireland  for  such  day's  march,  he  being  billeted  upon  the  innkeeper 
in  the  usual  manner.  He  will  also  have  the  same  pay  and  allowanoes 
returning,  but  no  marching  money  for  the  day  he  reaches  his  own  home. 
The  escort  who  conducts  recruits  from  the  staff  officer's  head-quarters  to 
the  head-€^uarters  of  the  recruiting  district  will  also  be  allowed  la.  <ML 
a  day  dunng  the  period  he  is  so  employed,  with  the  usual  mardni^ 
allowance,  inien  railway  conveyance  is  not  available,  the  char^  being  sup- 
ported in  the  staff  officer's  pay  list  by  the  route  under  which  the  esooit 
proceeded. 

The  staff  officer,  in  making  application  to  the  district  paymaster  for  fnnds^ 
will  be  pleased  to  state  what  amount  he  considers  necessary  to  start  with,  b«t 
upon  repeating  his  application  for  an  additional  supply,  he  will  be  pleased  to 
state  the  number  of  recruits  he  has  passed  since  the  last  issue.

Doubts  liaying  arisen  whether  tlie  allowaaoe  of  2&  Od  mav  be  Beenilfioi 
iBsned  to  pensioners  for  oondacting  each  recrnit  to  the  head-qnartera  of  the  ^* 
mapectuig  field  officer  for  approvaL  in  addition  to  the  daily  pay  and  march- 
ing money  granted  by  the  Circular  of  the  8th  February  last,  it  is  to  be 
dearlv  understood  that  the  2s,  6cLia  only  admissible  if  the  hitter  rates  are 
not  charged,  and  when  therefore  the  pensioner  would  otherwise  lose  the 
time  occupi^  in  bringing  in  a  recruit  and  getting  him  passed.  It  is  further 
to  be  understood  that  it  is  only  given  for  such  recruits  as  are  approved  by 
-&e  inspecting  field  officer. 

This  allowance,  as  well  as  the  others  established  by  the  Circular  of  8th 
February,  No.  207,  ma^  be  considered  as  taking  efifect  from  the  date  when 
tiie  recruiting  by  pensioners  commenced.  Where  allowances  have  been 
issned  by  mi^ake,  no  refund  will  now  be  required. 

The  same  allowances  may  be  paid  to  any  pensioner  who  conducts  the 
recmiti  as  if  he  were  the  actual  emister. — ^b.

Sir, — With  a  view  to  ensure  that  the  arms  and  ammunition  of  the  pen- 
sioner farce  in  Ireland  are  constantly  kept  in  a  serviceable  state,  I  have 
the  honour  to  request  that  each  staff  officer  of  pensioners  in  Ireland  may 
be  directed  to  furnish  the  deputy  adjutant  general,  through  the  proper 
channel,  for  the  information  of  the  general  commanding,  at  toe  emud  of  each 
quarter,  with  a  return^  according  to  the  annexed  form,  showing  the  number 
of  enrolled  pensioners  in  the  dis&ict,  the  number  of  arms,  and  the  quantity 
of  service  ammunition  in  possession,  with  a  certificate  as  to  the  state  of  th!e 
arms  and  ammunition.  I  beg  at  the  same  time  to  point  out  that  the  staff 
officers  of  pensioners  should  be  informed  that  they  are  responsible  that  the 
service  ammunition  suppUed  for  the  use  of  the  foree  under  their  orden  is 
available  whenever  required,  and  that  the  fact  of  the  ammunition  being  kept 
for  them  by  the  barrack-masters  at  certain  stations  for  security  does  not 
relieve  them  from  the  remponsibility. 

The  quarterly  return  of  pensioners  hitherto  famished  by  the  staff  offioem 
to  tbe  Adjutant  General's  I)epartnient  will  be  no  longer  required.

be  T^inilAtS  by  the  classification  of  the  district  in  which  they  may  be  em- 
and  that  28.  6d,  per  day  at  a  first-class,  and  28.  2d,  at  a  second-class 

,  shall  be  those  applicable  to  the  appointments  in  question,  thus 

making  the  consolidated  aliowance  11&  per  day  for  the  former,  and  9s.  per 
day  for  the  latter,  and  which  may  be  charged  frt)m  the  1st  April,  1860,  in 
addition  to  the  half-pay  of  the  respective  raims.

Sir,— I  have  the  honour  to  infoTm  yon,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  Prepayi 
of  State  for  War,  that  his  Lordahip,  having  had  his  attention  drawn  to  the  Abroad, 
aeoessity  of  exercising  a  vigilant  control  over  postage  expenditure  in  the 
military  departments  abroad,  has  decided  upon  the  abolition  of  the  system  of 
finoking,  which  appears  to  prevail  extensively  at  military  stations  abroad; 
and  I  am  therefore  to  request  that,  on  receipt  of  this  communication,  you

F.  152  annexed)  ^ 
rendered  to  paymasters  of  stoppages  chargeable  to  soldiers  dieted  in  military 
hospitals,  the  expense  incurred  in  wasbinjg  the  personal  linen  worn  by  the 
men  on  admission;  and  paymasters  arc  informed  that  they  will  be  held 
responsible  that  the  amounts  specified  against  the  respective  names  in  the 
stoppage  accounts  received  bv  them  are  duly  recoverea  from  the  men,  and 
credited  in  the  pay  lists  for  the  period. 

Paymasters  are  at  the  same  time  directed  to  report  to  purveyors  the  names 
of  men  not  in  their  payment  who  may  be  erroneously  included  in  the  stop- 
page accounts,  failing  which,  they  will  be  required  to  account  for  the  whole 
of  the  stoppages  charged  by  the  purveyors  in  their  returns. 

The  stoppage  accounts  should  invariably  accompany  the  pay  lists  when 
rendered  to  this  office.

With  a  view  to  bring  all  future  issues  of  fael  and  light  for  hospital 
use  under  the  superintendence  of  the  purveyor,  to  be  acconi^ed  for  by  mm 
in  his  quarterly  store  account  (W.  0.  Form  983),  the  Secretary  of  Sta^  foe 
War  durects  that  where  commissariat  magazines  exist,  the  purveyor  will 
draw  fuel,  &c.,  therefrom  in  such  quantities  and  at  such  times  as  maybe 
arranged  between  him  and  the  senior  commissariat  officer  on  the  station. 

The  purvepror  will  not,  however,  pay  for  such  supplies  ;  but  will  bring  the 
whole  quantity  on  charge  in  his  accounts,  supporting  the  credit  by  an  ab- 
stract of  the  receipts  for  the  period,  rendered  to  nim  (and  certified  as  correct) 
by  the  senior  commissariat  officer,  and  vouching  the  issues  by  the  weekly 
fuel  returns  for  each  hospital  (W.  0.  Forms  635  and  1417),  abstracted  regi- 
mentally  on  W.  O.  Form  1405. 

At  the  termination  of  each  quarter,  the  senior  commissariat  officer  will 
transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  a  return  of  the  quantity  and  cost 
price  of  all  articles  of  fuel,  &c.,  issued  from  commissariat  magazines  for  the 
service  of  the  hospitals  in  the  command. 

At  stations  wnere  fuel  is  supplied  by  the  local  contractor,  and  not 
from  commissariat  magazines,  the  purveyor  will  indent  on  him  for  such  sup- 
plies as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  for  hospital  purposes,  and  examine 
and  certify  the  contractor's  bills  in  the  usual  manner,  before  passing  them  to 
the  military  accountant  for  payment — ^f.

A  DIVERSITY  of  practice  having  been  found  to  exist  in  regard  to 
charring  for  clean  sheets  supplied  to  hospital  servants,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  War  desires  that  the  regulations  on  this  subject  applicable  to  soldiers 
occupying  quarters  in  barracks  may  be  extended  to  the  army  hospital 
corps,  as  well  as  to  regimental  hospital  servants  occupying  beds  m  hospital 
buildings.  Purveying  officers  will  therefore  issue  clean  sheets  to  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates  accommodated  with  quarters  or  beds  in  build- 
ings imder  their  custody,  and  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  will  charge  for 
the  same  at  the  rate  of  2d,  for  each  bed  so  provided. 

The  vouchers  for  the  stoppages  on  this  account  are  W.  0.  Form  1392 
(Home)  and  1470  (Abroad) ;  ana  the  amounts  should  be  recovered  from  or 
accredited  by  the  paymasters,  as  the  case  may  be^  in  conformity  to  the  prac- 
tice with  r^ard  to  existing  hospital  damages. 
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Charges  for  skeets  improperly  soiled  should  be  assessed  hv  pnrreyxng  Wuhing 
officers,  as  in  the  case  of  other  hospital  damages ;  and  when  towels  are  issued  n^^?  '^ 
a  charge  of  Id.  per  round  towel  should  be  recovered  from  the  servants  lor  SSS^j^ 
whose  nse  they  are  required. — ^w.

With  reference  to  Article  114  of  the  Purveyor's  Regulations  of  the  Staff  and 
1st  of  January,  1861,  it  is  decided  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  with  SSStV 
the  concurrence  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Begimenta 
Chie^  that,  on  a  regiment  taking  the  field,  the  purveyor  will  detaiT  an  ^^^ 
assistant  steward  and  cook  to  be  attached  to  the  regiment  for  duty  in  the  ^^^P^**^ 
hospital.     When  practicable,  these  men  will  be  fiimished  from  the  pur- 
veyor's branch  of  the  Army  Hospital  Corps,  and  be  placed  under  the  orders 
of  the  regimental  surgeon ;  but  when  men  of  the  Army  Hospital  Corps  are  not 
available,  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  will  nominate  fit  and  proper 
persons  for  the  duty,  on  the  appEcation  of  the  purveyor. 

The  duty  of  the  assistant  steward  will  be  to  superintend  the  cook  and  take 
charge  of  all  the  hospital  equipment  and  medical  comforts,  for  the  custody 
and  proper  expenditure  of  which  he  will  be  responsible  to  the  purveyor.  H^ 
will  issue  memcal  comforts,  &c.,  as  directed  by  the  medical  officer,  who  will 
not  fail  to  give  him  a  written  direction  or  receipt  for  each  issue,  eil^er  before 
or  after  it  has  been  made,  as  circumstances  permit.  The  assistant  steward 
will  supplement  his  stock  of  utensils  and  comforts  from  the  nearest  pur- 
Teyor's  store,  his  requisitions  on  which,  however,  should  be  countersigned 
by  the  medical  officer.  In  all  matters  connected  with  the  rationing  of  sick 
or  servants  (when  the  supplies  are  drawn  from  the  conmiissariat,  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  4,  pa^e  62,  of  the  Medical  Regulations,  and  Article  199  of 
the  Purveyor's  Regulations),  he  will  act  imder  the  directions  of  the  medical 
officer,  and  prepare  the  necessary  ration  returns  for  his  signature.  He  will 
also  furnish  the  purveyor  with  such  receipt  and  expenditure  retums  as  may 
be  required  by  lum. 

When,  however,  the  sick  are  dieted  according  to  the  scale  and  in  the 
maimer  laid  down  at  pages  36-40  of  the  Purveyor's  Reflations,  the  assistant 
steward  will  be  guided  by  the  Instructions  for  Hospital  Servants,  Articles  87 
to  113,  pages  23-26. 

A  revised  list  of  hospital  equipment,  &c.,  for  the  use  of  regiments  of

The  increased  use  of  raUway  conveyance  tlirou^hont  the  country  BaOway 
rendering  it  necessary  to  r6new  the  instructions  under  which  the  prescribed  Wwranta. 
Forms  of  Warrant  for  conveyance  of  the  military  are  jpermitted  to  oe  issued, 
strict  attention  is  enjoined  to  the  following  rules  in  connection  witii  the 
instructions  included  in  the  Railway  Be^ulations  of  5th  of  June,  1846,  and 
the  Circular  Letter,  No.  1029,  of  24th  of  Au^st,  1849:— 

1st.  Subject  to  the  restrictions  specified  m  the  last-mentioned  circular, 
warrants  are  ouly  to  be  issued  as  a  general  rule  when  the  railway  fares  can- 
not be  conveniently  or  safely  entrusted  to  the  persons  for  whom  conveyance 
is  required. 

2d.  The  numbers  to  be  conveyed  are  to  be  invariably  inserted  (in  words) 
on  the  face  of  the  warrant,  and  the  regiment  and  names  of  the  party  upon 
the  endorsement ;  but  when  the  latter  are  too  numerous,  the  name  of  the 
person  in  charge,  and  the  number  (in  words)  of  each  rank  under  his  charge, 
will  be  suflBcient  All  erasures  or  alterations  by  the  issuer  are  to  be  vouched 
by  his  initials,  and  all  blanks  crossed  out,  in  order  to  prevent  the  subsequent 
insertion  of  any  improper  additions. 

3d.  When  several  individuals  are  proceeding  under  one  warrant,  the  pay- 
master should  particularly  warn  the  person  havmg  the  custody  of  the  warrant, 
that  if  all  are  not  present  at  the  railway  station,  lie  should  strike  out  of  the 
warrant  the  absentees,  and  thus  prevent  the  liability  of  improper  charges 
being  made  upon  it. 

If  this  duty  is  neglected,  and  any  overcharge  arises  in  consequence,  it  will 
fall  upon  the  person  in  charge  through  whose  neglect  it  has  arisen. 

4th.  Before  **  Through  Warrants  "  are  issued,  the  issuers  should  ascertain, 
if  possible,  that  the  different  railways  concerned  have  traffic  arrangements 
with  each  other,  otherwise  great  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  r^nsal  of 
any  one  of  the  railway  companies  to  act  upon  warrants  beyond  the  limits  of 
their  own  line.  When  any  doubt  exists  upon  this  point,  it  will  be  better  to 
issue  separate  warrants  for  each  portion  oi  the  journey. 

5tii.  The  issuers  of  warrants  are  held  strictly  liable  to  clear  up  any  dis- 
crepancies which,  on  the  settlement  with  the  rtulway  company,  are  traceable 
to  miperfect  completion  or  improper  use  of  the  warrant,  and  they  will  be 
held  responsible  for  any  excess  of  charge  arising  therefrom. 

6th.  The  issue  of  warrants  for  very  trifling  distances  (less  than  ten  miles), 
such  as  frequently  happens,  is  not  necessary,  except  for  special  reasons ;  and 
as  it  involves  needless  trouble  in  the  settlement  of  such  warrants,  the  prac- 
tice should  generally  be  avoided. — w.

2.  I  am,  therefore,  to  requeet  that  you  will  instruct  all  snckoomraissioned 
officers  (including  all  offioers  of  the  oommissanat,  medical,  pm'fayuia,  chap- 
lains, or  military  store  department)  to  claim  their  conyeyauoe  at  this  rate 
whenever  travelling  on  any  duty  at  the  public  expense. 

3.  The  officer  should  be  prepared  to  produce,  at  the  request  of  the  oom- 
pany's  agent,  the  route  or  letter  of  service  under  which  he  is  prooeeding  on 
duty  at  the  public  expense. 

4.  The  same  Act  obliges  the  railway  companies  to  convey  100  lbs.  of  peraanal 
luRg^e  without  extra  charge,  and  all  excess  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ((£.  a  lb. 
AUbaggase,  stores,  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  necessaries,  oonvey«d  with 
troops  at  me  public  cost,  should,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  is  advised  by  the 
law  officers  of  the  Crown,  be  charged  for  by  the  railway  companies  at  »xate 
not  exceeding  2d  per  ton  per  mile,  the  assistance  of  the  militazy  being  given

you  that  it  has  been  deemed  advisable,  with  the  view  of  saving  time  and 
labour  in  the  preparation  and  examination  of  this  return,  to  adopt  the 
accompan3ring  new  forms,*  showing  the  regimental  strength  each  day,  and 
the  issues  for  a  month,  and  to  disu^ise  with  the  nominal  returns  of  rations 
issued  to  families  of  officers  and  soldiers,  required  by  Article  514  of  the  Com- 
missariat Regulations. 

It  is  considered  that  the  forms,  as  now  prepared,  will  be  found  applicable 
both  for  garrison  and  for  field  service,  subject  to  any  modifications  which 
experience  may  prove  to  be  advantageous ;  and  they  are  to  be  attached  in 
future  as  vouchers  to  the  monthly  store  accounts,  in  place  of  those  now 
in  nse. 

On  the  Isfc  of  each  month  the  quarter-master  will  prepare  and  hand  to 
the  commissariat  this  return  in  duplicate,  showing  the  strength  of  the  regi- 
ment on  that  day,  and  initialled  by  the  commanding  officer  or  adjutant. 
After  comparing  the  duplicate  with  the  original,  one  copy  will  be  retained 
by  the  commissariat  and  the  other  by  the  quarter-master,  who  will  on  each 
mcoeeding  dav  exchange  his  copy,  similarly  Med  in,  for  that  retained  on  the 
previous  oTay  by  the  commissariat. 

In  addition  to  the  initials  of  the  commanding  officer  or  adjutant,  the 
quarter-master  will  each  day  affix  his  own  as  an  acknowledgment  of  having 
received  the  usual  order  for  the  rations. 

At  the  dose  of  the  month  the  ration  returns,  as  vouchers  to  the  accounts, 
will  be  completed,  with  the  requisite  signatures,  the  quarter-master  signii^ 
a  receipt  in  full  for  the  issues  in  the  month,  and  the  quantities  for  which  this 
receipt  is  given  will  form  the  entry  in  the  monthly  abstract  of  issues. 

Wnile,  however,  an  exact  daily  settlement  may  thus  take  place,  and  the 
xetnm  can  be  closed  at  once,  when,  as  on  active  service,  troops  mf^  be  sud- 
denly ordered  away,  it  is  understood  that  the  details  of  the  mode  of  issuing 
rations  for  daily  use  will  vaiy  according  to  circnmstances,  and  must  W  \s& 
to  local  arrangement. 
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A  supply  of  forms  for  immediate  use  is  herewith  transmitted,*  and  yon 
will  move  the  officer  commanding  to  direct  that  the  new  system  be  broivht 
into  operation  from  the  1st  of  the  month  succeeding  the  receipt  of  tiiis 
circular. 

At  the  end  of  six  months  you  will  report  your  opinion  of  the  new  form, 
with  any  suggestions  you  may  have  to  offer  for  its  further  simplification  or 
improvement.— R,  I  have,  &c.

Doubts  having  also  arisen  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  accounting  for  the 
"former  service"  which  schoolmasters  and  men  of  the  corps  of  permanent 
instructors  of  musketry  are  allowed  by  regulation  to  reckon  *' towards  pen- 
sion," the  accompanying  model  records  for  schoolmasters,  for  men  of  the

*  It  will  be  their  dnty  to  give  thdr  constant  attention  to  the  nnmben 
raised  weekly  by  each  party  nnder  their  orders,  and  when  the  result  in  any 
case  may  be  inadequate;,  to  propose  such  changes  in  their  distribution  as  may 
increase'  their  chances  of  success ;  and  in  any  instance  in  which,  after  such 
change,  the  party  may  still  £ul  to  send  in  recruits,  it  should  be  returned  to 
its  redment,  ana  repiaoed  by  another.

nei^hlx»urho<Kl  of  railway  stations,  "w».rks  of  Kv:U  improvement,  or  manu- 
factories, where  they  are  Hkely  to  meet  with  i^ersoas  in  search  of  employment ; 
and  when  stationed  near  the  camps  of  instruction  or  in  garrison  to\*-ns,  re- 
cruiting parties  should  be  present  at  all  reviews  of  the  regular  troops ;  and 
elsewhere  should  attend  all  assembla^s  of  volunteers  for  inspection,  or  for 
competition  at  the  various  county  ritlo  associations,  which  are  sure  to  draw 
together  numerous  iiUers,  from  among  whom  good  recruits  are  often  to  be 
obtained.

to  ascertain  that  none  of  them  are  ne^rlected  by  those  specially  selected  and 
withdrawn  from  regimental  duty  in  order  to  be  placed  on  the  recruiting 
sen-ice ;  and  who  sliould  be  made  to  understand  that  their  continuance  in 
an  emi)lo3Tnent  which  is  always  iwpular,  and  for  which  useful  men  can 
always  l)e  found,  will  depend  ifolfihf  on  their  ov^ti  zeal  and  industrj%  as  mani- 
fested in  the  number  of  ijood  recruits  whom  they  send  in  for  examination. 

But  it  is  not  alone  to  the  recruit  in  j  dint  rids  that  the  Field  Marshal  Com- 
manrling  in  Chief  looks  for  the  means  of  maintaining  the  numerical  efficiency 
of  the  army. 

He  relies  also  on  the  zeal,  the  esprit -de -corps,  and  the  active  exertions  of

not  oome  up  to  a  preconceived  notion  of  what  looks  most  imposing  in  the  wsS^ 
ranks ;  thus  sacrificing  numbers  to  appearance,  when  it  is  well  known  that  it       °"^'"'' 
is  not  the  biggest  man  whose  endurance  of  bodily  fiettigue — under  the  knap* 
sack  on  the  march,  or  at  work  in  the  trenches — is  the  greatest. 

Recruits  may  frequently  be  raised  at  the  head-quarters  of  a  regiment  by 
sending  the  band,  or  drums  and  fifes,  to  parade  the  town  on  market  days 
and  fiur  days. 

There  is  another  mode  of  raisine  recruits  which,  in  former  days,  was 
attended  with  much  success,  and  which  His  Royal  Highness  would  like  to 
aee  reverted  to ;  and  that  is,  that  officers  on  leave  of  absence  at  their  homes 
should  exert  themselves  to  obtain  recruits  for  their  own  regiments. 

Should  an  officer,  by  means  of  personal  local  interest,  succeed  in  raising  a 
batch  of  recruits.  His  Royal  Highness  would  approve  of  their  being  posted 
to  his  own  company,  shoiud  he  desire  it. 

The  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  is  fully  sensible  of  the  zeal  with 
which  the  recruiting  department  of  the  army  has  always  been  actuated,  and 
ia  satisfied  that,  as  soon  as  the  present  state  of  things  shall  have  become 
""  known,  the  vacancies  now  existing  in  the  ranks  will  speedily  bo

la.  a  day  for  tw-enty  days,  sanctioned  for  discharged  men  by  Article  44,  i 
24,  of  the  Royal  Warrant  of  Ist  July,  1848,  and  that  he  shall  not  be  obh 
to  quit  his  corps  and  go  to  his  home  to  entitle  him  to  the  grant. 

The  allowance  of  20a.  may  accordingly  be  issued  from  and  after  1st  January, 
1860,  in  all  such  cases,  and  may  be  placed  to  each  man's  account,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  bounty  and  the  value  of  a  new  kit,  already  sanctioned  for  men 
re-enlisting  to  complete  the  further  term  of  years  required  by  the  Acts  10  and 
11  Vict,  cap.  37,  and  12  and  13  Vict,  cap.  73.— A.

Whkrea^s  it  has  been  represented  to  us,  that  it  is  exx)edient  to  Terms  and 
cancel  our  Royal  Warrant  of  the  30th  October,  1861,  which  prescribes  the  Pri^il»««*' 
conditions  under  which  a  discharged  limited  service  soldier  shall  be  per- 
mitted, on  re-engagement  or  re-cnlistment,  to  reckon  his  former  service,  our 
will  and  pleasure  is,  that  instead  of  the  before-mentioned  conditions,  which 
are  hereby  cancelled,  any  soldier  who  has  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  enlisted 
for  limited  service,  and  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  discharged,  before  or 
after  the  expiration  of  the  first  period  of  service,  and  shall  be  permitted  to 
re-eneage  or  re-enlist  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  his  discharge, 
shall  be  allowed,  under  Clauses  2  and  3  of  the  regulations  hereunto  annexeid, 
or  such  others  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  established  by  our  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  and  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chioif  of  our  Army,  to 
reckon  the  full  period  of  his  former  service  towards  future  claims  to  good- 
conduct  pay  and  pension.

1.  With  a  view  to  hold  out  every  encouragement  to  time-expired  soldiers 
of  good  character  to  continue  in  the  service,  it  is  hereby  notified  that — in 
admtion  to  the  privilege  of  being  permitted,  on  re-engagement,  to  count  the 
full  period  of  their  tirst  term  of  service  towards  good-conduct  pay  and 
pension,  and  of  receiving  a  fresh  bounty,  as  well  as  the  regulated  aUowance 
in  lieu  of  a  free  kit,  and  an  allowance  of  1a  a  day  for  twenty  days — men  who 
re-engage  at  the  head-quarters  or  depdt  of  their  regiment  for  a  second  tezin  of 
flervice,  will  be  entitled  to  a  gratuity  of  £1,  and  a  furlough  for  two  mopths; 
or,  when  serving  at  certain  &reign  stations,  a  pecuniaiy  allowance  in  lien  of 
the  fiirlouffh. 

The  furlough  for  men  serving  at  home  will  commence  from  ^iiA  ^Jtdift  ^ 
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TermB  and  their  re-cn^gement ;  and  for  men  serving  at  Gibraltar  and  Malta,  from  the 
PriTilege&  ^j^te  of  their  arrival  in  this  countrjr ;  a  passage  for  such  men  will  lie  provided, 
at  the  public  expense,  at  a  convenient  opportanity,  at  the  discretion  of  tho 
commaoding  amotr,  from  those  stafcioiis  aztibafek  ^agaio,  df:tk^:are  not 
ordered  to  join  the  depdts  of  their  regiments  at  the  termination  of  the 
furlough. 

Men  serving  in  India,  China,  Ceylon,  the  Mauritius,  Australia,  or  New

2.  Soldiers  of  good  character  who  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  'be,  dis- 
charged  after  the  completion  of  the  iirst  term  of  limited  service,  wUl  be  per- 
mitted to  re-engage  or  re-enlist,  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  their 
discharge,  for  any  corps  of  same  arm  of  the  service  as  that  from  which  they 
were  discharged,  provided  they  are  not  above  thirty-four  years  of  ace.  Men 
so  re-engaging  or  re-enlistine  will  be  allowed  to  count  the  full  x>eiioa  of  their 
former  service  towards  gooa-conduct  pay  and  pension ;  and  on  joining  the 
corps  in  which  they  re-engage  or  re-enlist,  they  will  be  permitted  to  resume 
the  good-conduct  badges  and  rates  of  good -conduct  pay  which  they  may  have 
been  in  possession  of  at  the  time  of  their  discharge ;  provideil,  however,  that 
at  the  time  of  their  re-engagement  or  ro-enlistment  they  shall  declare  the 
period  of  their  former  service,  and  tho  cause  of  their  discharge  from  their 
last  corps. 

3.  Soldiers  of  good  character  who  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  dis- 
charged on  reduction,  on  account  of  disability,  by  purchase,  or  otherwise, 
during  their  Iirst  term  of  limited  service,  and  who  re-enlist  within  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge,  and  are  not  above  thirty -four  years 
of  age,  will  be  allowed  the  benefit  of  the  preceding  provision  for  reckoning 
former  service,  and  resuming  former  good-conduct  pay. — A.  w.

Referring  to  the  Circulars  No.  1225,  dated  11th  April,  Forage  and 
1856,  and  No.  1227,  dated  2l8t  May,  1856,  I  have  the  honour  to  requert  Bft^on«- 
that,  inatead  of  forwarding  as  at  present  the  originals  of  the  several  monthly 
regimental  accounts  therein  referred  to,  in  respect  of  bread,  meat,  forage, 
kc,  to  the  examiner  of  army  accounts,  and  the  duplicates  to  the  accountant 
general.  War  Department,  Pall  Mall,  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  cause 
the  whole  of  these  returns  to  be  henceforth  transmitted  by  ^e  3d  of  each 
month,  the  time  therein  specified,  to  the  latter  officer,  together  with  the 
extract  from  the  adjutant's  roll  as  regards  cavalry  regiments  or  depOts,  aU 
marked  in  the  left-hand  comer  of  the  envelope  or  superscription  "Bread," 
*fMeat,"  or  "  Forage"  Account,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  The  diaries  for  oats  purchased  or  billets  sujiplied  for  horses  of  the 
Boyal  Horse  Artillery  or  field  batteries,  as  well  as  the  claims  which  may 
ircim  time  to  time  be  forwarded  by  that  corps  to  the  accountant  general,  for 
the  combined  allowance  of  lodging  money  and  fuel  and  li^t,  or  for  the 
latter  allowance  alone,  should  snow  whether  or  not  the  respective-sums  have 
been  drawn  from  the  paymasters,  Messrs.  Cox  &  Co.;  and  if  so  drawn, 
should  specify  the  battalion,  company,  and  monthly  abstract,  or,  if  not 
drawn,  should  show  to  whom  the  sums  when  allowea  are  to  be  credited  by 
the  paymasters. 

3.  The  said  monthly  abstracts  rendered  to  the  paymasters  should,  if  the 
amounts  have  been  drawn,  show  the  date  on  which  the  diaries  or  claims 
were  forwarded  to  the  accountant  general. — A.

'o°^f  P»y-  is  found  requisite  for  a  due  record  in  this  department  of  the  correct  expen- 
Lccomit&  diture  of  army  serNdces,  that  such  charges  m  the  accounts  transmitted  as 
shall  be  found  on  examination  to  he  erroneous,  or  not  supported  by  proper 
vouchers,  shall  be  strack  out  of  the  accounts  without  waiting  as  hitherto  for 
the  answers  of  the  accountants,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  their  credit  in 
the  books  of  this  office.  The  balance  in  the  accounts  on  which  axnr  disal- 
lowance shall  be  made  will  consequently  be  altered  by  this  office ;  bat  the 
requisite  adjustments  on  the  part  of  the  accountants  will  continue  to  he 
made  as  heretofore,  by  crediting  the  amoimt  of  disallowances  in  the  fost  pay 
lists  or  accounts  rendered  after  the  receipt  of  the  aJbstract  qfexamimUion  and 
of  the  decisions  thereon,  if  any  additional  disallowances  are  luade  in  the 
same. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  intended  arrangements,  an  additional 
form  will  uc  inserted  into  the  ^noral  state  of  the  x)ay  list  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  this  de^iartment,  and  which  form  is  therefore  to  be  left  entirely  blank 
.  by  the  accountant. 

It  will  be  evident  to  all  accountants  that  this  alteration  of  system  will 
render  it  more  than  ever  requisite  that  their  accounts,  as  well  as  the  explan- 
atious  called  for  thereon,  should  be  transmitted  to  this  office  in  the  moit 
prompt  and  regular  manner  at  the  periods  prescribed  by  the  regnlationa,  and 
Dy  the  safest  and  s])eediest  conveyance,  so  that  they  may  be  apprised  as  early 
as  practicable  of  such  charges  as  are  struck  out  of  their  accounts  on  the 
first  examination,  iuid  of  such  as  are  re-admitted  on  receipt  of  their 
explanations. — a.

Regimental  officers  will  continue  as  heretofore  to  receive  their  pay,  accord- 
ing to  their  own  option,  from  the  regimental  agent  or  ]>ayma8ter. 

With  a  view  to  secure  an  earher  and  a  more  direct  ciiarge  and  audit,  the 
pay  of  regimental  officers,  when  so  issued  by  the  paymaster,  is  to  be  charged 
quarterly  in  his  pay  list,  and  finally  audited  in  such  account. 

The  charges  in  the  agent^s  annual  account  under  that  head  are  to  be 
restricted  to  the  pay  of  such  officers  who  have  selected  the  regimental  agent 
to  receive  their  pay  from. 

Whenever  an  officer  is  at  his  own  option  transferred  from  the  payment  of 
the  agent  to  that  of  the  paymaster,  or  vice  versd^  the  prescribeti  certiticats 
will  be  invariably  re^iuired  in  duplicate,  the  original  being  annexed  to  the 
account  in  which  the  pay  is  for  the  future  to  be  charged,  and  the  duplicate 
thereof  to  the  account  in  which  the  pay  will  cease  to  be  charired. 

The  separate  quarterly  statement  of  officers'  pay  i)re8cribed  by  Articles

Sir,— The  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having  been  Agents'  u 
drawn  to  many  irregularities  and  incoDveniences  attending  the  present  prac-  Paym&atei 
tioe  of  regimental  paymasters,  agents,  and  others,  in  the  regulation  of  their  ^^1^^ 
cash  transactions  with  the  public,  I  am  directed  by  Secretary  Major  General 
Peel  to  request  that  the  enclosed  roles,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  your  accounts, 
may  be  strictly  attended  to  by  you  in  the  conduct  ana  preparation  of  your 
future  estimates  and  accounts  with  this  department. 

To  Paymasters,  Agents,  and  Others.  I  am,  &c     B.  Hawes. 

JSstimateSf  Drafls.    See  Articles  53  to  65,  Explanatory  Dtredions. 

1.  In  the  preparation  of  monthly,  quarterly,  or  supplementary  estimates, 
the  utmost  care  is  to  be  taken  by  the  accountant  to  ascertain  as  accurately 
as  possible  the  amount  that  will  be  actually  required  for  the  services  to  lie 
disbursed  by  him.  The  practice  of  demanding  unnecessary  credits  is  most 
reprehensible,  as  well  as  the  habit  of  overstating  known  services,  for  the  pur- 
jjose  of  providing  for  i^ssible  contingencies.  Supplementary  estimates  can 
always  be  forwarded,  when  necessary,  and  their  amounts  are  promptly  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  accountant.  When,  notwithstanding  every  precaution, 
an  over-estimate  is  found  to  have  occurred,  either  from  a  sudden  reduction, 
the  transfer  of  a  portion  of  a  corps  to  the  payment  of  another  accountant,  or 
any  other  cause,  the  amount  over-estimated  should  on  no  account  be  drawn ; 
but  it  should  be  reported  immediately  on  discovery,  if  at  home,  to  this  office, 
or,  if  abroad,  to  the  com])troller  at  the  station,  and  should  be  distinctly  shown 
in  the  account  current  of  the  next  periodical  estimate  under  the  heaa  therein 
provided. 

This  rule  should  more  especially  be  borne  in  mind  when  services  of  unusual 
magnitude  have  to  bo  provided  for,  such  as  the  embarkation  of  a  regiment 
for  foreign  service. 

2.  Accountants  are  on  no  plea  whatever  to  retain  in  their  hands  at  any  time 
any  larger  sum  of  public  money  than  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  meet 
their  actual  responsibilities ;  and  in  accordance  with  this  principle  any  sum 
or  sums  exceeding  £50  coming  into  their  hands  ftx»m  the  sale  of  cast  horses 
or  other  causes  should  be  at  once  reporte<l  to  this  office,  and  deducted  from 
the  next  estimate,  through  the  medium  of  the  account  current,  or  paid  over 
to  the  proper  officer  (i.  e. ,  the  officer  ftx»m  whom  the  accountant  is  in  the  habit 
of  receiving  advances),  as  the  case  may  require. 

Article  6,  Explanatory  Directions. 

Agents  are  to  be  punctual  in  reporting  all  sums  paid  into  their  hands  by 
paymasters  and  others,  taking  the  directions  of  the  Secretary  of  State  as  to 
their  disposaL 

3  When  a  regiment  proceeds  from  Great  Britain  to  Ireland,  or  vice  vered, 
careful  attention  is  to  be  paid  to  Articles  95,  d6,  and  97  of  the  explanatory 
directions  which  prescribe  the  course  of  procedure  in  such  cases. 

4.  When  a  regiment  is  about  to  embark  from  an  Irish  port  for  foreign  ser- 
Yice,  the  paymaster  will  recollect  that  the  regiment  will  be  on  the  British  or 
India  establishment  firom  the  date  of  embarkation,  and  that  the  advanced 
pay,  &C.,  is  consequently  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bntai^  sy|E<s!x\^ 
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Agents'  and      5.  When  a  regiment  is  under  orders  for  immediate  embarkation  for  foreign 

rayxnastors*  service,  but  its  departure  is  temporarily  delayed,  the  paymaster  it  at  liberty 

i4i£^bU&  to  estimate  on  the  monthlv  form  for  the  expected  period  to  th»  day  A 

embarkation,  care  being  taKen  to  attend  strictly  to  Kale  No.  1,  and  snch 

estimate  is  to  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  circumatances  which 

have  led  to  its  preparation. 

6.  The  accurate  completion  of  all  estimates  as  to  form,  mgnatore,  Ac., 
being  very  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  correct  transaction  or  the  financial 
business  of  the  army,  any  unavoidable  deficiency  in  thoae  reefwcts  ariang 
from  movement  of  troops,  the  sudden  change  of  officers  temporarily  in  dinge 
of  accounts,  or  other  exigencies  of  the  sendee,  should  be  explained  by  a 
memorandum  from  the  officer  in  command  accompanying  the  fmthnate  im 
which  it  occurs. 

7.  The  account  current  attached  to  the  estimates  being  eeaential  totbe 
accurate  adjustment  of  the  cash  account  of  every  corps,  it  most- invariably 
be  carefully  attended  to  by  the  accountant,  and  mthmlly  completed  acoord- 
iog  to  the  form  prescribed. 

Articles  110-1G7,  Explanatory  Directions. 

8.  In  drawing  upon  the  agent,  paymasters  will  carefully  regulate  thor 
drafts  so  aa  neither  to  exceed  the  proportion  prescribed  by  themaelves  in 
their  estimates,  nor  the  actual  and  immediate  requirements  of  the  aervioa 
The  drafts  are  in  all  cases  to  be  limited  to  expenditure  already  actnally  in- 
curred, or  sums  required  immediately  to  meet  advances  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations.  Tney  must  never  be  used  as  a  means  of  transferring  to  the 
paymaster's  separate  account  with  the  agent,  or  to  any  other  than  a  rccoz- 
nized  public  account,  any  sums  in  anticipation  of  future  disbursements.  & 
like  manner  the  practice,  which  sometimes  prevails  at  foreign  stations,  of 
drawing  and  immediately  repaying  an  imexpended  balance  of  an  estimate 
which  may  not  be  required  for  the  service  is  unnecessary  and  objectionabla 

9.  With  regard  to  the  separate  account  of  a  paymaster  with  an  agiait, 
above  alluded  to,  it  is  at  all  times  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  are  recog- 
nized solely  as  the  means  of  adjusting  the  subordinate  cash  transactions  of 
the  regiment  with  detachments,  companies,  cjid  the  pajnnasters  of  other 
corps,  and  of  receiving  the  numerous  small  bills  which  it  is  not  desirable  to 
introduce  into  the  account  rendered  to  this  office.  The  use  of  the  separate 
account  is  therefore  to  be  strictly  confined  to  such  transactions  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  above  puri)oses. 

10.  The  practice  of  introducing  net  sums  into  pay  lists  or  accounts  is  U 
be  entirely  discontinued,  as  well  with  regard  to  items  of  expenditure  as  with 
drafts,  transfers,  and  repayments  between  accountants,  the  full  amounts  of 
which  are  in  all  cases  to  be  shown  in  their  proper  jilaces.  Neither  should 
charges  and  credits,  equal  and  quit,  be  introduced,  apparently  for  the  pur- 
pose of  equalizing  the  total  drafts  v/ith  the  total  estimates,  when  they  do  not 
represent  actual  transactions. 

11.  Accountants  \idll  bear  in  mind  that  all  transactions,  whether  of  receipt 
or  expenditure,  belong  properly  to  the  account  of  the  period  during  tohtck 
they  are  actua'hj  paid.  This  principle  is  to  be  strictly  observed,  and  is  espe- 
cially api)licable  to  drafts  and  repayments,  whether  they  be  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  balances  on  ])rior  accounts  or  otherwise.  The  instructions  given  in 
Articles  91  and  92  of  the  Explanatory  Directions  will,  moreovcsr,  in  futare 
be  considered  to  extend  equally  to  every  quarterly  account.  The  limits 
within  which  a  certain  latitude  is  allowed  are  clearly  defined  in  Article  92, 
and  must  on  no  account  be  exceeded.  In  giving  credit  for  drafts  the  greatest 
accuracy  is  enjoined  in  inserting  the  full  particulars  aa  to  the  amount  and 
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date  of  each  individual  transaction,  with  tlie  sonrce  from  wluch  such  money  Agents*  ai 
ia  derived,  and  fdmilarly  with  respect  to  repayments.  ASSmte' 

12.  Accountants  should  in  all  cases  allow  two  or  three  days  to  elapse  after  ^th  PubK 
the  despatch  of  an  estimate  before  they  draw  on  the  agent  or  Treasury  chest, 

in  order  that  a  sufficient  time  may  be  allowed  for  any  communications  that 
may  be  necessary  either  for  the  correction  of  an  error' or  to  secure  due  atten- 
tion to  the  accountant's  drafts.  The  responsibility  of  any  inconvenience  that 
may  arise  from  the  neglect  of  this  role  will  in  future  rest  entirely  upon  the 
accountants,  who,  in  tne  event  of  being  compelled  in  any  instance  to  depart 
from  it  by  urgent  circumstances,  are  to  mark  their  estimate  as  **  pressing," 
accompanying  it  with  a  memorandum  of  explanation. 

13.  paymasters  at  home  are  to  observe  that  the  abstracts  of  their  esti- 
mates are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Office,  and  not  to  the  agent,  either 
<iirectly  or  imder  cover,  as  this  practice  only  leads  to  uxmeceasary  trouble. 

Finally.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  regimental  ageut,  as  stated  in  Article  4  of 
the  Explanatory  Directions,  and  of  any  other  officer  occupying  a  similar 
position,  to  re])ort  to  the  Secretary  of  State  any  serious  departure  from  the 
regulations  on  the  part  of  any  paymaster  or  officer  with  whose  acoonnts  he 
may  be  connected  — a.

The  total  repayments  on  account  of  the  same  actually  received  by  the  agent 
to  the  last  day  of  the  quarter  may  be  charged  by  the  paymaster  in  one  sum 
under  the  proper  head. 
The  agents'  accounts  should  be  prepared  in  a  corresponding  manner.

the  corresponding  Articles  of  the  Conmiissariat  Regulations  are  hereby  can- 
celled : — 

1.  The  paymaster  will  deduct  from  his  monthly  estimate  the  regulated 
stoppage  for  rations  at  the  rate  of  one  ration  for  each  day's  pay  estimated  for, 
receiving  from  the  military  accountant,  and  debiting  himself  with  the  net 
amount  only  of  such  estimate.

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2.  At  the  commencement  of  each  month  the  commissariat  officer  will  Aecoantfnc 
forward  in  dai)licate  to  the  paymaster  a  statement  showing  the  number  of  1^^,%!!?°'^ 
rations  issued  in  the  preceding  month,  one  copy  of  which,  after  it  has  been  leg.

In  promult^ating  the  accompanying  daasification  warrant,  it  is  to  be 
understood  that^-with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  allow-

Lodging,  fuel  and  light,  field  allowance,  carriage  of  baggage. 
The  under-mentioaed  allowances,  which  dei^end  on  the  nature  of  the  offi-

Lord  Herbert  has,  in  consequence,  with  the  concurrence  of  His  Royal 
Highness  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief^  caused  a  schedule,  a  copy 
of  which  is  annexed,  to  be  prepared,  dividing  such  warrant  and  non- 
commissioned officers  employed  in  the  several  branches  of  the  army, 
and  on  staff  and  departmental  appointments,  into  three  classes.  A,  B, 
andC. 

Those  shown  in  Class  A  [see  next  page]  will  be  considered  first  class  staff 
Serjeants,  those  in  Class  B  4is  second  class  staff  Serjeants,  those  in  Class  C 
will  be  treated,  as  far  as  barrack  allowances  are  concerned,  as  rank  and  file, 
and  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  j)ersonal  allowances. 

Allowances  of  quarters,  fuel,  and  light  will  in  future  be  made  according  to 
this  schedule,  and  such  allowances  will  be  confined  to  actual  substantive 
appointments,  to  the  exclusion  of  acting  or  probationary  ranks. 

All  allowances  granted  by  special  authorities  will  cease  forthwith. 

In  the  weekly  fuel  returns,  as  well  as  in  claims  for  commuted  allowance 
in  lieu  of  lodgings,  fuel,  and  light,  the  actual  denomination  of  each  non-com- 
missioned officer  should  hereafter  be  ^hown.

Whitreas  we   have  jadffed  it   expedient   to   cancel   oor  Boyal  PreMdaae 
Warrant  of  28th  March,   1861,  wuich  assigns  the  relative  rank  of  junior  SuantMi 
major  to  certain  staflf  and  regimental  surgeons  of  our  army,  and  to  revise      ^•■*"*' 
those  parts  of  the  several  other  Royal  Warrants  now  in  force,  prescribing  the 
privileges  attaching  to  relative  rank  of  officers  of  the  civil  departments,  and 
non-combatant  officers  of  the  military  departments  of  our  army,  our  wUl 
and  pleasure  is,  that  such  privil^^ea  shall,  from  the  date  of  this  our  Royal 
Warrant,  be  regulated  as  follows : — 

Relative  rank  shall  carry  with  it  all  precedence  and  advantages  attaching 
to  the  military  rank  with  which  it  corresponds,  and  shall  regu^te  the  rates 
of  lod^ng  money,  number  of  servants,  rations  of  fuel  and  light,  or  allowances 
in  their  stead,  except  for  officers  and  others  to  whom  special  rates  have  been 
assigned,  detention  and  prize  money,  according  to  the  r^ulations,  and  upon 
the  conditions  in  force  from  time  to  time ;  but  such  relative  rank  shall  not 
entitle  the  holder  to  military  command  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  nor  to  the 
presidency  of  courts-martial,  courts  of  inquiry,  committees,  or  boards  of 
irarvey  ;  but  when  the  president  of  such  courts,  committees,  or  boards  shall 
he  junior  to  the  officer  of  the  civil  department,  then  such  member  of  the  civil 
department  shall  attend  as  a  witness,  and  not  as  a  member. 

Choice  of  quarters  shall  be  regulated  by  relative  rank  according  to  date  of 
commission;  except  in  the  case  of  commanding  officers*  quarters,  and  in 
eases  in  which  special  quarters  shall  be  permanently  appropriated,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

Relative  rank  shall  not  entitle  the  holder  to  salutes  from  ships  or  for- 
tresses, nor  to  the  turning  out  of  guards ;  but  it  shall  entitle  him,  if  com- 
missioned, to  salutes  by  sentries,  or  by  individual  soldiers. 

Honorary  rank  of  pa3rmasters  shall  carry  with  it  all  the  privileges  and 
advantages  attaching  to  relative  rank  of  corresponding  degree. 

All  commissioned  officers  serving  with  the  troops  shall  be  entitled  to 
funeral  honours,  according  to  their  relative  military  rank.

It  is  at  the  same  time  strictly  enjoined  tliat  all  claims  of  invalids  quitting 
their  cori>8  in  India  should,  if  practicable,  be  settled  before  they  embaric,  to 
obviate  the  serious  incouvenience  which  frequently  results  from  the  men 
having  quitted  the  service  before  the  intimation  of  the  sums  due  to  them  h 
received  in  this  country.

i:e„-imcntil  ^Jjq  30^11  September  next  the  instructions  contained  m  Circular  Na  224, 
tlated  1st  March,  1858,  relative  to  remittances  by  officers  and  men  from 
India  by  means  of  remittance  drafts  are  to  be  considered  as  no  longer  in 
force,  it  being  deemed  advisable,  from  the  1st  October  next,  to  revert  to  the 
system  of  reinittance  voucher  prescribed  by  Circular  No.  1214,  dated  30Ui 
November,  1855. 

To  ensure  prompt  and  safe  transmission  of  the  remittance  vouchers,* 
they  should  invariably  be  forwarded  to  the  agent  by  the  next  mail  foUowini^ 
the  receipt  of  the  money,  under  cover  addressed  as  ])er  margin,  +  the  words 
"Eemittance  Vouchers,"  the  number  of  the  regiment  (brigade  and  battery, 
or  company,  in  the  case  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers),  and 
the  name  of  the  agent  for  whom  intended,  being  placed  at  the  left-hand 
lower  corner  of  the  cover. 

The  lists  of  remittances  required  to  be  forwarded  by  every  mail,  from 
regiments  of  cavalry  and  infantry, |  being  dispensed  with  aiter  the  SOtli 
September,  Mr.  Sccretaiy  Herbert  desires  that  thereafter  all  returns  of 
remitttinces  shall  be  prepared  for  m'mthbj^  instead  of  quarterly  periods  (as  is 
already  done  by  the  Royal  Artillery),  and  that  the  same  should  be  trans- 
mitted to  this  ofhce,  in  duplicate.,  immediately  ajliir  the  termination  0/ each 
monthy%  the  receipt  of  the  proper  officer  for  the  amount  jraid  into  the  Indian 
Treasury  being  duly  annexed  to  the  original  of  the  said  returns. 

In  any  case,  however,  in  wliich  such  receipt  cannot  be  annexed,  the 
transmission  of  the  return  is  not  to  be  delayed ;  but  a  note  is  to  be  made  on 
the  return,  stating  that  the  receipt  vnll  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  possible.

Adverting  to  Circular  No.  363,  dated  20th  December  last,  I  am  to  add 
that  the  amount  shown  by  the  separate  quarterly  return  of  stamp  duty  on 
officers'  commissions  should  be  included  in  the  miscellxmeous  remittance 
return  *  for  the  last  month  of  the  quarter,  it  being  desirable  that  such  remit- 
tance returns  (Forms  327  A)  should  also  be  prepared  for  monthly  instead  of 
qoarteriy  periods.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  had  under  consideration  the  oiBeera. 
xncenvenience  experienced  by  officers  and  others  of  the  military  departments 
alntMid  in  remitting  a  portion  of  their  pay,  by  means  of  treasury  bills,  for 
their  fimiilies  in  this  country,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  greater 
facilities  for  such  remittances,  has  authorized  the  following  arrangements : — 

Officers  belonging  to  the  general  or  civil  staff,  who  may  desire  to  make 
remittances  of  any  portion  of  their  pay  for  the  use  of  their  families,  should 
leave  such  portion  undrawn  at  their  respective  stations,  and  should  report 
the  circumstance  to  the  accountant  general,  transmitting  with  such  report 
a  certificate  from  the  military  accountant,  showing  the  specific  sums  left 
undrawn,  and  stating  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  persons  to  whom  they 
wish  the  payments  to  be  made.  The  income-tax,  however,  should  be 
assessed  at  the  station  upon  the  whole  amount  of  the  officer's  pay. 

The  military  accountant,  immediately  upon  the  expiration  of  each  month, 
will  transmit  to  the  accountant  general  a  statement  of  all  sums  so  left 
undrawn,  upon  the  receipt  of  which  instructions  will  be  given  for  the  issue 
of  the  several  amounts  to  the  persons  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

Regimental  officers  serving  at  any  foreign  station  are  permitted  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  regulations  for  remittances  from  India,  laid  down  in 
Article  No.  234  of  Explanatory  Directions  attached  to  War  Office  Regula- 
tions of  1848,  and  in  Circular  Na  452,  dated  2d  August,  1859.— ▲.

Majesty's  army,  having  in  some  instances  been  erroneously  made  through 
the  remittance  and  casualty  returns  rendered  to  this  office,  I  am  directed  hj 
Secretary  Sir  George  C.  Lewis  to  inform  you  that,  as  such  prize  money  u 
payable  only  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Chelaea  HosprUl, 
any  remittances  on  accoimt  thereof  if  made  with  the  concurrence  m  the 
General  Prize  Committee,  should  properly  be  made,  through  the  paymaster 
general,  to  the  said  Commissioners,  for  whose  information  returns  contaimng 
fiill  particulars  should  be  furnished  (addressed  as  below),*  vit,  a  list  show- 
ing the  name  and  regimental  number  of  each  man  on  account  of  whom  tiie 
prize  monev  remains  unpaid,  stating  the  sum  due  to  each  man,  and  for  what 
capture ;  also  showing,  m  each  case  where  any  portion  of  the  share  has  been 
paid,  to  whom  such  portion  was  issued,  and  on  what  account. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  above  list  is  furnished  to  the  Commissionen  of 
Chelsea  Hospital,  the  total  amoimt  of  the  remittances  included  therein  should 
be  paid  into  the  Indian  Treasury,  £Dr  the  purpose  of  being  forwarded  to  Her 
Majestjr's  Paymaster  General,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  nndaimed 
prize  money  account. 

The  receipt,  to  show  that  the  total  of  each  return  has  been  duly  lodgsd  in 
the  Indian  Treasury,  should  be  annexed  to  the  return.

They  shall  moreover  be  competent  to  recommend  to  the  General  Com- 
manding in  Chief  the  removal  of  any  professor  or  master  whom  they  may 
consider  to  be,  for  any  reason,  unfit  for  the  performance  of  his  duties :  but 
such  professor  or  master  shall  not  be  removed  except  by  the  express  orders  of 
the  General  Commanding  in  Chief,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of 
SUte  for  War. 

It  is  our  further  will  and  pleasure,  that  when  any  vacancy  shall  occur 
among  the  professors  or  masters  on  the  establishment  of  the  said  college,  the

Regulations  op  the  Royal  Military  College  at  Sandhurst  relative 
TO  THE  Admission,  Education,  and  Military  Training  of  Gentle- 
men Cadets. 

Her  Majesty  having  been  pleased  to  direct  that  the  regulations  of  BagnlAtioi 
the  Royal  Military  College  at  Sandhurst,  Tclattve  to  the  admission,  education, 
and  military  training  of  centlemen  cadets,  should  be  revised  and  corrected, 
the  following  are  to  be  substituted  for  those  now  in  force :— 

Admission, 

1.  Candidates  for  vacancies  at  the  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst, 
will  be  required  to  undergo  an  examination  imder  the  superintendence  of  the 
Council  of  Military  Education.  Examinations  for  this  purpose  will  be  held 
in  June  and  December  of  each  year  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Chelsea. 

2.  Twenty  Queen's  cadets  will  be  borne  on  the  establiaiimenta,  being  the 
sons  of  officers  who  have  fallen  in  action,  or  have  died  of  wounds  received  in 
action,  or  of  diseases  contracted  on  service  abroad ;  and  who  >''~ 
fionilies  in  reduced  circninstances.    Fifteen  will  be  sou  d 
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snlatloziB.  army,  and  five  will  be  sons  of  officers  of  tHo  Hoyal  Navy  and  Eoyal 
Marines.* 

There  will  be,  in  addition,  twenty  Indian  cadetsbips,  for  nomination  to 
wbioh  tlie  sons  cf  persons  will  be  selected  wbo  ha^e  tenrdl^in  inSa  in  the 
military  or  civil  services  of  Her  Majesty  or  of  the  East  India  Company. 

3.  The  ^e  of  admission  of  candidates,  whether  for  the  in£Bm£ry  or  the 
cavalry,  wifl  be  between  sixteen  and  nineteen  years,  t 

Students  from  the  universities  will  be  admissible  at  the  ages  abtted  in 
Article  11  of  these  regulations. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  admission  must  apjfly  (if  under  age,  throng  his 
parent  or  ^ardian)  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  to  have  his  name  entered  on 
the  list  of  candidates. 

5.  He  must  transmit,  with  his  application,  the  following  docnmenta,  w: 
— (a.)  An  extract  from  the  register  of  his  baptism, t  or,  in  default  of  vmX,  a 
declaration  before  a  magistrate,  taken  by  one  of  his  iNurenta,  giving  his 
exact  age.  (&. )  A  certificate  from  the  minister  of  the  church  or  denominatkn 
to  which  he  belong,  of  his  having  been  duly  instructed  in  the  principlBB  of 
the  Christian  religion. 

6.  His  name  having  been  placed  upon  the  list  of  candidates,  it  will  be  open 
to  him  to  ofifer  himself  at  any  of  tne  half-yearly  examinations  which  may 
occur  while  he  is  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  a^.  If  unsuocessfol  in 
obtaining  one  of  the  vacancies  at  the  coUe^,  he  will  be  allowed  to  present 
himself  at  any  subsequent  examination  until  he  has  exceeded  the  maximum 
age.  After  he  has  exceeded  the  maximum  age,  he  can  only  be  admitted 
into  the  army  on  obtaining  a  direct  commission  by  purchase,  in  the  usual 
manner,  after  passing  a  qualifying  examination. 

7.  Ho  will  bo  examined  by  a  medical  officer,  who  will  ascertain  whether 
ho  is  free  from  all  bodily  and  organic  defects,  and  whether,  as  fieir  as  regards 
physical  constitution,  he  is  in  every  point  of  view  fit  for  military  servioe. 

8.  The  following  are  the  subjects  in  which  papers  ^dll  be  set  at  the  half* 
yearly  examinations  for  admission,  together  with  the  number  of  marks  at 
present  assigned  to  each  subject,  viz. : —

Of  the  above  subjects,  the  elementary  portions  of  mathematics  and  tlie 
English  language  are  obligatory  on  each  candidate. 

The  following  elementary  branches  will  be  included  in  the  obligatoiy 
section  of  mathematics,  viz. : —

+  This  rcRulation  will  not  cx>me  into  force  till  the  examination  of  December,  1864.  Tbe 
limits  of  a^e  for  the  examination  of  June.  1864,  will  be  sixteen  to  twenty  for  the  intentcy  end 
sixteen  to  twenty-two  years  for  the  cavalry. 

X  When  the  register  of  baptism  does  not  contain  the  date  of  birtli,  it  dioold  be  soeaB- 
panied  by  a  memorandum,  signed  by  one  of  his  parents  or  gnardianis  stating  tlw  day  oo 
which  the  candidate  was  bora. 
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In  arithmetic :  vidgar  and  decimal  fractions,  proportion,  extraction  of  the  BegiiUitiana 
square  root,  and  interest. 

In  algebra :  fractions,  simple  equations,  and  qneetiona  producing  them. 

In  Euclid :  the  lirst  three  books. 

To  these  elementary  branches  1,200  marks  (out  of  the  whole  3,600  for 
mathematics)  will  bo  allotted,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  qualification  that 
at  least  400  be  obtained,  of  which  200  must  be  obtained  in  arithmetic. 

In  the  English  language  400  marks  will  be  allotted  to  correct  and  legible 
writing  from  dictation,  and  to  composition ;  and  of  these  it  will  be  necessary 
for  qualiiication  that  200  be  obtained. 

^d  in  addition  to  the  marks  above  stated  as  necessary  for  qualification  in 
mathematics  and  English,  every  candidate  will  be  required  to  obtain  in  these 
and  the  other  subjects  of  examination  such  a  further  number  of  marks  as 
shall  raise  the  entire  number  he  obtains  to  1,500. 

No  marks  will  be  allowed  to  count  in  any  subject  left  optional  to  the 
candidate,  unless  he  gain  at  least  one-sixth  of  the  whole  number  allotted  to 
that  subject. 

9.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  forward  to  the  militaTy  secretary. 
Horse  Guards,  one  month  before  the  examination,  a  statement  of  the  rud- 
jects  he  desires  to  take  up,  as  well  as  a  certificate  from  the  master  or  tutor 
under  whom  he  has  been  educated,  of  his  eonend  moral  conduct  for  at  least 
the  two  preceding  years.  If  a  candidate  has  failed  in  a  previous  examin- 
ation, he  will  only  be  required  to  forward  a  list  of  the  subjects  he  selects, 
and  a  certificate  of  conduct  between  the  two  examinations. 

10.  After  the  examination,  the  candidates  will  be  reported  to  the 
CSommander  in  Chief  in  the  order  of  their  merit,  and  will  be  appointed 
accordingly  as  far  as  vacancies  will  allow. 

11.  Candidates  who  have  passed  the  examinations  called  ''responsions'' 
and  ** moderations"  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  or  those  called  "previous 
examinations"  at  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Dublin,  or  the  matri- 
culation examination  of  the  University  of  London,  will  be  considered  as 
qualified  for  admission  to  the  Koyal  Military  CoUege,  without  further 
examination. 

Candidates  from  the  universities  must  not  be  more  than  twenty-one  years 
of  age  for  the  infantry,  nor  more  than  twenty-three  years  for  the  cavalry. 
They  will  be  required  to  send  to  the  military  secretary,  Horse  Guards,  two 
months  before  the  commencement  of  the  term  at  whicn  they  desire  to  enter, 
certificates  from  the  resix)nsible  authorities  of  their  college  of  general  moral 
conduct  during  residence  at  the  university,  and  of  having  passed  the  above- 
mentioned  examinations,  together  with  the  certificate  of  age,  as  required  by 
Clause  5. 

Should  the  number  of  general  candidates  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
number  of  vacancies  at  the  college,  a  suitable  portion  of  those  vacancies  will 
be  offered  to  the  university  and  to  the  competmg  candidates  respectively. 
^  12.  Candidates  for  admission  as  Queen's  cadets  must  apply  for  a  nomina 
tion  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  if  the  sons  of  officers  in  the  army ;  or  to 
the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  if  the  sons  of  officers  in  the  Royal  Navy  or 
Royal  Marines.  The  above  nominations  will  be  made  by  the  Commander  in 
Chief  or  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  wiU  nominate 
to  cadetships  for  the  Indian  services. 

Provision  of  Necessaries^  Books j  <fcc. 

13.  Every  gentleman  cadet  will  receive  from  the  governor  of  the  college  a 
list  of  the  articles  of  clothing,  books,  and  instruments  witJi  which.  bA  ^ ^ 
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B«gnlfttiona  provide  himself  before  joining  the  college,  and  which  ha  will  be  required  to 
keep  complete  duriug  his  residence. 

Any  other  books,  instruments,  or  drawing  implements  that  he  may 
snbseanently  require  for  the  prosecution  of  his  stnoies  will  be  provided  at 
the  college,  and  charged  to  his  account 

Payments^  Contributions,  <C*e. 

14.  The  amount  of  contribution  for  education,  board,  washing  and 
medical  attendance,  on  account  of  each  cadet,  is  as  follows: —

15.  General  officers  on  the  non-effective  list  will  pay  according  to  their  last 
substantive  rank. 

Officers  who  have  sold  their  commissions  are,  in  this  classification, 
reckoned  as  jirivate  gentlemen. 

The  cases  of  officers  who  have  retired  voluntarily  upon  half-pay  previous 
to  having  served  twenty-five  years  on  full  pay  will  be  specially  considered. 

Officers  who  retire  on  half-pay  after  twenty-five  years'  service  on  full  my 
will  be  entitled  to  be  classified  for  payment  with  the  rank  in  which  they  last 
served. 

16.  The  orphans  of  officers  whose  claims  do  not  come  under  classes/and  g 
must  contribute  according  to  the  substantive  rank  last  held  by  their  fathers. 

17.  For  sons  of  officers  who  have  retired  on  full  pay,  the  payments  will  be 
according  to  the  substantive  rank  last  held  by  their  fathers. 

18.  The  sons  of  officers  of  civU  departments  having  relative  rank  with 
officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  of  the  permanent  militia  staff,  and  of  adjutants 
of  the  volunteer  force,  are  admissible  to  the  college  on  the  same  terms  as 
those  prescribed  for  the  sons  of  officers  of  the  army  and  navy  of  correspond- 
ing rank. 

19.  The  sons  of  Indian  naval  and  military  officers  not  sx>ecially  nominated 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  will  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as 
the  sons  of  officers  of  the  Queen's  service. 

20.  Contributions  for  the  sons  of  professors  at  the  Staff  and  Cadet 
Colleges,  at  the  Royal  Military  Academy,  and  at  the  late  Indian 
College,  Addiscombe,  will  be £50 

For  the  sons  of  masters  at  the  above  institutions,         ...        40 

21.  Anv  change  which  may  take  place  by  promotion  or  retirement  in  the 
rank  of  the  father  of  a  cadet  must  he  immeaiately  notified  to  the  militarr 
secretary,  in  order  that  the  contribution  paid  to  the  college  on  account  of 
such  cadet  may  be  related  accordingly. 

22.  Previously  to  the  admission  of  a  cadet  (not  a  Qneen*s  cadet)  he,  or, 
•I  minor,  his  parent  or  guardian,  will  be  required  to  make  Uie  following 
oneiits,  viz. : — 
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1.  His  contribution  for  half-a-year.  Itcirnlfttioi 

2.  The  sum  of  £15  for  the  provision  of  his  first  cquix)mont  of  uniform 

clothing. 

3.  The  sum  of  10«.  for  the  support  of  the  company  reading  rooms  of  the 

gentlemen  cadets. 

4.  A  deposit  of  £15,  on  account,  for  contingent  expenses. 

23.  llie  above  sums  are  to  be  paid  to  the  paymaster  of  the  Boyal  Military 
College  at  Sandhurst. 

24.  For  each  succeeding  half-year  the  regulated  contribution  is  in  like 
manner  to  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  paymaster  of  the  college,  to  whom  must 
also  be  remitted  the  sum  of  £5  for  the  &rther  provision  of  uniform  clothing, 
and  such  sum  as  may  be  required  to  make  up  the  contingent  deposit  to  £15. 
The  amount  of  this  oalance  will  be  shown  by  an  account  rendered  at  the  end 
of  every  half-year,  of  the  sums  paid  out  of  the  deposit  during  the  past  term. 

25.  No  cadet  on  whose  behalf  these  regulations  in  regard  to  payments 
have  not  been  complied  with  will  be  receiv^  at  the  college. 

26.  No  refund  of  contribution  will  be  made  for  any  portion  of  the  half- 
year  in  which  the  cadet  may  be  removed  from  the  ^tablishment,  without 
the  special  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

27.  No  payments  will  be  required  from  Queen's  or  Indian  cadets. 

28.  If  a  cadet  be  rusticated  during  a  term,  his  contribution  for  the  half- 
year  will  be  forfeited. 

29.  If  absent  a  whole  term  in  consequence  of  rustication  or  sickness,  a 
contribution  of  £10  will  be  required  for  the  privilege  of  his  name  being  kept 
on  the  rolls  of  the  establishment,  and  for  a  vacancy  being  guaranteed  at  the 
commcDcement  of  the  next  term. 

39.  If  absent  from  sickness  during  any  ])ortion  of  a  term,  a  refund  of  that 
portion  applicable  to  subsistence  will  be  permitted. 

31.  In  the  cases  of  cadets  of  the  orphan  class,  whose  annual  contribution 
is  only  £20,  the  amount  to  be  paid  when  the  absence  extends  over  a  whole 
term  will  be  submitted  to  and  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

32.  Every  gentleman  cadet  will  be  supplied  with  a  weekly  allowance  of 
pocket  money,  at  the  discretion  of  the  lieutenant  governor  of  the  college ; 
but  this  allowance  will  not  exceed  4«.  6(7.  a  week  for  a  gentleman  cadet  who 
is  a  responsible  under  officer ;  4a  a  week  for  a  gentleman  cadet  who  is  an 
imder  officer ;  3^.  (ki,  a  week  for  a  gentleman  cadet  who  is  a  corporal ;  and 
2s.  6J.  a  week  for  all  other  gentlemen  cadets.  The  expense  of  this  allow- 
ance will  be  defrayed  out  of  the  amount  deposited  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
contingent  expenses,  and  in  the  cose  of  Queen's  or  Indian  cadets  it  will  be 
borne  by  the  public. 

Discipline. 

33.  All  gentlemen  cadets  are  subject  to  such  rules  aud  regulations  as  are, 
or  may  be  from  time  to  time,  established  for  the  maintenance  of  good  order 
and  discipline. 

34.  Every  gentleman  cadet  will  be  liable  to  be  removed  from  the  college 
at  any  time,  should  his  conduct  be  such  as  to  render  it  obvious  that  his 
remaining  longer  would  be  either  hurtful  to  the  institution  or  unprofitable 
to  himselfl 

35.  To  every  cadet  will  be  assigned,  at  the  commencement  of  each  tci-Li, 
100  marks  for  conduct. 

From  this  number  deductions  vrill  be  made  in  certain  authorized  propor- 
tions for  every  ofience  which  shall  have  been  met  by  a  punishment  of  more 
than  two  days'  drill 

Should  the  cadet  forfeit  more  than  three-fourths,  or  75  of  the  above  100 
marks,  he  will  not  be  gazetted  to  his  commission  until  all  other  gentlemftu.

All  tools  and  materials  to  be  auppliod  free  from  the  public  stores. 

The  saddlers,  wheelers,  collar  makers,  and  saddle-tree  makers,  shall,  after 
one  year's  probationary  service  in  the  grade,  have  the  relative  rank  and 
clotliing  of  corporal.  1  hey  will  be  entitl(3  to  all  the  advantages  of  the  good- 
conduct  regulations. 

Advancement  to  the  rank  of  corporal  will  not,  however,  carry  with  it  any 
increase  of  pay  while  serving,  but  will  entitle  the  artiliccrs  to  the  pension  of 
cori)oral  on  discharge. 

Promotion  to  the  superior  grade  of  saddler  scrjeant  wiU  bo  ojien  to  saddlers 
and  colkr  makers,  and  of  wheeler  scrjeant  to  wheelers,  as  an  inducement  to 
efficiency  and  good  conduct. 

In  future  the  shoeing  smiths  of  the  Military  Train  will  be  termed  "Shoeing 
and  Carriage  Smiths,"  continuing  in  the  receipt  of  the  same  rate  of  pay ;  the 
sei>arate  designation  of  smith  wul  therefore  cease ;  and  care  is  to  be  taken 
that  in  selecting  men  for  the  rank  of  shoeing  and  carriage  smith,  their 
competence  both  for  the  repair  of  carriages  and  for  furriery  purposes  is  kept 
in  view. — c.c.h.p.s.w.w.

Regulations  for  Military  Savings  Banks. 
( WUh  reference  to  Act  22  <fc  23  Fid,,  cap.  20.) 
VICTORIA  R. 

Savings  Banks  to  he  Maintained, 
1.  To  afTord  to  the  soldiers  of  the  army  facilities  for  depositing  Boyal  Wi 
iheir  saving  there  shall  be  maintained  in  every  regiment  and  derjpdt  <3^^^ 
regular  cav^y  and  infantry,  and  in  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engmeer& 
muitary  savings  banks  for  the  safe  custody  and  increase  of  such  savings ;  ana 
the  following  regulations  shall  be  observed  and  obeyed  wherever  the  troops 
may  be  servmg,  India  excepted,  with  the  reservation  as  to  charitable  fonas 
accounts  here^ter  provided  for  (Article  76). 

Deposits, 

2.  Officers  commanding  troops,  companies,  batteries,  and  detachments, 
shall  receive  as  public  money,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  those  public 
services  which  it  is  their  duty  to  defray,  such  sums  as  the  soldiers  under 
their  command  may  from  time  to  time  desire  to  deposit  in  the  savings  banks. 

3.  The  maximum  of  each  soldier's  deposit  upon  which  interest  shall  be 
xillowed  is  limited  to  £30  (exclusive  of  interest  added),  in  any  one  year  (the 
year  to  be  considered  as  ended  on  each  31st  of  March),  and  to  £200  in  the 
whole  (inclusive  of  interest  added).  Any  sum  remaining  deposited  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  in  excess  of  the  above  limit  of  £30,  shall  be  considered  as  a 
deposit  made  at  the  commencement  of  the  ensuinj^  year,  and  carry  interest 
from  that  time  accordingly.  The  amount  of  deposits  upon  which  interest  is 
allowable  shall  not  be  a^ected  by  the  investment  of  a  gratuity,  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  23. 

4.  All  moneys  deposited  by  the  soldier  in  the  Military  Savings  Bank  shall 
be  held  strictly  in  trust  for  his  own  use  and  benefit,  and  shall  on  no  aocoimt 
be  transferable  to  any  third  party,  nor  be  withdrawn  except  under  his  own 
order,  signified  to  the  officer  commanding  his  troop,  company,  battery,  or 
detachment,  xmless  the  same,  or  any  portion  thereof  become  foifeited  to  the 
public ;  and  such  moneys  shall,  if  possible,  be  paid  to  the  soldier  xiersonally, 
and  his  receipt  shall  be  obtained,  and  shall  be  attached  to  the  savings  bank 
ledger  of  the  troop,  com][>any,  battery,  or  detachment ;  and  a  separate  receipt 
shzdl  be  obtained  from  him  on  the  monthly  form.  No.  2,  to  bo  transmitted  to 
this  office  with  the  annual  accounts. 

5.  Deposits  shall  only  be  made  and  entered  in  the  savings  bank  ledgers 
once  in  each  month,  viz.,  on  the  day  of  monthly  settlement. 

6.  The  officer  commanding  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment, 
shall,  by  his  signature,  in  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  ledger, 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  all  deposits  made. 

{j^one  but  Soldiers  to  make  Deposits.) 

7.  To  prevent  persons,  not  in  military  employ,  from  availing  themselves 
of  the  advantages  afforded  by  these  baIuu^  no  soldier  iduJl,  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  deposit  in  his  own  name  the  money  of  another  person,  whether 
a  soldier  or  not;  and  in  case  any  soldier  shaU  bo  depodt  the  moiis^  ^vavj^uat 
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Hoyal  War-  person,  all  sums  so  deposited  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  public,  and  one-half  of 

'^"^  the  amount,  not  exceeding  X5,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  informer,  unless  the 

whole  amount  shall,  upon  a  special  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  the 

case,  1)6  restored  by  tne  Secretary  at  War  to  the  owner  of  the  money  a 

deposited. 

Interest. 

8.  The  rate  of  interest  allowed  upon  deposits  shall  be  £3  15s.  per  cent 
per  annum,  but  no  interest  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  other  parts  of  a  pouml 
sterling  than  Gs,  Sd.  and  ISs.  4{L,  nor  upon  any  sums  that  shall  not  have 
remained  in  deposit  for  at  least  one  month,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  last  da? 
of  monthly  settlement,  and  interest  shall  be  only  allowed  upon  sums  with- 
drawn up  to  the  settlement  day  preceding  the  day  the  deposit  is  withdrawn, 
unless  such  day  shall  be  the  settlement  da^^r.  Interest  upon  all  sums  in 
deposit  (within  the  limit  prescribed  in  Articled)  shall  be  added  to  the 
prmcipal  quarterly,  and  sliall  thenceforward  bear  interest :  in  cases  of  trant- 
fer,  however,  to  avoid  carrying  forward  the  balance  due  to  a  depositor  in  two 
sums,  the  interest  shall  invariably  be  added  to  the  principal,  as  by  Article  35 
is  provided. 

WUhdratcaU. 

9.  When  a  soldier  shall  be  desirous  of  withdrawing  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  his  deposit,  he  shall  give  at  1  ast  seven  days*  notice  to  the  ca|vtain  or 
officer  commanding  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  to  which  he 
belongs,  in  order  that  the  necessary  arranirements  may  be  made  for  repay- 
ment of  the  amount  at  the  next  day  of  monthly  settlement ;  but  if  such  captain 
or  officer  commanding  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  urgency  of  the  case,  and  that 
the  immediate  ^^-ithdrawal  of  the  de])osit  would  be  for  the  advantage  of  the 
soldier,  he  may  direct  payment  to  be  forthwith  made. 

10.  Whenever  the  otlicer  commanding  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  de- 
tachment shall  have  strong  grounds  for  believing  that  the  soldier  intends  to 
make  an  improper  use  of  his  money,  he  may  suspend  the  issue  of  the  de])06it, 
until  the  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion  or  corps  at  head -quarters,  or  kt 
the  station,  shall  determine  whether  it  shall  then  be  issued  or  not,  and  should 
the  officer  commanding  deem  it  essential  to  disciidine  to  authorize  such  sua- 
[)ension,  he  shall  rei)ort  specially,  and  with  the  least  possible  delay,  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief  and  the  Secretary  at  War  the  circumstances  under  which 
he  has  felt  himself  compelled  to  exercise  this  x>ower. 

Deposits  and  Witlidrawals  {small  smns), 

11.  Xo  soldier  shall  deposit  a  &mallcr  sum,  nor  leave  a  smaller  sum,  than 
one  shilling  in  a  military  savings  bank,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  oflicers 
commanding  troops,  companies,  batteries,  and  detachments  to  ascertain,  by 
an  inspection  of  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  ledger,  when  a 
depositor  aiiplies  for  leave  to  withdraw  a  part  of  his  deposits,  the  amount  of 
his  balance  then  remaining,  and  in  those  cases  where  the  balance  will  be  less 
than  one  shilling,  to  add  such  balance  to  the  sum  required  to  be  withdrawn. 

Serjfanin^  Mess  Fund. 

12.  In  regiments  or  dep6ts  in  which  a  Serjeants^  mess  fund  is  established, 
the  amoimt  of  the  said  fund  may  be  invested  in  the  savings  bank,  and  in- 
terest allowed  thereon,  irresi)ective  of  the  limit  pi*escribed  in  Article  3.  The 
account  of  the  fund  shall  be  opened  in  the  name  of  the  Serjeant  major  or 
other  Serjeant  who  acts  as  treasurer,  and  may  be  included  in  the  ledscr  cu 
the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  to  which  he  belongs  ;  but  adl  de- 
posits and  withdrawals  shdl  be  made  on  written  requisitions,  signecl  by  the 
treasurer  and  two  other  members  of  the  mess  fund  committee ;  and  this  mev 
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fand  savings  bank  aocoimt  shall  be  kept  perfectly  distinct  from  the  personal  B^^l  W« 
savings  bank  acoonnt  of  the  serjeant  who  shall  act  as  treasurer.  ^^^ 

Regimental  Fundt. 

13.  In  like  manner,  other  regimental  funds  may,  with  the  special  sanction 
of  the  Secretary  at  War,  be  invested  in  the  savings  bank,  under  such  restric- 
tions as  he  may  think  fit. 

Civil  Sailings  Banks  (toUIuirawal  from^  for  deposit  in  Regimental  Savings 

Banks), 

14.  As  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  person  having  money  in  deposit  in  one  sav- 
ings bank  to  make  a  farther  deposit  in  another,  nor  to  deposit  at  interest  in 
any  one  year  more  than  £30,  a  soldier  having  money  in  a  civil  savings  bank 
must  withdraw  such  deposit  before  he  can  make  any  defK>sit  in  a  military 
savings  bank,  the  money  so  withdrawn  may  be  invested  in  a  military  sav- 
ings bank ;  but  if  the  amount  shall  exceed  £30,  the  amount  of  further  deposits 
iil>on  which  interest  can  bo  allowed  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  will 
depend  upon  what  portion  of  the  sum  withdrawn  from  the  civil  sayings  bank, 
if  any,  had  been  deposited  subsequent  to  the  preceding  1st  of  April,  as  shown 
by  the  certificate  of  the  trustees  or  managers  of  tiie  civil  bank. 

15.  Thus,  if  a  soldier  withdraw  from  a  civil  savings  bank  £45,  of  which 
£15  had  been  placed  in  deposit  on  or  after  the  1st  of  April  preceding,  he  can 
only  be  permitted  to  deposit  at  interest  in  a  military  savings  bank  a  further 
sum  of  £15  within  the  year  ending  on  the  next  31st  of  March. 

16.  A  soldier  who  has  money  in  a  civil  savings  bank,  and  wishes  to 
become  a  depositor  in  a  military  savings  bank,  but  who,  from  being  at  a  sta- 
tion ilistaiit  fix)m  the  place  in  which  his  money  is  deposited,  is  unable  per- 
6;)nally  to  attend  to  withdraw  his  property,  must  give  an  order  on  the  form 
prescribed  by  such  civil  savinga  bank  for  the  withcfrawal  of  his  dejwsit,  with 
the  interest  due  thereupon,  in  favour  of  the  regimental  agent  or  paymaster, 
signed  by  Iiinisclf  in  the  presence  of  and  vritnessed  by  the  officer  conmiand- 
ini^  the  regiment  or  dep^t,  or,  in  the  case  of  the  Royal  Artillery  or  the  Royal 
Fiiigincers,  in  the  presence  of  and  witnessed  by  the  officer  commanding  the 
battciy,  troop,  or  company ;  which  order,  together  with  the  soldier's  civil 
savings  bank  book,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  commanding  officer  to  such 
re.^niental  a;5ent  or  j>aymaster,  who,  on  obtaining  the  amount,  and  the  cer- 
titicato  of  the  trustees  or  manai^ers  of  the  civil  savings  bank,  shall  acquaint 
the  commanding  officer  with  the  date  of  payment,  and  the  amount  received, 
Bpecifying  how  much  of  it  had  been  placed  m  dei)osit  on  or  after  the  preced- 
ing 1st  of  Aj>ril.  The  commanding  officer  shall  then  direct  the  insertion  of 
the  amount  m  the  account  of  the  soldier,  in  the  savings  bank  ledger,  and 
shall  allow  interest  to  bo  calculated  upon  it  from  the  next  monthly  settle- 
ment (lay  after  the  date  of  receipt  by  the  regimental  agent  or  paymaster. 

17.  From  the  time  of  signing  the  order,  the  soldier  shall  be  |X!rmitted  to 
invent  his  further  savings  m  the  military  savings  bank. 

18.  The  order  for  transfer  of  deposits  from  a  civil  to  a  military  savings 
bank  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  conveniently  done,  be  given  at  such  period  as 
will  admit  of  the  amoimt  being  brought  into  the  account  of  the  savmgs  bank 
Icjdgcr  in  tlio  same  year  in  which  the  order  for  removal  is  signed. 

{Tranofcr  to^  by  Soldiers  about  to  be  discharged.) 

19.  In  all  cases  of  soldiers  about  to  be  discharged  desiring  to  transfer 
balances  due  to  them  to  civil  savings  baiiks,  they  are  to  be  distinctly  informed 
that  such  transfers  are  made  solely  upon  their  own  responsibihty,  and  at 
taeir  ow:i  risk,  and  that  they  will  be  subject  to  any  loss  that  may  occur  in 
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Boyal  Wai^  consequence  of  such  transfer.     It  is  desirable  that  the  soldier  should  -ovb 
i*"^  some  written  directions  for  the  new  acconnt  to  be  opened,  which  wonlahe 

held  to  be  a  sufficient  authority  to  the  civil  savings  bank  to  recciye  the  sum 

and  place  it  to  his  account. 

Corps  proceeding  to  India, 

20.  The  savings  bank  accounts  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry  or  infimtij,  or  of 
a  battery,  troop,  or  company  of  artillery  or  enrineers,  proceeding  to  India, 
whether  from  tne  United  Kingdom  or  from  a  colony,  shall,  until  after  arrival 
in  India,  be  carried  on  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  if  the  corps  were 
proceeding  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  a  colony,  or  from  one  colony  to  an- 
other. 

21.  After  arrival  in  India,  the  saving  bank  accounts  shall  be  made  up  to 
the  last  day  of  a  month,  and,  if  possible,  that  in  which  the  disembarkation 
shall  take  place ;  and  a  nominal  Ust  of  the  depositors,  showing  the  exact 
bidance  due  to  each,  and  the  date  to  which  interest  is  included,  shall  thai 
be  prepared,  to  which  shall  be  appended  the  certificate  of  the  commandiDg 
officer,  the  oificer  second  in  command,  and  the  adjutant,  in  the  case  of  a 
regiment  of  cavalry  or  infantry,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  battery,  troop,  or  com- 
pany of  artillery  or  engineers,  of  the  captain  or  other  officer  conunandLDg. 
The  coinmanding  officer  shall  thereupon  draw  a  bill  upon  Her  Majes^s  pay- 
master general  (army  accoimt)  for  the  total  amount  of  the  balances,  wnidi 
bill,  together  with  the  certified  list,  is  to  be  handed  over  to  the  presidency 
paymaster.  A  certificate  that  the  regimental  bank  has  been  opened  in  con- 
formity with  the  general  instructions  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India  m  Council  should  thus  be  annexed  to  the  final  savings  bank  accounts 
with  the  War  Office,  which  should  be  transmitted  by  the  next  TnaiT, 

Corps  returning  from  India. — Corps  proceeding  from  India  to  Foreign  Stations. 

22.  The  savings  banlc  balances,  in  the  regimental  savings  banks  in  India,  of 
soldiers  returning  to  the  United  Kingdom,  are  to  be  remitted  to  London,  con- 
formably to  the  instructions  promulgated  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India  in  Council,  in  order  to  the  re-m vestment  thereof  in  the  home 
military  savings  banks,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  at  War.  In  the 
case  of  a  regiment  proceeding  from  India  to  any  foreign  station,  the  officer 
commanding  shall,  before  leaving  that  country,  take  care  to  obtain  from  the 
accountant  general  or  other  officer  of  an  (lit  of  the  presidency  in  which  the 
regiment  has  been  stationed  a  certified  list  of  balances,  showing  the  amount 
due  to  each  depositor,  and  the  date  to  which  interest  has  been  included. 
A  savings  bank  ledger  shall  then  be  opened,  in  which  the  depositors  shall 
be  credited  with  the  amounts  due  to  them,  and  interest  allowed  thereon 
from  the  date  to  which  it  has  already  been  included.  A  duplicate  or  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  list  is  to  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  War  Office,  and  the 
ori^ol  annexed  to  the  savings  bank  accounts  to  be  rendered  after  tiie  3l8t 
of  March  then  next  ensuing. 

Gratuities  for  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  {investment  of.) 

23.  Gratuities  awarded  to  soldiers  for  long  service  and  cood  conduct,  or 
for  distinguished  conduct  in  the  field,  are  to  be  invested  in  the  militaiy 
savings  banks,  but  only  imder  special  authority  from  the  War  Office. 

{Withdravxil  of) 

24.  A  gratuity  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  soldier  entitled  thereto,  oa 
receiving  his  discharge,  without  any  si)ecial  authority,  but  Uie  date  of  dis- 
charge  shall  invariably  be  stated  on  the  face  of  his  ledger  aocoant. 
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{Transfer  of .) 

25.  Transfers  of  balances  due  to  soldiers  on  account  of  gratuities  shall  bo  l^y^l  ^ 
effected  by  means  of  the  transfer  statements,  Form  C.  (W.  O.  Form,  380  A.)   '^'• 

{Of  Men  dying  b^ore  Discharge,) 

26.  Should  a  man  for  whom  a  gratuity  has  been  invested  die  before  being 
discharged  from  the  service,  the  princi]^  and  interest  shall  be  withdrawn 
and  added  to  his  effects  in  the  same  manner  as  an  ordinary  saving  bank 
balance,  the  date  of  decease  being  invariably  stated  on  the  fiEice  of  his  ledger 
account. 

{To  be  re-credited  to  Public  on  Annuity  being  awarded.) 

27.  When  a  soldier  to  whom  a  gratuity  shall  have  been  awarded  is 
granted  an  annuity,  the  gratuity,  with  its  accumulated  interest,  shall  be 
immediately  withdrawn  from  the  bank  in  the  usual  manner,  the  interest,  up 
to  the  day  of  monthly  settlement  prior  to  the  date  of  his  being  awarded  the 
annuity,  paid  to  the  soldier,  and  the  principal  specifically  credited  to  the 
pubh'c. 

{Disposal  of  on  Corps  proceeding  to  India.) 

28.  These  gratuities  on  a  regiment  of  cavalry  or  infantry,  or  battery, 
troop,  or  company  of  artillery  or  en^eera,  arriving  in  India,  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  regimental  savings  bank  in  that  count^,  together  with  the 
ordinary  savings  bank  deposits,  but  they  must  of  course  continue  to  be  dis- 
tinguished from  the  dex)osit8  made  by  the  men  themselves. 

{Of  Men  sent  Home  from  India.) 

29.  The  gratuity  deposite  of  men  sent  home  from  India  shall  be  remitted 
to  this  country  in  the  same  manner  as  their  ordinary  savings  bank  balances, 
care  being  taken  to  distinguish  gratuities  from  ordinary  savings  bank  deposits. 

{Surrender  or  Forfeiture  of.) 

30.  These  gratuities  are  only  subject  to  surrender  on  promotion  to  the 
rank  of  a  commissioned  officer,  or  upon  a  medal  with  annuity  for  distin- 
guished or  meritorious  conduct  being  awanlcd,  or  to  forfeiture  by  desertion, 
or  by  sentence  of  a  general,  district,  or  garrison  court-martial,  or  by  con\4c- 
tion  of  felony  by  a  court  of  civil  judicature,  and  commanding  officers  in 
India  shall  take  care  to  report  any  such  cases  of  surrender  or  forfeiture 
specially  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  to  direct  the  paymaster  to  remit  to 
tnis  country  the  principal  and  interest  so  forfeited  with  the  other  remittances 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  public. 

{Promotion  to  a  Commission.) 

31 .  When  a  non-commissioned  officer  having  money  in  the  savings  bank 
shall  be  promoted  to  a  commission,  he  may,  if  he  wish  so  to  do,  leave  bis 
savings  bank  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  public ;  but  he  cannot  be  allowed 
interest  thereon  beyond  the  last  day  of  the  month  prior  to  the  date  of  his 
promotion,  which  should  be  stated  on  the  face  of  his  ledger  accoimt. 

Benefit  Fund  Balances, 

32.  Benefit  fund  balances  shall  be  retained  at  interest  in  the  savings  banks, 
but  not  imder  the  control  of  the  soldiers  in  whose  names  such  balances  are 
invested  until  their  discharge. 

33.  These  balances,  or  any  portion  thereof^  may,  however,  be  withdrawn, 
under  special  sanction,  upon  tne  recommendation  of  the  commanding  officer, 
and  upon  its  being  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  at  War  tiiat 
such  withdrawal  wul  be  of  advantage  to  the  soldier. 
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royal  War-     34.  Benefit  fund  balances  will  be  transferable,  as  prescribed  in  Article  35, 
^^^  by  means  of  transfer  statements,  Form  B.  (W.  0.  Form,  3S1). 

Transfers, 

3o.  When  a  soldier  who  has  money  in  deposit  in  a  military  sayings  bank 
sball  be  transferred  to  or  from  the  service  companies  or  depdt,  or  from  one 
rcgiment  to  another,  or  shall  be  transferred  from  one  troop,  company, 
battery,  or  detachment  to  another,  the  captain  of  the  troop,  coinpany, 
battery,  or  detachment  is  not  to  consider  the  amount  of  the  solaier^s 
account  as  money  withdrawn  from  the  savines  bank,  but  shall  furnish  the 
captain  of  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  to  which  the  man 
shall  be  transferred  with  a  statement  u^wn  the  Form  A  (W.  O.  Form,  380), 
of  the  balance  of  principal  and  interest  actually  due  to  such  soldier  on  the 
day  of  transfer,  tne  interest  being  calculated  to  that  day,  if  it  be  the  last 
day  of  a  month,  othsrwise  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month,  and 
shall  notify  upon  the  account  in  his  own  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detach- 
ment ledger,  that  the  soldier  has  been  so  transfcrrea. 

30.  The  captain  of  the  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  to  which 
the  soldier  snail  bo  transferred  shall,  on  the  receipt  of  the  transfer  statement. 
Form  A,  open  an  account  for  such  soldier  in  his  own  troop,  company,  battery, 
or  detachment  ledger,  and  shall  insert  the  balance  as  reported  to  him  ;  and 
shall  record  the  date  of  transfer  (upon  the  face  of  the  man's  account)  in  his 
troop,  company,  battery,  or  detachment  ledger. 

37.  The  captain  making  the  transfer,  and  the  captain  receiving  the  transfer. 
shall,  each  of  them,  state  in  his  animal  abstract  the  transferred  soldier's 
account  as  it  stands  in  his  trooi),  conijjany,  batterj',  or  detachment  ledger. 

,*i8.  The  transfer  statement,  Fonn  A,  B,  or  C,  bcincr  on  important  docu- 
ment, as  constituting  the  voucher  upon  which  a  man's  oalonce  is  transfem.il 
from  one  military  savings  bonk  to  another,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  War 
( cilice,  annexed  as  a  voucher  to  the  annual  savings  bank  account,  in  which 
tlie  man's  balance  is  taken  up ;  and  no  duplicate  or  copy  of  it  shall  be  giveo 
uiitlcr  any  circumstances  whatever,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Secretin' 
at  War. 

o9.  The  transfer  statement,  Form  A,  B,  or  C,  is  applicable  to  the  case  of 
a  man  transferred  from  the  cavalry  or  infantry  to  the  Royal  Artillerj'  or 
Eni^inecrs,  and  vice  versd ;  and  it  is  to  be  clearly  imderstood  that  in  all  cascjt 
of  transferred  men,  the  removal  of  their  balances  from  one  military  8a\Tnir3 
bank  to  another  shall  be  effected  solely  by  the  transmission  of  the  state- 
ments, Forms  A,  13,  and  C,  and  not  by  any  remittance  of  money. 

Discharge. 

40.  Upon  the  discharge  of  a  soldier,  his  deposits  may  remain  at  interest  iu 
the  military  savings  baiik  for  a  i>eriod  not  exceeding  six  months,  after  which 
time  interest  shall  cease ;  but,  if  required  by  the  soldier,  the  principal  may 
>x;  retained  without  interest  for  a  longer  period,  for  security. 

Desertion. 

41.  A  soldier  convicted  by  a  court-martial  of  desertion,  or  recorded  by  r. 
b(»ard  of  officers  in  the  usual  manner  as  a  deserter,  shall  forfeit  to  the  public 
all  moneys  wliich  he  may  have  in  the  military  saWngs  bank,  and  such  for- 
feiture shall  only  be  remitted  by  the  Secretary  at  War. 

42.  When  deserters  who  return  to  their  regiments  shall  have  their  deposits 
restored  to  them,  by  special  authority,  no  deduction  is  to  bo  made  from  the 
amount  of  interest  on  account  of  the  period  of  absence. 

Death, 

43.  At  the  death  of  a  soldicT  inter^t  on  his  deposits  shall  cease  from  the 
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day  of  monthly  settlement  next  after  his  death  (or,  in  case  of  decease  upon  a  Boyal  Wa 
day  of  monthly  settlement,  on  the  date  of  hia  death),  and  the  amount  of  his  ^^*^^ 
deposits,  with  the  interest  accumulated  thereon,  shall  he  withdrawn  and  added 
to  nis  other  effects,  to  be  disposed  of  as  prescribed  in  the  Articles  of  War. 

Accounts, 

44.  Each  captain  or  officer  commanding  a  troop,  company,  battery,  or 
detachment,  shall  keep  a  savings  bank  ledger  for  the  accounts  of  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  men  of  his  troop,  company,  battery,  or  detach- 
ment, and  on  each  day  of  monthly  settlement  shall  record  in  the  pocket 
ledger  of  each  depositor,  on  the  form  inserted  for  that  purjiose,  the  saN^ings 
bank  balance  then  due  to  him. 

Letter  of  Avdit, 

45.  The  Secretary  at  War,  after  auditing  the  savings  bank  account  to  the 
31st  of  March  in  each  year,  will  furnish  the  officer  conmianding  with  a 
declaration  that  the  account  to  that  date  has  been  so  audited,  and  will  bo- 
come  responsible  to  the  depositors  that  the  amount  due  to  each,  with  interest, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  public  money. 

46.  The  declaration  of  the  Secretary  at  War  shall  be  preserved,  and  the 
commanding  officer  shall  notify  to  the  officers  commanding  troops,  companies, 
batteries,  or  detachments,  that  the  account  of  the  savings  bank  has  been  so 
audiUd. 

Suspension. 

47.  During  active  operations  in  the  field,  or  whenever  circumstances  may 
render  it  impracticable  to  attend  to  the  details  of  the  savings  banks,  the 
general  officer  in  command  is  empowered  to  direct  their  temporary  suspen- 
sion ;  but  all  sums  then  actually  in  deposit  shall  continue  to  bear  interest  in 
the  usual  manner,  and  such  suspension  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the 
Secretary  at  War. 

Forms. 

48.  A  supply  of  the  several  forms  applicable  to  military  savings  banks  may 
be  obtainca  on  ai)])lication  to  the  W  ar  Office.  It  is  8|)ecially  desirable  to 
avoid  all  8U])erfluous  use  of  the  forms,  as  they  lead  to  inconvenient  in- 
crease of  bulk  iu  the  sax-ings  bank  accounts. 

Regiments  and  Depdts  qf  Cavalry  and  Infantry. — {Ledger.) 

49.  In  the  orderly  room  of  each  regiment  or  dep6t  of  cavalry  and 
infantry,  or  consolidated  cavalry  dcpOt  or  dejjdt  battalion,  there  shall  oe  kept 
under  lock  and  key,  under  the  inspection  of  the  savings  bank  committee 
(composed  of  the  commaudine  officer,  the  officer  second  in  command,  and  the 
adjutant),  a  regimental  or  depdt  battalion  savings  bank  ledger,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  savings  bank  account  of  every  depositor. 

60.  The  entries  shall  be  maile  in  the  regimental  or  depdt  battalion  lodger, 
by  troops  or  companies,  so  that  the  amount  of  each  troop  or  company  wall 
be  kc])t  separate ;  and  upon  the  transfer  of  a  soldier  from  one  troop  or  com- 
pany to  another,  a  tranter  of  his  accounts  shall  be  mrde  in  the  regimental 
or  dcput  battalion  savin^^s  bank  ledger. 

{Quarterly  Examination  hy  CommiUee.) 
51.  At  the  end  of  every  quarter  the  troop  or  company  ledgers  shall  bo 
compared  with  the  regimental  ledger  by  the  officer  commanding,  the  officer 
second  in  command,  and  the  adjutant;  and  the  officer  commanding  shall 
transmit  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  with  the  annual  savings  bank  acconnta^a 
certificate  in  the  prescribed  form  that  this  compariaon.  \aA  Xmqsl  \&Baa^ . 

2k 
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rtl  War>  Should  a  troop  or  oompany  be  abeent  from  head-qxuuiers,  ilia  eompariion  of 
^  the  lecber  of  that  troop  or  company  with  the  regimental  led^  may  be 

deferred  mitil  it  return  to  head-quarters;  but  such  delay  ahiJi  oe  reported 
upon  the  annual  certificate,  and  a  certificate  duly  signed,  that  the  compariaoa 
has  been  made,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  at  War  upon  the  return 
of  the  said  troop  or  company  to  head-quarters. 

{Annual  Accounts,) 

52.  The  annual  savings  bank  accounts  (certified  by  the  commanding  officer, 
the  officer  second  in  command,  and  the  adjutant,  to  have  been  compared 
with  the  several  troop  or  company  ledgers)  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  War 
Office  at  the  end  of  each  year,  as  soon  as  the  balance  of  each  depositor  ahall 
have  been  carried  forward  into  the  regimental  or  depdt  battalion  ledger  of 
the  succeeding  year,  but  within  the  tmie  prescribed  for  the  transmiaaum  of 
the  quarterly  pay  list  to  the  31st  of  March. 

{CUrL) 

53.  A  non-commissioned  officer  shall  be  selected  by  the  officer  commanding 
to  act  as  clerk  to  the  savings  bank  committee,  and  such  derk  shall  make  all 
the  entries  in  the  regimental  or  depdt  battalion  savings  bank  ledger,  and 
shall  receive  an  allowance  according  to  the  following  scale: —

54.  In  selecting  a  non-commissioned  officer  to  make  the  proper  entries  in 
the  savings  bank  ledger,  care  shall  be  taken  that  the  intuvidual  selected 
shall  perform  this  duty  in  addition  to  his  other  regimental  duties,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  augmentation  of  the  regimental  staff;  and  the  charge  in  the  pay 
list,  on  account  of  the  monthly  allowance  to  the  non-commissioned  officer  or 
soldier  acting  in  tliis  capacity  shall  be  vouched  by  a  certificate,  signed  by  the 
commanding  officer,  of  the  number  of  accounts  oi)en  in  the  savings  bank 
ledger. 

{ResponaihilUy  of  Officers. ) 

55.  The  captain  of  each  troop  or  company  will  be  responsible  that  tho 
deposits  he  receives  and  the  withdrawals  he  pays  be  duly  entered  in  each 
man's  account  in  the  ledger  of  his  troop  or  company,  and  that  statements  of 
his  receipts  and  pajrments  on  the  Form  No.  2  be  sent  immediately  after  the 
monthly  settlement  to  the  orderly  room :  also  that  the  amount  of  deposits 
and  withdrawals  be  duly  debited  against  him,  and  credited  to  him  by  the 
paymaster  in  the  abstract  of  the  monthly  pay  list. 

hQ,  The  officer  in  command,  the  officer  second  in  command,  and  the  atlju- 
tant,  will  be  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  the  savings  bank  lodger,  which 
shall  be  prepared  in  the  orderly  room  by  the  savings  bank  clcrli,  under  their 
direction,  from  the  statements  No.  2,  transmitted  by  the  captains.  They 
shall  transmit  monthly  to  the  j^nymaster,  in  t!ic  Form  No.  3,  the  account  of 
the  deposits  received  and  the  withdrawals  paid  by  each  captain. 

67.  The  responsibility  of  the  paymaster  with  respect  to  the  savings  bank 
will  be  Umited  to  the  following  points : — He  shall  debit  and  credit  the  respec- 
Hve  captiUBSf  in  the  abatracta  of  their  monthly  pay  Usts,  with  such  sums  as 
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are  shown  by  the  accounts,  Form  No.  3,  transmitted  to  him  from  the  orderlj  Koyal  Wt 
room,  to  have  been  deposited  and  withdrawn.  He  shall  insert  in  his'<u^^ 
quarterly  pay  list,  under  the  proper  head,  in  the  general  state,  the  total 
amount  of  the  deposits  and  the  total  amount  of  the  withdrawals  in  each  of 
tiie  three  months,  as  shown  by  the  above-mentioned  monthly  account.  Form 
No.  3,  which  shall  invariably  be  annexed  to  the  pay  list ;  and  he  shall  add 
the  three  sums  together,  and  debit  and  credit  the  totals  thereof  respectivelv : 
but  in  the  March  pay  list  he  shall  only  credit  the  amount  of  deposits  for  tne 
months  of  January  aud  February,  and  such  deposits  as  shall  have  been  made 
in  March,  before  or  on  the  day  of  settlement  for  February ;  and  in  the  June 
pay  list,  the  amount  of  deposits  made  in  March,  subsequently  to  the  day  of 
settlement  for  February,  with  those  for  the  months  from  April  to  June,  both 
inclusive.  It  will  consequently  be  necessary,  in  order  that  the  vouchers  for 
each  of  those  pay  lists  may  be  separate  and  complete,  that  the  paymaster  be 
furnished  by  the  orderly  room  with  two  copies  of  the  Form  No.  3  for  the 
month  of  March,  one  to  be  transmitted  with  the  March  pay  list  as  a  voucher 
lor  the  March  withdrawals,  and  for  such  deposits  in  that  month  as  shall  have 
been  made  on  or  prior  to  the  day  of  settlement  for  Februaiy,  the  other  for  such 
dex>osits  in  the  same  month  as  shall  have  been  made  subsequently  to  the  day 
of  settlement  for  February,  to  be  transmitted  with  the  June  pay  list.    The 

gkymaster  shall  give  special  credit  for  the  deposits  forfeited  by  deserters, 
e  shall  take  care  that  the  balances  of  deposits  reported  to  be  due  to  deceased 
men  are  duly  carried  to  their  non-effective  accounts,  and  he  is  to  annex  to 
the  non-effective  accounts  of  all  deserters  and  deceased  men  the  prescribed 
certilicatc,  stating  whether  they  had  any  moneys  in  the  savings  bank. 

{Deposits  and  W'uJtdratcals  in  March.) — [Form  No.  2.) 

58.  Two  copies  of  the  Form  No.  2  shall  be  prepared  for  the  month  of 
March ;  one  for  the  withdrawals,  to  be  transmitted  with  the  accounts  for  the 
year  ending  the  31st  of  that  month,  the  other  for  the  deposits,  to  be  trans- 
mitted with  the  next  year's  accounts,  unless  in  those  cases  in  which  the  day 
of  monthly  settlement  for  February  shall  be  in  March,  when  the  deposits 
made  on  such  day  of  monthly  settlement  shall  be  included  in  the  Form  No. 
2  for  March,  to  be  sent  with  the  accoimts  for  the  year  ending  on  the  3l8t  of 
that  month,  and  not  in  the  Form  No.  2  for  the  month  of  March,  to  be  sent 
with  the  accounts  of  the  succcc<lin^  year,  which  shall  contain  those  deposits 
only  that  were  made  in  March  alter  the  day  of  monthly  settlement  for 
February. 

(Men  attached.) 

59.  When,  from  peculiar  circumstances,  such  as  distance  of  station  or 
otherwise,  the  dcpoaits  of  a  soldier,  temporarily  attached  to  a  troop  or  com- 
jjany  to  which  he  does  not  belong,  are  received  or  paid  by  the  captain  of 
such  troop  or  company,  the  number  of  the  troop  or  company  to  wnich  he 
actually  bcloiip:3,  and  in  the  savings  bank  ledger  of  which  his  account  shall 
still  continue  to  be  kept,  shall  be  stated  opposite  to  his  name  in  the  Form 
No.  2,  and  the  number  of  the  troop  or  compa::y  to  which  he  is  attached  on 
the  face  of  his  ledger  account. 

{Gratuities. ) 

60.  A  gratuity  invested  in  the  savings  bank  for  the  benefit  of  a  soldier, 
there  to  remain  at  interest  until  his  discharge,  shall  not  be  entered  in  the 
savings  bank  ledger  or  abstract  of  the  troop  or  company  to  which  he  may 
belong,  but  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a  separate  ledger  and  abstract  to  be  set 
apart  for  these  investments,  in  which  the  men's  names  shall  be  szcsao!^^ 
without  any  reference  to  companies.     In  the  evenb  oi  «k  ^gnJCoste^ 'Viffscb^ 
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til  War-  sntrendered  or  forfeited,  it  is  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  saTings  iMuik,  and 
-  specially  credited  to  the  public  in  the  general  state  of  the  quarterly  pay  listi 

with  a  reference  to  the  date  of  the  commanding  officer's  letter,  reporting  tiw 

surrender  or  forfeiture  to  the  Secretary  at  War. 

{Men  Discharged  at  Chatham). 

61.  As  it  is  expedient  that  the  savings  bank  balances  of  all  sbldiCTS  sent  to 
Chatham  to  be  discharged  shall  be  paid  to  them,  whether  their  recimeiits  be 
at  home  or  abroad,  through  the  {Miymaster  of  the  invalid  depdt,  Sie  ntmost 
care  is  to  be  taken  by  the  captsons  of  companies  and  officers  commanding 
regiments  that  the  transfer  statements  of  all  such  men  be  sent  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  invalid  depdt  at  Chatham,  at  the  time  they  shall  qnit 
the  regiment  to  which  thev  belong  or  are  attached,  in  order  that  ^eir 
saving  bank  balances  may  be  included  in  the  savings  bank  account  of  the 
invahd  depOt. 

{Deserters). 

62.  In  all  cases  of  desertion,  the  deposits  standing  at  the  credit  of  the 
deserter  in  the  savings  bank  shall  be  withdrawn  by  the  captain  of  the  troop 
or  company  to  which  he  belongs,  and  shall  be  treated  in  every  respect,  as 
far  as  toe  savings  bank  accounts  are  concerned,  in  the  same  manner  as  any 
other  withdrawals,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  paymaster  for 
the  purpose  of  being  inserted  in  the  next  pay  list  rendered  oy  him  to  the 
War  Office,  not  as  a  credit  in  the  man's  non-eUective  account,  as  part  of  his 
effects,  but  as  a  specific  and  distinct  credit  to  the  X)ublic  in  the  general  state. 

{Deceased  Men.) 

C3.  All  sums  in  the  savings  bank  belonging  to  deceased  soltliers  shall  in 
like  manner  be  withdrawn,  but  the  amount  is  to  be  creditetl  in  their  non- 
effective accounts  as  part  of  their  effects,  and  the  particular  pay  list  in  which 
such  credit  shall  be  given  is  to  be  stated  on  the  face  of  their  ledger  account^ 
and  a  list  of  such  balances,  as  also  those  of  deserters,  &c.,  shall  be  prepared 
on  the  prescribed  form  Ko.  1 1  (W.  0.  Form,  1002),  which  shall  invariably 
be  forwarded  with  the  annual  accounts. 

{FonnKo.  2.) 

64.  The  name  of  the  caj)tain  should  be  stated  on  the  face  of  the  Form  No. 
2,  which  shall  be  transmitted,  unfolded,  with  the  savings  bank  ledger  to  the 
War  Office,  arranged  according  to  troops  or  companicc  and  piiority  of  date. 
{Forms  Nos.  2  and  3,  ti-c.) 

05.  In  those  cases  where  neither  deposits  nor  withdrawals  shall  have 
taken  jilace  within  the  month,  a  blank  fonu,  Iso.  2,  for  such  month  will  not 
be  required.  Care  sliall  be  taken  that  on  the  sheets  of  the  ledger,  on  the 
troop  or  company  abstracts,  on  the  general  abstract,  and  also  on  the  face  oi 
the  Forms  Nos.  2  and  3,  the  number  or  letter  of  each  troo])  or  company  is 
distinctly  stated,  but  not  both. 

Boyal  A  rtillcry  and  Hoynl  Eurjhieers. 

60.  The  officer  commanding  each  battery,  troop,  or  company  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  paymaster,  immediately  after  the  moiitlily  settlement,  a  statement 
of  receipts  and  payments,  on  the  form  supplied  for  that  purpose  by  the  War 
Office,  Savings  Bank  Form  No.  2  (W.  0.  Form  189).  These  statements  shall 
accompany  the  monthly  abstracts  of  such  batteries,  troops,  and  comjianies. 
With  regard  to  the  savings  bank  balances  on  the  accounts  of  men  who  have 
become  non-effective  by  desertion  or  death,  the  instructions  contained  in 
Articles  02  and  03  are  applicable  to  the  artillery  and  engineers,  as  well  as  to 
tiie  cavalry  and  infantry  service. 
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67.  In  tho  case  of  deposits  or  withdrawals  on  March  or  April  abstracts,  it  Bcjtl  Wi 
shall  be  shown  on  the  monthly  statements  to  which  year  such  deposits  or  ""**• 
withdrawals  shall  have  been  charged  or  credited  in  tho  men's  accounts. 

68.  The  account  of  every  soldier  is  to  be  closed  on  the  31st  of  March  in 
each  year,  and  the  balances  carried  forward  to  the  next  year's  account. 

69.  When  such  balances  have  been  so  carried  forward,  the  officer  in  cham 
of  each  battery,  troop,  or  company,  shall  immediately  cause  the  account  ror 
the  ipSLst  year  to  be  prepared  and  forwardecl  to  the  paymaster,  with  a  certi- 
ficate that  the  same  has  been  carefully  examined  with  the  original,  and  found 
correct,  and  that  the  account  of  every  depositor  has  been  calculated  to 
31st  of  March,  and  the  balance  due  to  each  carried  forward  to  the  next  year's 
account. 

70.  These  accoimts  and  certificates  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Office 
by  the  paymaster,  after  he  has  compared  the  statement  of  deposits  and  with- 
drawals entered  on  the  last  page  of  the  annual  abstract  with  the  amounts 
credited  and  debited  by  him  in  his  quarterly  pay  lists  on  account  thereof 
together  with  his  report  as  to  the  agreement  hereof. 

Regimental  Charltahle  Funds, 

71.  The  annual  accounts  of  the  r^imental  charitable  fands  shall  be  pre-    . 
pared  immediately  after  each  31st  of  Slarch  on  the  W.  0.  Form  (No.  400  a), 
and  sei^arately  forwai-ded  to  this  office. 

72.  The  preparation  of  the  charitable  fund  account  shall  form  a  part  of  the 
duty  of  tho  savinM  bank  clerk,  and  such  account  shall,  in  the  computation 
of  his  monthly  allowance,  be  reckoned  as  forming  an  additional  account, 
although  not  mcluded  in  the  general  abstract  as  part  of  the  savings  bank 
account. 

73.  Charges  on  account  of  donations  from  the  regimental  charitable  funds 
to  meritorious  discharged  soldiers,  and  to  the  wives,  widows,  and  children  of 
soldiers,  or  on  account  of  payments  of  a  charitable  nature,  or  for  purposes  of 
amusement  or  recreation  of  the  men,  will  be  admitted  in  tho  paymaster's  or 
agent's  accounts,  if  vouched  by  the  authority  of  the  conmianding  officer  and 
proof  of  payment. 

74.  Wnen,  however,  a  regiment  is  on  foreign  service,  and  the  officer  com- 
man^ling  shall  deem  it  expedient  that  a  portion  of  tho  charitable  fund  shall 
be  disbursed  at  the  depOt,  a  specific  arrangement,  which  shall  be  notified  to 
the  Secretary  at  War,  shall  be  made  with  the  officer  commanding  the  depdt 
as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  disbursements ;  and  the  necessary  chai^res 
for  the  same  will  be  admitted  in  tho  accounts  of  the  depOt,  if  vouched  by  tne 
authority  of  the  officer  commanding  the  depOt,  with  proof  of  pavment  and 
reference  to  the  letter  in  which  the  arrangement  under  which  such  disburse- 
ments are  made  was  communicated  to  the  War  Office.  The  officer  command- 
ing the  depOt  shall  take  care  immediately  to  report  to  the  officer  commanding 
tlie  service  companies  all  disbursements  authorized  by  him,  in  order  that  the 
same  may  be  included  in  the  annual  accounts  of  the  funds. 

75.  The  order  of  the  commanding  officer  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  the 
paymaster  for  any  charge  on  account  of  these  funds,  and  such  order,  together 
with  proof  of  payment,  shall  be  annexed  as  a  voucher  to  the  charge  m  tho 
pay  list. 

76.  Commanding  officers  of  regiments  in  India  will  continue  to  transmit 
the  charitable  funds  accoimts  to  the  War  Office,  tho  necessary  credits  and 
charges  being  included  in  the  returns  of  miscellaneous  remittances  (W.  O. 
Form  327  a). 

77.  These  regulations  shaU  come  into  operation  on  the  SWt  da.^  ^i  K^OL^gaai^ 
1861,  and  shall  after  that  day,  subject  to  any  ioxViiet  Te9a\a\i\otA  'Oga^tdk) 
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n

1.  The  instructors  and  serjeant  assistant  instructors  of  brigades  will  in 
all  resi^ects  be  under  the  orders  of  the  commanding  officers  thereof^  as  regards 
time,  place,  and  rcijimental  details,  but]  such  commantlinc;  officers  are  not  to 
alter  tne  mo<le  of  instruction  either  in  principle  or  detail ;  the  commandant 
of  the  School  of  Gunnery  being  required  by  his  orders  to  pay  immediate 
attention  to  any  suggestions  addressed  by  commanding  officers  of  brigades

Education  is  a  boon,  not  to  be  forced  on  those  who  may  be  unwilling  to 
accept  it ;  but,  as  it  cannot  in  any  instance  be  given  without  an  expense  to 
the  public,  it  is  intended  by  the  clause  in  question  that  those  wno  have 
accepted  that  boon,  and  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commanding  officer,  an» 
likely  to  profit  by  it,  should  be  under  such  control  as  will  prevent  the  idler 
from  abusing  the  indulgence,  by  giving  an  irregular  and  capricious  attendance 
to  his  duties. — a.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  ultinio,  and  to  acquaint  you,  in  reply,  for 
the  information  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief, 
that,  having  had  under  his  consideration  the  Memorandum  of  the  Council  of 
Military  Education  of  the  7th  ultimo  relative  to  the  leave  of  absence  and  free 
passages  of  army  schoolmasters  after  long  continuous  service  at  foreign  8tation^ 
Secretary  Sir  George  Comewall  Lewis  is  of  opinion  that  the  grant  of  free  pas- 
sages as  therein  recommended  should  be  restricted  to  garrison  schoolmasters, 
all  regimental  schoolmasters  being  required  to  remove  or  remain  with  their 
rec^nients ;  subject,  however,  to  this  one  condition,  Sir  George  Lewis  has  do 
objection  to  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Council — namely,  that  after  a  continuous 
foreign  service  of  seven  years  garrison  schoolmasters  may,  subject  of  course 
to  the  requirements  of  the  service,  and  other  "special  considerations,*' be 
granted,  when  required  to  return  home  on  urgent  grounds,  leave  of  absence 
with  pay,  and  without  loss  of  ser\nce,  as  follows : — 

Eight  months  for  Stations  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope ; 

Six  montlis  from  tlie  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  West  Coast  of  Africa,  Wc?t 
Indies,  and  Bermuda ; 

Four  months  from  North  America  and  from  Stations  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean; 
and  also  free  j)as8ages,  the  leave  of  absence  in  each  case  being  inclusive  of  the 
period  of  the  voyage  to  and  fro ;  and  I  am  to  add  that  First-class  Schoohnastcr 
Pringle  will  therefore,  under  the  foregoing  regidations,  be  granted  pay 
during  the  period  of  his  eight  months'  leave  of  absence. — A.

considered  eligible  for  this  additional  bounty,  which  is  given  in  lieu  of  fur- 
lough, and  to  avoid  the  expense  of  a  double  passage  home  and  out  again, 
and  that  it  will  therefore  only  be  granted  to  garrison  schoolmasters  on 
re-engagement,  provided  they  have  not  put  the  public  to  the  expense  above 
referred  to. 

Garrison  schoolmasters  abroad  will  thus  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as 
regimental  schoolmasters  in  regard  to  this  additional  bounty  on  re-engage- 
ment as  recommended  by  the  Council  of  MiUtary  Education,  but  the  former 
cannot  be  allowed  both  the  free  passage  home  and  the  bounty,  which  is 
virtually  granted  in  lieu  of  it. — R.

The  annexed  regulations  for  the  management  of  army  schools  hav-  Kegulatlona 
ing  been  approved  by  his  Royal  Highness  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding 
in  Chief,  and  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  are  to  take  effect  from  this 
date. 

No  schoolmaster  now  in  the  service  is  compelled  to  accept  the  new  regula- 
tions as  regards  pay,  pension,  and  promotion.  Six  months  from  the  present 
date  will  be  allowed  for  consideration;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  all 
who  have  not  signified  their  wish  to  be  placed  under  these  regulations  will 
be  borne  upon  a  separate  list,  their  pay,  pensions,  &c.,  being  continued 
according  to  previous  regulations ;  but  tney  will  be  amenable  to  ^1  directions 
containea  in  the  new  regulations  which  relate  to  conduct,  discipline,  and 
general  duties. 

Schoolmasters  by  declining  to  accept  the  new  regulations  will  not  bo 
rendered  ineligible  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  superintending  schoolmaster.

2.  These  schools  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council  of  Military 
Education. 

3.  The  trained  schoolmasters  of  the  army  are  of  two  classes — viz.,  "Super-  School- 
intending  Schoolmasters,"  who  are  commissioned  officers,  with  relative  rank  ^*^*^'"- 
CkS  en8i;ms;  and  **  Schoolmasters,"  who  rank  as  non-commissioned  officers 

next  below  Serjeant  majors. 

Both  classes  are  subject  to  the  Mutiny  Act,  to  the  Articles  of  War,  and  to 
the  general  regulations  and  orders  of  the  army. 

Schoolmasters  are  not  under  the  authority  of  any  non-commissioned  officer 
in  regard  to  the  duties  of  their  office.

36.  Schoolmasters  are  to  be  pro"\4ded  with  clothing  in  conformity  with  the  Clothing, 
r^ulations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  in  force,  and  according  to 
approved  patterns,  which  are  not  to  be  deviated  from.

37.  They  are  to  salute  officers  whom  they  know  to  be  such,  whether  dressed 
in  uniform  or  not. 

38.  Applications  for  permission  to  marry  are  to  be  accompanied  by  the 
opinion  of  the  commanding  officer  as  to  the  character  and  respectabihty  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  schoolmaster  is  desirous  of  being  married. 

Upon  foreign  stations  the  application  is,  in  like  manner,  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  general  or  other  officer  commanding,  who,  if  he  thinks  proper,  will 
sanction  the  marriage,  reporting  the  same  to  the  Adjutant  GeneiaL 

39.  Schoolmasters  are  prohibited  from  cngadng  in  private  tuition. 

40.  On  the  appointment  of  a  trained  schodmaster  to  a  regiment,  a  certi* 
fled  copy  of  his  attestation  is  to  be  transmitted  to  the  officer  commanding 
the  dep6t  of  such  rc^ment,  and  his  service  in  the  regiment  is  to  be  recordea 
cm  the  third  page,  dispensing  with  the  usual  regimental  number. 

41.  On  the  transfer  of  a  schoolmaster  to  ano&er  r^ment,  the  cony  of  his 
attestation,  with  the  record  completed  to  the  date  of  tnms&r,  is  ta he  iasmMr 
mitted  to  tiie  officer  commanding  the  dep6t  of  the  leg^maDiiU 
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42.  Kcboolmasten  requiring  medical  treatment  are  to  reoeiTe  it  at  tiidr 
own  quartern,  going  into  hosintal  only  when  the  nature  of  the  oom|dbint 
renders  it  necessary.  They  are  to  be  subjectcfl  when  in  hospital  to  the 
usual  rate  of  stoppage  for  non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers  ;  but  when 
attended  in  their  own  quarters,  and  receiving  medicine  only  from  the  hoejiital, 
they  arc  not  to  be  subject  to  such  stoppage. 

4;i  When  a  schoolmaster  is  placed  in  arrest,  the  hcts  and  circumstanoes 
of  the  case  are  to  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  in£9nnation 
of  the  Commander  in  Cnie£  If  abroad,  the  general  officer  commanding  on 
the  spot  is  to  give  such  orders  on  the  subject  as  he  may  think  fit,  reporting 
the  particulars  of  the  whole  case  to  the  Adjutant  General ;  but  no  pnmsh- 
moot  awarded  by  a  court-martial  is  to  be  carried  into  effect  nntil  the 
proceedings  have  becu  submitted  to  the  Commander  in  Chie^  except  in  the 
East  Indies,  St.  Helena,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  staticms  to  the  east- 
ward of  it. 

44.  All  official  communications  from  the  schoolmaster  are  to  be  made  to 
his  commanding  officer,  who  will  report  thereon,  should  he  deem  it  necessary 
to  refer  them  to  the  Adjutant  General  Written  communications,  however, 
from  the  schoolmaster  to  the  commanding  officer  are,  as  much  as  possible,  to 
be  avoided. 

45.  A  permanent  orderly  is  to  be  told  off  to  keep  the  schoolroom  and 
schoolmaster's  quarters  clean,  and  to  prepare,  if  necessary,  the  schoolmaster's 
meals.     The  orderly  is  to  receive  for  this  duty  one  shilling  a  week. 

Superintending  schoolmasters  will  receive  an  allowance  of  1^.  a  day  in  lien 
of  a  servant. 

4C.  With  a  view  to  provide  a  qualified  soldier  to  act  in  case  of  need  as 
schoolmaster  to  the  regiment  or  any  detachment,  the  schoolmaster  is  to  train, 
in  anticipation,  one  or  more  men  of  the  reriment  in  such  manner  as  to  secure 
at  least  one  man  competent  and  available  for  this  duty.  The  number  of 
men  competent  to  take  charge  of  a  detachment  school  is  to  be  stated  in  the 
monthly  school  report 

47.  Actinij  sclioolmastcrs  a]>pointed  to  regiments  bv  the  authority  of  the 
Commander  in  Chief,  in  the  absence  of  trained  schoolmasters,  are  allowe<l 
in  addition  to  their  rc^mcntal  pay,  1«.  a  day  when  the  number  of  adults  attend- 
ing school  docs  not  exceed  50;  Itf.  3(/.  a  day  when  the  number  is  over  50  and 
docs  not  exceed  100 ;  and  Is.  Oii.  a  day  when  the  number  exceeds  100. 

Acting  schoolmasters  for  the  lloyal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers  will  be 
paid  at  the  following  rates : —

No  special  allowances  of  quarters,  fuel,  or  light  will  be  given  to  acting 
schoolmasters. 

4S.  Whenever  it  is  considered  necessary  to  establish  detachment  schools, 
6{/.  a  day  will  bo  allowed  for  a  master  for  each  school ;  but  previously  to  the 
formation  of  such  schools  application  must  be  made  to  Adjutant  General, 
accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  number  of  adults  and  children  rcnuiring 
iustruction,  and  the  name  of  the  non-commissioned  officer  recommended  for 
ap]H)intment. 

At  foreign  stations  the  application  must  be  made  to  the  general  or  other 
officer  commanding,  who  is  authorized  to  sanction  the  same,  subject  to  the 
MpproY9l  of  the  Commander  in  Chie£ 
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49.  Whenever  a  trained  schoolmaster  or  schoohnistrcss  embarks  with  Schools  o 
troops  for  long  voyages,  the  commanding  ofiScer  will  make  the  best  arran^-  *****"^  ^ 
ments  in  his  power  for  opening  a  school  for  adolts  and  children,  for  which 
purpose  a  supply  of  school  materials  should  be  provided.     Should  there  be 

no  trained  scnoolmaster  or  schoolmistress  on  board,  the  commanding  officer 
may  select  any  qualified  non-commissioned  officer  to  act  as  schoolm^ter,  to 
whom  (id.  a  day  will  be  allowed  from  the  date  of  embarkation.  Should  there 
be  young  children  enough  for  a  separate  school,  an  acting  schoolmistress 
may  bo  appointed  at  the  same  rate. 

50.  An  allowance  of  3^.  a  d^  is  to  be  x>aid  to  such  number  of  soldiers,  Soldier  A 
selected  by  the  commanding  officer  to  assist  the  schoolmaster,  as  may  be  "l"]^^ 
found  necessary,  under  the  following  restrictions :—  Sa,1£dNB 

51.  When  a  trained  schoolmaster  is  attached  as  assistant  to  the  regiment  ber  allow 
or  garrison.

52.  The  charge  for  these  allowances  in  the  pay  list  is  to  be  supported  by  a 
certificate  from  the  commanding  officer  of  the  number  of  adults  actually  at- 
tending the  school  during  the  quarter,  showing  whether  one  or  more  trained 
assistants  are  attached  to  the  garrison  or  regiment,  and  by  the  receipts  of 
the  men  for  whom  the  charge  is  made. 

53.  The  provisions  of  the  Queen*s  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army  Sunday 
with  rftspect  to  attendance  at  divine  service  fully  apply  to  army  school-  l^**®*- 
masters. 

54.  Sunday  Schools  arc  left  to  the  management  and  direction  of  the  chap- 
lains to  the  K)rces ;  but  army  schoolmasters  arc  required  to  attend  and  assist 
the  chaplain  of  the  religious  denomination  to  which  they  themselves  belong, 
as  well  as  to  encourage  the  attendance  of  aU  the  children  under  their  in- 
struction at  their  respective  Sunday  Schools,  with  a  view  to  the  more  specific 
religious  teaching  which  cannot  bo  conveniently  given  in  the  weekly  school 
attendance. 

65.  Schoolmasters  are  to  accompany  the  school  children  of  their  own  re- 
ligious persuasion  to  church  or  other  place  of  worship,  and  to  endeavour  on 
aU  occasions  to  promote  their  religious  welfare.  Should  there  be  no  children 
of  their  own  religious  persuasion,  schoolmasters  are  to  fall  in  in  rear  of  the 
troops,  and  accompany  those  of  their  own  persuasion  to  church  or  other 
place  of  worship. 

56.  They  are  not  to  be  required  to  attend  at  any  form  of  Divine  worship 
to  which  they  entertain  conscientious  objections.  The  religious  denomina- 
tion of  schoolmasters  is  to  be  noted  on  their  records  of  service,  and  any 
change  is  to  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

57.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  a  school  day  is  to  comprise  iix  and  a  Weekly 
halfhour^  acituU  attendance  in  the  forenoon,  afternoon,  or  evening.    The  lottos, 
hours  during  which  the  school  is  open  daily  are  to  be  stated  in  tiie  monthly 
report 

53.  The  school  is  to  be  closed  on  Saturday  afternoon. 
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59.  SclioolinistTesfles  are  of  three  classes ;  their  first  tppointment  u  to  the 
third  class,  and  they  are  afterwards  promoted  by  the  Coimfiil  of  Militny 
Education  according  to  their  merit  ana  services. 

60.  Their  pay  is  as  follows : —

Third  class  „  £24       .», 

61.  Trained  schoolmistresses  may  be  granted  imder  certain  curconuteooei 
of  long  service  a  retiring  pension  under  uie  following  conditioDB : — 

After  twelve  years*  service,  from  9d  to  1«.  aday,  according  bo  theretpoMi- 
bility  and  extent  of  their  duty,  with  an  increase  of  id,  for  every  additicuud  ^pear 
of  service  up  to  twenty-four  years,  whereby  a  mayimnm  of  2«.  may  beattamied. 

62.  It  is  to  be  understootf,  however,  that  no  schoolmiBtresa  ahall  ikave  an 
unqualified  claim  to  a  pension  until  she  has  actually  served  £ot  a  period  of 
twenW-one  years ;  and  although  intermediate  rates  are  laid  down  for.ihorter 
poriocU,  they  will  only  be  granted  where  failing  health  disqualifies  the  acbool- 
mistress  for  further  service.  This  must  be  satisfiactorily  established  by  a 
medical  board,  with  a  view  to  the  application  beingspecially  considered  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  of  State  fat  War. 

Intermediate  ])eriods  of  non-employment  will  not  be  allowed  toicoont. 

63.  Schoolmistresses  being  wives  of  trained  schoolmasters  have  bo  sepa- 
rate claim  for  fuel,  light,  or  quarters. 

64.  All  other  schoolmistresses  are  entitled  to  quarters,  with  one  room's 
fuel  and  light,  or  to  the  combined  allowance  in  lieu  thereof,  provided  that, 
if  married,  their  husbands  arc  not  already,  by  virtue  of  some  stalf  situation, 
in  receipt  of  quarters,  fuel,  and  light. 

65.  Ill  cases  where  the  husband  is  in  receipt  of  a  lees  amount  than  ooe 
room's  allowance,  it  may  l>e  made  up  to  that  amount 

66.  Unmarried  Bchoolmistrcssos,  or  schoolmistresses  whose  husbands  are 
on  service  at  another  station,  arc  not  to  be  required  to  reside  within  the 
barracks ;  they  will  be  entitled  to  the  commuted  allowance  in  lieu  cf  quar- 
ters, fiiel,  and  lii^ht  charc:eal>le  quarterly  on  War  Office  Form  1097,  the 
commanding  ofliccr  certifying  that  the  claimant  was  actually  present  and 
doing  duty,  and  that  she  was  during  the  period  claimed  a  spinster  or  widow, 
or  sei)arated  from  her  husband  by  the  service,  as  the  cage  may  be ;  the  bar- 
rack-master certifying  that  she  was  not  provided  with  accommodation  or  fuel 
or  Ught  in  kind.  Loilging  money  also  is  admissible  during  the  authorised 
vacations,  when  such  schoolmistresses  are  certilied  not  to  have  been  pro- 
vided as  above. 

67.  Schoolmistresses  not  being  wives  of  trained  schoolmasters,  or,  if  wives 
of  trained  schoolmasters,  not  travelling  with  their  husbands,  are  entitled 
w^hen  moving  with  troops  to  marching^  julowance  at  the  rate  of  2s,  6(/.  a  day; 
and  when  transferred  from  one  station  to  another,  and  not  moving  with 
troops,  to  a  personal  allowance  of  3*.  Od.  a  day,  according  to  the  nues  by 
which  these  allowances  are  granted  to  schoolmasters. 

68.  Half  these  rates  of  marching  and  })ersonal  allowance  are  granted  to 
schoolmistresses  being  the  \iives  of  trained  schoolmasters  and  travelling 
with  their  husbands. 

Schoolmistresses  when  moving:  with  troops  are  entitled  to  conveyance

70.  Trained  schoolmistresses,  widows  or  unmarried,  when  proceeding  to 
or  firom  a  foreign  station  without  troops  will  be  entitled  to  an  intermediate 
or  second  class  passage;  and  when  proceeding  with  troops,  to  a  suitable  sepa- 
rate berth,  subject  to  a  deduction  of  4d.  a  &y  for  rations  when  proYisioned 
at  the  public  expense ;  and  in  the  case  of  widows,  to  second  cUiss  paasaM 
for  their  children,  subject  to  a  deduction  of  2d.  a  day  for  eadi  fUuld.m 
rations. 

71.  Persons  between  the  ages  of  twenty -one  and  thirty  years  boldizig  cer-  nret  Ap- 
tificates  of  proficiency  under  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Educati(Ui  are  P^"*gwnt 
eligible  for  tne  appointment  of  third  class  army  fichookniatress,  withorat  fur- 
ther examination. 

72.  Persons  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty  3reaT8  who  have 
been  em])loyed  as  teachers  in  army  schools,  and  who  can  pass  a  satisfactoiy 
examination  in  the  under -mentioned  subjects,  are  eligible  to  be  sent  to  one 
of  the  institutions  named  in  the  mar^,**  there  U)  he  .trained  >at  .the  puUio 
expense  in  the  art  of  teaching.

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74.  TouDg  women  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  are

75.  Wives  of  non-commissioned  officers  are  appointed  assistant  school- 
mistresses by  the  Council  of  Military  Education. 

76.  The  pay  of  assistant  schoolmistresses  is  the  same  as  that  of  pupil 
teachers. 

77.  The  assistant  schoolmistresses  and  pupil  teachers,  if  of  the  required  a«, 
are  eligible  for  admission  to  training  institutions ;  but  if  conaid^^d  by  ue 
Councu  of  Military  Education  to  to  oquxd  to  trained  schoolmistresses  in 
regard  to  education  and  skill  in  teaching,  they  may  be  appointed  to  the 
third  class  of  army  schoolmistresses  without  farther  training. 

78.  One  pupil  teacher  or  one  assistant  schoolmistress  may  De  ap^ 
the  Council  of  Military  Education  to  assist  in  the  infant  ana'indn 
schools  of  regiments,  cavalry  depots,  depdt  battalions,  and  garrisons,  when- 
ever the  number  of  children  attending  these  schools  exceeds  tifty. 

79.  When  a  trained  schoolmistress  is  not  available  for  appointment  to  a 
regiment,  an  acting  schoolmistress  will  be  temporarily  aj>pointed  by  the 
Council  of  Military  Education,  Mith  pay  at  the  rate  of  £18  jxir  annum, 
without  other  allowances. 

80.  Schoolmistresses  may  also  be  appointed  to  detachments,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Coimcil  of  Military  Education,  with  pay  varj'ing  from  £10  to 
£18  per  annum,  without  other  allowances,  according  to  the  number  <^ 
children  requiring  instruction,  provided  that  the  latter  cannot  attend  any 
regimental  or  garrison  school. 

81.  Girls  of  thirteen  years  of  age  who  have  been  educated  in  army  schoob 
are  eligible  as  monitrcsses ;  but  they  are  not  allowed  to  till  the  situation  after 
attaining  the  age  of  seventeen  years. 

82.  Their  pay  is  £4  per  annum. 

83.  They  are  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Military  Education  when  the 
number  of  children  attending  the  infant  and  industrial  schools  exceeds 
twenty-five ;  and  for  every  additional  twenty-five  another  additional  moni- 
tress  may  be  appointed,  excex)t  where  an  assistant  schoolmistress  or  pupil 
teacher  is  appomted. 

84.  They  are  to  be  taught  by  the  schoolmaster  an  hour  and  a  Iialf  daily 
with  the  other  children ;  and  the  schoolmistress  is  to  retjuire  that  they  jirac- 
tise  sewing  at  home  in  the  evening. 

85.  Special  reports  upon  the  qualifications  of  the  assistant  schoolmistresses, 
pupil  teachers,  and  monitresses  (addressed  to  the  Council  of  Military  Etluca- 
tion)  are  to  be  made  by  the  assistant  and  local  inspectors,  and  by  superin- 
tending schoolmasters,  after  each  ins}>ection  of  the  schools. 

86.  Schoolmistresses  \mhing  to  marry  must  apply  for  permission,  through 
their  commanding  officer,  to  the  Council  of  Military  £<lucation. 

87.  The  ordinary  leave  of  absence  to  be  granted  to  schoolmistresses,  with- 
^  forfeiture  of  pay,  is  not  to  exceed  six  weeks  in  one  year,  including  the 

ler  and  winter  holidays.     The  claims  of  those  on  foreign  stations  who 
liave  leave  to  return  to  England  will  be  specially  considered. 
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88.  In  the  event  of  illness,  duly  certified  by  an  army  medical  officer,  a  Sick  LeaT< 
schoolmistress  serving  at  home  may  be  granted  leave  of  absence  from  her 

duties  for  three  months  in  any  one  year  unthout  forfeiting  her  pay,  applica- 
tion being  made  in  accordance  with  Article  139;  but  should  her  state  of 
health  render  further  absence  necessary,  she  is  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  un- 
employed schoolmistresses,  from  which  date  her  pay  will  cease.  The  cases 
of  schoolmistresses  serving  abroad  will  be  specially  considered. 

89.  When  a  schoolmistress  is  placed  on  the  **  Unemployed  List,"  her  Unemploy 
vacancy  is  to  be  immediately  tilled  up ;  but  should  she  return  to  duty  ^^^ 
within  the  period  of  two  years,  she  is  to  be  considered  as  a  supernumer- 
ary until  a  vacancy  occurs,  when  she  is  to  be  placed  on  the  list  in  the  same 
position  that  she  held  prior  to  her  being  unemployed. 

90.  The  appointment  of  an  acting  schoolmistress  will  be  considered  by  the 
Secretary  of  btate  whenever  a  schoolmistress  shall  be  absent  from  her  duties 
for  a  lon&;er  period  than  six  weeks. 

91.  Schoolmistresses  who,  in  consequence  of  marrying  or  of  an^  other 
causes,  may  decline  to  be  transferred  to  stations  where  their  services  are 
required,  will  be  placed  on  the  unemployed  list,  their  pay  being  stopped 
when  their  services  cease  to  be  given. 

92.  Any  schoolmistress  who  may  remain  unemployed  for  a  period  of  two 
years  is  to  be  removed  altogether  from  the  list  of  army  schoolmistresses,  and 
to  lose  all  claim  for  further  employment. 

93.  The  Sunday  duties  of  scnoolmistresses  are  similar  to  those  laid  down  ^uiniav 
(paragraphs  64  to  56)  for  schoolmasters.  DuUe»;. 

Schools. 

94.  Tlie  school  is  to  be  opened  by  the  master  at  9  a.m.  with  the  Lord's  Prayen*. 
Prayer,  with  or  without  the  addition  of  one  or  more  Collects  from  the  Book 

of  Common  Prayer,  or  with  one  of  the  forms  of  prayer  which  may  be  ex- 
pressly authorized  for  this  purpose. 

95.  He  is  to  proceed  to  give  a  collective  Bible  lesson,  or  to  read  and  W)]o 
exi)lain  a  short  passage  of  Holy  Scripture  taken  frx)m  the  authorized  or  the  Lesson. 
Douay  version. 

96.  Schoolmasters,  if  Protestants,  are  to  follow  the  directions  of  the  chap- 
lain of  the  forces  as  to  the  coui-se  of  Bible  lessons  to  be  given  during  each 
week. 

97.  The  attendance  of  adults  at  this  instruction  is  to  bo  entirely  volun- 
tary. 

98.  The  parents  of  children  who  are  not  of  the  same  religious  persua-  General 
sion  as  the  schoolmaster  are  to  be  at  liberty  to  send  their  children  to  school  Opei^Ui;. 
at  the  hour  for  commencing  general  instruction — viz.,  9.30  A.M. — and  not 

at  the  hour  for  opening  school,  so  that  there  may  be  no  impediment  to 
religious  instruction  being  extended  to  such  adults  and  children  as  are 
desirous  of  receiving  it. 

99.  The  hours  for  opening  and  closing  the  schools  abroad  will  be  fixed  by 
the  officer  commandinrr  at  the  station,  with  reference  to  the  climate,  and 
provided  the  spirit  of  the  regulations  be  maintained. 

100.  The  same  principle  is  to  apply  to  infant  schools. 

101.  On  two  days  in  eacli  week,  of  which  Saturday  is  not  to  be  one,  an  hour  Rellgioun 
is  to  be  set  apart  for  specific  religious  instruction,  under  clerical  direction —  Inatructioi 
viz.,  from  nine  to  ten  a.m.,  or  from  eleven  a.m.  to  twelve,  as  the  commanding 

officer  mav  order — when  the  officiating  chaplains  to  the  forces,  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergy,  and  the  ministers  of  any  denomination  belonging  to  places 
of  worship  to  which  the  troops  are  marched  on  Sunday,  are  to  be  at  liberty 
to  attend,  and  to  form  separate  classes  of  adults  or  childrea  o£  td^<»x  ^y«^ 
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rotpective  ^nnasions,  on  a  general  notice  given  vim^QOtSj  -to  the  eoiii- 
mauding  officer  of  tlie  regiment  or  station,  who  will  oizect  on  what  daji  aid 
in  what  places  their  respective  classes  shall  be  asiembled.  The  sqIumI- 
masters,  schoolmistresses,  pupil  teachers,  and  monitrwses  ave  invariaUy 
to  attend,  and  they  are  to  assist  the  d&rgymen  of  their  reapeotive  penui 

102.  The  time  for  religious  instruction  abroad  will  be  fixed  by  the 
commanding  the  troops  at  the  station  at  the  first  or  lut  hour  of  the 
attendance. 

103.  No  secular  instmction,  whether  literary  or  indnstrkl,  is  to  be 
on  in  the  same  room  during  its  employment  for  the  purpoee  of  rel^ioei 
instruction ;  and  no  religious  instruction  is  to  be  given  by  the  ^bajlMw  Qg 
other  clergyman  except  on  Sundays,  and  at  the  times  fixed  by  tae  can-

101.  All  non-commissioned  officers,  drummers,  and  privates  are  ni^T"ftt** 
gratuitously. 

105.  The  children  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  aoldien  a

106.  The  children  of  all  soldiers  serving  abroad  who  have  been  prednded 
from  acconii)anying  their  fathers  are  to  be  admitted  gratuitously. 

107.  The  children  of  barrack  Serjeants,  of  wardens  and  sei'\'ant3  of  mili- 
tary prisons,  of  deceased  soldiers,  and  of  militia  staff,  of  i>eiisioners  or  dis- 
cliari^ed  soldiers  in  rc;;imcntal  or  garrison  employment  at  the  station  where 
a  school  is  established,  may  attend  on  payment  of  the  same  fees  as  aw 
charged  for  the  children  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  men. 

lOS.  Children  of  pensioners  not  in  regimental  or  garrison  employment  at 
the  garrison  or  station,  of  coast  ^uanlsinen,  of  canteen  keejyers,  of  contrac- 
tors' foremen  and  labourers,  of  officers'  i)rivate  servants,  and  of  others 
employed  in  the  ixarrison  or  on  duties  connected  therewith,  may,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  coumianding  officer,  be  admitted  to  tho  schools  on  }»aymentcf 
3c/.  a  we<.'k  for  each  child. 

100.  Children  of  pei-sons  not  connected  with  the  army,  nor  employed  ss 
in  the  precedin:,'  article,  are  only  to  be  admitted  in  special  cases,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  obtained  throu«,'h  the  Council  of  Mih- 
tary  Education,  and  en  pa^ancnt  of  o>*.  a  month  for  each  child. 

110.  The  children  of  regimental  or  garrison  officers  may  attend  the 
schools,  and  join  the  classes  with  the  other  children,  pajdng  tho  following 
rates;  but  no  distinction  is  to  bo  made  between  these  chililren  and  the 
others  attending  tho  school : —

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120.  Should  the  schoolroom  not  afford  means  of  effectiyely  canying  out 
the  prescribed  system  of  instruction,  the  commanding  officer  u  to  reyrcaeit 
the  same  to  the  officer  commanding  at  the  station  or  garrison,  giving  M 
particulars  of  the  dimensions  of  the  school,  the  defects  thereof  aiid  tba  mas- 
ner  in  which  they  may  be  remedied,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  reported 
to  the  miarter-master  gcneraL 

121.  if,  in  consequence  of  the  number  of  men  attending  the  achool,  the 
supply  of  fuel  and  light  be  insufficient,  a  representation  to  this  effect  is  to  be 
made  by  the  commanding  officer,  through  the  proper  channel,  to  the  quarte^ 
master  general,  stating  the  dimensions  of  the  schoolroom,  the  Dumber  of  mea 
attending,  the  quantity  of  coals  and  candles  or  lam^  supi>lied«  the  number 
of  lights  the  latter  afford,  and  the  increased  quantity  which  it  is  deemed 
absolutely  necessary,  and  whether  means  exist  for  supplying  the  achool  with 
gas. 

Where  moderator  or  other  lamps  are  required,  special  application  for  the 
same  is  to  be  made  to  the  quarter-master  general 

122.  Such  books  and  materials  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  achoob 
(except  for  regiments  in  India),  and  small  quantities  of  stationery  for  tlie 
use  of  the  schoolmaster,  will  be  supplied  upon  transmission  of  a  requisitiaB 
in  duplicate  on  War  Office  Forms  372  and  760  to  the  Council  of  Jlilittty 
Education.  These  requisitions  should  be  carefully  prepared.  {See  Appendii^ 
Circular  760.) 

No  books  or  materials  will  be  supplied  that  are  not  applied  for  in  the  pic- 
cise  terms  hy  which  they  arc  designated  in  the  authorizea  list. 

123.  Blaiik  forms  for  the  use  of  the  school  are  to  be  separately  applic«l  fcr 
by  the  commanding  officer  in  his  periodical  requisition  on  the  War  Office 
Forms  Nos.  400  and  407. 

124.  Commandini^  officers  are  to  exercise  such  control  over  the  expenditure 
as  will  prevent  any  umiecessary  waste,  loss,  or  tUmia^e.  They  are  to  hoJd 
the  schoolmaster  accountable  for  the  same,  and  to  require  any  person  throo^ 
whose  wilfulness  or  neglect  school  j»roi)crty  may  liave  become  damaged,  lost, 
or  destroyed  to  pay  for  the  same,  the  amount  being  recovered  by  the  jay- 
master  from  non-conmiissioned  officers  and  men,  and  by  such  means  as  the 
commanding  officer  may  direct  from  the  parents  of  children  not  belonging  to 
the  regiment  or  battalion.  On  default  of  payment,  the  children  arc  to  be 
removed  from  the  school. 

125.  On  all  occasions  of  a  schoolmaster  being  relieved,  the  commanding 
officer  is  to  cause  a  board  of  officers  to  inspect  the  whole  of  the  school  bocu 
and  material  in  charge,  conq)aring  the  same  with  an  inventory  prei>are<l  and 
sicned  by  the  schoolmaster,  wliich  inventory  is  to  be  delivered  with  the 
3Ciiool  property  to  the  schoolmaster  who  succeeds.  Similar  arrangementi 
are  to  be  made  on  the  relief  of  a  schoolmistress. 

126.  Quarterly  returns  on  War  Ollice  Forjii  403  are  to  bo  transmitted, 
in  duplicate,  by  the  paymaster  to  the  War  Ollice,  through  the  Council  d 
Military  Education,  sho^'ing  the  estimated  cost  of  any  repairs  required  t» 
the  school  property,  as  well  as  the  amount  which  has  been  received  and 
credited  to  the  public  on  account  of  wilful  damages. 

127.  Any  exiiense  incurred  for  the  conveyance  of  school  property,  not 
being  personal  baggage,  from  one  station  to  another,  is  to  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  couunutcd  rates  granted  by  the  War  OfRee  Regulations  for  the  carriage 
of  regimental  baggage.  Black  boanls  and  easels,  inkstands,  mapsi,  slatei, 
are  to  remain  at  the  station,  and  not  be  moved  with  regiments  or 
corps. 

128.  Should  a  commanding  officer  consider  it  desirable  that  the  achool- 
master  should  visit  a  detachment  school,  application  is  to  be  made  to  the 
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Adjutant  General,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  grounds  on  which  Itupectim: 
such  visit  is  recommended.  SehocS?*** 

129.  In  every  regiment  and  depdt  battalion  an  infant  school  is  to  be  cstab-  infant 
lishetl^  of  which  the  schoohnistress  is  to  have  sole  char)2;e,  for  the  purpose  of  Schools 
affording  instruction  to  the  younger  children  of  both  sexes. 

130.  The  rules  laid  down  for  the  opening  of  the  adult  and  grown  children's  Opening 
schools  at  9  A.M.  with  prayer  and  a  Bible  lesson  are  to  be  oloerved  in  regard  §!^^^ 
to  the  infant  schools,  the  schoolmistress  here  performing  similar  duties  to  BibfeLe9b< 
those  laid  down  for  the  schoolmaster.     {See  paragraphs  94,  &c.) 

131.  Children  attending  the  infant  school  are  to  receive  general  instruc-  Hoars  of 
tion  in  a  room  apart  from  the  ordinary  schoolroom  from  9*30  to  12  o'clodL  -^.ttendanc 
every  morning,  until  they  are  able  to  read  words  of  two  syllables  at  least ; 

but  no  boys  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  infant  school  after  attaining  the 
age  of  eight  years. 

132.  A  school  of  industrial  occupation,  under  charge  of  the  schoolmistress,  IndnstrUl 
is  to  be  held  in  the  infant  schoolroom  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  ^^^^^ 
P.M.,  daily.    In  this  school  the  elder  drls  and  the  children  belonging  to  the 
infant  school  arc  to  be  instructed  in  knitting,  darning,  sewing,  and  needle- 
work generally. 

133.  For  the  encouragement  and  in  aid  of  the  expenses  of  industrial  schools, 
a  cavitation  grant  of  os.  per  annum  on  each  pupil  is  made  on  submission  of  a 
requisition.  War  Oliice  Form  1050.  The  money  thus  obtained  is  to  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  materials ;  and  the  articles  made  up  (which  are  not 
to  include  any  fancy-work)  are  to  be  distributed,  under  the  authority  of 
the  commanding  officer,  and  in  such  proportion  as  he  may  deem  proper,  as 
rewards  for  good  conduct  and  skill  amongst  the  children,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  summer  and  winter  vacations. 

The  amount  applied  for  is  to  be  calculated  upon  the  average  number  of 
children  who  attended  the  industrial  school  durmg  the  preceding  year. 

134.  The  requisition  is  to  contain  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the 
pecuniary  grant  List  received,  of  the  articles  made  up  from  its  provision,  and 
of  the  mocle  in  which  those  articles  were  disposed  of ;  it  is  to  be  si^ed  by 
the  schoolmistress  and  schoolmaster,  and  when  ai)proved  and  signed  by  the 
commanding  officer,  is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Council  of  Military  Education 
in  sufficient  time  for  the  grant  to  be  received  on  the  1st  April  in  each  year. 

Should  the  requisition  be  approved,  the  paymaster  will  be  authorized  to 
charge  the  expense  to  the  public,  on  being  furnished  with  receipted  bills  foi 
the  amomit. 

135.  It  is  not  intended  that  all  material  used  or  made  up  by  the  children  AdmiBaion 
under  the  instniction  of  the  schoolmistress  shall  be  supplied  by  the  public ;  *°^  ^®®"' 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  schoolmistress  to  encourage  the  children  to  bring 
material  of  their  own  to  the  schools,  and  to  direct  and  assist  them  in  cutting 

out  and  making  up  articles  of  clothing  for  themselves  or  their  parents.  One 
attendance  in  the  week  is  to  be  devoted  to  darning  and  otherwise  mending 
clothes. 

136.  The  rules  laid  down  for  admission  and  for  fees  are  the  same  as  those  Beglsterof 
for  the  gro\n3  children's  schools;  but  pavment  for  one  school  admits  to  ^^'widancc 
both,    'these  fees,  as  well  as  those  for  children  specially  permitted  to  attend, 

are  to  be  collected  by  the  schoolmistress,  and  to  be  made  over  by  her  to  the 
schoolmaster,  who  is  to  give  a  receipt  for  the  same. 

137.  The  schoolmistress  is  to  keep  a  register  of  all  the  children  attending 
the  school,  together  with  a  daily  register  of  attendance,  which  she  is  to 
submit  weekly,  or  oftener,  if  necessary,  for  the  commanding  offioer^s  in- 
apection.  S^H^S. 

138.  The  schoolmaster  is  to  examine  the  infiuit  achool  whoa  t«K^Qax«l\A^Ai^HK. 
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do  so  by  the  commanding  officer,  to  whom  he  will,  alter  hiB  ( 

report  thereon :  but  he  is  not  to  exercise  any  control  or  sntfaoirily  orer  tht 

scnoolmistress  and  her  assistants. 

Miscellaneous. 

139.  Tlie  schools  are  to  be  closed  for  three  weeks,  from  aboni  the  SOth 
0/ AbSoML   *^^^®  *^^  -^*^  December  in  each  year,  for  the  summer  and  winter  holidttjni; 

durin?  these  periods  commanding  officers  may  grant  leave  of  abeenoe  to  the 
schoolmasters,  schoolmistresses,  and  their  assistants ;  but  at  no  other  time  if 
leave  to  be  granted  to  the  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress,  except  on  nigent 
grounds,  and  then  onlv  with  the  sanction  of  the^  Commander  in  Cbaei,  u  rt 
home,  or  of  the  general  or  other  officer  commanding,  if  abroad. 

140.  The  monthly  reports  for  June  and  December  aro  to  be  made  op  to  tilt 
date  on  which  the  holidays  commence. 

141  The  assistant  and  local  inspectors  of  schools  will  make  *'  mimte 
inspection  of  each  school  at  least  once  in  each  vear.  They  are  to  give  doe 
notice  to  the  commanding  officer  of  their  intended  visit,  and  to  famiiAi  him 
with  an  abstract  of  their  report  to  the  Council  of  Military  Education  on  the 
result  of  the  inspection.  The  Commander  in  Chief  requires  oommandiBg 
officers  and  others  to  afford  the  insi)ectors  every  facility  for  the  complefee 
performance  of  this  duty. 

142.  All  recommendations  for  the  training  of  soldiers  at  the  scbooli  of  tin 
Boyal  Military  Asylum  at  Chelsea,  and  all  communications  relating  to  tki 
promotion,  transfer,  furloughs,  and  discharge  of  trained  schoolmasters,  and, 
generally,  all  questions  afTccting  their  discipline,  arc  to  be  addressed  to  th» 
Adjutant  General  of  the  forces,  who  will,  after  conferring  with  the  Coumsl 
of  Military  Education,  notify  the  Commander  in  Chiefs  orders  thereoo. 

143.  Corresjjondencc  reeardiug  the  school  regulations,  the  periodical  retnm 
and  re])ortfi  of  the  schools,  the  appointment,  the  training,  &c.,  of  school- 
mistresses,  the  supply  of  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  lectures  for  the 
entertainment  and  instruction  of  the  troops,  are  to  be  addressed  to  tiift 
Secretary  to  the  Council  of  Military  Education. 

Eegulatioxs  for  the  A^^OINTME^'T  or  Army  ScHOOLHASTEBi 

1.  Candidates  for  the  situation  of  army  schoolmaster  must  nndergo  a 
course  of  trainina:  in  the  schools  of  the  Royal  Military  Asylum,  Chelsea. 

2.  The  following  persons  are  eliLriblc  to  become  candidates,  viz. :  — 
Serjeants  of  "the  regular  army;   corporals  and  privates,    also   of  the 

regular  army,  who  are  in  possession  of  at  least  one  good -conduct 
badge ;  civilian  pupil  teachers  who  have  completed  their  ajiprentioe- 
shii) ;  certificated  schoolmasters. 

3.  Candidates  must  be  in  goo<l  health,  free  from  any  defect  of  \dsion  or 
voice,  and  from  any  physical  deformity ;  they  must  be  between  twenty-one 
and  twenty-five  years  of  ago  on  the  day  of  examination ;  not  under  live  feet 
live  inches  in  height,  and  they  must  be  unmarried. 

4.  The  physical  fitness  of  candidates  is  ascertained  by  an  army  medical 
officer. 

Their  admission  to  the  schools  is  determined  by  the  result  of  a  comx)ctitne 
examination.

6.  Candidates,  if  soldiers,  must  apply,  through  their  commanding  officers, 
to  the  Adjutant  General;  if  civilians,  to  the  Council  of  Military  f^ncation; 
in  both  cases  forwarding,  with  their  application,  the  following  certificates  or 
statements: —

If  the  candidate  is  a  soldier,  the  certificate  of  conduct  is  to  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  of  his  services,  and  a  recommendation  from  his  com- 
manding officer.

7.  Should  the  candidate,  after  furnishing  the  above  particulars,  be  con- 
sidered eligible,  he  will  be  permitted  to  attend  the  examination  next  ensuing, 
the  date  of  which  will  be  oommimicated  to  him. 

8.  The  examination  of  civilian  candidates  takes  place  at  the  Hoyal  Military 
Asylum,  Chelsea ;  but  no  charge  against  the  public  for  expenses  incurred  by 
them  during  the  examination,  or  in  travellmg  to  or  returning  home  from 
Chelsea,  will  be  allowed. 

9.  Candidates  from  the  army  will  be  examined  at  the  stations  or  districts 
in  which  they  may  be  serving. 

10.  Each  civilian  candidate,  if  successful  in  the  competition,  will  be 
required  to  execute  a  ]K)Ucy  with  the  British  Guarantee  Association  for  tho 
sum  of  £50  (on  which  he  will  have  to  pay  a  premium  of  £3),  as  a  euaranteo 
for  his  good  conduct,  and  for  the  fulfilment  oi^his  enez^ement  to  enlist  in  the 
army  for  appointment  as  schoolmaster ;  and  he  wifi  be  required  to  i^rovide 
himself  with  the  following  articles,  of  the  same  pattern  as  those  in  use  at  the 
Royal  Military  Asylum,  viz. : — 

Six  shirts.  Four  towels. 

Six  pairs  of  socks.  One  pair  of  boots. 

Three  pocket  handkerchief. 

11.  The  period  of  residence  at  the  Royal  Military  Asylum  occupies  about 
two  years.

12.  Stodents  are  liable  to  removal  at  any  time  for  incompetency  or  for-

14.  On  completing  their  course  of  training  as  students  they  mil,  upon 
being  reported  qualined  by  the  Council  of  Amitary  Education,  be  appointed 
army  schoolmasters ;  if  civilians,  they  will  be  enhsted  (without  bounty)  fiir 
general  service  for  the  period  of  ten  vears ;  if  soldiers,  they  will  be  dischii^ 
from  their  regiments  and  re-enlisted  (without  boimt^)  for  general  aervice  for 
the  period  of  ten  years,  reckoning  towards  their  pension  as  scbodniarteii  one 
hau  of  their  service  prior  to  admission  to  the  Royal  Militaiy  Aaylnm.  No 
]X)rtion  of  the  time  spent  by  them  at  the  Royal  Military  Aaylom  oomti 
towards  ]X!nsion. 

15.  Army  schoolmasters  rank  as  non-commissioned  officers  next  bdoc 
Serjeant  majors.

The  above  periodical  increase  is  contingent  on  the  good  conduct  of  scbt-c!- 
masters,  and  their  success  in  the  management  of  their  schools. 

17.  Sui)erintendin;;  schoolmasters  are  selected  from  the  army  schoolmastcw 
for  merit  and  service  They  receive  commissions  as  officers,  with  the  relatiw 
rank  of  ensiijn.  Their  pay  varies  from  7«.  to  Ss.  a  day  according  to  service. 
with  quarters  or  allowance  in  lieu  thereof;  and  with  an  allowance  of  1*.  a 
day  in  lieu  of  a  soldier  servant. 

18.  Schoolmasters  are  subject  to  the  Mutiny  Act  and  the  rules  and  disd- 
pliiie  of  the  service. 

19.  Schoolmasters,  after  twenty-one  years'  service,  calculated  according  t' 
the  regulations,  are  entitled  t<j  a  i>ensiou  of  2«.  6rf.  or  '^.  per  diem. 

20.  Superintending  schoolmasters  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  be  x>ermitted  to  retire 
xifter  an  aggregate  service  of  thirty  years,  calculated  in  conformity  with  the 
regulations,  on  an  allowance  of  7s.  6d.  or  Sft.  per  diem. 

21.  The  widows  of  8ui)erintendius;  schoolmasters  will  be  eligible  for  pen- 
sions, and  their  children  for  an  allowance  from  the  compassionate  fmul 
imder  the  relations  appUcable  to  officers  of  corresponding  rank. — a.

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Commanding  in  Chie(  are  hereby  notified  lor  general  information  and  goid-  Army 

1.  Schoolmasters  of  less  than  four  years'  servioe  who  are  desirous  of 
accepting  the  new  regulations  will  not  he  required  to  rdlinquish  any  portion 
of  their  present  pay  ot  4«.  a  day;  but  they  will  not  be  allowed  any  increase 
to  their  pay  until  they  have  served  six  vears,  when  they  will,  if  dmy  recom- 
mended, be  entitled  under  those  regulations  to  receive  an  increase  of  M. 
a  day. 

2.  Other  schoolmasters  on  accepting  the  new  regulations  as  to  ^y  and  pro- 
motion wUl  draw  the  i)ay  corre8]x>ndinfi;  to  their  service  as  laid  down  in 
Article  4  of  the  regulations,  provided  tney  are  duly  recommended  for  the 
same,  as  required  in  that  article. 

3.  A  second  class  schoolmaster  who  may  accept  the  new  regulations  will 
not  receive  the  additional  Is.  a  day  after  re-engagement,  nor  any  increase 
to  his  pay  until  he  has  completed  twelve  years'  service  as  schoolmaster, 
when,  if  recommended  by  the  Council  of  Mihtary  Education,  his  pay  will  be 
increased  from  5s.  6d.  to  6s.  per  diem. 

4.  The  periodical  increase  of  pay  is  not  to  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
good-conduct  pay,  which,  unaer  certain  circumstances,  may  be  for- 
feited. It  becomes,  on  the  contraiy,  an  integral  part  of  the  schoolmaster'fl 
aalary. 

5.  A  schoolmaster  who  remains  under  the  old  regulations  will,  if  re- 
engaged, be  entitled  to  receive  the  additional  Is.  per  diem  granted  bv 
those  regulations  to  schoolmasters  after  completing  ten  years*  school- 
master's service. 

6.  In  respect  to  promotion  of  those  schoolmasters  who  remain  under  the 
old  regulations,  the  present  proportions  between  the  different  classes  will  be, 
as  far  as  possible,  maintained. 

Should,  however,  those  proportions  be  disarranged  by  a  large  number  in 
any  class  accepting  the  new  reffulations,  promotions  from  that  class  will  be 
granted  in  the  proportion  which  its  numbers  thus  reduced  bear  to  its  pres- 
ent strensth,  provided  there  remain  in  it  schoolmasters  of  sufficient  expe- 
rience and  efficiency  to  justify  such  promotion. 

Thus,  if  one-half  of  any  class  remain  under  the  old  system,  promotion  will 
be  granted  to  it  for  one-half  of  the  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  higher 
elates,  provided  the  above  conditions  be  fulfilled. 

This  method  will  be  continued  until  the  original  proportion  between  the 
several  classes  is  regained. 

7.  As  resards  comparative  rank,  a  schoolmaster  of  the  second  class  will 
take  prece<&nce  over  all  army  schoolmasters  under  the  new  regulations  who 
have  shorter  service. 

Where  a  schoolmaster  who  retains  the  position  of  a  second  class,  and  an 
army  schoolmaster  who,  having  been  passea  over,  may  have  since  come  under 
the  new  regulations,  and  who  may  have  greater  length  of  service,  are  enjgaged 
in  the  same  schoolroom,  a  special  reference  will  be  made  to  the  Adjutant 
General  as  to  which  schoolmaster  shall  take  precedence.  Should  an  imme- 
diate decision  be  requisite,  the  officer  commanding  at  the  station  will  exer- 
cise his  discretion  pending  such  reference,  which  is  to  contain  the  fullest  par- 
ticulars of  the  case  submitted  for  consideration. 

Where  a  schoolmaster  of  the  third  class  and  an  army  schoolmaster  under 
the  new  regulations  are  engaged  in  the  same  schoolix)om,  they  will  take 
precedence  according  to  the  date  of  their  appointment  as  schoobuasters. 

The  time  allowed  for  the  acceptance  of  the  new  regulations  is  extended 
until  the  dlst  March  next— R.

Officers  with  Brevet  HanL 

3.  Officers  having  brevet  rank  are  not  entitled  to  draw  this  aUownot 
according  to  the  brevet  rank,  unless  they  be  in  the  actual  diKhar;^  of  hig^ 
duties  than  those  which  attach  to  their  regimental  or  staff  commisaions,  not 
unless  those  duties  have  been  performed  for  a  period  exceeding  one  month. 

Officers  per/wming  Duty  of  a  Superior  AppoiiUmenl, 

4.  If,  in  consequence  of  the  death  or  temporary  absence  of  an  officer  fraa 
the  station,  au  inferior  officer  succeed  to  the  duties  of  a  superior  commissiaD 
or  appointment,  he  shall,  on  making  the  declaration  prescribed  by  Article  6; 
be  permitted  to  draw  the  allowance  for  the  number  of  black  male  peracoal

When  European  Soldiers  are  not  to  le  employed. 

6.  The  object  of  this  allowance  being  to  prevent  the  employment  of 
European  soldiers  in  hot  climates  upon  any  duties  not  strictly  military,  offi- 
cers commanding  corps  wall  accordmgly  be  held  responsible  that  European 
soldiers  be  not  employed  in  any  way  as  servants :  and  every  officer  drawing 
the  said  allowance  for  one  personal  servant  and  no  groom  .will  sign  the 
declaration  in  support  of  his  claim  according  to  Form  No.  1,  annexed  liereta 
Those  drawing  it  for  more  than  one  servant  or  groom  will  bo  roquired  to 
furnish  a  declaration  according  to  Form  No.  2. 

Rations  of  provisions  are  not  to  be  issued  from  the  public  stores  to  the 

black  male  servants  of  officers  unless  their  masters  be  cmi)loyed  in  the  field 

"^'^inst  an  enemy;  and,  while  rations  are  so  issuetl,  the  value  thereof,  as 

i  by  the  officer  commanding  on  the  station,  shall  be  deducted  &om  the 

fence  granted  by  this  regulation. 

Ids  allowance  shall  not  be  granted  to  officers  of  corps  composed  wholly 
ck  soldiers,  or  partly  of  black  soldiers  and  partly  of  Baropeanib 
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wlietlier  the  officers  be  employed  on  the  staif  or  not,  provided  any  black  Black 
soldiers  of  their  corps  be  present  on  the  same  station ;  and  no  officer  in  a  |^^^*^ 
corps  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  black  soldiers  shall  be  permitted  to 
employ  an  European  soldier  as  a  servant.

The  r^ulAtionB  affecting  the  pay  and  allowances  of  artificers  and  Artifloen, 
bremen  of  the  War  Department  sent  out  from  England  for  service  in  the  Ao,  sent 
iyolonies  having  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  ^**"*^ 
Wbt: 

His  Lordship  directs  that  the  following  instructions  be  circulated  for  the 
iafonnation  and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

When  artificers  and  foremen  at  a  forei^  station,  who  have  been  sent  from 
Bngland,  are  reported  by  the  medical  ofiicer  as  unable  to  attend  their  call  on 
aeconnt  of  sickness,  they  may  be  allowed  to  draw  full  pay  whilst  necessarily 
■bfient  on  accoimt  of  sickness  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

If  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  tney  are  still  unable  to  resume  duty,  they 
may  be  allowed  reduced  pay  for  a  further  period,  not  exceeding  three  months, 
at  the  rate  of 

Half-pay  for  those  who  have  served  under  twenty  years. 
Two-thirds  pay  for  those  who  have  served  above  twenty  years. 

In  the  event  of  a  medical  board  recommending  that  such  artificers  and 
foremen  should  return  to  England  for  the  recovery  of  their  health,  the  above- 
named  rates  of  pay  may  be  continued  to  them  until  the  date  of  their  disem* 
barkation,  after  which  they  will  be  allowed  half-pay  or  two-thirds  pay,  as 
the  case  may  be,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months ;  and  when  prac- 
ticable they  will  be  allowed  free  medical  attendance  by  military  medical 
officers. 

If  not  able  to  resume  duty  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  date  of 
disembarkation  in  England,  measures  will  be  taken  for  their  superannuation 
in  the  usual  manner. 

Applications  are  not  to  be  made  for  medical  boards  upon  artificers  and 
foremen  vrith  the  view  to  sending  them  to  England,  unless  the  medical  officer 
can  certify  that  he  sees  no  probability  of  their  recovery  on  the  spot. 

It  is  to  be  clearly  understood  that  these  instructions  do  not  apply  to  arti- 
ficers and  foremen  hired  in  the  colony. — a.

Begulations  affecting  sick  pay  to  civil  artificers,  foremen,  labour-  Artiflcern, 
era,  &c.,  to  be  substituted  for  those  contained  in  the  **  Ordnance  Regulations,  Ac^atHoma 
Home,  1855/'  Articles  149  to  156,  and  for  Circular  298,  which  are  hereby 
cancelled. 

No  pay  will  be  allowed  to  any  master  artificer,  foreman,  artificer,  labourer, 
or  other  person  rated  as  such,  who  does  not  attend  his  call  at  the  stated 
period,  and  perform  the  work  allotted  to  him,  unless  he  is  absent  witii  the 
special  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  consequence  of  sickness, 
when  the  following  rules  are  to  be  observed  : — 

1.  Within  three  days  of  the  expiration  of  each  month,  two  separate 
Tetoms  on  the  enclosed  forms  are  to  be  rendered ;  that  marked  A  to  em- 
brace all  men  who  shaU  have  been  absent  during  sudti  month  in  conse- 
quence of  injuries  received  in  the  execution  of  their  duty^  or  cLcknMa  Ok»iadc| 
attributable  to  the  nature  of  the  work  performed,  and  ^\)^  «ei^a&»^%nvsw 
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by  their  own  misconduct,  may  receive  hal/ih&r  working  pay  if  of  three  ynr^ 
seryice  and  upwards,  but  under  ten  years,  or  ikree-fourtM  of  their  working  pay 
if  they  have  served  ten  years  or  upwards.  No  pay  during  absence  from  doty 
will  be  allowed  to  men  of  less  than  three  years*  service,  nor  is  any  man 
entitled  under  this  clause  to  half  or  three-fourths  of  his  pay,  to  reoeive  sick 
pay  for  a  longer  period  than  one  month  at  a  time,  or  for  more  than  two  monthi 
m  any  one  year,  unless  with  the  special  approval  of  the  Secretanr  of  State. 

The  issue  of  sick  pay  to  master  artificers  and  foremen  ia  to  be  sovemed 
by  the  limitations  prescribed  by  the  foregoing  clauses,  except  tiiat  tiiqr  may 
in  either  case  receive/t^/  pay. 

Sick  pay  according  to  these  rules  may  be  issued  on  production  of  certifi- 
cates of  the  head  of  uie  department  in  which  the  claimant  maybe  employed, 
and  of  the  medical  officer  by  whom  he  may  have  been  attended  or  examined. 
The  forms  of  pay  list  A  or  B  herewith,  with  the  forms  of  certificate 
attached,  are  in  all  cases  to  be  used. 

Circular  No.  205,  relative  to  the  sick  pay  of  artificers  and  foremen  aent 
out  from  England,  will  not  be  affected  by  these  regulations.

abroad,  from  which  those  attached  to  the  commissariat  were  speciaUy  ^^^^^ 
exempted,  I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  acquaint  you 
that,  the  reason  for  that  exemption  no  longer  existing,  it  has  been  decided  to 
extend  the  operation  of  that  circular  to  the  commissariat  emplov6s  similarly 
situated ;  ana  I  am  to  desire  that  you  will  act  in  accordance  with  those  rules 
for  the  future. 

With  respect  to  the  higher  class  of  subordinates — viz.,  clerks,  storekeepers, 
assistant  storekeepers,  and  issuers— it  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the 
present  arrangement,  under  which  their  coses  are  considered  as  they  occur.

It  being  desirable  that  the  claims  to  staflF  employment  of  officers  ^^gSw  ®* 
who  have  passea  the  final  examination  at  the  Staff  College,  and  have  fulfilled  ^ 
the  rc<iuirement8  of  the  Regulations  dated  23d  January,  1860,  should  not  be 
lost  sight  of,  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief  directs  the  attention  of 
seneraf  and  other  officers  commanding  at  the  different  military  stations  at 
home  and  abroad  to  the  general  orders  issued  periodically  from  this  depart- 
ment, publishing  the  names  of  officers  who  have  passed  successfully  througn  the 
college ;  and  His  Royal  Highness  desires  that,  on  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy 
on  the  staff  in  any  command  where  there  may  be  serving  an  officer  who  has 
qrudified  himself  at  the  Staff  College  (or  at  the  late  senior  department  of  the 
Royal  Military  College),  and  whose  rank  may  render  him  eligible  for  the 
vacant  appointment,  such  officer  should,  as  a  general  rule,  be  recommended 
to  fin  the  same,  in  preference  to  one  who  has  not  undergone  that  ordeal.— s.

The  accompanying  regulations  for  the  Staff  College,  having  been  llegulatioD 
revised,  are  now  promulgated,  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  officers  of 
the  army. 

Although  only  one  officer  can  be  spared  from  a  battalion  at  a  time  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  at  the  college,  this  will  not  necessarily  jirevent  a 
battalion  sending  more  than  one  te  compete  at  an  examination,  if  circum- 
stances admit  of  their  absence  from  their  regiment. 

The  principle  under  which  officers  are  jJlowed  to  cuter  the  Staff  College 
being  that  of  pure  competition,  it  follows  that  candidates  who  may  be  found 
qualified  at  any  examination,  but  who,  from  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
vacancies,  cannot  then  be  admitted,  will  not  have  any  claim  to  subsequent 
admission,  ^dthout  undergoing  another  competitive  examination.

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Ko  candidate,  however,  will  be  allowed  to  count  marks  in  any  subject  left  Bqgnlatloni 
optional,  unless  he  obtains  at  least  one-sixth  of  the  number  allotted  to  it. 

In  regard  to  military  history,  early  notice  will  on  each  occasion  be  given 
of  the  special  campaigns  on  wmch  questions  will  be  set  at  the  next  ensuing 
examination. 

VI.  The  examination  of  officers  serving  in  the  United  Kingdom  for 
entrance  to  the  Staff  Coll^^e  is  held  in  London  abont  the  month  of  July, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council  of  Military  Education. 

In  the  case  of  officers  servins  abroad,  the  examinations  of  such  as  are 
allowed  to  compete  are  conductea  by  means  of  the  same  printed  questions  as 
are  set  for  the  examination  of  candidates  in  London.  These  questions  are  to 
be  answered  in  writing  in  the  presence  of  a  board  of  officers,  which  wUl  be 
appointed  by  the  general  oiiicer  in  command,  and  which  will  certify  that  the 
candidate  has  obtained  no  assistance  from  books,  or  help  of  any  kind  in  the 
examination. 

VIL  The  college  course  of  study  commences  annually  on  or  about  the  1st 
February.  The  transmission  of  the  printed  examination  pajjers  to  stations 
abroad  is  so  arranged  that  the  exanunations  may  be  hela  simultaneously, 
md  the  merits  of  we  candidates  decided  upon  in  time  to  admit  of  those  who 
are  successful  joining  the  Staff  Colle^  by  tne  1st  February  next  ensuing. 

VIII. — ^The  following  are  the  subjects  of  instruction  at  the  Staff  CoUege, 
viaL: — • 

Mathematics — ^the  minimum  course  will  embrace  this  subject  up  to 

Elementary  Mechanics,  inclusive. 
French,  German,  and  Hindustani. 
Fortification  and  Artillenr. 

Topographical  Drawing,  Military  Surveying,  and  Sketching.

Militaiy  Art,  MUitary  History,  and  Geography. 
Military  Administration,  including  the  organization  and  equijunent  of 

armies  in  the  field. 
Military  Legislation. 
Elements  of  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  and  Geology,  as  applied  to 

the  military  sciences. 
Exercise  in  Composition  will  be  afforded  to  the  Students  during  the 
whole  course  of  instruction,  in  writing  Memoirs  or  Essays  on  the 
subjects  of  the  course. 
Ridiug. 

IX.  The  course  of  study  occupies  two  years,  which  period  is  not  to  be 
exceeded,  except  in  case  of  illness,  and  then  oxily  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Field  Marshal  Conmianding  in  Chief. 

The  yearly  course  is  divided  into  two  terms — viz.,  from  1st  February  to 
15th  June,  and  from  the  15th  July  to  the  15th  December,  the  intervening 
periods  constituting  the  vacations. 

X.  As  officers  may  be  expected  to  join  the  college  with  very  varied  degrees 
of  attainment,  provision  will  be  made  to  enable  any  student  who  may  be 
well  prepared  in  any  particular  subject  to  attend  more  especially  to  other 
subjects  in  which  he  mav  feel  himself  deficient.  If|  for  instance,  the  student 
should  come  to  the  college  previously  well  instructed  in  mathematics,  he 
will  be  enabled  to  direct  ms  attention  principally  to  the  military  sciences,  or 
to  languages,  in  Ueu  of  mathematical  studies. 

XL  Dimng  the  whole  course,  monthly  reports  of  the  application  and  nro- 
gress  of  each  student  will  be  forwarded  for  tne  information  of  the  Conncu  of

the  Slimmer  examination  being  conducted  by  the  professors  of  the  ooU^p^ 
and  the  winter  examination  by  examiners  independent  of  the  eataUishna^ 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Council  of  Muitaiy  Education. 

The  winter  examination  at  the  termination  of  the  first  year  of  the  atodoik^t 
course  is  probationary,  and  any  student  will  bo  required  to  withdraw  from 
the  college  who  shall  f^  to  obtain  the  minimnm  aggregate  of  mazka  herein- 
after stated.

Officers  desirous  of  showing  their  proficiency  in  other  of  the  optional  sub* 
jeets,  in  addition  to  the  three  which  are  allowed  to  be  taken  up  ror  the  com- 
petitive examinatioD,  may  be  examined  therein,  and  a  special  report  of  their 
qualifications  will  be  made  to  the  Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief,  but 
tney  will  not  be  allowed  to  count  any  marks  thus  gained  m  determining 
their  position  in  the  order  of  merit. 

XTIL  Any  officer  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Field  Marshal  Command- 
ing  in  Chief,  compete  at  the  annual  final  examination  without  previously 
passing  through  the  college ;  and,  further,  any  officer  who  demrea  to  enter 
the  coUe^  for  one  year  only,  wiH  be  permitted,  if  there  be  a  vacant^',  to 

S resent  lumself  at  the  first  annual  examination  of  the  junior  division  of  stu- 
ents  (who  will  then  have  completed  their  first  year),  and  if  qualified,  may 
join  the  college  accordingly.    In  each  case  the  qualifications  noted  in  para- 

Saph  HI.  (above)  will  oe  required.  Any  officer  at  the  college,  although  of 
e  junior  division,  may  compete  at  the  final  examination  of  the  senior 
division. 

An  officer  desiring  to  compete  at  the  final  examination  should  give  not 
less  than  a  year's  notice  of  his  intention,  in  order  that  he  mi^  receive,  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  subjects  in  which  he,  in  common  with  the  students 
of  the  Staff  College,  will  be  examined.  To  count  his  full  marks,  he  will  be 
required  to  produce  the  same  number  of  plans,  and  of  memoirs  in  military 
history,  as  are  prepared  by  the  students  of  the  Staff  College,  oeriA£ymg  that 
"tiiey  are  his  own  imaided  work,  and  that  they  were  executed  within  this  two 
vears  immediately  preceding  the  examination.  H  his  application  to  compete 
be  granted  by  the  Field  Mimihal  Commanding  in  Chie^he  will  be  reqmred 
to  attend  at  the  college  durins  the  first  three  months  of  the  term  commenc- 
ing the  15th  July,  in  order  that  he  may  have  the  opjportunity  of  execnting 
the  same  surveys,  reconnaissances,  and  projects  of  held  fortification  as  ace 
executed  by  the  regular  students. 

An  officer  desiring  to  compete  at  the  probationary  examination  for  admis- 
sion to  the  college  for  a  residence  of  one  year  only^  oonsequsnt  oo  tbs  oocur- 
zence  of  a  vacancy  in  the  junior  diviaioii,  will  be  required  tagive  six  months^ 
notioe  of  his  intantian,  in  azder  thai  he,  in  like  maimeir,  maij  VMsn^  ^ 
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^egnlAtloiDi.  detailed  statoment  of  the  snbjects  in  which  he  will  be  examined,  and  of  fhi 
plans  and  memoirs  which  he  will  be  required  to  prodoce,  in  oommoQ  vith 
the  students  of  the  then  junior  division.  On  receiving  penniasioii  from  ths 
Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  to  compete,  he  wiU  be  directed  to  attnd 
at  the  collece  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  term  commencing  the  Ifith 
July,  in  order  to  have  the  opportunity  of  executing  the  same  ffVrtchCT  and 
surveys  as  are  executed  by  the  students. 

No  officer  will  be  allowed  to  present  himself  at  either  of  these  examina- 
tions who  shall  have  been  examined  during  the  same  year  for  admianonto 
the  college  for  the  ordinary  period  of  residence. 

Either  or  both  these  examinations  will  be  liable  to  be  suspended  whenefer 
it  shall  a])pear  that  the  supply  of  officers  from  the  college  is  sofficieot  to 
meet  the  requirements  for  the  staff  of  the  army. 

XIV.  After  the  final  examination,  the  Council  of  Military  Education  will 
draw  up  and  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Field  Maranal  Commandiu 
in  Chiei^  a  hst  of  the  successful  candidates,  arranged  according  to  merits  viu 
a  special  report  of  those  who  jiarticularly  distinguished  themselvea^  n^utt 
names  will  be  also  mentioned  by  the  Council  in  their  report 

XV.  Officers  who  shall  have  passed  their  final  examination  at  the  Stiff 
College  will  be  attached  to  each  of  the  arms  successively  in  which  theyhan 
not  previously  served.  They  will  be  required  to  attend  drills,  parades,  and 
iiela  days,  and  they  will  avail  themselves  of  everv  practicable  means  of 
making  Uiemsclves  generally  acquainted  with  tne  disci|>line,  intenor 
economy,  field  movements,  and  duties  of  those  arms ;  and  certificates  to  this 
effect  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  by  the  officers  commanding 
the  corps  to  which  they  may  have  been  attached. 

It  is  presumed  that  a  period  of  three  months  with  each  ann  will  be  tli0 
utmost  that  will  be  required  in  this  respect. 

XVI.  The  regulations  relative  to  the  qualifications  of  officers  for  direct 
staff  appointments  will  continue  in  force  until  the  system  which  has  been 
above  detailed  shall  have  fully  come  into  0})cratiou,  and  the  examinations 
referred  to  in  that  order  will  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Council 
of  Military  Education. 

Officers,  however,  who  have  attained  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  wiQbe 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  that  order. 

As  soon  as  the  college  shall  be  in  a  position  to  supply  all  vacancies  in  the 
staff  of  the  army,  no  officer  will  be  appointed  to  the  staff  who  shall  not  have 
passed  the  final  examination  of  the  college,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  tlu 
Koyal  Engineers,  and  of  those  who  attained,  before  the  1st  January,  1860,  tlie 
rank  of  heutenant  colonel,  and  in  every  case,  excepting  officers  of  pro\*ed 
ability  in  the  field. 

X VII.  Although  the  course  of  mathematics  at  the  college  has  been  limited 
to  that  amount  of  knowledge  which  is  considered  cssenttal  to  complete  the 
education  of  the  staff  officer,  it  is  probable  that  many  officers  may  desire  to 
pursue  their  mathematical  studies  to  a  much  higher  point ;  and  any  canili- 
dates,  therefore,  who  shall  have  proved  their  fitness  for  emplojineiit  on  tb« 
Ordnance  Survey,  or  in  the  TopoCTaphical  Department,  by  sui.>erior  progress 
in  the  science  of  geodesy,  as  wdl  as  of  topography,  will  be  named  in  the 
report  of  the  Council  of  Military  Education  as  deserving  of  employment  in 
those  services.— c  James  Yobkb  Scarlett,  Adj.

is  now  pleased  to  make  the  following  roles  for  future  observance : — 

Officers  of  cavalry  and  infantry  will  attend  at  Woolwich,  or  such  other 
station  as  may  be  ordered,  for  instruction  in  artillery,  for  a  period  of  six 
weeks. 

Officers  of  cavalry  will  be  attached  to  infantry  for  one  month. 

Officers  of  artillery  will  be  attached  to  caval^  for  one  month,  and  officers 
of  infantry  for  six  weeks. 

Officers  of  artillery  will  not  be  required  to  be  attached  to  infantry. 

In  diminishing  the  duration  of  tne  period  required  with  each  arm,  the 
Field  Marshal  Commanding  in  Chief  is  convinced  that  he  is  consulting  the 
convenience  of  the  service,  without  detriment  to  the  acquisition  of  the  Imow- 
led^  requisite  for  a  staff  officer. 

Lk)mmandin^  officers  of  regiments,  therefore,  and  others  under  whom  the 
Staff  College  officers  may  be  placed,  will  select  such  subjects  only  for  instruc- 
tion as  are  special  to  their  own  branch  of  the  service,  omitting  that  which  is 
common  to  all  branches. 

Thus,  it  is  unnecessary  that  artillerv  officers  should  attend  the  ridii^ 
school  or  stable  duties  of  cavalry,  such  knowledge  being  acquirable  in  their 
own  branch  of  the  service,  nor  is  it  necessary  that  they  should  serve  with 
infantry,  as  they  are  taught  battalion  drill  in  their  own  arm. 

Cavalry  officers  serving  with  artillery  will  not  be  required  to  attend  stable 
duties,  but  should  have  instruction  in  all  that  appertains  to  the  peculiar 
equipment  of  the  artillery  horse. 

with  respect  to  infantry  officers, — officers  commanding  cavalry  regiments 
will,  after  ascertaining  that  the  officer  under  instruction  has  a  good  seat  and 
hand  upon  a  horse,  not  consider  it  necessary  to  insist  on  all  the  minutiae  of 
cavalry  riding  drill. 

The  interior  economy  of  all  services  is  the  same,  so  that  books  and  barrack 
duties  need  form  no  part  of  the  instruction  of  an  attached  officer,  nor  the 
rontine  of  guards. 

By  paying  attention  to  the  above  directions.  His  Koyal  Hishness  considers 
officers  may  he  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  peculiarities  of  each  service  in 
the  time  allowed. — s.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Secrctaiy  of  State  for  War  to  acquaint 
you  that  his  Lordship  has  decided  that  no  deduction  shall  be  made  firam  the 
staff  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  of  the  general  staff  at  home  during  con- 
tinuous or  intermittent  periods  of  absence  on  leave,  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  two  months  in  each  year — viz ,  from  Ist  January  to  31st  December- 
provided  the  duties  of  the  ajipointment  be  duly  pcrformcjd  without  eitn 
charge  to  the  public,  and  that  it  be  notified  in  general  orders  that  tlie  horses 
for  which  the  commuted  forage  allowance  is  claimed  have  been  left  at  tbe 
station,  so  as  to  be  at  all  times  ready  for  tho  public  service. 

I  am  therefore  to  request,  in  order  that  the  settlement  of  the  quartcHy 
contingent  claims  of  officers  of  the  general  staff  at  home  may  not  be  delayed, 
pending  the  receipt  at  this  office  of  the  Adjutant  Generars  staff  retunia, 
that,  in  every  case  in  which  an  officer  claims  allowances  during  absence  ob 
leave,  a  certificate  may  be  annexed  of  the  dates  from  and  to  which  sack 
absence  has  extended,  together  -with,  a  certified  copy  of  the  order,  showine 
that  the  horses,  on  accomit  of  which  forage  allowance  is  claimed,  were  left 
during  the  period  for  the  public  service. 

These  documents  will  be  taken  as  sufficient  for  admitting  charges  for 
allowances  during  periods  of  leave,  not  exceeding  two  montbs  in  eacH  year;

our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  on  and  ^ter  the  date  of  this  our  Royal  War- 
rant, the  issue  of  staff  or  garrison  pay  to  such  officers  shall  be  governed  by 
the  following  rules : — 

Staff  and  Garrison  Pay.

Present  on  Duty. 

1.  The  pav  granted  to  these  officers  is  strictly  a  remuneration  for  Iceil 
services,  and,  except  in  the  cases  hereinafter  provided^  is  not  to  be  issued 
unless  the  officer  be  present  in  the  actual  discharge  of  his  duties  on  the  spot 

Quarterly  Isme  of  Pay. 

2.  The  staff  pay  or  garrison  pay  shall  be  issued  quarterly,  from  the 
Treasury  chest  auroad,  and  by  warrant  on  Her  Majesty's  paymaster  general, 
or  through  such  other  channel  as  may  be  authorized,  at  home.  Staff  pay, 
at  the  rates  siiecificd  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  Article  34 ;  garrison  pay,  at 
such  rates  as  shall  be  commuuicated  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to 
the  several  officers  in  command,  or  as  may  be  borne  u|K)n  the  establiahmcot 
of  the  respective  garrisons,  and  the  pay  of  both  descriptions  will  be  allowed 
during  continuous  or  intermittent  periods  of  absence  on  leave,  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  two  months  in  each  year,  provided  the  duties  of  the  appoint- 
ment be  performed  without  extra  charge  to  the  public.

Emergency  during  War, 

3.  A  list  of  the  staff  and  garrison  appointments  borne  on  the  establish-  ^^S^]g^ 
ment  of  each  station  abroad  will  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  Pay. 
for  War  to  the  officer  in  command,  upon  his  apjxnntment,  for  his  information 

mud  guidance ;  and  no  appointment  m  excess  of  that  establishment,  nor  any 
new  appointment,  is  to  be  made  in  time  of  peace  without  the  previous 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War ;  but  as  in  time  of  war  cases  of 
emerffenc^  may  occur  to  render  indispensably  necessary  an  appoictment  not 
•pecined  m  such  list,  in  these  cases  the  officer  in  command  shall  transmit  to

ioge&er  with  free  passage,  if  proceeding  abroad,  of  the  officers  ai^)ainted  by 
the  general  in  the  first  instance,  and  of  those  who  return  home  upon  his 
xemoval  or  death. 

Issues  of  pay,  kc ,  to  the  personal  staff  at  home  and  abroad  are  accordingly 
to  be  governed  Irjr  the  following  rules : — 

When  Accompanying  the  General  Officer  Abroad. 

17.  If  an  officer  of  the  personal  staff  accompanies  his  general  to  a  foreign 
station,  the  commencement  of  his  pay  and  the  advance  of  his  pay  will  be 
governed  by  the  rules  that  would  be  applicable  to  the  pay  of  the  general  if 
allowed  staff  x>ay. 

When  not  Aecompanymg. 

18.  If  upon  his  first  appointment  the  general  shall  select  on  officer  who

19.  The  pay  of  an  officer  appointed  at  home  shall  commence  from  the  date 
he  assumes  the  duties  of  his  appointment.

20.  Officers  on  the  personal  staff  who  voluntarily  resign  or  obtain  leave  of 
absence,  except  under  the  provisions  in  Article  2,  which  are  equally 
applicable  to  the  personal  staff  as  to  the  general  sta^,  or  arc  removed  at 
the  discretion  of  tne  general  officer,  and  officers  appointed  to  succeed  them, 
shall  only  receive  staff  pay  while  actually  performing  duty  on  the  station.

proof  of  the  supply  shall  have  been  obtained. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  like  delay  in  the  future  settle- 
ment of  claims  from  the  Admiralty,  and  for  the  better  refi;ulation  of  audi 
transactions  in  future,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  desires  that  the 
attention  of  the  officers  of  the  several  departments  of  the  War  Office  may  be

L  Anrnud  Surveys, — ^With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  state  and  number  of 
ihe  stores  actually  in  possession  of  the  military  i^rekeeper,  you  will  each 
Tear,  or  oftener  if  required,  appoint  a  properly  qualified  officer  {to  be  aasiated 
t»  Vie  duty  by  naval  and  military  officers)  for  the  purpose  of  ef!iBoting  a 
mrvey  of  the  stores  in  diarge  of  the  military  storekeeper,  who  will  certify 
as  to  the  general  condition  of  the  stores,  the  way  in  which  they  are  kept,

Stores  and  Fire-masteks  at  Foreiok  Station& 

1.  These  officers  will  be  divided  into  two  classes,  desi^;nated— 1st  lospec- 
tor  of  warlike  stores  and  fire-master ;  2d.  Assistant  msnector  of  warlike 
stores  and  fire-master.  Officers  of  the  Bo^al  ArtiUery  will  be  selected  for 
the  execution  of  these  duties,  and  the  a^pomtment  will  be  held,  as  a  general 
rule,  for  five  years.  The  pay  of  the  "  mspector  **  will  be  Ss.  per  diem,  with 
finrage  allowance  for  one  horse ;  and  that  of  the  '*  assistant  inspector'*  will 
he2s,6d,  per  diem,  without  forage,  the  same  as  that  of  the  existing  assistant 
fire-master. 

2.  Previously  to  appointment  these  officers  will  have  to  pass  through  a 
course  of  instruction  m  the  manufacturing  departments,  and  receive  a  ^xiA- 
ficate  of  competency  from  the  resi)ective  8ux)ermtendent8. 

3.  They  will  bo  stationed  as  follows : — 

Inspector  of  warlike  stores  and  Jlre-master — Barbadoes;  Cape  Town; 

Gibraltar ;  Halifax,  N.S. ;  Hong  Konff ;  Malta ;  Quebec 
Assistant  inspector  of  warlike  stores  ajia fire-master— Corfu;  Mauritius; 

St.  Helena ;  Ceylon ;  Bermuda. 

4.  The  inspectors  and  assistant  inspecton  will  perform  all  the  duties 
hitherto  performed  by  the  assistant  tire-master,  and  also  effect,  or  supervise, 
if  efiected  by  the  military  storekeeper,  any  repair  which  it  may  be  desirable 
to  execute  at  the  stations,  in  the  fitting  of  guns  or  in  carriages,  &c.  In  these 
duties  of  manufacture  or  repair,  these  omcen  will  communicate  with,  and 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendents  of  the  manufacturing  depart- 
ments concerned,  while,  as  respects  their  duties  as  inspectors,  they  will  be 
under  the  orders  of  the  commanding  officer  of  Royal  Artillery. 

5.  It  will  be  their  duty  to  assist  the  commanding  officer  of  Royal  Artil- 
lery and  military  storekee})er  in  the  half-yearly  or  other  inspection  of  muni- 
tions of  war,  in  charge  of  the  commanding  officer  of  Royal  Artillery  and  the 
military  storekeeper. 

6.  They  will  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the  proof  of  powder,  and  trans- 
mit it  to  the  supermtendent  of  the  Royal  Gunpowder  Factory  at  Waltham 
Abbey,  in  time  to  arrive  in  England  in  the  month  of  October  in  each  year. 

7.  i^e  annual  proof  report  of  powder  is  to  bo  countersigned  by  the  mili- 
tary storekeeper,  to  show  that  he  has  been  made  acquaint^  with  the  state 
of  the  powder  in  his  cluu^,  and  thus  enabled  to  take  steps,  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  general  commanding,  to  replace  such  quantities  found  unservice- 
able (if  any)  as  may  be  necessary. 

8.  The  general  duties  of  these  officers,  as  fire-masten  of  the  laboratories  at 
foreign  stations,  will  be  to  repair  or  re-make  laboratory  stores,  or  to  manu- 
facture such  as  may  be  wantea  on  emergencies,  when  time  will  not  allow  of 
supplies  from  England,  and  to  attend  cu^uUy  to  the  condition  of  all  com- 
bustibles in  the  di£ferent  magazines  at  the  station  or  within  the  command, 
viz.: — 

Powder  in  barrels,  or  made  up  into  cartridges ;  small-arm  ammunition, 
ball  and  blank ;  shells,  carcases*  rockets^  fiues,  tabes ;  composition 
of  sorts  ;  portfires,  quickmatch,  &c.

11.  In  Hke  manner,  on  the  return  of  any  of  these  stores  froui  ships  oCwv 
or  any  other  service,  they  will  be  called  upon  to  examine  and  certify  thdr 
state  and  condition,  in  order  that  they  may  be  correctly  brought  upon  tht 
storekeeper's  charge. 

12.  Stores  will  he  made,  re-made,  or  repaired  by  them,  so  iar  as  the  nearj 
of  the  station  afford,  on  the  requisition  of  the  military  storekeeper,  suc- 
tioned by  the  general  or  other  omcer  commanding  the  troops. 

13.  The  only  articles  to  remain  in  the  permanent  charge  of  thaw  oflken 
are  implements  ifor  use^  and  such  few  materials  as  may  be  necoaaaty  &t  de- 
partmental purposes,  which  should  be  annually  demanded  throng  tke 
military  storekeeper,  who  will  incorporate  them,  with  the  <i«*w^ft^ds  bam.

14.  These  officers  will  keep  a  store  ledger,  showing  all  the  tools,  im|ife- 
mcnts,  &c.,  in  use ;  the  materials  received  and  converted  in  the  manofictan 
or  repair  of  stores ;  also  the  number  of  stores  delivered  to  the  military  ibxe- 
kce|>eT.  A  copy  of  this  ledger  is  to  be  trausmitted,  with  its  vouchen,  fat 
examination,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  on  the  Slst  Msrdi  is 
each  year. 

15.  All  stores  made,  repaired,  or  examined,  arc  to  be  immedisfcefy  ddir- 
ercd  to  the  military  8torekeci>cr,  in  order  that  the  total  available  charge  at 
the  station  may  be  distinctly  shown  in  the  aggregate  of  the  aoconuts  o:  the 
latter  officer. 

16.  The  inspector  of  warlike  stores  and  fire-master  is  to  report  qcarterk 
to  the  su}X2riiitendents  of  the  rcsijectivo  manufacturing  dejiartments,  for 
tlie  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  the  work  perfonned 
render  his  direction,  the  numl>er  of  persons  employed,  and  the  materali 
expended,  agreeably  to  the  regulations,  Form  "Foreign  E.,"  "  W.  O.-  5o.

1.  TiiE  following  instructions  (which  are  to  be  ol>served  in  licaGf 
those  dated  7th  February,  1859)  are  simplv  intended  to  proWde  for  tl» 
distinct  separation  between  the  Storekcci)er  s  Department  and  the  recei]:-: 
and  insi)ection  of  stores  received  from  contractors;  but  the  military  stm 
ofUcer  in  charge  will  be  required  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  Ordnance  Regula-

2.  All  stores  given  over  by  the  inspectors  are  under  the  charge  of  tlw 
senior  military  store  officer,  who  will  make  such  issues  as  may  be  directed 

3.  Tlie  military  store  officer  in  charge  is  answerable  fur  tho  due  core  aol 
I)reservation  of  all  stores  during  the  period  they  are  imder  his  charge 

4.  The  military  store  officer  in  charge  ^ill  receive  a  notification  of  even* 
contract  entered  into ;  and,  as  he  is  responsible  that  no  delay  takes  place  is 
the  issue  of  stores,  he  will,  in  the  event  of  an  order  being  received  to  isne 
stores  which  are  not  in  store,  but  under  contract,  send  an  extract  of  tbe 
order  to  the  inspectors,  who  will  hasten  the  delivery  fiom  the  contractors,  or 
expedite  the  insjiection,  as  the  case  may  be. 

5.  All  stttrcs  from  contractors  will  be  received  by  the  inspectors,  and  whci 
ins{)ectcd  will  be  immediately  handed  over  to  the  military  store  officer  ii: 
charge,  accompanied  by  a  transit  note  in  duplicate,  which  will  be  tbe 
authority  for  the  stores  to  be  taken  on  charge.

13.  Articles  for  use  or  stores  required  for  carrying  on  the  general  duties  of 
the  department  will  be  kept  by  the  storekeeper,  who  will  issue  to  the 
inspectors  and  to  the  superintendent  of  tiie  dotning  &ctory  such  articles  as 
may  bo  recj^uired  by  them. 

14.  Durmg  the  hours  that  the  depdt  is  dosed,  the  keys  of  all  the 
departments  will  be  entrusted  to  the  resident  foreman  of  the  Storekeeper's 
]>epartment,  who  will  see  that  all  the  storehouses  are  open  at  the  proper 
hour  for  commencing  business. 

15.  Wben  articles  are  required  to  be  made  in  the  dothing  fiu^ry,  the 
military  store  officer  in  charge  will  transmit  to  the  superintendent  an  extract 
of  the  authority  to  provide  or  to  issue,  and  will  furnish  that  officer  with 
whatever  materials  he  may  require.

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  considerine  the  extensive  prorisi.n 
of  stores  of  all  kinds  which  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  to  make  during  th? 
last  few  years  with  reference  to  actual  or  possible  emergencies,  directs  tbe 
attention  of  commandine  officers,  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Rigine^-rs 
military  store  oflicera,  barrack  -  masters,  purveyors,  and  others,  to  tte 
necessity  of  refraining  from  demanding  further  supplies  until  the  quantities 
*  ^^  bft  haA  ou  «.^yUcation  at  the  War  OfAoib 
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on  hand,  if  in  excess,  have  heen  reduced  to  what  may  be  considered  a  £ur  Regniating 
proportion,  equal  to  the  ordinary  wants  of  the  service.  ^ind.*''* 

With  the  exception  of  the  more  important  articles,  such  as  guns,  carriages, 
Bmall  arms,  |x)wder,  ammunition,  intrenching  tools,  camp  equipage,  &c.,  of 
which  the  reserves  must  necessarily  bo  large,  owing  to  the  length  of  time 
occupied  in  their  manufacture,  and  for  other  reasons,  it  has  hitherto  been 
considered  that,  generally  speaking,  a  store  equal  to  the  expenditure  of  one 
year  and  a  hal^  or  two  years,  would  be  sufficient  to  prevent  any  delay  in  the 
completion  of  all  service  requisitions  occurring  before  the  next  annual 
demand  could  be  supplied ;  but  the  Secretary  of  State  desires  that  this  rule 
should  only  be  adopted  in  cases  where  it  may  be  absolutely  necessary ;  and 
that,  wherever  compatible  with  the  necessary  supply  and  efficiency  of  the 
service,  a  smaller  amount  should  be  maintained. 

In  order  to  reduce  as  much  as  possible  the  estimates  to  be  in  futuro 
proposed  to  Parliament,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  directed  the  amount  of 
stores  in  hand  at  each  station  to  be  carefully  investigated,  and  the  surplus, 
if  any,  at  one  station  made  available  for  the  deficiency  at  another.  For  this 
pmpose,  the  attention  of  military  storo  oQicers  is  called  to  the  triennial 
returns  instituted  by  Order  3d  September,  1850  (P  — 1219),  ^'for  the 
adjustment  of  any  excess  which,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  indicated  by  the 
average  consumption  of  stores,  or  tlie  weU-coJisidered  probable  wants  of  the 
service.**  Military  store  officers  in  charge  are  therefore  to  prepare  these 
returns  for  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  At  foreign  stations  they  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  general  or 
other  officer  commanding,  who  will  transmit  them,  with  such  observations  as 
he  may  have  to  offer,  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Moreover,  in  order  that  the  Secretary  of  State  may  be  enabled  more  readily 
to  compare  the  store  with  the  requirements  of  the  station,  military  store 
officers  for  the  future  will  insert  m  red  ink  in  their  ledgers  (above  *Uhe 
State**)  the  proportion  of  each  article  of  which  a  specific  number  has  been 
directed  to  be  held  in  charge,  aod  of  others  the  number  or  quantity  which 
the  nature  of  the  article  or  other  circumstance  may  render  it,  in  their  opinioD, 
really  necessary  to  keep  always  in  store. 

Military  store  officers,  barrack-masters,  and  others  concerned  in  the 
j^ireparation  of  demands,  are  further  required  to  be  particularly  careful  in 
tilling  up  with  accuracy  the  several  columns  in  the  pnnted  form  of  demand, 
especiall^r  that  which  shows  the  average  annual  issues,  and  to  furnish  full 
and  particular  information  in  justification  of  the  numbers  of  the  several 
articles  demanded. — s.

It  is  believed  that,  even  at  the  largest  stations,  an  energetic  storekeeper, 
with  intelligent  and  assiduous  clerks,  can  send  in  his  transcript  ledger  for 
ezaminatioii  much  earlier  than  the  period  hitherto  allowed,  provided  the 
ledger  and  its  transcript  be  kept  closely  posted  up,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  totals  of  the  receipts  and  issues  shall  alone  remain  to  be  ascertained 
and  the  balance  to  be  struck,  instead  of  x>ostpomng  the  preparation  of  the 
transcript  altogether  until  the  year  has  expirecL 

The  necessity  of  an  early  transmission  of  the  transcript  ledger  will  be 
obvious  from  the  fact,  that  the  valuations  required  by  the  Secretuy  of  State 
cannot  be  commenced  until  the  compilation  of  every  kind  of  store  in  charce 
of  each  of  the  storekeepers  at  home  and  abroad  has  been  completed  and  the 
aggregates  ascertained,  and  also  because  the  practical  utility  of  this  return 
fmtird^r  depends  upon  the  early  period  within  which  it  shall  be  ready  for  his 
Lordship^s  consideration.  I  rely,  therefore,  with  confidence  u]x>n  the  zeal 
and  energy  of  the  storekeepers  to  prevent  any  delay  in  carrying  out  his  Lord- 
lAip's  instructions. — l.

and  as  it  is  essential  that  the  expenditure  and  receipts  in  your  accounts 
should  be  balanced  as  nearly  as  possible,  I  am  further  instructed  to  desire 
thftt  you  will  take  care,  whenever  the  balance  due  to  the  public  shall  exceed 
''nortion  of  one  week's  average  expenditure,  that  an  explanatory  state- 
^he  cause  thereof  shall  accompany  the  account, 
sessity  for  such  an  explanation  wiU^  however,  in  most  cases  be 
gr  a  careful  preparation  of  your  requisition  for  the  monthly  imprest^ 
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'    which  Bhould  be  forwarded  in  tixno  to  reach  this  office  on  or  before  the  23d  BerlMd 
of  each  month,  and  in  which  no  more  should  be  demanded  than  tiiie  sum  ^^ouitL 
which  will  be  requisite  to .  carry  on  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  station,  until  ^ 
the  expiration  of  the  month  to  which  such  requisition  relates. 

You  will  therefore  take  care  to  state,  when  prenaring  the  requisition,  the 
eorrect  amount  of  the  balance  in  your  hands  available  at  the  time  towards 
the  expenditure  of  the  month  to  which  it  applies,  after  deducting  the  amount

At  every  military  store  or  barrack  station  at  which  there  is  a  second  officer 
or  clerk,  he  is  to  join  in  the  requisitions  for  imprests,  supporting  the  same  by 
a  joint  certificate  with  the  senior  officer,  as  presciibed  m  an  amended  form 
of  requisition,  of  which  a  copy  is  enclosed. 

With  regard  to  barrack  stations,  such  amended  requisition  will  comprise 
the  information  at  present  contained  in  the  cash  states,  and  render  the  pre- 
paration of  the  latter  documents  unnecessary.  Barrack -masters  will  there- 
tore,  after  the  ensuing  month,  cease  to  furnish  Barrack  Forms  39  as  separate 
returns ;  but  they  are  desired  to  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  requiring  punc- 
tual payment  of  all  receivable  amounts,  and  to  include  such  receipts  m  the 
'  montnly  requisitions,  transmitting  the  proper  quarterly  vouchers  for  tho 
same  with  their  accounts  current  at  the  expiration  of  the  quarter. — a.

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert,  having  had  under  consideration  the  ^£f  °°^ 
zetom  of  stores  to  military  storekeepers  by  officers  commanding  stations  and  su)i^^ 
regiments,  has  approved  of  the  following  regulations,  viz: — 

1.  Whenever  arms,  ammunition,  carriages,  clothing,  guns,  saddlery,  or 
military  stores  of  any  description,  are  returned  to  a  military  store,  the 
«ffficer  or  other  person  by  whom  they  are  consigned  is  to  fill  up  and 
transmit  to  the  consignee  the  usual  receipts  and  delivery  vouchers,  W.  0. 
Forms  (S.  Nos.  16  and  17)  Kos.  1219  and  1220,  copies  of  which  are  endoeed. 

2.  The  date  and  number  of  the  order  directin/s^  the  return  of  anv  such 
clothing  or  stores  must  be  accurately  inserted  in  the  headings  of  both 
▼oochers,  and  a  corresponding  date  and  number  must  be  conspicuously 
xnaiked  on  the  outside  of  each  case  or  package  containing  the  goods,  so  as  to 
CDftble  the  consignee  to  identify  them  immemately  on  receipt. 

3.  The  vouchers  are  not  to  be  put  inside  any  case  or  package :  they  are  to 
be  trananitted  bj  posl^  if  possible,  on  the  same  day  ih«t  the  goods  are 
despiUbched. 

4.  A  detailed  list  of  every  article  returned,  with  the  numbers  or  quantity 
of  each  article,  must  be  entered  in  the  usual  manner  in  both  vouchers,  and 
the  columns  S.,  R.,  U. — u  c,  Serviceable,  Repairable,  Unserviceable— must 
9^ao  be  duly  filled  up. 

&  A  memorandum  is  to  be  entered  at  the  foot  of  the  detailed  list  on  the 
delivery  voucher,  specifying  the  date  on  which  the  goods  were  despatched, 
and  the  name  or  dt^gnation  of  the  carrier  and  mode  of  transit. 

6.  The  ddivery  voucher  is  to  be  signed  in  the  usual  manner  by  the  con- 
signer, and  the  receipt  voucher,  duly  signed  by  the  consignee,  will  be 
returned  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  goods  are  received. — a.

The  voachca 
should  bo  invariably  accompanied  by  that  authority,  and  by  the  reodptrf 
the  tradesman,  duly  stamped  and  witnessed. 

3.  This  arrangement,  however,  is  not  to  applv  to  purchases  of  commisuiit 
supplies,  such  as  coals,  coke,  turf,  candles,  and  straw.  The  certified  claim 
for  these  purchases,  when  duly  sanctioned,  will  as  heretofore  be  formrded 
to  this  onicc,  that  stc]>s  may  be  taken  for  liquidating  the  same,  lad 
adjusting  the  excess  of  price  beyond  the  contract  which  may  scent 
thereon,  the  particular  sum  to  be  charged  against  the  defaaltii^  oontndv 
being  shown  by  the  barrack -master  in  every  instance  on  the  pavchiM 
account,  and  such  particulars,  moreover,  noted  on  tho  first  certifiati^ 
original  as  well  as  auplicatc,  which  may  be  granted  auch  contzactor  fat 
any  articles  actually  supplied  by  him. 

4.  The  purchases  inadc  by  military  storekeepers  arc  to  be  snprwrtedly 
tho  certificate  S.  No.  6  of  the  Homo  Recculations,  in  original  and  uuplicate, 
certified  as  that  document  i>rescril)os,  to  the  effect  that  the  articles  have  bed 
delivered  of  j)roiH3r  quality,  and  bnmglit  on  charge  in  the  store  leilj;eR 
agreeably  to  tho  terms  of  the  Circular  of  the  Director  of  Stores  dated  6tii 
June,  18i)l)  [aniiij-ff/]. 

5.  Purchases  by  barrack -masters  are  to  l>e  certified  and  niarkeil,  oriinwl 
and  duplicate,  onl'onn  No.  17  of  the  Barrack  l*e,:;ulatiiins,  showin;:  that  the 
articles  have  been  delivered  and  brouiiht  on  charge  in  tho  store  letl;:er,  and 
the  certificate  of  (juality  re<iuired  by  Article  153  of  the  same  Regulations  is 
to  accompany  the  voucher. 

6.  Rirraok -masters  are  at  the  same  time  informed  that  their  ap])licationsf^ 
articles  usually  issued  from  store  should  form  the  subject  of  a  separate  dcinaui 
and  that  the  purchases  under  any  one  order,  althou;:;h  mafic  of  differed 
individuals,  are  to  be  included  in  one  and  tho  same  Form,  No.  17,  separate 
stamped  and  witnessed  receipts  beini:  taken  from  each  person,  and  the  nsnie 
of  the  supplier  being  shown  against  the  items  procured  from  him ;  provided, 
however,  the  articles  purchasc<l  arc,  according  to  the  director  of  gfore/  am- 
mvnicationSf  chargeable  to  the  same  htad  of  service  as  shown  in  the  printed 
estimates.

Tonnage,  arrangements  should  be  made  so  that  applications  for  tonnage  should  be 
transmitted  through  one  chaunel  of  communication,  in  order  to  limit  as 
much  as  possible  the  number  of  applications  fur  the  same  station.  Secretary 
Major  General  Peel  has  directed  that  all  applications  are  to  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  following  rules : — 

1.  All  applications  for  tonnage  are  to  be  sent  to  the  store  branch,  for  com- 
municatiou  to  the  Transport  Office. 

2.  Applications  for  tonnage  to  the  same  station  are  to  be  consolidated  as 
much  as  the  service  will  allow. 

3.  The  statious  are  to  be  inserted  in  alphabetical  order,  and  the  name  of 
the  port  stated  at  which  the  stores  are  to  be  delivered- 

4.  The  amoimt  of  tonnage  is  to  be  stated  in  tons  and  feet,  not  in  tons  and 
fractional  jmrts  as  5  24-40,  or  5  12-20. 

5.  In  any  case  where  it  should  be  desirable  to  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  particular  vessel,  clear  and  satisfactory  reasons  for  so  doing  should 
be  stated. 

6.  All  stores  are  to  be  consii^ed  to  the  olTicers  of  the  Military  Store 
Department  at  the  station,  and  the  bills  of  lading  to  be  made  out  accordingly. 

7.  The  counterpart  bill  of  lading  for  the  consignee  is  in  every  case  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  store  branch  at  Pall  Mall,  for  transmission. — t.

AND  Seamen  of  the  several  Vessels  belonging  to  or  Baiployip 

BY  THE  War  Department. 

.r  Depart-  Ist. — On  arrival  at  any  military  store  station,  the  master  is  imme- 

"^^®^     diately  to  report  himself  to  the  senior  military  store  officer,  and  if  any 

stores  are  on  ooard,  to  deliver  the  bills  of  lading. 
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2d. — ^The  master  is  to  attend  daily  at  the  militaiy  store  office  at  the  WarDep 
station  where  the  vessel  may  be  lying,  to  receive  such  orders  as  it  may  be  in^tVea 
neoessai^to  give  him. 

3d. — The  master  is  stronely  enjoined  frequently  to  examine  the  hold,  and 
to  be  particularly  careful  that  all  iron  bolts,  naols,  &c.,  are  covered  with 
sheet  lead  or  pieces  of  leather,  and  that  any  defects  in  the  vessel  or  stores 
are  immediat^y  reported  in  writing  to  the  senior  military  store  officer  at  tiie 
station. 

4th. — Previously  to  receiving  any  gunpowder,  ammunition,  &C,  the  master 
or  mate  is  to  take  especial  care  to  exanune  the  hold,  and  see  that  it  is  clean 
swept,  free  from  grit  or  dust,  and  in  a  fit  state  to  receive  the  stores,  which 
he  is  to  report  to  the  senior  military  store  officer. 

5th.  —Cm  receiving  gunpowder,  ammunition,  &c.,  the  master  is  to  see  that 
the  platform  in  the  vessers  hold,  the  gangways,  and  coomings  of  the  hatch- 
ways, are  covered  with  tanned  hides ;  that  the  barrels  or  boxes  are  carofnlly 
stowed,  the  hatches  properly  secured  and  locked,  and  that  the  key  remains 
in  his  own  possession. 

6th. — No  fires,  lights,  or  smoking  are,  under  any  circumstances,  to  bo 
permitted  on  board  during  the  time  of  loading  or  unloading,  or  while  lying 
alongside  (or  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile)  of  any  magazine.  Fires  will  hi 
provided  in  the  cook  houses  at  the  several  stations,  when  requisite,  for 
cooking  the  provisions.  When  at  sea,  and  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  fire  on 
board,  the  master  is  to  see  it  carefully  extinguished  at  sunset,  and  one  hour 
previously  to  going  alongside  any  ship  or  magazine. 

7th. — Having  received  gunpowder  or  other  ammunition,  a  red  flag  is  to  be 
hoisted  at  the  mxutt-heao,  and  kept  flying  until  the  cargo  is  di^harged. 
The  master  or  mate  and  all  the  crew  are  to  remain  on  board  until  all  the 
stores  are  discharged,  except  it  may  be  necessary  to  procure  water  or  provi- 
sions, of  which  notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  senior  mihtary  store  officer. 

8th. — On  delivery  of  the  above  stores  the  same  caution  is  to  be  used  as  in 
loading ;  and  if  any  barrels  or  boxes  should  have  been  unavoidably  broken, 
or  any  powder  become  loose,  it  is  to  be  carefully  swept  up  and  delivered  at 
the  magazine,  and  the  circumstance  reported  oy  the  master  to  the  senior 
military  store  officer. 

9th. — No  lucifer  matches  are  at  any  time  to  be  used  on  board  any  of  the 
War  Department  vessels,  and  any  x)erson  found  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
same  wiU  be  immediately  dismissed. 

10th. — The  master  is  to  keep  a  log  book,  inserting  the  doily  occurrences, 
and  also  the  receipts  and  deliveries.  The  tally  of  aU  stores  passing  into  or 
out  of  the  vessel  is  to  be  taken  by  the  master  or  mate,  who  will  be  held 
strictly  accountable  for  the  delivery  of  all  the  stores  according  to  the  receipt 
tally,  and  any  deficiency  must  be  immediately  reported  by  uie  storekeeper 
to  whom  the  stores  ore  consigned. 

11.  In  the  steamers  at  sea  the  officer  in  charge  is  to  keep  his  watch  on  the 
bridge,  and  to  see  that  the  lamps  are  properly  trimmed,  and  that  a  good 
look-out  is  kept  by  the  man  stationed  in  the  bows. 

12th. — The  Admiralty  regulations  respecting  lights  must  be  strictly 
attended  to,  both  in  the  steam  and  sailing  vessels. 

Idth.— On  the  arrival  of  the  steam  vessel  in  any  port,  the  chief  engineer 
is  to  report  to  the  master  or  mate  that  the  sea  and  bilge  cocks  are  secure 
before  leaving  the  vessel;  and  the  engineer  on  duty,  when  under  way,  shall 
not,  under  any  pretence,  leave  the  ensine  room,  unless  relieved  by  the

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arDeptrt-  required,  but  wHl  not  be  called  an  to  take  part  in  the  gepermX  work  of  tibft 
^^  ^  ®*~  ship  on  deck,  except  in  cases  of  emerfi|ency  at  sea.  On  arzi  viii£  at  any  poet 
they  shall  be  employed  uudcr  the  engineers  in  cleaning  the  boiuen^  enguiMt 
and  other  work  in  the  engine  room. 

15th. — The  galley  and  steam  funnels  are  to  be  kept  clean  swept^  wkitt- 
washcd,  and  i)ainted  by  the  stokers. 

ICth. — Tlie  galley  fire  is  to  be  extinguished  at  8  p-m.^  and  not  lighted  bt- 
fore  0  a.m.     liie  funnels  are  to  be  daily  carefully  examined  and  swept 

17th.— All  boats,  unless  required  for  the  service,  are  to  be  hoisted  at  9pjn., 
and  on  no  account  to  be  lowered  unless  ordered  by  the  rnm^mt.f^  or,  ia  In 
absence,  the  mate. 

18th. — When  the  vessel  is  unloaded,  safely  moored,  and  not  immediaU^ 
wanted,  the  master,  mate,  and  crew  will  be  permitted  in  tum  oocaaioDilly 
to  be  iidth  their  families  (when  the  weather  will  allow);  but  ateamen  an 
never  to  be  left  without  the  master  or  mate,  one  engineer,  one  ■«*■»*>*",  out 
stoker,  and  one  boy ;  nor  sailing  vessels  without  either  the  maater  or  mstti 
and  cue  seaman  on  board;  nor  is  any  person  to  absent  himaelf  at  any  tine 
without  express  permission  from  the  senior  military  store  officer  at  the  staiitsL 

19th.— Each  vessel  will  be  furnished  with  two  red  flags,  as  manv  pain  af 
magazine  sliiijx^rs  as  there  are  men  in  crew,  and  a  like  nnmber  of  pain  d 
trousers  and  frocks  for  working  in  the  hold,  but  not  to  be  worn  at  any  other 
})eriod.  These  articles  ^dll  be  supplied  upon  the  master  maiking  a  reqoia- 
tion  for  them  to  the  senior  military  store  olhcer  of  the  station  to  whicn  the 
vessel  bcloiifrs. 

20th. — When  absent  from  his  own  station,  or  meeting  with  any  acciilent  at 
sea,  whereby  the  safety  of  tlie  vessel  is  endangered  or  delay  likely  to  be  ocd* 
sioncd,  the  master  is  to  reitort  immediately  to  the  senior  noilitary  store  officer 
at  the  station  to  which  he  beloni^  and  apply  for  assistance  to  the  neaie^ 
military  storekeeper,  ship,  or  dockyard  bclonc^ing  to  Her  Majesty. 

21  St. — The  master  wUl  be  held  strictly  responsible  that  the  service  upan 
which  his  vessel  is  emplo^'ed  is  performed  with  the  utmost  despatch;  and,  ic 
tlie  event  of  his  being  obliged  to  seek  shelter,  that  no  unnecessary  delay  is 
allowed  to  take  pla-je  before  again  proceeding  on  his  voyage.  The  circom- 
stauce  is  to  be  immediately  rexx)rted  to  the  senior  military  store  officer  to 
whom  the  stores  are  consigned. 

22d. — The  master  is  authorized  to  draw  half  a  month's  ]iay,  in  the  event 
of  his  voyage  being  prolonged,  by  adverse  winds  or  unforeseen  circumstanoea 
beyond  the  month  in  which  he  was  originally  loaded ;  the  circumstances  to 
be  immediately  reported  to  the  senior  military'  store  oiliccr  of  the  station  to 
which  the  vessel  belongs. 

23d. — Every  man  or  boy  employed  in  this  sen'ice  is  to  devote  himself 
Cixclusively  to  it,  and  the  master  will  be  held  res]>onsible  for  the  conduct  of 
the  mate  and  crew ;  and  in  the  event  of  any  disobedience  of  his  order»  by 
tlicm  he  is  to  rejwrt  in  writing  to  the  senior  military  store  officer  at  the  feta- 
tion to  whicli  he  belongs. 

24th. — Any  master,  mate,  or  man  wishing  to  leave  the  service  most  p« 
three  days'  notice,  or  forfeit  i)ay  for  a  similar  time. 

2t'3th. — When  removing  the  armament  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's  ships,  the 
master  is  to  use  his  utmost  endeavours  to  i»rcvent  any  aiticle  ot  na\*al  stores 
being  put  on  board  his  vessel  ^ith  the  stores  of  tins  deimrtment.

90th. — AU  stores  belonging  to  the  vessels  are  to  be  dearlv  marked  "W^J), 

dlst. — Periodical  surveys  will  be  held  by  an  officer  of  the  Military  Store 
Department,  in  order  to  ascertain  that  the  stores  are  correct ;  and  'tibe  master 
wul  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  all  the  stores  {placed  in  his  charge,  as 
shown  by  the  inventory.  The  military  storekeeper  is  to  report  having  held 
the  survey. — w.

Regulations  for  the  Guidance  of  Persons  employed  on  Board  the 
Store  Department  RECEI^^NO  Vessel  for  Powder  and  Ammuni- 
tion, AND  IN  THE  LABORATORY  CrATT  USED  FOR  Ck)NVEYANG£  OF  THE 
SAME  TO  AND  FROM  THE  RECEIVING  VESSEL,  &C. 

1.  All  persons  employed  in  the  receiving  vessel,  barges,  boats,  and  WarDepa 
magazines  are  to  change  their  outer  clothes— viz.,  coat,  waistcoat^  trousers,  ™^^  Ve& 
cap,  and  shoes,  and  to  wear  the  suits  roecially  provided  for  them.  ^ 

2.  The  change  of  clothes  is  to  be  efl^ted  in  a  shifting  house,  where  the 
ordinary  clothmg  will  be  deposited. 

3.  Smoking  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  any  man  found  with  alucifor  match 
in  his  possession  w^ill  be  immediately  dismissed. 

4.  !No  lire  is  on  any  account  to  be  allowed  either  in  the  receiving  vessel, 
barges,  or  boats. 

5.  The  receiving  vessel,  barges,  and  boats  are  to  be  kept  scrupnlously 
dean,  and  free  from  loose  gunpowder. 

6.  In  shipping  or  unshipping  ammunition  ar  gunpowder,  tanned  hides  or 
wadmiltilts  are  to  be  laid  over  ihai  portion  of  the  vessel  over  which  the 
cases  or  barrels  pass. 

7.  A  red  flag  is  to  be  kept  flying  when  there  is  any  gunpowder  or  ammu- 
nition on  board  the  receiving  vessel. 

8.  The  gunpowder  will  be  received  daily  from  the  receiving  vessel,  and 
transported  in  barges  or  boats  to  the  Laboratory.  The  made-up  ammunitian 
will,  m  like  manner,  be  transported  from  the  Laboratory  to  the  reoeiviug 
vessel. 

9.  Powder  or  ammunition  required  to  be  sent  firom  the  arsenal  bv  land 
carriage  will  be  delivered  by  the  Laboratory  Deriartment  to  the  pnncipal 
military  storekeeper  on  the  bank  of  the  canal  adjoining  the  bridge  which 
communicates  with  the  rocket  buildings.

Military  storekeepers  and  barrack-masters  are  enjoined  to  take  efoy 
available  opportunity  of  transmitting  the  empty  barrels  in  their  charge^  fiw 
of  cost  for  freight,  consigned  to  the  principal  military  storekeeper. 

Barrack-masters  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  outports  will  rorward  tiwir 
empty  barrels  to  the  milita^  storekeepers  at  those  stationa  far  remofnL 
Barrack-masters  inland  will  report  to  this  office  their  accumulation  frm 
time  to  time,  with  the  cost  of  carriage  to  Woolwich,  when  iiirther  ocdm 
will  be  given. 

With  a  view  to  economize  space,  the  staves  and  heads  of  the  smaBcr 
barrels  may  bo  **  shook"  and  packed  in  those  of  larger  size,  or  tied  up  in 
bundles. — k.

Lord  Herbert  has  approved  of  the  adoption  of  metal  cyUnden, 
for  the  conveyance  of  small  quantities  of  small  arm  ammunition  by  railwajif 
in  order  to  expedite  the  issues  to  regiments,  and  also  to  reduce  the  expense 
incurred  by  the  emplojrment  of  powder  vans,  for  which  these  metal  cylinder! 
have  been  found  upon  trial  to  be  a  convenient  and  an  equally  safe  substitute 

A  supply  of  these  cylinders  for  half  and  c^uarter  barrels  will  therefore  be 
sent  to  each  of  the  military  store  magazines  m  Great  Britain. 

They  are  to  be  conspicuously  marked  with  the  name  of  the  station  to 
wliich  they  belong,  and  with  the  letters  W.  '^  D. 

Militfiry  storekeepers  will  bring  them  on  charge  as  ^^  Articles  in  Usr,'^  and 
retain  them  on  charge  as  such,  not^^dthstonding  their  being  sent  away  as 
packages  for  the  anrniunition  barrels. 

As  these  cylinders  are  expensive,  and  the  numbers  supplied  to  each  station 
limited,  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  volunteers,  and  others,  are  im- 
mediately^ upon  their  receipt,  to  empty  and  return  them  with  the  spanner, 
and  also  the  hags  in  which  the  barrels  were  wrapped,  to  the  military  officer 
at  the  station  from  which  they  were  sent,  by  the  some  mode  of  conveyance 
which  brought  them. 

As  any  neglect  in  the  immediate  return  of  these  articles  will  frustrate  tbe 
objects  for  which  they  have  been  introduced,  military  storekeepers  are 
strictly  desired  to  report  every  instance  of  unnecessary  delay  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War. — m.

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  desires  that  in  fdture  the  following  ciomiflca- 
classification  of  gunpowder  in  all  magazines  shall  be  observed : —  ^o°- 

Class  1.  New  powder. 

Class  2.  Powder  which  has  been  returned  from  the  Royal  Navy,  and, 
having  been  kept  perfectly  dry,  has  been  found,  after  proof,  to  be 
equal  to  the  required  standard. 
Class  3.  Betumed  powder  considered  fit  for  filling  shells. 

All  English  powder  which  may  have  become  broken  in  the  grain 
or  dusty,  if  dry,  may  be  considered  fit  for  filling  shells. 
Class  4.  Returned  powder  fit  for  filling  shells  after  being  re-stoved. 
Class  5.  Condemned  powder  only  fit  for  extraction. 
Samples  of  any  jwwder  which  may  be  damaged  or  much  caked  are  to  1)e 
forwarded  from  home  stations  to   the  superintendent,  Royal  Gunpowder 
Factory,  for  his  decision  as  to  the  best  course  to  be  adopted. 

At  foreign  stations  the  recommendations  for  the  disposal  of  such  condemned 
powder  are  to  be  made  by  the  fire-master  at  the  station,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  general  or  other  officer  commanding,  who  will  forward  t£e 
same  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State.— m. a.

4.  The  number  of  the  lot  of  which  each  barrel  is  a  part. 

5.  Tlic  tare  of  the  barrel,  Tr.  223. 

All  £jimi)owder  is  received  at  Purflcet  from  the  Government  and  prln:. 
niniiufaotories  in  lots  of  100  ban-ela. 

'i'ho  lots  of  each  mauiifacturer  are  numlxjred  consecutively,  aod  err; 
baiTol  of  a  lot  bears  the  same  number.  The  stove  dates  upon  the  barrels  f* 
vary  in  every  lot,  and  need  not  l>e  noticed. 

I'owder  sent  from  Purfloct  will  therefore  consist,  whenever  practicabk  a" 
coniph'te  lots  of  the  same  maker. 

I'pon  receiving  powder,  military  store  officers  will  therefore  look  io^ 
distinguishing  marks,  showing  the  maker's  name  and  the  number  of  the  1*. 
and  arrange  it  in  magazines  accordingly,  carefully  keeping  the  powder  ^■ 
cacli  lot  together. 

Issues  of  powder  for  service  should  also,  as  far  as  jXMsible,  be  by  the  sffi:^ 
maker  and  from  the  same  lot. 

This  method  of  storing  powder  in  lots  is  most  desirable,  as  on  its  &< 
receipt  it  is  i^roved  in  lots  at  l*urrteet  (on  10  barrels  of  each  lot),  and  ehoii 
be  so  provcil  again,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  the  proof  ■- 
powder,  and  thus  enable  a  com2)ariflon  to  be  made  "with  the  oivai 
jiroof. — o.

1.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  considering  it  desirable  to  c^ta-- 
lish  a  greater  uniformity  in  the  i)roof  reports  the  gunpowder  forwanieJ  t  J  ti 
superiutendeiit  of  Royal  Giuipowder  Factories  at  vValtham  Abbey,  from  the 
several  stations  at  home  and  abroad,  as  well  as  to  render  the  proof  resnlti  i 
more  certain  criterion  of  the  general  state  of  jwwder  in  charge,  has  bee 
pleased,  with  the  concurrence  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  GenenS  ConLTBai- 
mg  in  Chie^  to  approve  of  the  annexed  Forms,*  W.  O.  No.  1517,  and  W.U 
*  Ma^  bo  oYktaioaOL  QBktt.'^^Ujea.Uaa  oX  tlu)  War  OiSoe. 
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ISc  1518,  being  used  by  the  inspector  of  warlike  stores  and  other  proof  PtoyId^ 
officers,  iu  lieu  of  the  various  forms  wliich  have  hitherto  been  furnished. 

2.  Form  No.  1517  is  to  be  tilled  in  by  the  military  storekeeper  and  inspec> 
tor  of  warlike  stores  as  far  as  practioBMe,  when  the  directions  in  Circular 
Ka  541,  for  the  arrangement  of  the  store,  have  been  carried  into  effect,  and 
sent  to  the  superintendent,  Royal  Gunpowder  Factoiy,  Waltham  Abbey,  who 
irill  cause  the  original  proof  ol  other  several  lots  at  Furfleet  to  be  traced  and 
inserted  The  form  wul  then  be  returned  to  the  req>ective  stations  for  the 
information  of  the  storekeeper  and  proof  officer,  and  will  constitute  the  basis 
of  a  record  of  the  powder  in  charjge ;  and,  the  subsequent  proofs  at  the  station 
as  they  take  place  being  inscrtc(^  the  state  of  the  x>owder  in  store  will  always 
Iw  known. 

3.  In  order  that  this  record  of  the  powder  in  charce  may  be  kejvt  np  at  the 
•everal  stations,  the  storekeeper  at  Purfleet  will  in  rature  send  with  the  de- 
livery voucher  a  memorandum  of  the  Purfleet  proof  of  the  lot  or  lots  issued, 
and  this  information  should  be  recorded  at  once  on  the  receipt  of  the  powder. 

4.  Form  No.  1518  is  the  report  of  proof  to  be  forwarded  annually  to  the 
8U])erintendent  of  Koyal  GuniK)wder  Factories,  Waltham  Abbey. 

6.  When  the  store  of  powder  has  been  properly  arranged,  as  directed  by 
Circular  No.  541,  and  the  Form  Na  1517  completed,  the  following  mode  oi 
proceeding  with  the  periodical  proof  will  probably  be  found  convenient,  and 
■uffident  to  secure  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  all  the  powder 
in  charge. 

6.  Ten  barrels  of  powder  may  be  selected  indiscriminately  from  each  of  the 
different  lots,  which  together  constitute  about  one-tJurd  i)art  of  tira  whole 
quantity  in  store,  when  samples  taken  from  each,  and  mixed  together,  will 
mm  the  sample  to  be  fired  the  Jir«t  year.  In  the  second  year  the  same 
oonrse  may  be  pursued,  hy  testing  samples  from  other  barrels  taken  out  of 
the  lots  composing  one-third  part  more  of  the  total  store ;  and  the  remaining 
third  portion  would  undergo  proof  in  like  manner  in  the  third  year. 

7.  In  the  succeeding  year  tne  time  will  have  again  come  round  for  pro^g 
those  lots  of  powder  which  underwent  the  test  in  the  first  jrear,  and  so  on. 

8.  The  barrels  from  whence  the  samples  are  drawn  should  in  each  case  be 
marked  with  the  date  of  proo^  and  other  barrels  taken  when  the  same  lot  is 
sgainproved. 

9.  Tne  inspector  of  warlike  stores  or  other  proof  officer  will,  however,  carry 
on  the  proof  by  sight  and  hand  as  much  further  as  he  may  think  necessary, 
and  even  resort  to  proof  firing,  should  it  be  desirable,  from  the  magazines 
being  damp  or  defective,  or  the  condition  of  the  powder  doubtful  from  any

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  lias  approved  of  the  following  rules  ClMdflc*- 
and  regulations  for  tho  classilication  of  the  several  descriptions  of  smaU  arms  ^^'^ 
in  nse  in  the  service,  to  £Eunlitate  the  recognition  of  the  different  patternsy 
mnd  to  ensnre  accuracy  in  the  issues  to  regiments  of  the  regular  army, 
militia,  &c.,  &c.: — 

All  arms  of  patterns  recognized  in  the  service  shall  he  considered  as  be- 
londng  to  two  classes,  Kos.  1  and  2. 

I?a  1  will  designate  all  new  first  class  arms  of  existing  patterns — i  t,,  of 
snch  patterns  as  are  issued  to  the  various  sen-ices  entitled  to  receive  first  class  • 

arms. 

Ko.  2  will  designate  all  neio  second  class  arms  of  existing  patterns,  and  all 
thoroughly  repaired  arms,  whether  originally  of  the  first  or  second  class. 

With  reference  to  repaired  arms :  as  each  repair  will  render  the  arm  per- 
fectly serviceable,  althoiigh  not  equivalent  to  one  of  tho  first  class,  aU 
thoroughly  repaired  arms  will  be  included  in  class  No.  2.  Each  subsequent 
repair  will  be  noted  on  tho  stock  by  the  addition  of  another  figure  2  (thus — 
2-— 2),  and  this  will  keep  up  the  history  of  the  arm. 

The  above  arrangements  nave  reference  to  all  rifled  arms  of  the  bore  '577, 
as  distinguished  from  those  patterns  which  may  be  considered  obsolete  for 
existing  services. 

Circumstances  may,  however,  render  it  necessary  to  provide  for  the  con- 
tingency of  an  issue  of  obsolete  patterns  of  arms,  or  of  so  preparing  much 
worn  arms  of  existing  patterns,  as  to  allow  of  their  being  issued  to  levies 
and  irregular  forces. 

These  arms  will  be  considered  in  a  different  light  altogether  to  the  first 
and  second  classes,  although  some  may  jwssibly  be  new  arms  of  their  kind. 

In  order  to  distinguish  these  arms  clearly,  the  term  "  raterve^^  will  be  added 
to  the  number  of  classes  into  which  they  are  divided.

No.  1.  Common  Safety  Fuze. 
This  is  the  smallest  kind  of  fuze  which  is  made,  and  is  only^  adapted  for 
immediate  use  in  dry  ground,  where  the  utmost  care  is  taken  m  its  applica- 
tion, and  where  the  tamping  is  of  a  soft  and  homogeneous  character,  and  is 
cautiously  packed  into  the  hole.     In  such  circumstances  it  may  be  usefully 


No.  2.  Patent  Safety  Fuze, 

This  fuze  is  adapted  for  all  blasting  in  dry  ground,  being  made  with  an 
ample  quantity  of  the  best  materials.     When  kept  at  a  mmlerate  tempera- 
tnie,  and  carefully  used,  its  certain  operation  is  warranted. 
No.  2».  Patent  Safety  Fvse. 

This  is  the  same  fuze  as  the  preceding,  and  is  only  adapted  to  the  same 
kind  of  blasting,  but  is  specially  vamuhed  for  any  given  climate.  That 
▼amish  which  is  suitable  for  a  cold  country  becomes  soft  and  sticky  if 
exposed  to  much  heat,  while  that  which  is  suitable  for  a  hot  country  becomes 
hard  and  brittle  if  exposed  to  great  cold.  This  inconvenience  is  remedied, 
as  far  as  possible,  by  the  special  preparation  of  the  varnish  to  suit  any  given 
temperature,  and  which  should  be  specified  in  the  order. 
No.  3.  Patent  White  Fuze. 

This  fuze  is  adapted  for  use  in  dry  ground  and  in  dose  places,  where  there 
18  a  deficiency  of  pure  air,  or  where  tne  smoke  occasioned  by  the  burning  of 
the  common  kinds  of  fuze  is  found  to  be  inconvenient.  Little  or  no  smoke 
is  emitted  by  its  combustion.  It  is  more  likely  to  be  injured  by  damp  than 
the  tar- varnished  fuze. 

No.  4.  PaUnt  Thread  Sump  Fuze, 

This  fuze  is  adapted  for  use  in  damp  ground,  and  is  so  prepared  as  to 
iiesist  the  action  of  any  moderate  degree  of  humidity.  It  has  a  larger  and 
stronger  coating  of  yarn  and  varnish,  and  will  bear  rougher  treatment,  both 
before  it  is  used  and  during  the  process  of  tamping,  than  the  preceding 
kinds.  It  is  strongly  reconmiended  where  the  careful  management  of  tiie 
operatives  cannot  be  relied  on. 

No.  5.  Patent  Taped  Sump  Fuze, 

This  fuze  is  adapted  for  use  in  wet  ground,  and  is  specially  protected  so  as 
to  operate  efficiently  even  when  the  tamping  is  saturated  with  water.  In 
such  cases  the  charge  of  gunpowder  should  be  placed  in  a  cartri(^ ;  the 
end  of  the  fiize  should  be  inserted  into  the  centre  of  the  charge,  and  the 
jonction  of  the  fuze  with  the  cartridge  should  be  properly  protected  with  a 
waterproof  varnish.  If  employed  in  this  manner,  its  certain  operation  is 
warranted. 

No.  6.  Patent  Double-Taped  Sump  Fuze. 

This  fuze  is  covered  with  a  second  coating  of  tape  and  varnish,  and  is 
intended  for  blasting  in  very  wet  ground.  It  Dears  just  the  same  relation  to 
Ka  5  as  No.  4  does  to  No.  2. 

If  these  kinds  of  fuze  be  kept  in  a  dry  room,  so  that  the  powder  be  not 
affected  b^  damp,  they  will  retain  their  efficiency  until  the  varnish  has  lost 
its  essential  oil  and  become  dust. 

Care  must  be  taken  that  these  fuzes  be  not  touched  with  any  greasy 
or  cdly  matter,  as  it  rapidly  penetrates  through  the  yarnish  to  the  gjon.* 
powder,  and  prevents  the  proper  burning  of  the  fdze.

It  ka 
aiiswci-ed  its  intcudcd  jiurpose  after  it  has  been  under  water  for  twenty -ftir 
hi>urs,  M-ith  a  pressure  of  forty  pounds  to  the  inch.  Thia  is  equivalent  to 
the  weight  of  water  at  the  depth  of  eighly -eight  £ecL 

No,  8.  Patent  Double  Outta  Pereha  Fuse. 
Tins  fuze  is  sn]>crior  to  No.  7,  being'protccted  and  strengthened  by  an  ad- 
ditional contiui;  of  gutta  x>ercha.  It  wul  act  in  a  greater  depth  of  water,  ai 
will  bear  a  greater  strain  than  the  preceding.  It  bums  freely  after  havii^ 
been  twenty-four  hours  under  water,  with  a  pressure  of  140  pounds  to  tk 
inch.     This  is  equivalent  to  the  weight  of  water  at  the  dex)th  of  3U0  feet 

No,  9.  Patent  Taped  Outta  Pereha  Fuse, 
Tliis  is  the  same  fuze  as  No.  7,  and  is  adapted  to  the  same  use  and  dn^; 
but,  havinu'  an  exterior  coating  of  tape  and  varnish,  which  delays  the  oxiiB- 

ticin  of  the  L^iitta  pereha,  it  retains  its  eliiciency  for  a  much  longer  time,  it 
is  thcTi?ft)re  well  adapted  fur  service  in  distant  countries. 

In  all  sul>a([ueoiis  o^Kirations  Ljrcat  care  must  be  taken  that  the  union  rf 
the  fuze  auil  cartridiic  be  by  a  perfectly  water-tight  joint,  and  the  fam 
inu.yt  be  strcnLrtliencd  as  much  as  j^ssible,  both  at  and  near  tLe  ylace  d 
junction,  else  its  swaying'  to  and  fro  is  very  likely  to  break  the  joints 
which  would  allov.*  the  water  to  soak  into  the  charge.

The  Lords  CommissionerB  of  Her  Majesty'B  Treasury  having  decided  ^<*"  ^ 
that  temporary  and  local  allowances  received  by  officers  of  the  civ3  service  ^OTt^^^*^ 
abroad  shall  not,  in  future,  be  taken  into  consideration  in  estimating  their 
clums  to  retiring  pensions  under  the  provisions  of  the  Superannuation  Acts; 
but  that  the  average  value  of  the  allowances  received  by  officers  of  the  same 
rank  at  home  shaU,  with  the  permanent  salaries  of  each  officer,  form  the 
basis  upon  which  the  superannuation  allowance  is  to  be  calculated ;  the  same 
is  noticed  for  the  information  of  the  officers  concerned. — ^A.a

nuation  of  artificers,  laix>urers,  and  others,  who  are  in  the  receipt  of  daily  or 
weekly  wages,  and  who  have  entered  the  service  since  the  passing  of  the 
Superannuation  Act  of  19th  April,  1859. 

And  as  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  are  desirous 
of  being  furnished  with  lists  of  the  individuals,  or  class  of  persons,  who  will 
be  eligible  under  these  regulations,  I  am  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  a 
return  thereof  at  the  earliest  opportunity.

The  Lords  Commissionere  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  having  had  under 
ihcir  consideration  the  regulations  which  should  be  adopted  to  give  effect  to 
the  Superannuation  Act  of  19th  April,  1859,  in  regard  to  the  allowances  to 
be  issued  to  such  artificers,  labourers,  and  others,  in  the  receipt  of  wages,  as 
have  been  appointed  since  the  date  of  the  Act  in  question ;  and  naving  lurther 
considered  **  the  proper  manner  of  applying  the  provisions  of  the  Act"  in 
question,  with  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  remuneration  given,  either  by 
means  of  a  total  compensation  for  service  in  the  grant  of  a  market  rate  of 
•wages,  or  by  a  rate  inferior  thereto,  which,  in  the  course  of  years,  is  made  up 
by  "steady  em^^oyment"  and  the  prospect  of  superannuation:  have  de- 
termined— 

L  That  no  persons  are  entitled  to  superannuation  who  are  in  receipt  of  the 
full  market  rate  of  wages. 

IL  That  persons  receiving  less  than  the  fuU  market  rate  of  wages  may  be 
admitted  to  the  service  in  an  established  capacity,  and  become  entitled  to 
superannuation  on  the  following  terms : — 

in.  That  the  maximum  age  of  admission  to  the  service  in  an  established 
cax>acity  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five,  except  in  special  cases,  in  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  may,  with  tne  concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty^s  Treasury,  consent  to  make  an  exception. 

IV.  The  17th  Section  of  Uie  Act  requires  that  all  persons  not  appointed 
directly  by  the  Crown  shall,  before  appointment,  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  civil  service  commissioners,  and  receive  a  certificate  of  com- 
petentnr.  The  service  of  such  persons  will  reckon  towards  superannuation 
from  the  date  of  the  certificate  of  the  commissioners,  or  from  the  date  (whsa;^ 
a  subsequent  one)  of  the  commencement  of  their  duUea.

V.  With  a  view  to  give  effect  to  the  fourth  item  of  these  regnliliwii^  Sr

not  of  the  English  race,  but  who  may  be  nommated  for  petnuuMnt  appoint- 
mont,  will  not  (unless  they  desire  it)  be  subjected  to  the  educational  exaai- 
nation  above  referred  ta  If^  however,  they  should  be  exempted  firam  tUi 
test,  they  will  be  required  to  serve  a  period  of  five  yean  on  probation  mm 
to  appointment  on  establishment,  and  the  necessary  proof  of  age,  good  am- 
acter,  physical  fitness,  and  aptitude  for  their  duties,  must  be  fumihed,  ii 
order  that  the  certificates  of  the  civil  service  commiaaiopera,  as  lequired  \if 
the  17th  Clause  of  the  Sui)erannuation  Act,  may  be  obtained.

With  reference  to  Clause  IIL  of  regulations  relative  to  snpoiD- 
nuation  allow^ances  embodied  in  Circular  709,  I  am  directed  by  SeaeUiy 
Sir  George  C.  Lewis  to  state  that,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  LordB  Coai- 
missioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  the  maximum  age  for  office-kcepsi. 
forenicu,  labourers,  &c. ,  who  have  been  appointed  on  the  permanent  estab- 
lishment since  19th  April,  1859,  and  subsequently  to  their  discharj^e  to  pen- 
sion from  the  army,  has  been  raised,  so  far  as  the  Military  Store  Departmmt 
is  concemcd,  to  an  age  not  exceeding  forty-two,  and  the  iloyal  Engmeeraod 
Barrack  Departments  to  an  age  not  exceeding  forty-five. 

I  am,  liowcver,  to  state,  with  reference  to  Clause  I.  of  the  regulatinni 
which  are  attached  to  the  circular,  that  the  rate  of  wages  paid  at  a  statioo, 
at  which  men  are  found  willing  to  engage  themselves  for  employment,  mnst 
be  taken  to  be  the  *'  full  market  rate,"  it  being  optional  with  the  men  to 
accept  or  refuse  such  wages. 

Should  there,  however,  be  any  men  at  your  station  engaged  since  the 
passing  of  the  Act  (19th  April,  1859),  who  have  really  entered  the  dcpirt- 
mont  on  a  clear  understanding,  or  with  a  well-grounded  expectation,  that 
they  would,  if  they  conducted  themselves  well,  and  remained  in  the  emplpy- 
mcnt  of  the  depai-tment,  receive  future  superannuatiou.  Sir  George  C.  Lewis 
will  (on  receivmg  the  full  particulars  of  each  case)  consider  whether  snch 
cases  should  be  transmitted  for  the  sj-ecial  consideration  and  decision  of  the 
lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury. — a.

Whbrkas  it  hath  been  represented  to  us  that  it  is  expedient  to  Boyal  Ws 
raise  the  position  and  rank  of  the  veterinary  surgeons  of  our  army,  and  to  '^'^ 
increase  the  pay  and  half  pay  of  the  officers  of  that  service,  our  will  and 
pleasure  is,  tnat,  from  and  aner  the  date  of  this  our  Royal  Warrant,  the 
following  rules  shall  be  established  for  the  admission,  promotion,  and  retire- 
ment, and  for  the  pay,  half  pay,  rdative  rank,  and  allowances  of  the 
veterinary  surgeons  of  our  army,  and  that  by  these  rules  our  Commander  in 
Chief  shall  be  governed  in  recommending  officers  for  admission,  promotion, 
and  retirement. 

1.  The  grades  of  veterinary  surgeons  in  our  army  shall  be  three  in 
number,  viz. : — 

1.  Staff  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

2.  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  First  Class. 

3.  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

2.  No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Veterinary  Dqiartment  of  the 
army  until  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  passed  an  examination  before  a  Board 
of  ^lilita^y  Veterinary  Surgeons. 

3.  No  veterinary  sur^n  shall  be  eligible  for  xiromotion  until  he  shall 
have  passed  such  examination  as  our  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  War 
may  require,  and  shall  have  served  on  full  ]my,  with  the  commission  of 
veterinary  surgeon,  for  five  years. 

4.  A  veterinary  sui^eon  of  the  first  class  must  have  served  fifteen  yean 
in  tiie  army  with  a  commission  on  full  pay,  before  he  will  be  eligible  for 
promotion  to  the  rank  of  stafif  veterinary  surgeon. 

5.  In  cases,  however,  of  emergency,  or  when  the  good  of  the  service  ren- 
ders such  alteration  necessary,  it  shall  l)e  competent  for  our  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  to  shorten  the  several  periods  of  service  above  mentionec^  in 
such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  fit  and  expedient. 

6.  Promotion  from  one  rank  to  another  shall  not  necessaril}r  be  given  by 
aeniority,  but  by  selection  for  professional  ability  and  meritorious  conduct; 
auch  selection  to  be  made  by  our  principal  veterinary  surgeon;  and  the 
ground  of  such  selection  shall  be  stated  to  us  in  writing,  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  OUT  Commander  in  Chief;  together  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
principal  veterinary  surgeon. 

7.  The  rates  of  pay  of  the  veterinary  officers  of  oar  army  shall  be  in

give  such  notice  after  he  shall  be  nnder  orders  to  proceed  to  any  foreign  '■^^ 
station,  until  he  shall  have  served  at  such  station  for  one  month. 

14.  If  a  veterinary  officer  be  placed  on  half  pay  from  any  other  canse  than 
those  hereinbefore  mentioned,  he  shall  only  be  allowed  a  temporary  rate  of 
half  pay,  not  exceeding  the  rates  stated  in  Clause  9,  for  such  period  and  at

18.  Their  families  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  entitled  to  all  the  allowances 
granted  by  our  Warrant  of  15th  June,  1855,  to  the  families  of  combatant 
officers  holding  the  same  relative  ranks. 

19.  Veterinary  officers  shall  be  held  entitled  to  the  same  honours  as  other 
officers  of  our  army  of  equal  relative  rank.  This  docs  not,  however,  extend 
to  the  compliments  to  be  paid  by  garrison  or  regimental  guards,  as  laid  down 
in  the  Regulations  of  our  Army. — w.

1.  All  manufactured  articles  of  every  description  are  to  be  in  charge  d 
the  store  branch,  which  is  to  bo  exclusively  responsible  for  holding  a  snfi- 
cient  quantity  on  hand,  as  well  as  for  keeping  them  in  proper  pteeerratioi 
and  repair. 

2.  All  demands  and  orders  for  the  issue  of  stores  to  the  varioos  serrioai 
are  to  be  fomvarded  to  the  store  branch  for  execution. 

3.  If  tho  stores  should  not  be  on  hand,  or  if^  after  issning  tK^w,  ife 
should  be  uecesfiarv  to  replace  them,  the  store  branch  will  make  leqnisitiaH 
for  them ;  on  -which  authority  will  be  given  for  the  purchase  or  manofiutiir^ 
sm  the  case  may  Ik),  of  the  stores  rcqiiirc<l. 

4.  All  articles  of  the  descriptions  witli  which  the  Government  maniAf. 
torics  are  conccruc<l,  when  returned  into  store  after  use,  will  be  inspected  bf 
the  officers  of  the  maimfactories,  and  will  be  rei>orted  by  them  to  the  sK«e 
keeper,  as  the  case  may  be,  *'  Sor\'iceable,"  *'  Repairable,"  **  Unserviceabki' 
or  "  Obsolete,"  and  he  will  brini;  them  on  his  charge  accordint^ly. 

5.  In  the  event  ctf  there  iKiin^  in  possession  of  the  storii  branch  any 
repairable  or  convcrti])lc  stores  which  may  be  ma<le  applicable  to  the  com- 
pletion of  any  uixler  made  on  the  manufactories,  the  superintendent  of  the 
manufactory'  concerned  will  demand  the  quantity  of  such  stores  which  mxg 
be  required  for  that  purpose.

from  nef;lect  of  this  precaution,  stores  either  of  an  improper  kind  or  in  aa 
imperfect  condition  be  issued  for  senice;  or  if  stores  which  have  bec«Be 
unserviceable  from  chanjjc  of  pattern,  or  any  other  cause,  be  kept  unnev^es- 
sarily  on  hand,  instead  of  bciiij;  converted  or  sold. 

7.  All  re(^uisitions  for  the  provision  of  stores  made  by  the  heads  of  the 
manufactories  will  in  the  lirst  i)lace  be  transmitted  to  the  store  branch,  for

With  these  views  he 
has  instructed  me  to  forward  to  you  the  enclosed  documents  for  your  infonna- 
tion  and  guidance,  and  further  to  direct  that  the  following  regulations  be 
observed,  viz: — 

1st.  You  will  henceforth  consider  yourself  generally  responsible  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  duo  performance  of  the  duties  of  all  the  military 
departments  within  your  command,  including  those  of  the 


Commissariat  Officer, 
Principal  Medical  Officer,  and 
Purveyor, 


Commanding  Officer  of  Artillery, 
Commanding  Royal  Engineer, 
Military  Storekeeper, 
Barrack-master, 

2d.  Nothing  contained  herein  is  to  interfere  with  the  usual  course  of  corre- 
spondence between  you  and  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  army,  with 
reference  to  the  military  discipline  and  service  of  the  corps  of  Royal  Artil- 
lery, Royal  En^eers,  and  the  medical  and  purveyor's  sta£f ;  the  object  of 
this  circular  being  strictly  limited  to  those  administrative  duties  upon  which 
the  instructions  proceed  direct  from  the  War  Office. 

3d.  As  a  general  rule,  the  local  heads  of  these  branch  d^artments  will 
continue  to  receive,  from  their  respective  chiefs  in  the  War  Office,  instruc- 
tions for  their  guidance,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  you  '^^ill  call  upon  them  at  such  times  as  may  be  most  convement 
to  you  to  submit  those  orders  for  your  information ;  but  whenever  the 
importance  of  the  question  renders  it  desirable,  the  iostructions  will  be  sent 
to  you  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  communicated  by  you  to  the  officers 
in  question. 

Whenever  you  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  communicate  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  on  a  service  connected  with  any  branch  of  the 
department,  you  will  call  upon  the  head  of  that  branch  for  his  opinion  in 
writing,  which  you  will  forward,  together  with  your  own  recommendation 
upon  tne  subject,  for  his  Lordship's  mformation. 

5th.  All  estimates  for  works,  repairs,  and  estabUshments  are  in  the  first 
instance  to  be  submitted  to  vou  by  the  several  branches  concerned  with 
them,  for  your  information  and  approval,  before  they  are  forwarded  for  the 
decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

6th.  You  wiU  from  time  to  time,  when  practicable,  inspect  the  various 
branch  departments  to  such  extent  as  will  satisfy  you  that  they  are  effi- 
ciently conducted ;  and  you  will  transmit  direct  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
a  report  of  your  proceedings  and  observations,  in  time  to  reach  this  office  by 
the  1st  November  in  each  year. 

7th.  Annexed  are  certain  special  directions  and  heads  of  inquiry  which 
relate  to  particular  branches,  and  upon  which  information  is  desirable;  but 
the  Secretary  of  State  will  be  glad  to  receive  any  observations  on  other 
points  which  you  may  think  proper  to  notice.

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«f  the  military  storekeeper,  you  will  each  year,  or  oftener  if  required,  Dntiea 
upoint  a  properly  qualited  officer  for  the  par|>ose  of  effecting  a  aorvey  of  -^b"*^ 
me  stores  in  chai^  of  the  military  storekeeper,  who  will  certify  as  to  the 
gnoral  condition  of  the  stores,  the  way  in  which  they  are  kept,  and  whether 
«Djr  portion  of  them  is  obsolete  or  unlit  for  service  £rom  any  cause ;  and  he 
wiU  also  certify  to  the  general  correctness  of  the  numbers  on  charge,  by 
anlorring  such  articles  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  causing  them  to  be 
counted,  so  that  from  these  articles  an  approximate  opinion  may  be  focmed 
m  to  the  state  of  the  general  store. 

Once  in  every  five  years  you  will  cause  a  complete  remain  or  taking  of  stock 
to  be  effected,  and  appoint  a  i)roperly  qualified  officer  to  |)erform  that  duty. 

Tour  order  will  be  required  tor  all  issues  of  stores  not  previously  sanc- 
tioned by  authority  from  this  office;  and  you  will,  without  delay,  report  such 
order  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  explaining  at  the  same  time  your  reasons  for 
gnnting  it.

apprise  you  that  he  cannot  hold  himself  res]K)nsible  for  any  proceedings  which 
Aftye  not  been  previously  expressly  sanctioned  by  him. 

In  cases  requiring  legal  assistance,  as  in  the  prosecution  of  criminals  at 
aaanons  or  assizes,  or  in  other  matters,  the  circumstances  should  be  briefly 
ataited  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  if  a  prosecution  or  other 
proceedings  be  approved,  the  solicitor  to  the  department  will  be  instructed  to 
take  charge  of  the  same. 

In  cases  wherein  the  accused  have  been  arrested  and  taken  before  the 
maaistrates  for  examination,  a  copy  of  the  depositions  should  be  forwarded 
IbrUiwith  to  this  office,  ancl,  if  possible,  an  adjournment  of  the  case  should 
be  obtained,  in  order  that  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State  may  be  con- 
yajred  to  you  before  the  prisoners  are  committed  for  tnaL 

In  cases  in  which  the  magistrates  have  a  summary  jurisdiction,*  tho 
offltnders  may  be  summoned  and  punished  without  a  prei-ious  reference  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  as  such  proceedings  are  generally  for  minor  offences, 
aaad  aeldom  mvolve  legal  expense. — ^A.

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3.— EDTANCIAL  DUTIES. 


W,  O.  Ctrcy  lOa  Home.  la  June,  1857. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having  decided  that  the  duty  of  FftTinentot 
preparing  the  salary  lists  of  the  ofl&cers  composing  the  Store,  Barrack,  and  SftJariea- 
Civil  Engineer,  Manufacturing,  and  Miscellaneous  Departments  of  the  War 
Office  in  the  United  Kingdom  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  transferred 
from  the  accountant  general  to  the  local  accountants,  the  following  general 
instructions  are  to  be  carefully  attended  to  by  all  officers  oonoemed : — 

1.  The  payments,  which  will  commence  with  the  salaries  for  the  present 
quarter,  are  to  be  prepared  and  made  up  on  the  forms  of  salary  list  and  receipt 
Touchers  annexed,  A.  and  R ;  and  only  those  established  or  t^porary  officers 
-who  have  heretofore  been  paid  on  salary  list  from  the  Accountant  GenenJ's 
D^rtment  are  to  be  included  in  these  lists. 

2.  Each  branch  of  the  service  will  require  a  separate  list,  and  the  total  of  the 
form  6.  is  only  to  be  charged  in  the  account  current,  specifying  the  branch  of 
the  service  to  which  it  relates,  as  at  present 

3.  The  commanding  royal  engineers,  the  superintendents  of  manufacturing 
d^artments,  and  all  other  heads  of  establishments  to  whom  this  order 
relates,  are  to  furnish  the  accountant  (according  to  the  form  C  annexed) 
with  a  statement  of  the  names  o£  the  offioera  employed  in  their  several 
departments,  a  description  of  the  employment  held  by  each,  the  period  in 
each  quarter  for  which  he  haa  been  or  will  be  employed,  and  the  rate  of 
pay,  &c. 

4.  The  three  documents,  A.,  K,  and  C,  above  mentioned,  are  to  be  an- 
nexed by  the  accountant  to  his  quarterly  account  currenL 

5.  All  orders  and  every  kind  of  information  received  by  the  head  of  a 
department,  which  affect  m  any  manner  the  pay  of  an  officer,  are  to  be  sup- 
plied to  the  accountant,  for  his  information  and  guidance ;  and  these  documents 
are  to  be  either  retained  by  him,  or  noted  and  retumeid  to  the  head  of  the 
branch,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient,  according  to  the  circumstances  of 
the  case.  The  date  and  number  oi  every  official  communication  on  the  sub- 
ject is  to  be  quoted  on  the  salary  list. 

6.  The  certificates  of  good  conduct,  &c.,  under  which  increases  of  pay  are 
granted,  are  to  be  forwarded  by  the  heads  of  the  departments  to  this  chief 
office  in  London,  in  sufficient  time  for  consideration  and  approval  before  the 
end  of  the  quarter;  if  the  increase  be  approved,  the  certificates  are  to  be 
passed  to  the  accountant  geneoral,  who  will  thereupon  authorize  the  local 
accountant  to  make  the  proper  issues.  In  no  case  is  the  increase  to  be  issued 
-without  such  authority  ana  certificate,  and  they  are  to  be  attached  to  the 
salary  list  on  which  the  increase  is  paid. 

7.  No  officer,  whether  establish^  or  temporary,  is  entitled,  on  first  ap- 
pointment to  the  service,  to  draw  pay  from  an  earlier  date  than  that  on 
which  he  joins  for  duty. 

8.  Barrack-masters  are  entitled  to  pay  only  from  the  difta  '^riiflft.^SEtfS!^ 
actually  take  chaiga 
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PftTmentof       9.  The  pay  of  an  officer  temporarily  employed  ceases  with  the  dison- 
'**'*'*•■•       tinuance  of  his  employment. 

10.  When  an  olliccr  is  removed  from  one  station  to  another,  he  m 
receive  his  salary  to  tlie  date,  inclusive,  of  leaving  or  giving  up  charge  it  hs 
station.  The  ])articiilars  of  any  such  issae  are  to  Ije  notified  at  once  to  the 
accountant  general,  and  to  the  accountant  at  the  station  to  which  tbe 
officer  is  ordered  to  proceed. 

11.  An  advance,  not  exceeding  one  month's  jiay,  may  be  recommeiidedlij 
the  head  of  his  department  to  be  granted  to  an  officer  ^vho  is  moved  fm 
one  station  to  anotner ;  but  all  such  recommendations,  with  a  full  report  d 
the  grounds  thereof^  arc  to  be  forwarded  through  the  proper  <*>!•« tw»U  fa 
the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

12.  Officers  temporarily  employed  are  not  liable  to  the  abatement  en 
account  of  the  su])crannuation  nmd ;  and  the  deductions  under  this  head  ue 
to  be  made  on  fix«d  or  established  salaries  only,  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  iriia 
the  salary  exceeds  £100  per  annum,  and  at  2|  per  cent  when  it  does  not  ex* 
cecd  that  sum. 

13.  The  Widow's  Fund  deduction  (now  confined  to  a  few  remaining  offion 
of  the  late  Ordnance  Department,  to  whom  the  advantages  of  the  fund  wm 
granted  by  the  Royal  Warrant  of  1825)  is  the  contribution  of  one  day's  psf 
per  quarter,  calculated  on  the  minimum  of  the  scale  of  salary  received  l^ 
the  contributor. 

14.  No  sum  due  to  the  estate  of  a  deceased  officer  is  to  be  paid  witiKffi 
the  preWous  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  when  api>lyin'r  for  such 
authority,  the  local  accountant  is  to  forward  the  probate  of  his  will,  if  any. 
If  the  department  have  any  claim  u[)on  such  officer,  that  claim  nmrt  d 
course  be  satisfied  before  any  payment  to  his  estate  be  made.  If  th? 
officer  be  a  cash  or  store  accountant,  no  pa^nnent  can  be  made  until  Iiii 
accounts  have  been  passed. 

15.  If  the  officer  die  intestate,  the  balance  duo  to  his  estate,  after  all  <l^ 
partmcntal  claims  arc  settled,  is  not  to  be  paid  without  previous  reference  t<i 
the  Secretary  of  State,  transmitting  tlie  letters  of  adndmstration,  if  any  hiw 
been  taken  out. 

16.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  letters  of  administration  are  indispensaUe, 
if  the  sum  to  be  paid  exceed  £20. 

17.  In  case  any  doubt  arises  upon  questions  of  sriaiy,  the  accountant 
general  should  be  corresponded  with  thereon. — s.

Cwh  BuBl-  Sir,— Tlie  Secretary  of  State  for  War  having,  in  concurrence  iritk 

no88  Abroad,  the  Tjords  of  the  Treasury,  decided  on  the  concentration  in  the  hands  of  cat 

officer  at  each  station  of  the  cash  business  hitherto  carried  on  by  the  seveni 

departments  of  the  War  Office  abroad,  the  accomj^anying  regulations  arc 

forwarded  for  your  instruction  and  ^idance. 

The  rules  therein  laid  down  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  sufficiently  preci« 
to  enable  you  fully  to  understand  tlie  principles  on  which  ^e  duties  aevdlT* 
ing  on  you  in  the  responsible  capacity  of  comptroller  of  army  exjxmditiire  a.ne 
to  be  conducted,  and  his  Lordshi])  rehes  on  your  best  exertions  to  give  tbe 
new  system  the  utmost  practicable  effect. 

From  the  date  of  these  arrangements  taking  effect,  yon  will  select  aa 
accountant  for  commissariat  stores,  under  the  rules  applicable  to  the  sekctka 
of  the  cash  accountant 

Although  you  -wiYL  t\i\3L»  Vjt  xcilvcv^id  from  being  a  direct  accountant  fcf 
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stores,  your  responsibility  for  the  due  and  rpgnlar  snp]>ly  of  the  army,  and  Cash  Boi 
yonr  general  control  over  the  store  accounts,  more  especially  as  regards  their  »»■•  Abr 
punctual  transmission  to  this  country,  will  remain  in  fnll  force. 

I  am  further  to  state  that  Lord  Panmure  is  aware  that  at  some  stations  an 
increase  of  clerical  labour  in  the  commissariat  offices  mav  be  occasioned  by 
the  changes  now  ordered ;  but  as  past  experience  has  shown  that  a  given 
amount  of  business  of  the  same  general  character  can  be  executed  by  fewer 
persons  when  the  duty  is  concentrated  than  when  it  is  divided,  it  would  be 
premature  to  estimate  the  numbers  which  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on 
all  the  duties  which  will  devolve  upon  the  conmiissariat  under  the  new  sys- 
tem, until  it  has  been  some  time  in  ox)eration ;  but  I  am  to  observe  that  his 
liordship  will  require  detailed  information,  not  only  of  the  capability  of  all 
-who  are  employed  in  the  department,  but  also  of  the  time  which  they  devote 
to  the  public  service,  before  taking  into  consideration  any  application  for  an 
addition  to  the  strength. 

A  supply  of  books  and  forms  is  sent  herewith  for  use  at  your  statioxi,  and 
any  fiutner  quantity  that  may  be  required  will  be  obtained  by  requisition  in 
ate  usual  manner. 

The  present  instructions  are  to  take  effect  from  the  commencement  of  the 
quarter  succeeding  the  receipt  of  this  circular,  or  from  such  subsequent  date 
as  shall  be  decided  on  by  the  officer  commanding  on  the  station.

Instructions  foe  the  Conduct  of  the  Cash  Business  of  Tire 
War  Office  abroad. 

Comptroller  of  Army  Expenditure. 

1.  The  functions  and  title  of  comptroller  of  army  expenditure  will,  unless 
other  provision  be  specially  made,  rest  in  the  senior  commissariat  officer  at 
each  station ;  the  general  principles  on  which  he  will  act  are  those  laid  down 
in  the  paper  entitled  **  Outline  of  a  Plan  for  conducting  the  Financial  Busi- 
ness of  the  Treasury  and  War  Dei)artments  abroad,"  transmitted  herewith. 

2.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  collect  and  forward,  by  the  15th  December  in 
each  year,  the  annual  estimates  of  the  several  branches  of  the  service  (ex- 
cepting that  of  the  endncer  department,  the  total  only  of  which  will  be 
communicated  to  him  by  the  commanding  royal  engineer),  accompanying 
them  with  any  remarks  and  suggestions  he  may  have  to  offer  on  the  means 
afforded  by  the  consolidation  of  the  several  departments  for  carr^^g  out 
economy  in  every  branch  of  the  War  Office  expenditure. 

3.  The  officers  at  the  head  of  the  executive  branches  are  responsible  for 
the  performance  of  the  serNices  confided  to  them,  and  act  under  direct  orders 
from  home;  but  the  store  duties  of  the  commissariat  branch  vrill  still  be 
carried  on  under  the  orders  of  the  comptroller,  as  the  senior  officer  of  that 
department. 

4.  Being  responsible  that  every  payment,  the  order  for  which  he  counter- 
lims,  is  correct  on  princii)le  or  presented  on  due  authority,  the  comptroller 
wml  be  careful  to  satisfy  himself  on  these  points  before  attaching  nis  si^- 
oatore.  In  the  event,  however,  of  an  objection  arising  on  his  part  in 
respect  to  a  service  actually^  executed,  the  bills  for  which  may  be  presented 
ioT  jtayment,  he  vrill  state  his  objections  in  writing  to  the  officer  under  whosS 
iirections  the  expense  has  been  incurred;  but  if  the  latter  adheres  to  his 
nrder,  the  comptroller  will  submit  the  particulars  of  the  claim  and  the  grounds 
»f  his  objection  for  the  decision  of  the  officer  commanding  on.  >^<^  «^a^<cscL\ 
md  although  the  comptroller  may  see  sai&dent  xesaosi  V>  <^\<w^  ^  ^(^&>^ 
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respective  officers,  as  not  suited  to  the  existing  oonstitiitum  of  the  W« 
Department — to  transmit  for  yonr  information  the  enclosed  docnmenfts— aai 
to  request  that  yon  will  act  upon  them  individually,  and  comnmnicate  thor 
BubsUmce  to  the  barrack-master,  who  has  hitherto  been  under  yoor  dbne- 
tions,  but  who  will  henceforth  be  the  head  of  a  separate  branch. 

You  will  observe  that  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  tnufarcd  t» 
the  officer  conmianding  the  troops  some  of  the  more  important  of  the  faB^ 
tions  that  have  hitherto  vested  m  you  in  your  collective  capacity ;  and  tkil 
all  the  cash  business  of  the  department,  excepting  that  of  the  regimental  Tpf- 
masters,  will  in  future  be  performed  by  one  accountant  at  each  statuB, 
under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  who  will  be  designated  *'  ControOsr  i 
Army  Expenditure." 

The  reguktions  of  the  1st  January,  1857,  ij',  have  provided  for  the  cbi- 
tody  and  letting  of  Government  property. 

l!ncre  are  still,  however,  a  few  matters  of  detail  in  which  yon  are  specially 
concerned,  and  for  the  performance  of  which  it  is  necessary  to  provide. 

All  reports,  returns,  demands,  and  other  correspondence  from  the  serenl 
departments,  that  have  hitherto  been  fonvarded  through  the  respective  ofi- 
cers,  "^dll  henceforth,  as  a  general  rule,  proceed  direct  from  the  officer  ii 
charge  of  the  branch  at  the  station  to  the  head  of  that  branch  at  the  Wsr 
Office.  Reports  from  officers  relating  to  any  other  branch  beside  their  ovi 
should  be  accompanied  b^^  the  written  opinion  of  the  senior  officer  of  sodk 
branch  unon  the  propositions  submitted,  so  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  s 
reference  oack  to  the  station. 

Letters  relating  to  subjects  of  importance,  upon  which  it  is  jirobable  thit 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  would  desire  to  have  the  opuiion  of  the 
general  or  other  officer  commanding,  arc  to  be  invariably  transmitted 
throu^^h  that  olficer. 

Incidental  repairs  >vill  be  performed  under  the  sanction  of  the  command- 
ing royal  engineer,  within  the  limits  of  the  authorized  estimates. 

All  applications  for  the  temporary  use  of  quarters  and  stabling,  beyond 
the  amount  of  accommodation  prescribed  by  the  regulations,  must  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  barrack-master  for  the  approval  of  the  officer  commanding  ths 
troops  at  the  station. 

The  commanding  royal  engineer  will  brine  to  the  notice  of  the  officer  com- 
manding the  troops  any  proceedings  contemplated  by  colonial  authorities  whidi 
may  be  likely  to  affect  lands  or  buildings  belonjiing  to  the  War  Department 

The  military  storekcei)er  will  hand  over  to  the  accountant  the  forms  and 
other  documents  which  may  be  in  his  possession  connected  with  the 
ordnance  cash  duties,  excepting  such  as  he  may  require  under  Article 
16  of  the  enclosed  "  Instructions,"  and  comnmnicate  to  him  the  exist- 
ing orders  and  regulations  affecting  the  branches  of  public  expenditure 
hitherto  paid  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Ordnance  Storekeepers  Depart- 
ment. He  is  also  expected  to  affoixl  to  the  controller  and  to  the  accountant 
every  assistance  in  his  ix)wer  in  furtherance  of  the  object  of  the  new 
arrangements. 

He  will,  of  course,  complete  his  final  cash  accounts,  and  transmit  them  to 
the  accountant  general  immediately  on  the  expiration  of  the  quarter  pre\noa5 
to  the  adoption  of  the  new  airangement,  l)aying  into  the  Treasury  chest  any 
balance  of  public  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands. 

The  barrack -master  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  his 
vouchers,  which,  after  ha\Tng  been  certified  by  himself^  must  be  traui- 
mitted  to  the  accountant  for  payment. 

An  advance  of  pay  to  barrack -masters  coming  home  will  be  anthorized  by 
the  controller. 


13.  The  acooiintt  «re  to  be  rendered  quarterly,  by  ibe  first  opportimity  Oadi  Bi 
after  the  expiration  of  the  period  to  which  they  refer,  according  to  the  mlea  i>"*^ 
laid  down  in  Article  528  &  the  Commiaiariat  InBtmctioni,  ana  the  accoun- 
tant will  be  required,  to  indnde,  aa  far  as  practicable,  all  pa^oienta  falling  doe 
within  any  penod,  in  the  acconnta  for  that  period.    This  ii  especialhr  reqni- 

ate  in  rc^nl  to  those  applicable  to  the  conclnding  quarter  of  the  nnancial 
year.  The  cause  of  delay  in  transmitting  the  account  in  anv  instance 
beyond  the  period  prescnbed  by  the  regulation  above  quoted  ia  to  be 
specially  reported  to  the  accountant  general.  See  Article  o29  of  the  Com- 
xnissariat  Instructiona. 

14.  At  sub-stations,  where  no  distinct  treasury  account  is  kept,  money 
will  be  advanced  to  the  sub-accountant  on  imprest  by  the  comptroller  and 
accountant  at  the  principal  station,  and  in  tne  performance  of  his  cash 
datiea  the  sub-acconntaat  will  be  governed  by  the  ezistmfl  rules  laid  down 
ia  the  Commissariat  Instructiona,  Articles  177  to  18^  478^  and  4B2.  Hitf 
accounts  will  be  rendered  to  his  principal  montidy. 

15.  Forms  of  the  several  documents  required  from  the  accountants  are 
annexed,  as  well  as  of  the  vote  charee  book,  which  should  be  kei>t  at  each 
station.  In  making  up  the  accounts  for  military  services,  the  partioulan  ctf 
the  several  payznents  connected  with  items  1,  2,  7,  and  10  ol  the  acoom- 
panving  form  will  be  entered  in  the  proper  schedules,  according  to  the 
Leadings  therein  given,  and  the  total  amount  only  of  each  sdiedule  will  be 
carried  into  the  account  currentr  A  separate  schedule  will  be  required  fos 
ihe  payments  to  the  general,  medical,  and  commissariat  staff  respectively. 

ExeeuHve  Offleen, 

16.  The  officers  at  the  local  head  of  the  several  executive  branohes  are 
enjoined  to  forward  their  vouchers  to  the  accountant  in  as  complete  a  stata 
ms  possibia  They  are  required  to  specify  on  those  documents  the  orders 
vnaer  which  the  expense  is  incurred^e  vote  and  estimate,  and  the  amountit 
ehai^geable  to  the  different  items.  The  vouchers  must  also  give  re&rence  to 
the  contracts,  if  any,  and  be  supported  by  the  usual  certificates  of  receipt  and 
inspection,  or  of  execution,  according  to  established  forma,  and  will  nirther 
be  completed  by  an  application  for  |)ayment,  signed  by  the  senior  officer  of 
the  branch,  in  the  following  terms,  viz. : — 

**  By  the  foregoing  bill  (or  pay  nst)  there  is  due  to  the  person  (or  persons) 

therein  named  the  sum  of ^  which  I  have  to  request  you  will  pay 

on  account  of  the  War  Office, branch." 

The  existing  forms  of  vouchers  are  to  be  continued  until  farther  orders. 

17.  The  nulitary  storekeepers  of  the  War  Department  are  required  to 
conmiunicate  to  the  accountant  at  their  several  stations  the  orders  snd 
regulations  affecting  tiie  branches  of  public  expenditure  hitherto  paid  by 
them,  and  are  expected  to  afford  to  that  officer  and  to  the  oom]^ller  every 
assistance  in  their  power  for  the  furtherance  of  the  object  of  these  instrao> 


Paymasterahip  of  Soyal  ArtiUery  €aid  Boyal  EnffineertL 
18.  The  military  storekeepers  being  no  longer  available  as  paymasters  ixy 
the  corps  of  Koyal  Artillery  and  iSoyol  Engineers,  the  cax>tam  or  officer 
commanding  each  company  will,  for  the  present,  perform  the  duties  of  that 
appointment.  On  the  customary  estimate,  approved  hv  the  commanding 
cmcer  of  the  corps,  he  will  draw  u]K>n  the  accountant  for  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  payment  of  his  men,  including  the  several  detachments,  the 
money  for  which  he  will  remit  to  t^e  officers  in  command  of  such  detaoh- 
ments.  These  officers  will  fiimish  monthly  to  the  captain  or  officer 
commanding  their  accounts  and  vouchers,  to  be  inoorpmatea  ia  tha  sfiBK^aaaa^

9.  The  boards  of  the  executive  departments  at  home  will  apprise  their 
officers  abroad  of  all  arran^gements  relating  to  their  respective  branches  of 
the  service ;  and  all  orders  involving  expense  will  be  communicated  by  the 
War  Depaitment  to  the  comptroller,  who,  after  noting  then^  will  pass  them 
on  to  the  accountant,  in  order  that  no  delay  may  take  place  in  setthng  claims 
when  presented  for  payment 

10.  The  accountant  will  render  his  cash  accounts  quarterly,  direct  to  the 
accountant  general,  to  whom  he  will  be  a  sub-accountant,  and  to  whom  he 
will  be  responsible  in  all  matters  relating  to  his  cash  transactions. 

11.  The  cash  accounts  of  the  accountant  will  be  rendered  separately  for 
xnilitary  and  supply  services  respectively,  the  former  embracing  all  expen- 
diture under  effective  votes  2  to  4,  and  non-effective  vote  20,  and  the  latter 
that  connected  with  votes  6  to  13  inclusive.  Each  class  of  accounts  will 
include  those  of  his  sub-accountants  at  out-posts. 

Mode  in  which  aU  final  Payments  and  all  Advances  to  Paymasters  are  to 

be  made. 

12.  All  final  payments  above  £10,  and  all  advances  to  paymasters  of  the 
army  and  miUtia,  will  be  made  by  an  order  on  the  Treasury  chest,  drawn 
according  to  the  annexed  form  (A.),  in  the  name  of  the  person  entitled. 

Military  Payments, 

13.  The  existing  warrants  for  the  issue  of  staff  and  resimental  pay  will  be 
discontinued,  and  the  following  course  of  procedure  will  be  substituted: — 

The  pay  lists  for  the  military  staff  will  be  prepared  and  certified  by  the  de- 
puty adjutant  general  or  other  proper  stan  officer.  The  pay  lists  for  the 
commissariat  staff  by  the  commissariat  officer  in  charge;  and  the 
pay  list  for  the  medical  staff  by  the  principal  medical  officer. 

14.  The  lists  will  then  be  examined  by  the  accountant,  who  will  be  held 
responsible  that  the  calculations  are  correct,  and  that  the  several  claimants 
are  entitled,  according  to  the  regulations,  to  the  pay  and  money  allowances 
as  charged ;  and  if  anv  questions  arise  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily  settied 
in  communication  with  the  officers  who  have  prepared  the  lists,  they  will  be 
tnbmitted  by  the  accountant  to  the  comptroller  for  the  decision  of  the  officer

15.  When  the  lists  have  been  examined  and  found  correct,  they  will  be 
certified  by  the  accountant,  and  submitted  to  the  comptroller  for  his  counter- 
signature to  the  orders  for  the  payments. 

16.  The  regimental  returns  and  estimates  will  be  prepared  by  the  pay- 
masters, and  certified  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  respective  corps, 
and  they  will  then  be  delivered  to  the  accountant,  who  will  pre|)are  for  the 
counter-signature  of  the  comptroller  orders  for  the  money  as  it  may  be 
required. 

Monthly  List  of  Orders  of  Payment  for  Military  Services, 

17.  A  list  in  duplicate  countersigned  by  the  comptroller,  of  aU  orders  of 
payment  for  military  services  will  be  made  up,  at  the  close  of  each  month, 
oy  the  accountant,  under  distinct  heads  of  *' Staff  Pay,"  "Paymasters,''  and 
"Royal  Artillery  and  Engineer  Corps,"  according  to  the  form  of  Ordnance 
list.  No.  2,  Article  296,  of  the  Commissariat  Instructions;  and  one  will  be 
sent  by  the  accountant  to  the  acconntant  general,  and  the  other  by  the  oam.v 
troUer  to  the  audit  office.

30.  Moneys  payable  to  the  War  Office  will  be  received  into  the  Treasury 
chests  through  the  accountant,  who  will  make  out  a  receivable  order  in 
duplicate,  according  to  form  (C. ),  authorizing  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
chest  to  receive  the  money.  One  of  these  orders,  vrith.  that  officer's 
receipt  attached,  will  be  returned  to  the  accountant,  and  the  other  retained 
lay  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  chest,  to  be  attached  to  their  rcsj[)ective 
accounts. 

31.  Money  due  from  the  troops  for  damages,  &c.,  T^nll  be  received  in  the 
£r8t  instance  by  the  barrack-master,  and  will  be  paid  over  by  him  through 
ihe  accountant. 

32.  The  accountant  will  depute  a  clerk  to  attend  all  auctioxL  sales  of 
ordnance  or  commissariat  stores,  and  to  receive  the  money  due  from  the 
purchasers,  if  not  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  auctioneer.  The  amount  will 
DO  iKiid  into  the  chest  according  to  the  foregoing  rule.  Sale  of  condemned 
l>aiTack  stores  will  be  conduct^  in  conformity  with  the  existing  practice. 

Pemittancea. 

33.  When  it  is  desired  to  remit  monev,  on  account  of  the  War  Office, 
fix>m  one  military  command  to  another  where  there  is  a  Treasury  chest,  the 
accountant  receiving  the  money  will  pay  it  into  the  chest  on  the  prescribed 
form  of  receivable  order,  giving  his  receipt  to  the  remitter.  The  comptroller 
at  the  place  of  remittance  will  inform  the  comptroller  at  the  place  at  which 
the  money  is  to  be  paid  that  the  credit  at  the  former  station  has  been  can- 
celled to  the  same  amount,  and  on  this  document  the  latter  will  apply  to  the 
officer  commanding  for  a  corres^wnding  credit  to  meet  the  demancL  The 
accountant  at  the  latter  station,  on  presentation  to  him  of  the  certificate  of 
the  money  having  been  paid  in  at  the  former,  will  draw  upon  his  special 
credit,  in  the  customary  form,  in  favour  of  the  person  to  whom  the  payment 
IB  due. 

Course  to  he  adopted  when  the  Offices  of  Comptroller  and  Accountant  are 
united  in  one  Person, 

34.  At  the  larger  and  more  important  stations,  and,  in  general,  at  the 
head-quarters  of  each  military  command,  the  offices  of  comptroller  and 
accountant  will  be  distinct ;  but  when,  from  any  cause,  they  are  united  in 
one  officer,  tlie  course  of  ])roceediDc  to  be  followed,  and  tne  forms  to  be 
observed,  will  be  the  same  as  those  above  prescribed,  with  such  modifications 
cnly  as  the  circumstances  of  the  union  of  the  offices  may  indispeosably 
require.

As  some  misapprehension  appears  to  exist  as  to  the  mode  of  preparing  Serrioes  d 
claims  for  the  pay  of  military  working  parties,  the  Creneral  Commanding  in  DepNurt- 
Chief^  with  a  view  of  checking,  as  far  as  possible,  the  charges  made  imder  the  ^"^^ 
above  head,  desires  that  the  followins^  rules,  which  have  been  drawn  up  in 
the  War  Office,  may  be  observed  for  the  future  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
-viz.: — 

1st.  In  case  of  military  working  parties  furnished  on  the  requisition  of 
the  military  storekeeper  or  barrack-master,  the  charge  for  working  pay 
should  be  made  on  the  established  form  of  working  pay  list,  the  certificate 
on  the  fourth  page  thereof  being  duly  com])letcd,  when  the  pay  list  should  be 
forwarded,  through  the  military  storekeeper  or  barrack-master,  to  the  War 
Office  for  examination  and  sanction. 

2d.  In  cases  of  military  working  parties  furnished  for  purposes  not  coming 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  storekeeper  or  barrack-master,  the  order  of  the 
general  or  other  officer  commanding  at  the  station,  directing  the  execution  <d 
the  work,  should  be  annexed  to  tiie  i>ay  list;  the  number  of  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers,  and  men  to  be  employed  to  be  distinctly  stated  in  the 
order,  regard  being  had  to  the  actual  reqmrements  of  the  duty,  and  to  the 
proportion  of  non-commissioned  officers  to  privates,  as  laid  down  in  page  267 
of  the  Queen's  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army. 

3d.  A  certificate  should  be  given  by  the  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer 
superintending  the  party,  that  the  number  of  non-commissioned  officers  uid 
men  fur  whom  working  pay  is  charged  were  actually  employed.

10.  When  any  want  of  uniformity  in  the  different  packages,  as  regards 
quality,  appears  to  exist,  separate  samples  from  the  doubtful  packages 
should  be  sent,  each  numbcrea  or  marked,  so  as  to  facilitate  reference  from 
A  report  to  the  individual  portions  of  the  bulk. 

11.  It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  in  many  cases  where  appear- 
ance would  not  lead  to  the  suspicioxi  of  adult^iition  or  inferionty  in 
quality  in  a  particular  material,  its  subjection  to  chemical  examination  may 
prove  it  unfit  for  the  service,  while  otherwise  its  bad  quality  would  only  be 
evinced  by  the  results  of  its  actual  employment.'-^.

The  insi)ector  ceneral  of  fortifications,  being  desirous  of^  as  &r  as  Approzl- 
possible,  abridimi(z  the  laoour  in  preparing  the  annuaf  estimates  for  fortifica-  °?^   ^ 
tions  and  civUl)undinM  at  home  stations,  desires :—  Eatimatea 

1.  That  the  detailed  estimates  and  drawings  shall  not  be  proceeded  with 
vntil  the  commanding  royal  engineer  has  received  a  communication  that 
there  is  some  probabinty  of  the  services  being  allowed. 

2.  The  commanding  royal  engineer  at  each  station  will,  therefore,  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  forward  an  approximate  annual  estimate  for  1858-9, 
ahowine  the  services  he  proposes  to  oring  forward,  the  reasons  why  he  con- 
siders tnem  necessary,  and  an  approximate  idea  of  the  cost  of  each. 

3.  The  list  wiU  include  all  sums  necessary  for  carrying  on  works  now  in 
jffogress,  postponed  items  which  it  is  intended  to  bring  forwsffd,  and  the 
usual  simi  for  incidental  repairs. 

4.  In  the  case  of  postponed  items,  commanding  engineers  will,  in  their 
report,  enter  fully  into  the  reasons  for  the  service  being  brought  forward. 

5.  Officers  will  not  be  bound  by  the  sums  inserted  as  approximate 
amounts  when  they  come  to  preparo  detailed  estimates,  but  they  are  par- 
ticularly requested  not  to  understate  the  cost  of  any  work. 

6.  The  requisitions  from  various  officers  at  the  heads  of  departments  upon 
which  the  estimate  is  generally  framed,  aro  to  be  transmitted  with  the 
spproximate  estimate,  as  well  as  a  list  of  the  items  in  i^t  order  of  their 
relative  importance.

8.  The  termination  of  the  conductors  below  to  be  led  into  damp  or  porous 
■oU,  when  the  building  happens  to  stand  upon  it ;  but  when  the  soil  is  dry, 
two  or  three  trenches  to  he  cut,  radiating  trom  the  foot  of  the  conductor  to 
ft  depth  of  18  inches  or  2  feet,  and  30  feet  in  length,  and  cither  the  conductor 
earned  along  the  bottom  of  the  trenches,  or  old  iron  chain  laid  in  them, 
carefully  connected  with  the  foot  of  the  conductor.  The  trenches  to  be  then 
filled  up  to  one  foot  in  depth  with  coal  ashes  or  other  carbonaceous  sub- 
stance, and  then  with  earth  or  gravel. 

9.  If  it  be  possible,  in  regulating  the  surfcu^e  drainage,  to  lead  a  flow  of 
water  during  the  rain  which  generally  accompanies  thunder-storms  over  the 
aites  of  the  trenches,  it  will  to  an  additional  precaution. 

10.  Tanks  are  useless,  except  where  the  water  flows  freely  into  them  from 
tlie  surrounding  soil,  and  even  then  they  are  superfluous  as  appendages  to 
ihe  conductors. 

Ck)mmanding  engineers  will  submit,  with  their  next  annual  estimates, 
proposals  for  revising  the  existing  system  of  conductors  in  accordance  with 
these  principles,  conmiencing  with  magazines  in  which  more  than  100  barrels 
of  powder  are  habitually  kept. 

Kxisting  conductors  of  iron  attached  to  the  buildings,  and  otherwise  fitted 
in  harmony  with  the  above  principles,  need  not  be  replaced  until  buildings 
not  provided  for  are  attended  to ;  out  water-tight  tanks  should  be  replacra. 
by  tne  precautions  mentioned  in  paragraph  8. 

To  aid  in  forming  specifications  and  estimates,  some  details,  drawn  up  by 
lieutenant  Colonel  Chaytor,  K.E.,  are  appended,  of  the  lightning  conductors 
affixed  to  Weedon  Magazine,  in  1857,  under  the  personal  directions  of  Sir 
"William  Snow  Harris. — l.

11.  Sfe  will,  by  the  first  opportunity,  report  the  circumstances  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  forwarding  the  above-mentioned  joint  report,  requesting 
covering  sanction. 

12.  &rrack-master8  at  foreign  stations  will  also  report  to  the  inspector 
j;eneral  of  fortifications,  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
whenever,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  general  officer  command- 
iiur,  they  shall  have  effected  any  hiring. 

13.  Before  any  hire  of  a  building  is  actually  concliided,  the  barrack*

14.  The  officer  conmianding,  as  weU  as  the  head  of  the  department  con- 
cerned, is  held  responsible  that  measures  are  taken  to  terminate  the  hiring 
BB  soon  as  the  exigencies  which  led  to  the  hiring  are  terminated,  or  can  be 
provided  for  in  any  other  more  advanta^us  manner. 

15.  The  general  store  establishments  m  London  and  Woolwich,  the  manu- 
facturing departments,  and  the  educational  establishments  at  Woolwich  and 
Sandhurst,  are  excepted  from  the  ox>eration  of  this  circular. — ^h.

addmtel.  The  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  reocBtlj  Inoi 

^^^S*^^^  drawn  to  the  present  Fystem  under  which  incidental  repairs  to  worn  ai 
boildings  rendered  necessaiy  by  fair  wear  arc  performed,  and  lie  has  obaerfel 
that  the  expenditure  on  this  account  has  gradually  increased  of  late  yeii^ 
owinfl^,  it  IB  believed,  to  the  execution  on  the  incidental  item  of  aeniea 
which  might  properly  have  been  postponed  and  provided  fat  in  the  aiunil 
estimate 

The  Secretary  of  State  therefore  desires  that  in  fdtore  the  following  Rgi- 
lations  be  adopted  and  strictly  adhered  to : — 

Quarterly  Requisitioru  for  Fair-toear  Repair*, 

1.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  each  c[uarter,  the  bam^-maits 
will  prepare  his  refjuisition  for  repairs  to  building  in  his  duuge  (on  Fon 
No.  148o,  Appendix  No.  1),  incmdinff  any  repaus  which  may  have  bea 
pointed  out  to  nim  by  officers  commaDding  or  in  charge  of  departments,  vlio 
should  bring  an}*^  rc})air8  which  they  may  consider  necessary  to  the  health 
or  comfort  oif  the  troops  under  their  command  to  the  notice  of  the  bairack- 
master  before  the  first  day  of  each  quarter. 

The  barrack -master  must  be  careful  to  include  every  necessary  repair,  » 
as  to  avoid  intermediate  requisitions  as  much  as  possible.  He  \*t1I,  however, 
omit  from  this  periodical  return  services  of  a  very  urgent  nature,  requisiti(» 
for  which  is  to  be  made  as  hereinafter  directed  (on  Form  1486.  ApDcndix 
No.  2).  ^     nf- 

2.  The  requisition  is  to  be  submitted  for  the  signature  of  the  officer  coa- 
manding  at  the  station,  and  transmitted  by  the  barrack-master  to  the 
engineer  office. 

3.  The  engineer  ins]>cction  will  follow  as  soon  as  possible  the  receipt  of  tic 
barrack-master's  re(juisition,  when  the  necessary  additions  and  alteiatioos 
will  be  made,  an  estimate  prepared  uj)on  the  form  supplied,  and  the  contrac- 
tor's order  issued  without  delay,  or  the  work  performed  by  military  labour, 
where  available,  under  the  8ui)erintendenco  of  the  Royal  Engineer  Depart- 
ment. Engineer  officers  will  be  careful  to  add  all  services,  the  immeiiate 
performance  of  which  may  save  larger  expenditure  at  a  ftiture  period,  and 
tend  to  diminish  intcmie<bate  requisitions. 

4.  The  date  of  receipt  in  the  Royal  Engineer  Office  is  in  every  case  to  be 
filled  in. 

5.  The  day  for  the  engineer  quarterly  inspection  of  a  barrack  where  there 
is  a  resident  engineer  officer  will  be  named  in  garrison  orders,  and  the 
quarter-masters  ordered  to  attend  the  inspection ;  and  at  detached  stations 
tne  inspecting  engineer  yrilX  rcj^rt  his  arrival  to  the  senior  officer  at  the 
station,  in  order  that  an  orderly  officer  or  scrjcant  may  be  told  off  to 
accompany  him  and  keep  order  during  the  inspection. 

G.  Commanding  engineers  may  either  authorize  division  officers  to  onler 
the  execution  of  repairs  without  reference  to  them,  or  direct  all  details  for 
ordinary  repairs  to  be  submitted  for  their  own  approval 

Immedtafe  or  urqeni  Repairs, 
.  The  requi^tion  lot  ydqxqs^mX^  wA  Ta^\s\,  t«<^^^x^  '^^sna.  'S^i,  14S6, 
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Appendix  2,  is  only  to  be  made  use  of  for  services,  ihe  non-ezecntion  of  Inddenti 
wmch  would  caose  serious  inconvenience  to  the  occupants  or  damage  to  B0P*^n> 
public  property. 

It  will  follow  the  same  course  as  the  quarterly  requisition,  Form  No.  1485, 
CKoept  that  the  engineer  officer  will,  after  inspection,  at  once  order  the  ezecn- 
tlon  of  the  repairs  without  waiting  for  an  estimate  to  be  made,  noting 
against  such  items  as  he  considers  may  be  postponed  till  the  next  quarterly 
neauisition,  or  till  the  annual  estimate,  lus  reasons  for  defnring  them.  In 
estlier  case  the  engineer  officer  will  be  responsible  that  the  defeired  services 
are  brought  forw<ffd  for  consideration  at  tne  proper  time. 

8.  As  soon  as  the  repair  is  executed,  the  detail  of  the  expense  is  to  be 
entered  on  the  back  of  the  form,  and  the  document  completed  by  the  inser- 
tion  of  the  item  of  the  annual  estimate  to  which  the  expense  is  chaigeable. 

9.  All  orders  to  contractors  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  Engineer  Depart- 
ment are  to  give  a  date  for  their  completion. 

Orders  for  quarterly  repairs  at  stations  where  there  is  no  resident  officer 
are  to  be  sent  to  the  contractor  through  the  barrack-master  or  other  person 
under  whose  superintendence  the  woni  is  to  be  executed,  and  it  will  oe  his 
duty  to  report  to  the  Engineer  Office,  from  whidi  the  order  emanated,  if  the 
contractor  delay  carrying  it  out. 

10.  At  stations  where  there  is  no  resident  en^eer  officer  or  cleric  of 
-works,  the  barrack-master,  or,  where  there  is  no  resident  barrack-master,  the 
barrack  seijeant  is  authorized  to  order  the  engineer  contractor  to  execute 
mch  repairs  as  are  of  an  urgent  nature,  reiK)rting  simultaneously  to  the 
division  or  commanding  engmeer  his  having  doue  so.  The  repairs  so 
ordered  are  to  be  entered  on  a  requisition,  which  is  to  be  countersi^ed  by 
I3ie  officer  commanding.  The  date  of  the  order  to  the  contractor  is  to  M 
noted  on  the  requisition  by  the  barrack -master  or  Serjeant,  who  will  rq)ort 
to  the  Royal  i&igineer  Department  if  the  contractor  delay  executing  the 
rmdrs. 

tnie  requisitions  will  be  produced  at  the  quarterlj^  inspection  to  the 
eiudneer  officer,  who  will  have  them  completed  and  filed  in  his  office,  and  he 
-wifi  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications  any  im- 
proper exercise  which  may  have  been  made  of  this  discretionary  power. 

Same  Forms  applicable  to  all  Works  and  Buildings  except  Military  Prisons, 

11.  The  same  forms  will  be  made  use  of  for  repairs  to  works  and  buildings 
not  in  charge  of  the  barrack-master,  the  requisitions  beinc  filled  up  by  the 
heads  of  the  dei)artments  whose  buildings  they  refer  to,  ana  forwarded  oirect 
to  the  Royal  Engineer  Office ;  and  repairs  required  to  works  and  buildings 
in  charge  of  the  Royal  Engineer  Department,  such  as  fortifications,  draw- 
bridges, or  workshops,  are  to  be  demanded  and  estimated  for  by  the  resident 
or  division  engineer  officer,  and  approved  by  the  commanding  royal  en- 
gineer, in  the  same  manner  as  the  repairs  for  any  other  department. 

12.  A  complete  record  of  all  incidental  fair- wear  repairs  being  thus  ob- 
tained, abstracts  of  expenditure  (on  Form  1487,  AppencOx  No.  3),  under  the 
heads  of  barracks,  fortifications,  and  civil  buUdmgs,  on  all  requisitions 
received  during  each  quarter  will  be  made  in  the  Commanding  Royal  En- 
gineer's Office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  bills  for  them  have  been  sent  in, 
and  forwarded,  together  with  the  requisitions,  numbered  separately  for  each 
gtation,  according  to  date,  to  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications.  Ciolumn

|™cia} Article  688  of  the  Ordnance  Retaliations,  which  directs  that  officers  cf  tie 

'"  ' '  Ordnance  Department  shall,  when  in  occupation  of  houses  the  propert)'« 

that  department,  i»crform  at  their  ovm  expense  repairs  of  a  certain  speciwi 
class  to  those  houses. 

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  has  decided  that  this  rule  shall  be  made  to  apply 
to  all  officers  and  persons,  military  and  ci^•il,  to  whom  houses  or  quartjn 
may  be  so  specially  allotted  as  to  render  them  not  liable  to  be  disiwssci*! 
of  those  quarters  by  superior  officers  of  other  branches  of  the  service. 

All  quarters,  other  than  ordinary  regimental  quarters,  will  therefore  nor 
be  brought  under  the  operation  of  this  regulation. 

It  has  l>een  ascertained  that  Article  688,  above  referred  to,  has  at  seme 
stations  been  strictly  enforced,  at  others  partially  enforced,  and  at  s-.-ti* 
allowed  to  become  obsolete. 

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  does  not  desire  that  the  new  reffulatitm  now  Ui"!

The  tenants  will  also  he 
required,  if  a  earden  be  attached  to  the  premises,  to  keep  it  in  order, 
and,  if  travel  oe  required,  to  provide  it ;  to  keep  the  house  in  a  proper 
state  of  cleanliness  as  resf|ects  the  painting,  and  to  make  good  any 
wilful  damage  to  the  premises.  No  alterations  of  any  kind  must  he 
made  without  the  Secretary  qf  State's  permission. — r.

It  having  been  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  State  &,^fts 
Ibr  War  that  Circular  430  seems  to  take  away  fronj  commanding  engineers  ^^ 
the  latitude  which  previous  orders  gave  them  as  to  the  application  of  the 
incidental  item  in  the  execution  of  small  services  which  are  not  strictly 
repairs,  thefollowine  instructions  are  circulated  for  general  guidance;  and 
the  opportunity  has  oeen  taken  of  making  provision  for  the  repair  of  glass 
not  cnar^ble  to  the  troops  or  occupiers,  and  for  explaining  one  or  two  other 
uinorpomts  connected  with  the  circular : — 

1.  llie  general  officer  commanding  at  foreign  stations  has  power  to  order 
new  works  which  are  so  urgently  required  that  a  reference  to  England  is 
impossible,  under  the  Treasury  Regulations  of  10th  January,  1850,  and  that 
power  has  been  extended  in  a  modified  form  to  home  stations  by  Circulars 
309  and  403.  It  is  not  therefore  necessary  to  vest  in  the  commanding  royal 
«Dfl;ineer  an^  powers  for  ordering  new  works  required  by  the  exigencies  of  the 
public  service. 

2.  But  there  are  certain  trifling  services,  neither  strictly  repairs  hor 
strictly  new  works,  but  which  may  be  properly  considered  to  come  under 
the  head  of  maintenance^  and  whicn  it  is  for  the  advantage  of  the  service  to 
have  executed  with  as  little  delay  as  possible ;— thus,  a  slight  alteration  in 
a  drain,  road,  ^rate,  or  any  other  part  of  a  building  or  work,  which  will 
improve  its  efficiency,  and  render  it  more  capable  of  fulfilling  its  object,  and 
perhaps  save  in  fature  re^yairs,  may  be  ordered  upon  the  incidental  item. 

The  following  conditions  must,  however,  be  observed : — 
a.  The  incidental  item  is  in  no  case  to  be  applied  to  provide  unauthorized 

fittings  for  quarters,  nor  for  painting,  colouring,  or  papering. 
h.  The  service  must  be  demanded  and  estimated  for  in  the  mode  pre- 
scribed for  repairs  in  Circular  430,  or  inserted  in  a  requisition  by 
the  commanding  royal  engineer  on  inspection, 
c.  It  must  not  lead  to  any  excess  upon  the  amount  authorized  for  the 
year. 

3.  Clause  12  of  Circular  430  has  been  misunderstood  at  some  stations. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  expenditure  on  each  requisition  should  be 
shown  in  the  abstract,  but  simply  that  the  total  sum  charged  in  the  bills 
should  be  given  in  column  5,  opposite  to  the  total  of  the  various  amounts 
estimated. 

4.  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  also  considers  it  desirable  that  repairs  to  broken 
glass,  not  chargeable  to  the  troops  or  occupiers,  should  be  demanded  on  a 
■eparate  form  of  requisition  (see  Appendix).  This  form  will  therefore  be 
adopted  in  future,  and  will  be  dealt  with  in  every  respect  in  the  same 
maimer  as  the  requisitions  for  uigent  or  immediate  repairs.

It  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  His  Ro^al  Highness  the  Encliieer 
Ctoeral  Commanding  in  Chief  that  there  are  no  definite  instruc^ons  as  to  ^   om^_ 
the  points  on  which  officers  commanding  Royal  Artilleiy  and  commanding  to^confer. 
royal  engineers  should  confer  when  projects  for  additions  or  alterations  to 
works  otdefence  are  being  prepared.  His  Royal  Highness  has,  with  the  con« 
cnrrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  approved  of  the  following  instruc- 
tions on  the  subject,  viz. : — 

When  an  engineer  officer  receives  orders  to  draw  up  plans  for  a  battery,  or 
for  alterations  to  existing  works  of  defence,  he  shoula  consult  with  the  officer 
commanding  Royal  ArtiUery  as  regards  the  position  and  relative  importance 
of  the  work,  the  number  and  nature  of  the  guns  and  their  direction  of  tire, 
the  number  of  traverses  and  position  of  magazines,  whether  guns  should  bo 
casemated  or  not,  or  whether  they  should  fire  through  exnbrasures  or  be 
mounted  **«n  harheite;^  all  these  being  subjects  for  joint  consideration. 

The  position  of  artUlery  stores,  sheU-fiUmg  rooms,  side-arm  sheds,  their 
internal  arrangements,  the  distance  between  the  guns,  and  general  form  of 
embrasures,  are  points  which,  perhaps,  belong  more  exclusively  to  the 
province  of  the  amlleryman  than  to  that  of  the  engineer;  but  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  the  circumstances  of  the  site  may  sometimes  prevent  the 
latter  officer  planning  the  work  precisely  as  the  former  would  most  desire, 
and  a  joint  consultation  is  tlie  best  mode  of  arriving  at  a  satisfactory  con- 
clusion. 

Any  remarks  which  the  officer  commanding  Royal  Artillery  may  have  to 
offer  upon  the  subject  should  accompany  the  plan  when  transmitted  for 
approval,  should  there  be  any  difference  of  opinion. 

All  points  of  construction  should  be  left  to  the  engineer,  who  is  responsi- 
ble for  the  proper  execution  of  the  work. 

His  Royal  Highness  cannot  im}>res8  too  strongly  on  the  officers  of  these 
branches  of  the  service  the  necessitv  for  a  cordial  co-operation  in  carrying 
out  those  professional  duties  in  which  the  services  of  artillery  and  engineering 
are  so  intimately  connected. — a.e.

Whenever  it  is  proposed  to  construct  buildings  for  the  use  of  Beportsott 
troops,  or  buildings  upon  land  appropriated  for  their  use,  the  commanding  bJJJ^^. 
royal  engineer  wiS  suggest  a  site  to  the  general  officer  commanding  at  the 
station,  who  will  order  a  board  to  assemble  and  to  report  on  the  subject. 
The  board  will  consist  of  the  head  of  the  department,  officer  commanding  a 
regiment,  or  other  responsible  officer  (who  is  to  occupy  the  building  when 
erected),  the  principal  medical  officer,  and  the  commanding  royal  engmeer  or 
other  engineer  officer. 

The  general  officer  commanding  will  then  transmit  the  report  of  the  board, 
with  his  own  opinion  and  that  of  the  commanding  royal  engineer,  to  the 
quarter-master  general  for  submission  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  General 
Commanding  in  Chie^  who  will  forward  it,  with  such  remarks  as  ho  may 
consider  desirable,  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretanr  of  State  for  War.  The 
general  officer  commanding  will  also  cause  a  copy  of  the  report  to  be  supph'ed 
to  the  commanding  royal  engineer,  who  will  forward  it  Tvith  his  opinion  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. — B.

The  change  pointed  out  in  the  Circular  Order  of  the  5th  Jane  last,  charge  of 
^,  has  rendered  a  revision  necessary  of  that  part  of  the  Engineer  Code  ^°^  „ 
which  relates  to  the  charge  of  lands,  works,  and  buildings — viz.,  Section  VI.  Bolldingij. 
That  section  has  accordingly  been  revised,  and  the  foUovnng  instructions  arc 
to  be  substituted  for  those  which  have  been  in  force  till  now.    A  form  of  tiic 
terrier  alluded  to  in  paragraphs  12  and  13  will  be  supplied  hereafter. 

Section  Y1,— Lands,  Wfyrks,  and  Buildings. 

1.  Under  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  June,  1856,  fj  the  inspector 
general  of  fortifications  is  charged  with  the  conservation  of  all  lands  granted 
or  used  for  military  purposes ;  and  he,  and  the  officers  under  his  orders,  will 
be  held  responsible  for  any  unauthorized  or  unreported  encroachments  upon 
the  Government  property.  The  district  commanding  royal  engineers  will 
therefore  exercise  the  same  care  of  the  lands  of  the  deiiartment  as  was  for- 
merly exercised  by  themselves  and  the  respective  officers  conjointly. 

The  storekeepHer,  or  other  officer  acting  as  accountant  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, is  to  continue  to  receive  all  rents  and  make  all  payments  that  may  be 
required,  and  render  his  account  as  he  has  hitherto  done,  the  commanding 
royal  engineer  furnishing  him  with  all  the  information  that  may  be  required. 

2.  Perambulation  of  Boundaries. — ^The  commanding  engineer,  or  an  engi- 
neer officer  named  by  him,  and  a  clerk  of  works,  will  annually,  at  the  time 
when  the  inspection  of  the  fortifications  and  buildings  at  the  station  takes 
place,  peramoulate  the  boundary  lines  of  all  property  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, and  use  their  endeavours  to  remove  all  unauthorized  encroachments, 
as  well  as  to  prevent  any  further  trespass  being  made. 

3.  An  express  permission  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  is  indispen- 
sable before  any  encroachment  or  trespass  is  allowed  to  obtain,  even  under 
an  annual  acknowledgment.  And,  as  such  permission  vrill  not  be  granted 
except  in  cases  of  very  peculiar  character,  all  applications  which  are  not  of 
such  a  character  must  be  discouraged. 

^  4.  Whenever  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  shall  see  fit  to  give  permis- 
sion for  an  encroachment  being  made,  the  person  to  whom  such  permission  is 
granted  will  be  required  to  enter  into  an  engagement  to  vrithcuraw  the  en- 
croachment immediately  upon  beins  called  upon  to  do  so,  and  to  sign  the 
agreement  in  the  Book  of  Eucroacmments,  as  required  by  the  Circular  of 

Slst  May,  1847  ^^.  The  permission  will  specify  exactly  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  encroachments,  and  the  amount  of  the  acknowledgment  to  bo 
required,  which  must  be  regularly  and  punctually  paid  to  the  storekeeper  or 
the  barrack-master,  or  other  officer  acting  as  accountant  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, as  the  case  may  be  {vide  Circular,  2d  April,  1832,  ^,  and  in  fiEulure 

of  which  the  permission  will  be  considered  void,  as  it  will  be,  also,  in  the  eveiit 
of  the  party  becoming  insolvent.

of  fortiti cations  and  his  oilicers  res])oniiible  that  no  pcrs^on  shall  he  pemiiited

32.  In  all  cases  the  storekeeper,  or  other  officer  acting  as  accountant  of  the 
War  Department,  must  he  made  ^ly  aware  of  the  rent  and  terms  of  letting, 
to  enahle  him  to  collect  the  rents. 

The  same  course  is  to  he  followed  in  di^iposing  of  the  grass  or  other 
produce  of  land  which  it  is  not  considered  advisahle  to  let. 

33.  When  legal  advice  is  necessary  at  foreign  stations,  the  commanding 

loyal  engineer  will  he  guided  hy  the  Circular  of  2(>th  April,  1847,  ^. 

34.  At  home  stations  he  will  apply  to  the  ins^^ector  general  of  fortifica- 
tions, who  can  ohtain  the  assistance  of  the  solicitor  of  the  departoient. 

35.  Though  the  commanding  royal  engineer  is  solely  responsible  for  pre- 
venting encroachments,  or  any  unauthorized  use  or  appropriation  of  any  umd 
or  building,  the  property  of  the  War  Department,  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
officer  in  the  public  service,  and  more  particularly  the  barrack-master  and 
storekeeper,  or  other  officer  acting  as  accoimtant  of  the  War  Department,  to 
point  out  to  the  commanding  royal  engineer  any  instance  of  this  kind  that 
may  come  to  their  notice. 

36.  Before  re-letting  any  land  or  building,  or  proposing  to  the  War 
De]>artment  to  do  so,  the  commanding  ro^al  engineer  must  satisfy  himself 
that  it  is  not  required  for  the  public  service,  eiUier  for  barracks,  stores,  or 
works  of  defence. 

37.  The  commanding  royal  engineer,  or  an  officer  appointed  by  him, 
will  represent  the  War  Department  on  all  boards  formcKl  by  local  Acts 
of  Parhament  at  which  it  may  be  required  that  an  officer  of  the  dej^rtment 
ahould  sit,  and  he  must  apply  for  a  power  of  attorney  when  necessary. 

38.  In  all  proposals  ana  conditions  of  letting  War  Department  premises, 
it  is  to  be  provided  that  the  rates,  taxes,  rent  charge,  land  tax,  and  all  other 
parochial  assessments,  shall  be  paid  by  the  tenant ;  and  that  the  letting  shall 
be  void  in  case  the  lessee  shall  become  bankrupt,  or  apply  for,  or  ta&e  the 
benefit  of,  any  act  for  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  or  of  his  doing  or 
suffering  any  act  which  would  subject  the  premises  to  be  transferred  bv 
operation  of  law.  Commanding  en^necrs  are,  therefore,  to  re|X)rt  all  such 
cases  to  the  inspector  general  oifortifications. 

39.  UninhahiMle  Buildimja. — A  special  report  is  to  be  transmitted  by  the 
commanding  royal  engineer  to  the  inspector  generaJ  in  each  case,  as  it  may 
arise,  relating  to  any  building  which  may  be  considered  uninhabitable  and 
unfit  for  repair.  Before  makmg  this  report,  the  commanding  royal  engineer 
will  refer  to  the  officer  or  department  in  whose  charge  the  builmng  may  be, 
for  such  observations  as  he  may  have  to  offer.  And  in  all  cases  of  barrack 
or  military  accommodation  the  concurrence  of  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
district  or  colony  should  be  obtained. 

40.  When  works  or  buildings,  the  property  of  the  War  Department,  are

11.  The  arrangements  respecting  the  transfer  of  the  duties  of  accountant 
to  the  re8j[)ective  barrack -masters  are  to  take  effect  on  the  Ist  of  April 
next. 

12.  DurinfiT  the  first  year,  therefore,  no  reference  can  be  made  to  the 
approved  estimates,  and  the  commanding  royal  engineer  must  sign  the  claims 
upon  the  oriji^nal  authority  for  the  payment,  whicSi  must  in  every  case,  both 
in  the  next  and  succeeding  years,  be  quoted  on  the  claims  as  hereto- 
fore.

It  ha\ing  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Charge  of 
War  that  some  discrepancy  exists  between  the  instnictioua  to  comptrollers  BSSdUiKi*^ 
of  army  expenditure  with  Circular  No.  157,  and  those  sent  to  commanding  Abroad; 
royal  engineers  by  Circular  No.  34,  containing  revised  Section  VI.  of  the  Eoy^ 
En^neer  Code,  in  respect  of  the  charge  of  lands  at  foreign  stations,  it  seems 
desirable  more  clearly  to  define  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  two 
officers  upon  this  subject. 

With  this  object  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  desires  the  following  regu- 
lations to  be  attended  to  : — 

1.  The  commanding  royal  engineer  is,  at  foreign  as  at  home  stations,  the 
local  custodian  of  the  projKjrty  and  rights  of  the  department  in  lauds,  build- 
ing, rights  of  way,  and  other  privileges. 

2.  He  is  responsible  tliat  accurate  i)lans  are  kept  on  record,  as  well  as  for 
the  custody  of  any  title  deeds  or  otlier  documents  upon  which  the  proi»crty 
is  held,  which  may  be  ordered  to  be  kept  at  the  station. 

3.  He  will  prevent  or  report  all  encroachments  which  have  not  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

4.  He  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications,  and 
of  the  officer  commanding  the  troojis  at  the  station,  any  appropriation  ox 
lands,  buildings,  or  of  the  produce  of  land,  which  is  not  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

5.  He  represents  the  Secretary  of  State  as  landlord  of  all  property  let,  and 
is  responsible  for  the  various  conditions  of  the  lease  l)eing  duly  fulfilled. 

6.  When  any  land  or  building  is  not  required  for  the  public  service,  he  will 
take  the  orders  of  the  officer  commanding  the  troox>s,  as  to  whether  it  may 
not  be  let  for  the  public  benefit;  and  if  that  course  be  approved,  the  com- 
manding royal  engineer  will  inform  the  comptroller  of  army  exi>enditure  of 
the  terms  and  conditions  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  observe  in  letting  the 
property. 

7.  The  comptroller  w411  then  take  steps  to  obtain  a  suitable  tenant  by 
public  tender,  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  regulations  which  govern 
all  contracts. 

8.  Tlie  commanding  royal  engineer,  or  officer  deputed  by  him,  will  be 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  tenders,  and  will  thereby  have  an  opportunity 
of  expressing  his  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the  tenders,  which  he  may,  should 
he  tmnk  proper,  bring  before  the  officer  commanding  the  troops.

When  the  tenders  for  particular  lots  are  accepted,  a  full  description  of  that 
lot  should  be  set  out  in  the  memorandum  of  entry,  and  signed  as  in  para- 
Ipraph  6.

2.  We  do  hereby  declare  that  the  portion  of  the  civil  establishment  of  tho 
Royal  Engineer  Department,  which  embraces  the  clerks  of  works  and  fore- 
men of  works  attached  to  the  War  Office  at  home  and  foreign  stations,  under 
the  orders  of  our  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  shall  henceforth  be  constituted 
ma  provided  for  in  the  Schedules  A  and  B  hereunto  annexed,  and  that  the 
salaries  and  emoluments  laid  down  in  said  schedules  be  substituted  for  the 
salaries  and  emoluments  heretofore  payable,  and  that  in  lieu  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  late  master  general  and  Board  of  Ordnance  dated  Slst  October, 
1827,  the  establishment  aforesaid  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions hereinafter  contained.

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  by  every  clerk  of  works,  that  though,  in 
considering  his  claim  to  promotion,  due  weight  will  be  given  to  long  and 
faithful  service,  the  primary  CTOund  of  advancement  will  be  personal  merits 
as  evinced  by  professional  abiuty  and  good  conduct.

The  clerks  in  the  Royal  Engineer  Department,  at  home  and  foreicpi  stations,  CleiluL 
will,  from  Ist  April,  1858,  form  a  ceueral  body,  divided  into  three  classes,

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  by  every  clerk,  that  though,  in  consider'- 
ing  his  claim  to  promotion,  due  weight  wUl  be  given  to  long  and  faithful 
service,  the  primary  ground  of  advancement  will  be  personal  merits  as 
evinced  by  zeal,  ability,  and  general  good  conduct. 

Article  Z, 

The  new  scales  and  the  annual  increases  of  salary  will  come  into  operation 
from  Ist  April,  1858,  in  the  following  cases : — 

Where  the  minimum  of  the  class  in  which  a  clerk  is  placed  under  the  neT 
aclieme  exceeds  the  established  pay  attached  to  his  present  office,  he  will  be 
placed  on  such  minimum  at  once. 

Where  the  maximum  of  the  class  in  which  a  clerk  is  placed  imder  the 
new  scheme  exceeds  the  pay  attached  to  his  present  office,  he  wiU  be  paid, 
from  1st  Apiil,  1858,  at  the  rate  in  the  scale  of  pay  immediately  above  that 
which  he  receives  in  the  present  year;  and  from  Ist  April,  1859,  he  will 
receive  the  increase  of  the  class.

anco  with  tliia  dcci^on  \ 
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1.  All  civil  officers  of  the  Royal  Engineer  Department  volrnitecring  and  Afriona 
being  appointed  for  service  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  shall  be  allowed  to  ^^'^ic^ 
draw  double  the  ordinary  pay  of  their  respective  ranks  during  their  stay  on 
the  Coast,  in  lien  of  the  pay  fixed  for  this  ecrvace  by  the  Eoyal  Warrant  of 
the  28th  April,  ISrS. 

2L  A  civu  officer  shall  not  be  required  to  serve  on  the  coast  for  a  longer 
period  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  arrival  to  the  date  of  departure. 

3.  Such  two  years'  service  on  the  Coast  of  Africa  shall  be  allowed  to 
reckon,  for  increased  pay  and  superannuation,  as  three  years  of  an  onlin.aiy 
service ;  and  if  the  officer  should  be  permitted,  at  his  own  wish,  to  prolong  his 
stay  on  the  coast,  his  service  shall  be  allowed  to  count  in  proportion.

The  Secretary  of  Stale  for  War  desires  that  measures  may  be  CoHiflc 
taken  to  prevent  the  delay  that  has  occurred  in  many  engineer  districts  in  **'  ^'"'"! 
forwarding  the  certificates  for  work  performed  by  the  contractors.  tSiot^  *" 

No  less  than  seventy  four  certihcates  reached  the  de])artment  of  the 
mooountant  general  between  the  1st  Januaiy  and  19th  February,  18o7,  for 
^irork  done  in  the  q^uartcr  ending  the  30th  September  last,  and  many  even 
£6r  the  quarter  cndmg  the  3()th  June. 

The  measurements  for  the  works  of  each  quarter  are  required  by  the 
terms  of  the  triennial  contracts  to  l)e  comjdeted  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  the  certificates  should  ccrtaiulv  be  for- 
warded to  the  accountant  general  without  fail,  before  the  close  of  the  month 
succeeding  the  end  of  the  (quarter. 

The  consequence  of  delays  in  settling  the  claim  of  contractors  is,  that 
numerous  personal  applications  are  made  at  the  War  Office  for  payment  of 
claims,  which,  if  the  terms  of  the  contract  had  been  fulfilled  by  the  Engineer 
Peiiartment,  ought  to  have  been  settled  many  mouths  before. 

So  fre<|uent  have  these  applications  become,  that  the  accountant  general 
baa  been  com|)ellcd  to  decline  to  receive  any  but  written  remonstrances, 
accompanied  in  every  case  by  a  letter  from  the  commanding  royal  engineer, 
stating  the  date  upon  which  the  certified  claim  was  forwarded  by  him. 

The  Secretary  of  State  considers  these  delays  discreditable  to  the  service, 
«sid  the  embarrassment  which  is  often  caused  to  contractors  naturally  leads 
to  an  increase  in  the  general  rate  of  tenders  for  engineer  services,  and  there- 
fore to  an  inexcusalHe  waste  of  the  public  funds,  which  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  resolved  to  check  by  every  means  in  his  power. 

It  is  also  clear  that  when  such  delays  take  place  in  measuring  and  com- 
puting the  prices  of  work  actually  performed,  it  must  be  difficult  for  the 
commanding  engineers  of  districts  to  establish  that  strict  comparison  between 
the  estimated  and  actual  expeuditure  on  each  authorized  service,  which  will 
alone  enable  them  to  avoid  tne  frecj[uent  and  otherwise  inexplicable  excesses 
-which  take  place  in  services  of  a  ^terfectly  simple  character,  in  which  there 
have  been  no  engineering  difficulties  to  encounter. 

Whenever  the  delay  may  be  fairly  shown  to  arise  from  a  temporary  want 
of  the  necessary  stall,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  commanding  engineer  immediately 
io  report  it  for  the  infonnation  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

With  regard  to  services  j^ifornicd  within  the  last  quarter  of  the  present 
and  each  succeeding  iiuancial  year,  the  most  strenuous  efforts  should  be 
made  to  measure  up  work  to  the  latest  i>ossiblo  date,  so  that  detailed  certifi- 
cates for  the  same  may  be  transmitted  to  the  accountant  general  on  or  before 
the  26th  of  March ;  and  care  should  be  taken  that  these,  and  all  other  certifi- 
cates so  forwarded  for  examination  and  allowance,  ^ve  the  fall  names  and 
addresses  of  contractors,  and  show  the  order  accepting  the  contract,  as  well 
as  that  approving  the  annual  estimate,  sanctioning  uie  special  service^  <»

In  appriain?  the  inspector  general  of  fortifications  of  the  day  fixed  for  the 
receipt  of  tenders,  the  commanding  royal  engineer  will  forward  an  abstract 
of  the  expenditure  under  the  triennial  contracts  of  the  station  during  the 
three  years  ending  the  31st  March  preceding  the  date  of  the  rci)i)rt,  showing 
tiie  amount  and  per  ccntage  of  the  whole  expenditure  chargeable  to  each 
tnule,  so  as  to  enable  the  director  of  contracts  to  judge  of  the  relative  advan- 
tage of  the  tenders.

The  contractor's  quarterly  bill  for  works  done  at  each  station  on 
account  of  each  part  of  the  estimate  will  in  future  include  the  whole  of  the 
workmanship,  materials,  and  workmen's  time,  supplied  by  him  for  all  the 
services  in  that  jxirt,  keeping  each  item  of  the  estimate  separate,  each  trade 
or  schedule  distinct,  and  the  different  items  of  the  schedule  as  nearly  as 
possible  in  numerical  order. 

The  same  item  of  the  schedule  is  only  to  appear  once  in  the  measurements 
of  each  item  of  the  estimate. 

With  a  view  to  facilitate  the  checking  of  the  bills,  and  to  keep  the  connec- 
tion unbroken  between  the  measurement  books  and  the  bills,  the  abstracts 
fi*om  the  measurements  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  considered  oilice 
documents.

9.  In  works  of  a  less  estimated  value  than  £5,000,  tho  Government  sur- 
veyor will  alone  pre]>are  the  bilbi  of  qiumtitics ;  ho  will  furnish  to  the  com- 
manding engineer  two  copies  for  his  own  use,  one  copy  for  each  of  tiie 
candidates,  and  a  copy  of  tho  dimensions  and  drawings  for  the  successful 
c-cmpetitor.

21.  The  aflvertisemcnts  for  a  ])ub1ic  competition  will  state  the  place,  day, 
and  hour  of  mcetinir  for  the  choice  of  a  surveyor,  and  the  payment  to  be 
made  by  each  candidate.  Wlien  the  quantities  are  furnished  oy  the  Govern- 
ment surveyor  alone,  it  will  be  merely  necessary  to  refer  candidates  to  the 
Koyal  Engineer  ofTicc  for  information.  The  forms  of  advertisement  given  in 
Api^endices  4  and  5  will  generally  be  sufficient.  The  expense  of  advertising 
is  to  be  charged  to  the  vote  for  the  work. 

Notice  to  Candidates, 

22.  All  the  foregoing  preliminary  conditions  should  be  clearly  stated  in  a 
•'  Notice  to  Candidates,'^  W.  O.  Forms  1520  and  1520a.  ITiey  will  have  t^i 
bo  carefully  tilled  uj),  modiiicd,  and  printed  to  meet  particular  cases.  It 
nay  be  convenient,  m  limited  competitions,  for  the  com]>etitors  to  appoint 
n  sur\'eyor  by  letter,  and  when  this  is  to  be  jicnnitted,  it  should  be  so  stated 
in  the  notice.  The  notices  must  be  signed  and  dat^  by  the  commanding 
engineer,  and  the  name  and  date  entered  as  before  directed  in  the  tender. 

Fixing  Date  for  Delivering  Tenders, 

23.  In  determining  the  day  for  the  receipt  of  tenders,  it  is  desirable  that 
snlficient  time  should  be  given  to  permit  oi  candidates  who  may  reside  at  a 
distance  visiting  the  ground,  and  obtaining  such  information  as  they  may 
require,  to  enable  them  to  frame  their  estimates.  The  commanding  engineer 
will,  four  days  before  the  day  fixed,  notify  it  to  the  director  of  contracts, 
qnoting  in  has  letter  (W.  O.  Form  1520b.)  the  authority  under  which  the 
work  is  to  be  performed,  the  amount  of  the  estimate,  and  forwarding  at  the 
same  time  three  copies  of  the  form  of  tender.  As  it  has  been  found  that 
when  estimates  are  merely  approximate  they  are  not  a  sufficient  security 
opdnst  accepting  tenders  of  amounts  disproportionate  to  the  real  value  <n 
tne  works,  commanding  engineers  will,  in  all  cases  in  which  they  have  beat 
proceeding  upon  an  approximate  estimate,  i)rice  out  the  quantities  as  soon  as 
they  are  received  from  the  surveyor,  at  the  triennial  contract  rates,  and 
inform  the  director  of  contracts  of  the  result.

It  is  alirni 
allowable  for  a  commanding  engineer,  in  issuing  a  form  of  tender,  to  reqnot 
at  the  same  time  tliat  a  contractor  should  furnish  testimonials  of  his  abil^ 
to  execute  works  of  the  required  amount  from  former  employers,  and  tk 
commanding  en^'inccr  may  state  whether  he  has  called  for  8nc&  infomutks 
in  vain,  whether  the  results  are  unsatisfactory,  or  he  may  forward  thepipa^ 
if  he  he  in  any  doubt. 

26.  The  director  of  contracts  will  notify  the  acoeptasoe  or  TCjectian  of  o» 
tracts  direct  to  the  commanding  engineer. 

Commenctment  of  WorkSm  I 

27.  Tlie  commanding  engineer  cannot  lie  too  carefal,  before  he  gives  to  fiv 
contractor  an  order  for  the  commencement  of  any  work,  to  see  that  nothiE; 
remains  to  be  dune  on  the  part  of  the  deriartment  to  enable  the  contFoctorto 
commence ;  for  if  the  department  bo  the  cause  of  any  delay  in  the  fins 
instance,  it  may  bo  diHicult  to  enforce  fines  for  delay  in  non-completion  of 
the  works. 

Cauflon  aga'uist  Alteration  of  Terms. 

28.  It  in  also  desirable  to  bear  in  mind  that  though  most  of  the  special  «a- 
<lition.M  of  a  contract  arc  often  fixed  by  a  commanding  eii<rineer,  the  contract 
onoo  acce])tc(U  is  between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  contractor;  W 
conimandincj  cnirinecr  has  merely  to  see  to  its  faithful  execution  on  txa 
Bides  ;  he  19,  therefore,  not  at  liberty  to  crant  an  extension  of  time,  rccui  * 
line  for  delay,  or  in  any  other  way  alter  the  conditions  of  the  contract  \r:Li- 
out  the  lonsent  of  both  parties  to  it,  one  of  whom,  as  has  been  pointt-i  cc*, 
is  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Surveijors. 

20.  Commandincj  enc^neers  will  alwa3r8  have  the  assistance  and  advice  rf 
the  tioverumcnt  survc3'or,  with  whom  they  communicate  direct.  It  is  lu 
however,  com]>ulsory  on  commanding  engineers  to  employ  them  in  cut* 
where  the  quantities  to  l>e  taken  out  are  too  few  to  render  such  a5>isia&- 
nccessarj'.

In  urgent  cases,  however,  the  commandinsr  royal  engineer  may  iJor*. 
alterations  of  the  character  referred  to  on  his  own  respona^ibility,  bat  in  scd 
coses  he  is  immediately  to  rej)ort  having  done  so,  and  request  a  covaii^ 
authority. 

It  must  1)0  understood,  in  carrying  on  works  hy  contract  for  a  lump  no, 
that  the  amouut  voted  by  Parliament  for  a  particular  service  is  not  to  te 
considered  as  an  authority  to  the  executive  oflicer  to  expend  that  amon^ 
such  vote  bein^  merely  a  vote  of  credit  given  by  Parliament  to  the  Seovtuy 
of  State  for  VVar;  and  even  in  works  i performed  on  a  schedule  of  prices,  c 
by  day  work,  the  10  p)er  cent  allowed  for  contincenciea  should  genenlly  l« 
saved,  for  it  is  only  from  the  balances  produced  by  the  excess  of  estinuta 
over  the  actual  cost  of  execution  that  it  is  jM:ssible  to  provide  funds  fortiK 
numerous  unforeseen  services  which  arise  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  the  extent  to  which  the  accoontant 
general  will  hereafter  pass  claims  on  account  of  a  contract  will  not  exceed  t^ 
amount  of  the  accepted  tender  unless  authority  for  further  expenditunii 
i;ivcn  by  the  fc'ccretary  of  State  as  above  proWded. — a

the  necessity  for  obtaining  the  prior  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  ti> 
the  expenditure  requisite,  Secretary  Major  (Jencral  Peel  has  determined  W 
vest  in  the  hands  of  general  othccrs  ct)mmanding  districts  at  hoine  the  p-nrtr 
of  directing'  the  immediate  jx?iformance,  by  tho"comniau<ling  royal  enclnwn 
in  their  districts,  of  siich  small  works  as  they  may  consider  to  bo  uf,in:l; 
necessary,  and  for  the  want  of  the  immediate  X)crfonnauce  of  which  the 
interests  of  the  service  wouM  manifestly  suflfer. 

On  a  i,'ener;d  (>lIicor  i>r()iiosin;^'  thus  to  execute  any  work  on  his  ctrn 
authority,  he  will  call  upon  the  commandiuij  royal  engineer  for  a  rei^'.i 
and  estimate  thereon  in  (Uiplicatc;  and,  on  his  being  furnished  "with  ifcae 
documents,  he  will  attach  his  signature  of  approval  and  order  for  executioa 
thereto. 

One  copy  he  will  then  transmit  by  an  early  opportunity  to  the  qoaitcr 
m:ister  general,  accompanied  by  a  letter  exi)lanat<iry  of  the  circumstaucci 
which  induced  him  to  order,  on  his  own  resnonsibility,  the  execution  cif  the 
work,  for  the  information  of  His  Hoyal  Higliii^s  the  Commander  in  CLieii 
by  whom  it  will  be  transmitted,  with  his  own  recommendation,  for  tke 
covering  sancti<»n  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War.

officer  commanding,  and  with  the  amount  actually  expended  in  the  execution 
of  ^0  work. — w.

The  inspector  general  of  fortifications  desires  that  the  execution  of  Day  Work, 
repairs  by  dav  work  shall  be  discontinued,  except  where  military  labour  is  l^vJJJ'^^ 
available,  and  in  those  rare  instances  where  the  extent  of  the  repair  cannot  * 

at  first  be  ascertained,  as  when  the  interior  of  a  pump  or  fire  engine  has  to 
be  rei)aired,  or  a  drain  to  be  opened,  at  stations  where  there  is  no  resident 
member  o/tlie  Royal  Engineer  Department 

Day  work  must  also  be  resorted  to  when  a  contractor  refuses  to  accept  a 
fair  agreed  price  for  work  not  coming  under  the  schedule. 

In  every  other  case  the  experience  of  many  districts  has  proved  that  day 
work  may  be  entirely  dispensed  with. 

Most  of  the  schedules  are  now  much  more  full  than  formerly,  and  there 
are  few  services  which  cannot  be  measured  by  them,  either  directly  or  by 
analogy. 

Where  analogy  is  resorted  to,  the  actual  kind  and  quantity  of  work  must 
be  stated  in  the  bill  (=)  equal  to  a  less  or  greater  quantity  of  work  on  an 
analogous  item  of  the  schedule. 

When  on  agreed  price  is  necessary,  the  analysis  by  which  it  is  arrived  at 
should  be  always  stated  in  the  margin  of  the  detail  and  initialed  by  the 
inspecting  engineer  officer. 

When  it  is  not  ^ssible  to  make  this  analysis  at  the  time  of  inspection,  the 
price  of  that  portion  of  the  work  which  may  not  come  under  the  schedule 
may  be  agreea  upon  after  the  extent  of  the  mischief  is  ascertained.  This  of 
course  is  often  impossible  where  there  is  no  resident  member  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  to  such  cases  the  exception  in  the  first  paragraph  will  apply*  and 
day  work  must  be  resorted  to. 

The  inspector  eenend  of  fortifications  also  wishes  that,  in  all  practicable 
cases,  military  labour  should  be  paid  for  by  measurement  at  half  the  con- 
tract rates  of  the  station,  as  specified  in  Art  12,  Sect  XVIIL  of  the  Royal 
Engineer  Code. — D.

Secretary  Major  Ci cncral  Peel  lias  ol^servcd  that  this  circnlar  appeui  ii 
many  instances  to  have  been  misunderstood,  and  that  general  offioers  hftic 
ordered  the  immediate  execution  of  various  services,  which,  tbongh  tbcy 
may  be  desirable  in  themselves,  are  by  no  means  of  a  nature  somda^ 
ur;:^ent  to  warrant  their  havuitr  been  ordered  withont  reference  to  himaell 

lie  desires  to  make  the  following  observations  on  this  subject : — 

I'he  funds  voted  in  the  annual  estimates  being  limited,  the  Secntazycf 
State  is  compelled  to  maintain  a  coiifitant  watch  over  t^e  expenditure^  fid 
to  keep  himself  acquainted  itith  the  sums  which  can  be  made  available  froB 
Bavint^s  on  authorixed  items,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  execution  of  servies 
nf.>t  included  in  the  estimates,  without  exceeding  the  aznounti  authorized  bj 
rurliuinent. 

Av'liat  makes  this  closo  supervision  the  more  necessary  is,  that  tlie  mmte 
of  unforeseen  services  required  in  the  course  of  the  year,  which  cannot  with- 
out inconvenicnco  be  postponed  until  the  estimates  of  the  ensuing  year,  ii 
very  consiilerable,  so  niucn  so  that  not  unfrequently  the  Secretary  of  State 
finds  himself  reluctantly  compelled,  from  want  of  funds,  to  withhold  his  bum- 
tio?i  for  their  imniediatc  execution. 

I 'iiilcT  tlicse  circumstances  it  will  bo  evident  that  the  powers  granted  by 
Cin-ular  No.  ,*{0I)  should  only  be  exercised  in  those  very  rare  and  exce}" 
tioii.i]  instances  which  will  not  admit  of  the  short  delay  of  a  refeTonce  t«» 
til  is  uiViK^c,  (jcnerjil  Teel  trusts  that  the  foregoing  observations  will  lesdto 
a  iMoi\;  oU;ar  undorstandin:;;  of  the  intention  of  the  above  circuLor,  andwiQ 
Ik-  suliicient  to  induce  general  officers  to  exercise  with  greater  caution  than 
licrctulore  the  i>o\vcrs  entrusted  to  them  by  it. — ^w,

called  to  the  ]in*scnt  system  of  framing;  the  eni:ineer  estimate. 

At  ]>re>ient  the  commancliucj  enjriueer  calls  upon  the  diiferent  heads  of 
<le|>artinentR  t«)  state  their  requirements,  and  compiles  the  estimates  frro 
t!i;'>^e  roiini^itions  and  from  his  own  views  of  what  is  necessary  for  the  works 
and  buildings  under  his  own  immediate  super^'ision,  and  at  the  last  ftagf 
Bubiiiits  them  to  the  officer  commanding  for  his  remarks. 

'Die  e5!(iin;ite  f«.r  works  at  foreign  stations  generally  exceeds  the  amomit 
that  can  be  allotted  to  tliem,  and  the  works  or  buildings  are  often  bevGOii 
tiic  ])ow(T  of  the  lloyal  Engineer  Department  to  execute  within  the  year, 
even  if  tlie  money  required  were  granted.  The  consccjuence  is  that  the  requi- 
sitions have  to  be  reduced,  and  much  of  the  labour  bestowed  upon  its  pUu 
auil  estimates  thrown  awa}'. 

It  ia  therefore  re(jnest«d  that  the  estimates  submitted  shall  never,  in  the 
aciire^ratc  of  the  three  votes  into  which  they  are  divided,  materially  cicecd 
the  sum  which,  on  the  average  of  the  previous  three  years,  may  have  been 
allotted  to  the  station ;  and  if  that  sum  appears  from  exporienee  to  be  toe 
f<n»all  to  meet  the  pressing  exigencies  of  the  Ber\-ice,  the  officer  commanding 
will  bring  the  subject  forward  separately  some  time  previous  to  the  pre]>an- 
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^ I  of  the  eBtimatef,  giving  foU  explanation  of  the  inconvenience  complained  FnaOng 

oJ^  ao  that  some  additJAnal  proviaion  may  be  made  in  the  estimates  lor  the  p~' 


r  ith  this  view  the  commanding  royal  engineer,  as  soon  as  he  has  collected 
the  various  requisitions  and  is  aole  to  form  an  appirozimate  estimate  of  the 
oost  of  the  proposed  measures,  will  form  a  list  of  the  whole,  which  he  will 
■obmit  persomuly  to  the  officer  commanding,  and  under  his  directions  reduce 
it  to  the  amount  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  awolutely  necessary  for  the  public 
service,  and  can  be  earned  out  within  the  financial  year. 

This  reduction  can  be  effected  by  erasing  the  unnecessary  or  least  neces- 
svy  services,  by  devisiziff  the  most  economical  mode  of  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  the  service,  anaby  economy  of  construction,  which  may  often  ^ow 
of  a  large  increase  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  troops  without  an 
increase  in  the  aggregate  cost. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will  still,  of  course,  exercise  his  discretion  as  to 
disallowing  or  postponing  any  of  the  services  brought  forward,  and  no  post- 
poned service  snouid  be  Drought  forward  again  without  its  being  shown  in 
ibe  report  that  inconvenience  has  resulted  from  the  postponement. — s.

'  Mb.  Secretary  Herbert  desires  that  the  particular  attention  of  all  Economy  In 
engineer  officers  should  be  called  to  the  necessity  c^  exercising  the  strictest  ^'^°^ 
economy  of  the  public  fiinds  in  the  design  of  works  and  buildings  for  militaiy     °' 
purposes. 

Cases  have  recently  been  brought  before  him  where  the  provisicms  of  the 
estimates  submitted  to  the  War  Office  have  been  so  excessive  that  they  must 
have  been  prepared  bv  inexperienced  subordinates,  and  forwarded  by  com- 
manding engineers  without  consideratioD  or  study. 

AH  such  designs  are,  it  is  true,  submitted  to  an  examination  in  the  War 
Office,  and  a  reauction  is  thereby  often  effected ;  but  the  etiects  of  such  re- 
vision are  often  arbitrary  and  unsatisfactory,  unhke  savings  effected  by 
officers  who,  after  thoroui^hly  mastering  the  requirements  they  have  to  fulfil, 
xoeet  thorn  in  the  most  skilful  and  economical  manner. 

There  is  reason  to  fear  that  there  are  engineer  officers  who  consider  the 
dnty  of  desu^nin^  beneath  their  notice,  and  who  are  too  ready  to  place  in  the 
hands  of  subordmates  duties  which  enipneer  officers  in  most  other  services 
in  Europe  perform  unassisted,  and  which  really  are  among  the  highest  func- 
tions of  the  architect  or  engineer,  be  he  military  or  civil. 

It  being  considered  that  military  works  ought  to  be  designed  by  military 
xnen,  in  order  that  military  requirements  may  be  fully  attained,  it  is  most 
illogical  to  place  this  duty  in  the  huids  of  the  civil  branch  of  the  department^ 
when  there  are  military  officers  available. 

Mr.  Herbert  does  not  allude  to  the  works  of  fortification  which,  on  ac- 
count of  their  magnitude,  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  special  arran^ementa 
to  carry  out,  but  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  numerous  current  services  for 
barrack,  store,  and  general  purposes,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  a  very- 
large  annual  sum,  which  are  executed  from  the  designs  made  at  the  head- 
quarters of  each  engineer  district 

Mr.  Herbert  wisi^  that  the  designs  for  new  works  shonld,  whenever  it  is 
at  all  practicable,  be  prepared  b^  an  engineer  officer,  whose  name  shall  be 
attached  to  the  design.  When  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  civil  member  of 
the  department,  he  uso  should  sign  the  plan,  and  have  the  full  share  of  re- 
sponsiuility  which  attaches  to  the  designer. 
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>niic«iny  in  The  person  employed  should  consider  carefully  what  is  the  object  to  \x 
oika^  attained,  and  the  means  of  attaining  it;  he  should  compute  the  nambercc 
persons  or  quantity  of  traffic  or  stores  for  which  he  has  to  provide  aeooDno- 
dation,  and  subordinate  not  only  the  dimensions  of  the  different  |wti,  ks 
the  degree  of  solidity,  permanence,  and  iinish  given  to  them,  to  the  object  9 
view.  He  should  carefully  consider  the  origin  of  the  proposal,  and  vb^r 
he  cannot  avoid  a  new  construction  by  the  repair,  restoration,  or  appropu- 
tiou  of  some  existing  building.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  al^^-ays  be  glu 
to  consider  such  proposals  if  made  with  care  and  deliberation. 

A  few  inslauces  may  be  quoted  wherein,  from  »o  want  of  ]irofcasona!  ^ 
but  rather  from  want  of  preliminary  thought  and  consideration,  oonfiidenlik 
uniieccssar}'  ex{>enso  has  ueen  incurred  or  proposed. 

In  a  recent  instance  a  bridge  was  recommended  acrosis  the  moat  of  c 
obsolete  fort,  when  a  causeway  of  earth  would  have  aiuwereJ  e\-^, 
pur|>o8c. 

A  drawbri<1;;o  of  a  size  and  strength  cc^ual  to  the  traffic  of  the  entniii:^  <^. 
a  fortress  has  been  constructed  to  an  insignilicant  coast  battery. 

The  brid<^u  may  have  been  faultless  as  a  bridge,  bat  the  lirst  thing  todb 
termme  was  whether  it  was  indispensable  or  whether  it  could  notbe  lepbcei 
by  some  chea]x;r  but  equally  usoml  oxjiedicnt. 

A  jetty  was  rc(piired  to  ship  ammunition  from  a  magazine,  the  coaditidDi 
being  that  3,2*20  barrels  and  cases  should  be  put  on  board  in  six  ham. 
liailWays  were  in  use  at  the  magazine  in  question,  and  the  trucks  runnic: 
ui>oii  them  carried  each  twenty  cases.  There  were  therefore  ICl  truck l^L- 
to  Ik;  convoyed  to  tlic  head  of  the  jetty  and  to  return  empty  in  six  houn.  '.r 
one  truck  load  every  two  minutes.  To  accomplish  this  it  was  pro;(Ofi^  !*• 
construct  a  jetty  to  carry  six  double  lines  of  rails,  which  would  havepve- 
an  avora.;e  tiaJlic  of  one  truck  every  twelve  minutes  on  each  line,  t*'.^- 
<1  )ul.l<!  lino  of  rail  was  found  ample,  and  the  work  has  been  executed  for  ooc 
t'-^vcntli  i»art  of  the  r)rii;inid  estimate. 

JUit  wlien  the  proper  plan  and  dimensions  are  arrived  at,  care  and  jaJ; 
racnt  arc  roijuired  in  selecting  the  most  suitable  material  and  appl^TD*  it  i:. 
the  nuule  best  calculated  to  attain  solidity  at  as  little  cost  as  po&^iiblv. ' 

It  is  often  bad  economy  to  build  in  too  temporary  a  manner,  but  the  cm 
verse  is  also  often  true.  It  may  be  cheaj>er  to  build  every  ten  years  in  «"««^ 
than  to  sink  a  lar^c  sum  in  stone.  The  best  materials  ahoiild  be  proTided 
where  they  are  rc«)uired,  but  it  is  quite  proper  to  use  inferior  materiali  vbis 
tliey  will  answer  the  iMir[)osc  as  well. 

Mr.  Herbert  docs  not  wish  absolutely  to  proscribe  ornament,  but  itsbocVJ 
be  used  sjiarin^ly  an«l  with  judirment,  "and  never  cause  any  sensible  incres.^ 
to  the  cost  of  the  buiklini^^.  llcasy  cut  sttme  dressini.^,  cornice*,  and  plintib 
sehlom  make  an  addition  to  the  appearance  of  a  buildiui:  at  all  commensunte 
with  their  cost. 

High  finish  or  expensive  fittincjs  to  the  interior  of  any  part  of  militA.7 
buiklinijs  are  still  more  to  be  avonltnl,  and  are  out  of  ]>lace  in  a  profcssi  * 
where  simple  and  fru-^al  habits  should  be  encoura«;ed  anion  »  all  ranks. 

Enirincer  otticcre  should  endeavour  to  make  the  c^ise  their  own.  and  •- 
for  the  public  scrxice  what  they  would  do  for  themselves,  had  they  tu  li:.- 
thc  funds. 

Larire  as  the  j)ul)lic  revenue  of  Her  Majesty  is»  it  is  the  bounden  duty:: 
every  citizen,  and  above  all  of  every  oflicer  in  Her  Majesty's  j>ay,  to  nik* 
that  revenue  go  as  far  as  it  can. 

Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  feels  confident  that  many  officers  of  en:.'inoers  «!' 
pve  him  the  assistance  he  requires,  and  all  can,  if  they  will  only  make  th.- 
attempt. 
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Mr.  Herbert  sometimee  hears  as  an  excuse  for  ooetly  work  that  it  is  "  ne-  Economy  l 
ceasary  to  do  credit  to  the  senrice;**  but  he  is  not  prepared  to  give  credit  to  ^J^j^"* 
any  officer  for  an  injudicious  application  of  the  means  placed  at  his  disposal     ^^'^ 
mm  the  public  purse. — ^B.

It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  En«ixieer 
that  at  some  foreign  stations  the  engineer  estimates  for  War  Department  EHOmAteK 
works  and  buildings  do  not  include  the  cost  of  the  transport  involved,  such 
transport  having  been  supplied  by  the  Commissariat  Department,  and  the 
cost  defrayed  out  of  the  item  for  land  and  inland  water  tnmsport  in  Vote  3. 

In  order  that  the  engineer  estimates  may  more  accurately  represent  the 
total  probable  expense  mvdved,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  now 
decided  that  the  cost  of  transport  required  for  the  several  services  shall  be 
included  in  the  engineer  estimates. 

At  stations,  therefore,  where  commissariat  or  hired  transport  has  been 
thus  supplied  hitherto,  the  commanding  royal  engineer  and  the  senior  com- 
missariat officer  will  confer  on  the  subject,  and  the  former  will  include  in  his 
astimates  1863-64^  and  in  those  of  future  years,  the  amount  which  it  is  con- 
sidered will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  cost  of  such  transport  as  will  be 
reouired  by  his  department  for  the  year. 

The  commanding  royal  engineer  will  then  apportion  the  total  amount 
amons;st  the  sevenu  items  of  ms  estimates,  showmg  the  nature  and  amount 
of  transport  required  for  each,  and  including  its  estimated  cost  in  the  esti- 
mate for  each. 

He  will  also  give  at  the  end  of  his  estimates  an  abstract  showing  the 
amount  proposedfor  each  item  on  account  of  transport,  and  total  amount. 

The  commanding  royal  engineer  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  comp- 
troller may  apply  toe  amount  sanctioned  for  transport  on  one  item  of  his 
estimate  to  the  provision  for  transport  made  for  another  item,  should  it  be 
necessary. 

The  commanding  royal  engineer  may  also  apply  any  saving  on  the  trans- 
port sanctioned  for  an  item  to  the  genenJ  service  of  the  item ;  and,  vice  versa, 
any  saving  on  the  item  generally  may  be  applied  to  meet  a  deficiency  in  the 
provision  for  transport,  the  total  amount  of  the  item  not  being  exceeded  in 
either  case. 

The  commissariat  will,  nevertheless,  estimate  for  tbe  gross  amount  of 
general  tran8[)ort,  deducting  at  foot  such  portion  as  may  be  required  for  tbe 
eimineers,  which  would  be  specially  provided  for  as  above. 

The  commissariat  will  also  continue  to  supply  and  pay  for  all  transport 
upon  proper  vouchers,  charging  the  actual  expense  incurred  for  engineer 
services  to  the  vote  for  works,  and  regulating  the  charges  for  such  permanent 
transport  as  may  be  used  by  the  engineers,  according  to  the  actual  work  per- 
ibrmod,  and  at  rates  to  be  agroed  upon  between  the  two  departments.— s.

The  Queen  has  been  pleased  to  approve  that  the  purchase  of  the  Be-orga 
officers'  commissions  in  the  corps  of  the  yeomen  of  the  guard  should  cease  at  ^^'b* 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  to  order  that  the  future  vacancies  in  the 
corps  should  oe  filled  up  by  officers  of  the  army  of  long  and  good  service,  to 
be  selected  from  a  list  kept  at  the  Horse  Guards  by  the  General  Conmianding 
in  Chie^  the  recommendation  being  made  to  Her  Migesty  in  each  case,  as 
now,  by  the  captain  of  the  corps. 

Any  of  the  officers  who  acquired  their  commissions  by  purchase,  and  are 
desirous  of  retiring  from  the  corps,  upon  communicating  with  the  captain, 
will  receive  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  an  amount  in  compensation 
thereof^  and  a  successor  will  be  appointed  to  the  vacancy,  who,  however,  it 
must  be  clearly  understood,  will  not  be  allowed  to  sell  his  commission. 
^  The  lieutenant  in  future  to  be  appointed  must  have  been  a  colonel  or 
lieutenant  colonel  in  the  army,  or  Eoyal  Marines,  or  in  the  Indian  army. 

The  ensign  and  the  clerk  of  the  cheque,  a  lieutenant  colonel  or  nugor  in 
the  army,  or  Royal  Marines,  or  in  the  Indian  army.

It  is  to  bo  clearly  understood  that  officers  who  may  be  appointed  for  the 
future,  under  the  above  regulations,  will  be,  as  heretofore,  entirely  under 
the  command  of  the  captain  of  the  corps. 

Any  officer  who  mav  possess  the  above  qualifications,  and  is  desirous  of 
being  a  candidate  for  the  corps,  should  address  his  appUcation  to  the  military 
secretary.

1.  The  following  rqirnlatioiis  shall  invariably  be  observed,  except  in 
any  case  of  urgent  and  unavoidable  necessity,  which  shall^  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief  for  Her  Mige^ty's  considera- 
tion ;  and  no  officer  shall  direct  or  knowingly  permit  any  variation  whatever 
from  the  sealed  patterns  of  clothing  and  necessaries  without  the  authority  of 
the  General  Commanding  in  Chi^  or  any  deviation  from  the  rules  herein 
laid  down  without  special  sanction  communicated  through  the  S«:retary 
ofStateforWar. 

2.  Standard  patterns  have  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty ;  and  whenever 
it  is  necessary  to  send  patterns  to  regiments,  they  will  be  sealed  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  inspecting  officer  acting  under  the  orders  of  the  General  Com- 
manding in  ChieL 

Clothing, 

3.  All  requisitions  for  clothing  are  to  be  in  duplicate  on  the  prescribed 
forms  (see  Apx)endix),  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretaiy  of  State  for  War,  as 
hereafter  directed  for  the  several  services.

requisition. 

37.  The  clothing  for  infantry  corps  will  be  supplied  made  up  and  com- 
plete,  with  the  exception  of  that  for  the  Serjeant  major,  quarter-master 
Serjeant,  drum  major,  and  band,  and  ten  suits  per  company,  which  may  be 
demanded  in  materials. 

All  good-conduct  badges  are  to  be  demanded  with  the  clothing,  but  no 
charge  will  be  admitted  for  sewing^  them  on.

41.  When  the  clothing  of  a  re^ment  or  corps  arrives  at  the  place  where  tbe 

oops  are  static  ncil,  it  is  to  be  inunediatc^y  inspected  by  a  board  of  sturrc.f 

mpOBcd  o{  the  x\iie^  %^xi\c(t  Q&cfixa  yureaont  M'iln  the  reigmiexit  (the  coauBtf^* 
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ing  officer  excepted),  and,  where  practicable,  an  officer  of  another  corps,  and 
an  officer  of  the  military  store  or  barrack  department,  and  the  proceedings 
are  to  be  forwarded  in  duplicate  by  the  officer  commanding  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War,  thronsn  Ubie  Adjutant  General,  on  Form  No.  34  in  the 
Appendix.  To  enable  tne  board  to  arrive  at  a  correct  decision,  a  sealed 
pattern  of  each  article  will  accompany  the  supply,  and,  after  serving  the 
purposes  of  comparison,  will  be  issued, — a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  man  to 
whom  each  sealed  article  is  issued,  in  case  it  should  be  fiirther  required. 

^  In  the  event  of  any  deficiencies  in  or  dama^  to  the  articles  received,  or 
their  not  being  equal  to  sealed  pattern  in  materials  or  workmanship,  or  not 
corresponding  in  measurement  to  the  size  tickets  affixed  to  the  garments  (a 
number  of  wnich,  not  under  10  per  cent,  on  the  whole,  will  be  fitted  to  men 
of  correspondii^  measurements  m  presence  of  the  board),  a  rtatement  of  the 
same  is  to  be  made  in  the  report  ot  the  board. 

Whenever  regimental  boards  find  it  necessanr  to  condemn  an^  articles 
issued  from  the  Government  stores  on  account  of  damage  received  m  transit, 
or  inferiority  to  pattern,  such  articles  are  not  to  be  considered  as  finally 
rejected. 

The  officer  convening  the  board  will  make  a  representation  on  the  subject 
:to  the  senior  officer  at  the  station,  who,  after,  making  such  inquiry  or 

Sersonal  inspection  as  he  may  think  fit,  will,  in  the  case  of  regiments  at 
ome,  refer  the  report  with  his  opinion  to  the  Adjutant  General ;  and  in  the 
case  of  redments  abroad,  will  decide  whether  the  articles  condemned  by  the 
board  shsOl  be  taken  into  use  or  not.  In  either  case  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  with  a  special  report,  are  invariably  to  be  forwarded  in  duplii»te  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  through  the  Adjutant  General. 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  officers  must  in  all  cases  be 
entered  in  the  regimental  books,  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  proper  record 
of  the  same. 

43.  The  officer  commanding  is  to  make  a  report,  and  forward  the  same  in 
duplicate  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  tlirough  the  Adjutant  General 
at  the  end  of  the  military  year,  stating  his  opinion  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
clothing  supplied,  and  whether  it  has  worn  well ;  he  will  specify  any  defects, 
either  m  quality  or  make,  to  which  he  may  think  it  advisabM  to  call 
attention. 

44.  The  cost  of  altering  clothing  for  Hoyal  Artillery,  Boyil  Engnieers,  and 
Military  Train  to  be  defrayed  in  Sie  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as 
in  the  infantry  of  the  line. 

45.  The  sum  to  be  thus  paid  by  the  public  is  to  be  charged  in  ihit  clothing 
account  included  in  the  pay  list,  tmftjfortbd,  by  the  proper  ^oodiec,  the 
receipt  of  the  master  tailor,  and  a  oertilieate  of  ikbe  qnacter-maaler,  eounter- 
signed  by  the  commanding  officer,  stating  the  nomber  and  deacnpiiion  of 
arades  altered. 

46.  When  clothing  is  received  at  the  head-quazten  of  a  r^ment,  brigade, 
or  corps,  the  officer  commanding  will  take  the  best  measures  for  forwarding 
it  to  the  detachments,  wherever  they  may  be  stationed.  The  expense  in- 
curred for  carrii^  to  be  charsed  in  the  clothing  aooount  included  in  the  pay 
list,  sujyported  by  vouchers  of  receipt  for  the  money  expended. 

Isauea  of  Clothing  to  ReeruiU, 

47.  Eecmits  of  all  corps  or  re^ments  entitled  to  the  biennial  issue  ot 
trousers  who  may  be  finally  approved  between  Ist  April  asad  Jlat  Decem- 
ber will  receive  the  biennial  trousers  on  the  1st  April  following. 

If  finally  approved  after  31st  December,  thia  issue  will  not  be  made  until 
the  commencement  of  the  second  miUtaiy  year  lAer  flnliatm«D&. 
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Recraits  of  all  mounted  corps  entitled  to  the  biennial  issue  of  boots,  "V^ 
may  be  finally  approved  between  the  Ist  of  April  and  dOth  of  SeptamJbcc, 
will  receive  the  oiennial  boots  on  the  Ist  April  following.

55.  Part-worn  helmets,  caps,  or  busbies  (shoold  there  be  any  in  store)* 
shall  in  all  cases  be  issued  to  recruits  in  the  cavalry  and  infantr^r,  to  last 
till  the  first  or  second  issue,  according  to  the  condition  they  may  be  in  at  the 
time  the  recruits  receive  them.

Oeneral  DireeUanA. 

56.  All  clothing  that  has  been  in  wear  the  prescribed  period  becomes  tbe 
property  of  the  soldier  when  replaced  by  the  next  issue ;  but  may  be  con- 
tinued m  wear,  at  the  discretion  of  the  geneaeal  ofScer  commanding,  for  an 
additional  period. 

57.  The  boots  and  shoes  of  soldiers  becomui^  non-eflective  in  corps  rMsexving; 
two  pairs  per  annum  will  not  be  required  to  be  returned  into  store  after  nx 
months*  wear,  and  the  biennial  trousers  after  twelve  months*  wear. 

58.  In  all  corps  serving  in  North  America,  compensation,  at  the  rates  laid 
down  at  paragraph  72,  will  be  granted  in  lieu  of  tne  second  pair  of  boots  doe 
on  Ist  October. 

This  sum  is  to  be  expended  in  such  articles  as  the  soldier  may  require, 
and  to  be  charged  in  the  pay  fist,  supported  by  certificate  (No.  %  Appendix). 

59.  Any  new  articles  of  clothing  ^niich  may  be  surplus  in  store,  and  n^ 
likely  to  be  wanted  by  the  coips  kit  the  current  year,  may  be  sold  to  such 
soldiers  as  may  require  them,  at  the  prices  fixed  fbr  compensation  at  para- 
graph 72,  the  amount  to  be  credited  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  certificate 
{No.  19,  Appendix). 

Surplus  clothing  remaining  in  store  until  the  next  general  issue  must  be 
carefall^  preservea  from  injury  b^  moth,  damp,  or  any  other  cause ;  and  any 
loss  arising  from  negligence  in  tms  respect  must  be  defrayed  by  tiie  person 
in  whose  charge  the  articles  were  placed,  and  whose  doty  it  was  to  lucve 
them  frequently  examined  and  preserved  from  harm. 

60.  The  busbies  of  discharged  and  non-effective  men  of  Royal  Artillery 
and  engineers  at  home  are  in  all  cases  to  be  returned  into  store  complete 

61.  The  worn  clothing  and  busbies  of  non-effective  men  of  the  Royal 
Artillery  and  engineers  abroad  are  to  be  sold  by  auction  at  the  end  of  each 
<|aarter,  and  the  amount  realized  credited  in  the  clothing  account  included 
ia  the  -pay  list,  supported  by  a  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer. 

If  unsaleable,  tne  articles  must  be  handed,  over  to  the  nearest  supezxn- 
tendent  of  stores  or  barrack-master. 

62.  At  home  stations  part-worn  clothing  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and 
engineers  is  to  be  taken  into  the  regimental  store  and  sent  to  hi^-quarters 
by  the  cheapest  conveyance,  i/JU  and  mdtable  for  tame  to  recruits.  If  not 
fit  for  use, — which  is  to  be  detennined  by  a  board  of  officers  on  the  spot, — ^it 
is  to  be  sold  by  auction,  and  the  proceeds  credited  to  the  pnUio,  sapported 
by  certificate  (No.  19,  Appendix),  orif  nnaakiahle,  handed  over  to  the  Barest 
superintendent  or  barrack-master. 

63.  Part- worn  clothing  in  other  arms  of  the  service  at  hosM^  whieh  has 
not  been  in  wear  the  prescribed  x)eriod,  or  such  a  time  as  to  make  it  the 
property  of  the  soldier,  is  to  be  taken  into  store  by  tite  quarter-master,  and 
issued  to  recruite  (or  others  dealt  with  as  such)  or  sold  by  auction;  in  the 
latter  case  tiie  proceeds  nrast  be  credited  in  the  pay  list^  supported,  by 
certificate  (Na  19,  Appendix). 

When  a  regimoit  is  divided  into  dapOt  and  wnibe  compsnisa  or  troragi^ 
thepart-wonidotfaingsttikedepiStivtobedeflliirithasftboveatctod.    ^nie 
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Bart-worn  clothine  that  may  remain  in  tbe  aervioe  companies  serring  in 
Great  Britain,  IrcTaud,  and  tlie  Channel  Islands,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  deput 
by  the  cheapest  conveyance,  \f  fit  and  suitable  for  issue  to  reeruUs.  If 
pronounced  unlit  for  issue,  by  a  board  of  officers,  it  ia  to  be  sold  by  aucticm, 
and  the  proceeds  credited  in  the  |)ay  list  of  the  service  companies,  sap- 
ported  by  a  certificate  (No.  19,  Appendix). 

When  the  service  companies  or  troops  of  a  regiment  are  stationed  abroad, 
the  part-worn  clothing  is  not  to  be  sent  to  the  depdt,  but  taken  into  the 
regimental  store,  under  the  charge  of  the  quarter-master,  and  sold  by  auc- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  the  proceeds  credited  in  the  pay  bsti  as 
directed  above. 

64.  Transfers  to  other  corps  will  take  with  them  their  greatcoats,  and 
such  articles  of  clothing  (except  head-dress)  aa  can  be  worn  in  the  new 
re^ment  The  ext)ense  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  for  changing  the 
fftcings,  buttons,  &c,  will  be  allowed  as  a  charge  in  the  pay  list  if  supported 
by  a  certificate  from  the  commanding  officer. 

Transfers  to  corps  where  the  clothing  of  the  former  regiment  cannot  be 
made  available  will  be  allowed  to  take  with  them  one  pair  of  cloth  trousers 
or  trews,  and  one  pair  of  boots  or  shoes,  and  will  be  dealt  with  for  dothing 
in  the  new  corps  as  recruits. 

65.  Men  who  may  rejoin  from  desertion,  or  who  may  return  to  their  dutj 
from  confinement,  if  they  require  clothing,  shall,  whatever  may  be  the  date 
of  their  rejoining,  be  supplied  with  part-worn  clothing  when  x^nuTticable. 
Should  there  be  none  in  store,  they  will  be  dealt  with  for  clothing  aa  recruits. 

66.  A  private  or  rank  and  file  non-commissioned  officer,  when  promoted  to 
be  Serjeant  after  the  yearly  issue  of  clothing,  will,  when  practicable,  ex- 
change clothing  with  liis  predecessor;  if  not  practicable,  and  the  promoticn 
takes  place  bc/ore  1st  October,  he  vnM  receive  new  dothing  of  his  rank,  and 
return  the  old  into  store  ;  if  promoted  on  or  after  Ist  Octooer,  he  will  retain 
his  clothing,  *and  receive  the  difference  in  money  between  Serjeant's  and 
rank  and  file  clothing,  at  the  regulated  rates,  from  the  date  of  his  promotion 
to  the  31st  March  following. 

If  appointed  drummer,  the  same  rule  will  be  observed,  but  no  com]>cnsi- 
tion  granted. 

\\iien  a  Serjeant  is  reduced  to  the  ranks,  an  exchange  of  clothing  shoul-I 
be  effected  \s'ith  his  successor  if  possible,  or  part-worn  clothing  will  be  issued 
to  him.  Should  there  be  none  in  store,  he  will  bo  treated  as  a  recruit,  n.- 
tuming  his  former  clothing  into  store. 

The  clothing  so  returned  must  bo  in  a  serviceable  state,  after  allowing  for 
fair  wear  and  tear,  otherwise  the  soldier  will  be  charged  for  the  unnecessary 
damage. 

Soldiers  brought  forward  for  discharge  between  1st  April  and  Slat  Decem- 
ber will  bo  allowed  to  take  with  them  from  their  regiment  or  deiKit,  in 
addition  to  such  articles  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  imdcr  paragraph  o7 — 

One  part-worn  tunic. 

One  iMiir  part-worn  cloth  trousers  or  trews. 

One  pair  part-woni  boots  or  shoes  ( Koyal  Engineers  excepted,  if  after 
30th  September). 

These  men  -will  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation  for  that  year's  clothing. 

If  discharged  after  31st  December,  they  will  be  allowed  to  take  with  them 
such  clothing  as  would  have  become  their  property  on  the  following  Ist  of 
April,  except  the  regimental  head-dress,  which  must  bo  returned  into  store, 
and  for  which  no  compensation  vnU.  be  allowed,  care  being  taken  that 
soldiers  brought  up  for  discharge  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year—namcIy, 
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from  1st  April  to  30tli  June— receive  no  new  clothing,  but  compensation  np 
to  the  period  of  discharge. 

67.  When  soldiers  are  sent  from  any  regiment,  corps,  or  depdt,  to  another 
regiment,  corps,  or  depdt,  or  the  invalid  depdl^  for  discharge  or  otherwise, 
the  officer  commanding  is  to  take  care  that  any  compensation  that  may  be 
due  to  them  is  paid  up  to  the  end  of  the  month  prcceoing  that  in  which  they 
leave  the  regiment  or  depdt,  and  that  a  return  according  to  Forms  Nos.  21 
and  22,  Appendix  (viz.,  21  for  soldiers  sent  to  invalid  dei)dt,  and  22  for  those 
sent  to  otncr  corps),  is  forwarded,  sealed  up,  to  the  officer  commanding  tho 
leffiment,  corps,  or  depdt  to  which  the  soldiers  are  going. 

This  document  will  DO  the  authority  upon  which  all  further  claims  for  com- 
pensation will  be  settled  on  the  six)t  previous  to  the  final  discharge  of  the  men. 

All  sums  so  paid  are  to  be  charged  in  the  jmy  list,  supported  oy  the  respec- 
tive returns  as  vouchers. 

When  the  date  on  which  an  invalid  will  bo  discharged  is  known,  tho 
officer  commanding  the  division  to  which  the  soldier  is  attached  ^vill  enter 
in  the  return  received  with  him,  and  also  in  his  pocket  lodger,  the  amoimt 
of  compensation  (if  anv)  in  lieu  of  clothing  which  may  have  accrued  to  him 
since  tne  date  to  which  he  was  settled  witn  on  leaving  his  regiment.  The 
invidid  will  sign  the  above-mentioned  return  for  the  amount  of  compensation 
entered  therein ;  he  will  also  sign  the  entry  of  the  same  in  his  i)ockct  ledger. 
The  officer  commanding  his  division  will  then  hand  the  return  to  the  paj^- 
master,  who  will  either  pay  the  amount  to  the  soldier  or  credit  it  in  his 
accounts.  The  total  amount  so  paid  for  exu^h  corps  to  be  charged  in  the  pay 
list,  supported  by  Form  No.  29,  Appendix,  and  vouchers  enumerated  therein. 

In  the  case  of  men  being  forwaraed  from  the  invalid  depdt  to  their  regi- 
ments or  depdts  a  certified  extract  from  the  above  return  will  be  sent  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  invalid  depdt  to  the  commanding  officer,  in  order  that 
the  men's  final  claims  may  be  settled  at  their  regimente  or  depdts. 

68.  The  clothing  supplied  to  a  regiment  or  corps  will  be  accounted  for 
yearly  in  a  clothing  reiiim  (No.  15,  Appendix),  blank  forms  of  which  will  be 
sent  to  officers  commanding  depdts  and  regiments  at  home  and  abroad.  This 
return  is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  direct,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  31st  March  of  each  year.  The  object  of  this  return  is 
to  show  how  the  new  and  part-worn  clothing  has  been  disposed  of 

Officers  commanding  troops  or  companies  will  furnish  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  a  quittance  roll,  bearing  the  receipt  of  every  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer and  man  of  the  troop  or  company,  for  all  articles  of  clothing  or  com])en- 
sation  in  lieu  thereof  received  during  the  quarter ;  these  returns  are  to  bo 
made  out  upon  Form  No.  33,  Appendix,  and  to  be  ke})t  as  records  in  the 
quarter-master's  office.  An^  compensation  in  money  is  to  be  charged  in  the 
pay  list,  supported  by  a  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer  upon  Form  No. 
18,  Appendix,  showing  the  articles  the  men  have  received  and  the  compen- 
sation paid  in  lieu  of  those  not  issued. 

69.  incidental  expenses  connected  with  clothing  and  necessaries  are  to  be 
charged  in  the  regimental  pay  list,  supported  by  Form  No.  30,  Appendix, 
and  vouchers. 

Spedal  application  must  be  made  for  authority  to  make  any  charge  not 
authorized  oy  regulation. 

All  sums  received  on  account  of  clothing  and  necessaries  will  in  like  man- 
ner be  credited  in  the  pay  list,  under  their  respective  heads,  and  supported 
by  Form  No.  31,  Appenoix,  and  vouchers,  detailing  the  source  from  which 
the  credit  has  been  received. 

70.  The  paymaster  will  make  such  advances  to  the  quarter-master  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  considered  necessary,  upon  requisitions  from  the  latter 
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part-worn  clotiim^  that  may  remain  in  tbe  service  companies  serviog  in 
Great  Britain,  Ireuuid,  and  the  Channel  Islands,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  depot 
by  the  cheapest  conveyance,  if  fit  and  suUabU  for  istue  to  recruUt.  If 
pronounced  unlit  for  issue,  by  a  board  of  officers,  it  is  to  be  sold  by  auction, 
and  the  proceeds  credited  in  the  i>ay  list  of  the  service  companies,  sup- 
ported by  a  certificate  (No.  19,  Appendix). 

When  the  service  companies  or  troops  of  a  regiment  are  stationed  abroad, 
the  part-worn  clothing  is  not  to  be  sent  to  the  dep5t,  but  taken  into  the 
regimental  store,  under  the  charge  of  the  quarter-master,  and  sold  by  auc- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  the  proceeds  credited  in  the  pay  bst|  as 
directed  above. 

64.  Transfers  to  other  corps  will  take  with  them  their  greatcoats,  and 
such  articles  of  clothing  (except  head-dress)  as  can  be  worn  in  ti^e  new 
regiment.  The  expense  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  for  changing  the 
facings,  buttons,  &c,  will  be  allowed  as  a  charge  in  the  pay  list  if  supported 
by  a  certificate  from  the  commanding  officer. 

Transfers  to  corps  where  the  clotning  of  the  former  regiment  cannot  be 
made  available  will  be  allowed  to  take  with  them  one  pair  of  doth  trousers 
or  trews,  and  one  pair  of  boots  or  shoes,  and  will  be  dealt  vrith  for  clothiog 
in  the  new  corps  as  recruits. 

65.  Men  who  may  rejoin  from  desertion,  or  who  may  retom  to  their  duty 
from  confinement,  if  they  require  clothing,  shall,  whatever  may  be  the  date 
of  their  rejoining,  be  supphcd  with  paH-wom  clothing  when  x^ntcticablei 
Should  there  be  none  in  store,  they  will  be  dealt  with  for  clothing  as  recruits. 

(56.  A  private  or  rank  and  file  non-commissioned  officer,  when  promoted  to 
be  serjeaut  after  the  yearly  issue  of  clothing,  will,  when  practicable,  ex- 
change clothing  with  his  predecessor ;  if  not  practicable,  and  the  promotion 
takes  place  before  1st  October,  he  will  receive  new  dothine  of  his  rank,  and 
return  the  old  into  store  ;  if  promoted  on  or  after  1st  October,  he  will  retain 
his  clothing,  and  receive  the  difference  in  money  between  serjeant^s  and 
rank  and  file  clothing,  at  the  regulated  rates,  from  the  date  of  his  promotion 
to  the  Slst  March  following. 

K  appointed  drummer,  the  same  rule  will  be  observed,  but  no  compensa- 
tion granted. 

When  a  Serjeant  is  reduced  to  the  ranks,  an  exchange  of  clothing  should 
be  effected  with  his  successor  if  ix)ssible,  or  part- worn  (nothing  will  be  issued 
to  him.  Should  there  be  none  in  store,  he  "will  be  treated  as  a  recruit,  re- 
turning his  former  clothing  into  store. 

The  clothing  so  returned  must  bo  in  a  serviceable  state,  after  allowinir  for 
fair  wear  and  tear,  otherwise  the  soldier  will  be  charged  for  the  unnecessary 
damage. 

Soldiers  brought  forward  for  discharge  between  1st  April  and  Slst  Decem- 
ber will  be  allowed  to  take  with  them  from  their  regiment  or  deput,  in 
addition  to  such  articles  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  imder  paragraph  o7 — 

One  part-worn  tunic. 

One  pair  part-worn  cloth  trousers  or  trews. 

One  pair  part-worn  boots  or  shoes  ( Royal  Engineers  exceptetl,  if  after 
30th  September). 

These  men  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation  for  that  year's  clothing. 

If  discharged  after  iilst  December,  they  will  be  allowed  to  take  with  them 
such  clothing  as  would  have  become  their  property  on  the  following  1st  of 
April,  except  the  regimental  head-dress,  which  must  be  returned  into  store, 
and  for  which  no  compensation  will  be  allowed,  care  being  taken  that 
soldiers  brought  up  for  discharge  during  the  first  quarter  of  tiie  year— namely. 
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from  1st  April  to  30tli  June — receive  no  new  clothing,  bat  compensation  ap 
to  the  period  of  discharge. 

67.  When  soldiers  are  sent  from  any  regiment,  corps,  or  depdt,  to  another 
regiment,  corps,  or  depdt,  or  the  invalid  depdii  for  discharj^  or  otherwise, 
the  officer  commanding  is  to  take  care  that  any  comT)ensation  that  may  bo 
due  to  them  is  paid  up  to  the  end  of  the  month  preceding  that  in  which  they 
leave  the  regiment  or  dep6t,  and  that  a  return  according  to  Forms  No9.  21 
and  22,  Appendix  (viz.,  21  for  soldiers  sent  to  invalid  dei)dt,  and  22  for  those 
sent  to  other  corps),  is  forwarded,  sealed  up,  to  the  officer  commanding  the 
redment,  corps,  or  depdt  to  which  the  soldiers  are  going. 

This  document  will  De  the  authority  u])on  which  all  farther  claims  for  com- 
pensation will  be  settled  on  the  spot  previous  to  the  final  discharge  of  the  men. 

All  sums  so  paid  are  to  be  charged  in  the  jmy  list,  supported  by  the  respec- 
tive returns  as  vouchers. 

When  the  date  on  which  an  invalid  will  bo  discharged  is  known,  tho 
officer  commanding  the  division  to  which  the  soldier  is  attached  will  enter 
in  the  return  received  with  him,  and  also  in  his  pocket  lodger,  the  amount 
of  compensation  (if  anv)  in  lieu  of  clothing  which  may  have  accrued  to  him 
since  the  date  to  which  he  was  settled  witn  on  leaving  his  regiment.  The 
invidid  will  sign  the  above-mentioned  return  for  the  amount  of  compensation 
entered  therein ;  he  will  also  sign  the  entry  of  the  same  in  his  ixwjket  ledger. 
The  officer  commanding  his  division  will  then  hand  the  return  to  the  pay- 
master, who  will  either  pay  the  amount  to  the  soldier  or  credit  it  in  ms 
accounts.

In  the  case  of  men  being  forwarded  from  the  invalid  depdt  to  their  re^- 
ments  or  dcp5ts  a  certified  extract  from  the  above  return  will  be  sent  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  invalid  depOt  to  the  commanding  officer,  in  order  that 
the  men's  final  claims  may  be  settled  at  their  regimente  or  depots.

71.  In  dep6t  bettalioiis  tlie  demande  lor  adranoes  of  moBey  for  eack  depfli 
ivill  be  made  by  the  quarter-master  to  the  paymaster  of  the  battalioik 

A  separate  account  will  be  kept  £ar  cacb  dep6t^  as  well  as  cnefortheildK 
of  the  oepdt  battalion. 

.  72.  All  compensation  when  sanctioiied  sihaU  be  paid  to  non-coManifwwnsi 
officers  and  men  at  the  following  rates  (which  show  the  foil  cost  of  e$A 
article  detailed),  or  the  amount  expended  in  artidss  for  their  benefit  at  tiie 
discretion  of  the  commanding  officer.  The  said  oompewBstimi  shall  be  peid  in 
the  currency  of  the  country  in  which  the  regiment  may  be  serving  sfc  tha 
rate  at  which  the  soldier  receives  his  pay  and  other  allowanoea.

73.  All  applications  for  compensation  in  lieu  of  clothing  to  regiments,  or 
portions  of  the  same  detached  from  head -quarters,  must  be  made  to  the 

Secretary  of  State  for  War  tlirongh  the  Adjutant  General. 

74.  Claims  for  compensation  for  part  of  a  month  will  be  dealt  Avith  upon 
the  following  principle : — 

Should  the  soldier  have  a  claim  for  fifteen  or  more  days  of  a  month,  he  will 
be  entitled  to  compensation  for  that  month. 

No  claim  will  be  admitted  for  less  tl)an  fifteen  days  of  one  month. 

Greatcoats. 

75.  The  cost  of  cloaks,  greatcoats,  and  cai)es,  together  with  the  exjiected 
period  of  duration,  is  detailed  in  the  foUowinc:  Table,  in  order  that  the  i)roi>er 
charges  may  be  made  against  men  who  may  lose  or  damage  them  by  neglect 
or  misconduct : —

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76.  A  sealed  pattern  greatcoat  to  be  sent  to  the  head-quarters  of  each 
regiment  with  each  supply,  in  order  that  supplies  of  these  articles  may  be 
compared  with  the  same,  and  reported  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
regimental  clothing. 

77.  At  the  following  stations — namely,  Cape  Town,  Halifar,  N.S.,  Mon- 
treal, Hobart  Town,  Sydney,  and  Auckhmd,  Isew  Zealand,  a  supply  of  great- 
coats will  be  always  kept  in  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  stores,  and  when 
an  issue  of  the  same  is  required  by  the  troops  quartered  in  those  localities,  it 
will  be  made  upon  requisitions  from  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  or 
corps,  approved  by  the  general  or  other  officer  conmianding  at  the  station. 

The  officer  commandmg  the  regiment  is  immediately  to  forward  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  a  duplicate  of  the  requisition,  also  a  statement  of 
the  numbers  of  old  greatcoats  returned  into  store. 

Superintendents  at  the  above-named  stations  will  forward  half-yearly  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  a  return  showing  the  number  of  serviceable 
and  unserviceable  matcoats  remaining  in  store,  as  well  as  the  receipts  and 
issues  durins  the  half-year,  accompamed  by  demands  for  such  numoers  as 
are  likely  to  l)e  required. 

78.  New  cloaks,  capes,  and  c;reatcoats  may  in  general  be  supplied,  if 
reported  necessary  by  a  board  of  survey,  at  the  expiration  of  the  periods  of 
duration  before  specified.  For  trooi)s  employed  in  North  America,  or  in  active 
or  continued  operations  in  the  fiela,  these  articles  may,  if  necessary,  be  sup- 
plied one  year  earlier ;  in  these  cases  the  necessity  of  supplying  new  cloaks, 
capes,  or  coats  must  bo  specially  certified  by  the  general  or  other  officer 
commanding  at  the  station ;  and  it  is  in  all  cases  to  be  understood  distinctly 
that  new  cloaks,  capes,  or  greatcoats  are  not  to  be  supplied  to  a  regiment  or 
corps  as  a  matter  of  course  immediately  on  the  termination  of  the  respective 
penods  above  stipulated,  but  only  when  the  commanding  officer  shall  certify 
that  such  supply  is  required. 

All  cloaks,  capes,  or  greatcoats  which  may  be  reported  unserviceable  are, 
at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  new  articles,  to  be  transferred  as  cc^emned 
stores  to  the  nearest  superintendent  of  stores  or  barrack-master;  and  none 
which  have  been  so  reported  are  to  be  retained  or  appropriated  by  the  regi- 
Tuent,  except  such  numbers  as  may  be  certified  b^  the  commanding  officer  to 
be  actually  necessair  for  the  repair  of  others  m  wear  by  the  regiment  or 
corps,  the  expense  of  which  repairs  is  to  be  borne  by  the  soldier. 

The  superintendent  or  barra!ck-master  will  immediately  report  the  receipt 
of  the  unserviceable  cloaks,  capes,  or  coats  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
with  supKestions  for  their  disposal 

79.  When  greatcoats  for  Serjeants  are  issued  of  a  pattern  requiring  cuffii 
and  collars,  tne  same  may  be  added  at  the  head-quarters  or  depdt  of  each 
corps,  and  shall  be  made  of  army  coat  cloth  of  the  same  qmdity  and  colour 
as  the  facings  of  the  corps.  The  actual  and  necessary  expense  of  sudi  ad- 
dition, not  exceeding  one  shilling  and  sevenpence  per  coat,  shall  be  allowed. 

Cloth  chevrons  of  the  quality  and  colour  of  the  ucings  of  the  corps  may  be 
added  to  the  sleeves  of  greatcoats  of  non-commissioned  officers  (including 
lance-serjeants  and  lance-corporals):  for  this  an  allowance  of  2d,  for  each  bar 
of  a  chevron  will  be  granted. 

These  expenses  may  be  charged  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  the  usual 
vouchers. 

80.  Every  greatcoat,  new  or  part-worn,  is  to  be  marked,  and  an  allowance 
of  2f2,  will  be  mnted  for  this  service,  the  same  to  be  charged  in  the  pay  list, 
supported  by  Form  Na  27,  Appendix. 

81.  The  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  soldier  who  loees  or  damages  his 
eloak,  cape,  or  greatcoat  by  neglect  ia  to  be  based  on  the  value  of  the  article 
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and  the  time  it  has  been  in  wear,  keeping  in  view  the  regulated  valve  of  the 
article  when  worn  ont,  as  laid  down  in  paragraph  7& 

When  a  solcUw  becomes  non-effective  in  the  service  companies  of  aveg^- 
ment  or  corps,  his  greatcoat  should  be  retained  and  issued  to  the  next  man 
whose  greatcoat  is  worn  out 

Should  the  number  of  non-effeetivies  in  the  service  companiaa  be  ao  grait 
as  to  cause  an  inconvenient  accumulation  of  ]iart-wom  greatcoata,  andawMild 
the  regiment  be  ordered  to  move,  the  commanding  officer  will  send  the  part- 
worn  greatcoats,  if  on  home  service,  to  the  depAt  Si  the  reeiment,  for  isaiM  t» 
recruits,  accompanied  by  a  transfer  return  of  the  same ;  if  on  foreign  service, 
to  the  nearest  superint^dent  or  barrack-master,  who  ia  to  report  the  receipt 
of  them  to  the  ^retary  of  State  for  War. 

Greatcoats  will  be  accounted  for  by  regiments  and  depdtsin  the  annual 
dothing  retuiiL 

83.  All  soldiers  discharged  as  invalids  or  time-expired  men  will  be  allowed 
to  take  with  them  fhnn  their  regiment  or  depdt  an  old  doak  or  greatcoat. 

Leather  Leggings  and  Haversacks, 

84.  Leather  leggings  and  haveraadu  will  be  issued  to  dianounted  non- 
commissioned officers  and  men  of  regiments  and  corps  serving  at  home  and 
in  colonies  where  they  are  worn,  to  m  replaced,  if  aoove  three  years  in  nae^ 
on  the  report  of  a  board  of  officers  that  they  have  become  unaervioeable  from 
fair  wear  and  tear.  The  old  leggings  and  haversacks  to  be  returned  to  the 
charce  of  the  nearest  superiutenaent  of  stores  or  barrack-master,  when  new 
supplies  have  been  issued. 

Should  a  regiment  in  possession  of  leggings  be  ordered  to  a  station  where 
they  are  not  worn,  the  leggings  will  be  sent  to  the  nearest  superintendent  of 
stores  or  barrack -master,  who  will  report  the  receipt  of  the  same  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

Transfers  to  other  corps  will  not  take  their  leather  leggings  and  haversacks 
with  them,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Should  leggings  become  unserviceable  in  less  than  three  years  from  the 
date  of  the  hrst  issue,  they  must  be  made  good  at  the  expense  of  the  soldier, 
imless  under  such  special  circumstances  as  shall  be  ssitisfactory  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  War. 

The  price  of  a  pair  of  new  leggings  is  3«.  4<2.,  of  a  canvas  haversack  1«^ 
and  of  a  waterproof  haversack  2s.  dcT,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  soldier 
in  making  good  deficiencies  will  be  regulated  by  the  time  the  damaged  or 
lost  articles  had  been  in  wear. 

Leather  leggings  and  haversacks  will  be  accounted  for  in  tlie  annaal 
clothing  retuni. 

One  penny  per  pair  will  be  allowed  for  marking  'leggings,  and  one  half- 
penny for  marking  haversacks  on  first  issue.  The  amount  to  be  charged 
m  the  pay  list,  supported  by  a  voucher  in  Form  27,  appended. 

Colourg, 

85.  Colours  will  be  supplied  to  infantry  regiments  and  standards  or 
guidons  to  drarjoons,  upon  special  requisitions  addressed  to  file  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  through  the  Adjutant  General,  accompanied  by  the  proceed- 
ings of  a  board  of  survey ;  and  should  they  not  have  lasted  the  prescribed 
period,  a  report  must  be  made  of  the  circumstances  under  which  they  hare 
become  unserviceable. 

The  ])eriod  of  duration  assigned  for  colours  and  standards,  on  home  aerriee 
and  under  ortiinary  circumstances,  is  five  years  in  the  Guards,  and  twenty 
years  in  other  Bervicea.    Ou.  iotei^  stations  the  duiation  of  thsae  artidtf 
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win  vary  according  to  the  climate  and  the  natnre  of  the  service,  but  the  above 
penod  must  be  kept  in  view  as  far  as  practicable. 

Repairs  to  colours  are  to  be  executed  in  the  regiment,  and  the  expense 
{hereof  charged  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  vouchers  and  the  usual  certi- 
ncatOi 

Necessabies. 

86.  Every  recruit  joining  the  army  shall  receive  a  compleie  kit  of  neces- 
saries, free  of  lUl  charge,  as  a  single  issue,  to  be  kept  up  by  him  at  his  own 
expense. 

All  necessaries  are  to  be  marked  before  leaving  the  quarter-master's  store. 

87.  A  soldier  is  to  defray  the  expense  of  markmg  his  necessaries,  with  the 
exception  o2  the  iirst  kit,  the  marking  of  which  is  to  be  charged  in  the  pav 
list,  supported  by  the  usual  certificate.  The  sum  allowed  for  marking  a  full 
kit  is  as  follows : —

89.  All  soldiers  will  be  supplied  with  peaks  and  covers  for  forage  caps 
previous  to  embarkation  for  St.  Helena,  West  Indies,  Mediterranean,  Cue 
of  Gk>od  Hope,  Mauritius,  Ceylon,  India,  and  Ceylon ;  also  shako  ai^  buafy 
covers  for  an^r  of  the  above  stations  where  shakos  or  busbies  are  worn. 

90.  When  jackets  are  famished  in  materials,  la.  4d,  will  be  allowed  ftr 
making  up  each  jacket. 

When  jackets  are  issued  made  up,  the  necessary  and  xmavoidable  ezpensB 
of  fitting  the  same,  not  exceeding  4d.,  will  be  allowed. 
These  sums  to  be  charged  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  the  nsual  voncherfc 

91.  Necessaries  will  in  future  be  supplied  from  the  public  stores  upon  pay- 
ment, at  such  prices  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  published.  A  sufSdenfc 
per  centage  will  be  added  to  cover  freight  and  deteriorations,  and  the  3  per 
cent,  fund  will  be  abolished. 

92.  Regiments  abroad  will  send  requisitions  for  necessaries  annually  for 
such  quantities  as  will  probably  be  req^uired  during  the  ensuing  year  at  the 
same  time  as  the  requisitions  for  clothmg  ;  and  the  requisitions  from  regi- 
ments and  depdts  at  home  should  be  sent  in  on  the  1st  of  March  and  Ist 
September  in  each  year,  for  such  quantities  as  will  probably  be  required  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  half  year  for  free  kits  and  for  issue  on  repayment. 

93.  Each  requisition  from  a  depot  battalion  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
separate  requisition  for  fatigue  jackets  and  numerals  for  each  depot  in  the 
battalion. 

94.  Officers  commanding  will  be  careful  to  demand  only  such  quantities  as 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  soldiers  under  their  conunand, 
and  to  avoid  accumulating  an  unnecessary  stock. 

95.  The  necessaries  ynU  be  kept  by  the  quarter-master.  The  conmianding 
officer  will  be  responsible  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  these  public  stores; 
and  in  the  event  of  the  troops  being  employed  upon  active  service  in  the 
lield,  the  necessaries  in  store  at  each  regiment  should  be  given  over  to  the 
store  officer  accomjvanying  the  army,  to  whom  all  requisitions  should  be  ad- 
dressed, and  who  Avill  obSiin  the  necessary  supplies  from  EnglancL 

96.  They  will  be  issued  upon  the  requisitions  of  officers  commanding 
troops  and  companies,  at  prices  which  will  be  notified  by  the  War  Office. 

97.  Quarter -masters  will  render  an  account  to  the  paymaster  of  the  sum  to 
be  charged  against  each  troop  or  company. 

The  amount  realized  by  the  sale  of  rerimental  necessaries  to  depdts  in  a 
dep^t  battalion  will  be  credited  quarteny  in  the  pay  list  of  the  de|)6t  bat- 
talion, supported  by  voucher,  No.  20,  Appendix. 

98.  In  regiments  and  corps  not  connected  with  a  depdt  battalion,  the 
quarter-master  w\W  \n  '\iVeTnaim.ei:  render  an  account  to  the  jtaymaster  of  (be 
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Bom  to  be  chained  to  each  troop  or  company  for  regimental  necessaries,  and 
the  amount  wiQ  be  credited  qoarterly  in  the  legimental  x^ty  list,  supported 
by  voucher,  No.  20,  Ap^dix. 

99.  The  necessaries  will  be  accounted  for  yearly  in  the  kit  account,  which 
is  to  be  sent  to  the  War  Office  on  the  31st  March  in  each  year,  yi& : — ^Forms 
Nos.  23,  24^  and  25  (according  to  services),  showing  the  receipts  and  issues 
during  the  year.  Form  No.  26,  four  of  which  should  accomxMUiv  each  ac- 
count, diowmg  the  necessaries  issued  on  repayment  during  each  quarter, 
and  the  sum  credited  in  the  pay  list  of  each  (^uiuter  for  the  same. 

100.  When  a  soldier  is  sentenced  to  imprisonment  by  the  civil  power  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  his  kit  will  be  retained  by  the  corps  and  re- 
issued to  him  on  his  release. 

Should  the  term  of  imprisonment  exceed  one  vear,  and  the  man  be  still 
retained  on  the  strenjgth  of  the  corps,  his  kit  will  be  sold,  aud  the  balance, 
if  anjr,  after  pa3ring  his  debts  will  oe  credited  to  the  public,  when  such  men 
on  rejoining  will  be  supplied  from  the  quarter-master's  store  at  the  public 
expense  witii  such  articles  as  were  sold. 

101.  When  a  soldier  serving  in  a  regiment  is  handed  over  to  another  corpe 
from  which  he  had  deserted  previous  to  the  receipt  of  a  free  kit,  such  articles 
of  his  kit  as  can  be  made  use  of  in  the  corps  which  he  is  to  join  are  to  be 
sent  with  him,  the  remainder  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  remitted  to  the 
regiment  he  is  to  join,  in  aid  of  any  expense  which  may  be  incurred  by  the 
man  in  the  provision  of  articles  to  complete  his  kit. 

102.  Soldiers  re-engaging  after  the  expiration  of  their  first  period  of  service 
will  be  entitled  to  a  &ee  kit  should  they  require  one. 

Should  they  not  require  a  kit,  they  will  receive  the  value  thereof  at  the 
rates  laid  down  for  regimental  necessaries  sold  to  soldiers. 

The  amount  is  to  be  chai^ged  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  voucher,  Form 
28,  Appendix. 

Winter  Clothing  in  North  American  Colonies, 

103.  To  provide  the  following  articles  of  winter  equipment,  viz. : — 
One  for  cap.  |  Two  flannel  waistcoats. 

One  pair  Cfanadian  boots.  |  Two  pairs  flannel  or  worsted  drawers. 

An  allowance  of  40s.  ma^  be  charged  for  each  soldier  present  and  effsctive, 
at  the  commencement  of  his  first  winter. 

This  allowance  is  only  to  be  drawn  once  finr  each  soldier,  and  is  to  be 
charged  in  the  pay  list,  supported  by  a  certificate  signed  by  the  commanding 
officer,  steting  that  the  sum  has  been  expended  in  uie  supply  of  the  articles 
above  named,  and  that  no  men  have  be^  included  except  tnose  who,  to  iJie 
best  of  his  beliei^  had  not  received  the  allowance  previously,  since  their 
arrival  in  the  country.  Volunteers,  or  men  transferred  from  other  regiments, 
who  have  already  received  the  allowance,  will  not  be  entitled  to  it  again,  but 
must  brins  their  winter  equipment  with  them. 

Each  soldier  present  ana  effective  in  the  North  American  colonies  on  the 
1st  October  of  each  subsequent  year  will  be  allowed  Is,  ikL  to  defray  the 
expense  of  renewals  or  repairs  to  the  above  equipment. 

104.  Whenever  the  r^;imental  cap  in  the  inantry  serving  on  the  North 
American  stetion  can  be  made  to  last  an  additional  year,  the  soldier  shall 
receive  the  regulated  compensation  in  lieu  of  a  cap  for  one  year,  the  amount 
of  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  soldier's  account,  in  aid  of  the  expense  of 
renewing  or  repairing  his  winter  clothing. 

Cfeneral  Dirteiions, 

105.  No  soldier  shaU  be  pat  under  stoppages  to  pay  £or  any  articles  of 
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clotliing  or  pw^fffwyiM  not  ordered  bv  these  regolatioDS  to  be  provided  at  bii 
expense,  exceot  in  cases  wbere  the  abeolate  necesstty  of  replacing  articles  of 
clothing  supplied  by  the  public  shall  have  been  occasKmedby  his  own  negleet 
or  nuscoodnet,  or  by  the  articles  being  worn  oat  before  the  period  for  the  next 
delivery  o£  clothing. 

106l  The  pay  of  the  soldier  on  evety  station  shall  be  liable  to  a  atcmpagi 
of  2t.  74^  per  week  in  the  cavalry;  of  2«.  5}dL  per  week  in  the  artiueiT; 
of  2&  4£2.  per  week  in  the  Boyal  Engineers;  of  Is,  IcL  per  wedc  in  ue 
Foot  Guanu ;  and  of  Is,  6dL  per  week  in  other  coit»,  for  keeping  op  hit 
dothing  and  necessaries ;  which  rates  of  stoppage  snail  not  be  exceeded, 
unless  by  sentence  of  a  conrt-n&artiaL  But  the  stoppages  are  not  to  be  made 
in  advance  before  the  necessaries  are  required,  except  either  by  the  desire  of 
the  soldier,  or  when  any  expensive  article  is  likely  to  be  soon  required; — ^in 
which  case  the  regulated  stoppages  may  be  resortied  to  during  the  numth 
prior  to  the  deliverance  of  suon  article. 

107*  Men  losinz  their  necessaries  on  beeominff  prisoners  of  war  shall  have 
no  claim  against  Uie  public  on  account  thereof;  but  on  rejoining  their  cocpi^ 
tiiey  shall,  if  requisite,  be  supplied  with  fresh  necessaries  at  uie  public  ex- 
pense, if  recommended  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mutiny  Act. 

108;  Every  regiment  will  be  provided,  on  requisition  to  the  Secrctary  of 
State  for  War,  with  patterns  of  necessaries,  sealed  by  the  au^ority  of  the 
inspeeting  officer  actmg  under  the  orders  of  the  Gfeneral  Commanding  in 
Chief 

All  necessaries  should  be  inspected  by  a  regimental  board,  and  a  report 
thereon  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  "War.  Should,  however, 
there  be  any  complaint,  a  duplicate  should  be  transmitted  to  the  Ac^utant 
General  for  the  iniormation  of  the  General  Commanding  in  Chief. 

lOd.  The  quarter-master  is  to  take  caro  of  the  necessaries,  and  to  issue 
them  when  required. 

The  paymaster  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  necessaries,  under  such 
orders  as  may  be  given  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

110,  In  all  cases  of  transfers  from  one  service  to  another,  the  officer  com- 
manding the  corps  to  which  the  man  is  transferred  should  provide  him  gratis 
from  tlie  quarter-master's  store  with  such  articles  of  regimental  necessaries 
as  are  requisite  in  consequence  of  any  difference  of  pattern  existing  between 
the  two  regiments  or  corps. 

111,  When  an  officer  is  called  upon  to  certify  an  account  or  bill  of  any 
kind  for  payment,  he  is  to  take  every  precaution  that  his  signature  is  not 
given  twice  for  the  same  articles ;  and  it  is  to  be  clearly  understood  that 
should  any  double  payment  be  made  in  consequence  of  his  having  certified 
twice  over,  he  will  be  held  respoosible  for  the  amount  so  overpaid. 

112,  When  a  soldier  becomes  non-eJBfective  from  any  cause  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  his  receiving  or  providing  himself  with  a  new  knapsack, 
a  board  of  officers  is  to  be  assembled  to  inspect  it,  and  if  found  fit  for  issue  to 
a  recruit,  the  board  will  fix  the  value  of  it,  and  the  quarter -master  will  then 
take  possession  of  it.  The  sum  declared  to  be  the  value  of  the  knapsack  is 
to  be  charged  to  the  public  through  the  pay  list,  supported  by  Form  Na  32, 
Appendix,  and  credited  to  the  captain  of  the  company,  to  be  accounted  for 
"with  the  man's  efifects. 

The  knapsack  is  to  be  issued  to  the  first  recruit  who  may  join,  and  the 
difl'erence  between  the  value  of  the  article  so  issued  and  that  of  a  new  kn^ 
sack  (10a  Gd.)  is  to  be  paid  to  the  recruit  as  compensation  for  not  being  sup- 
plied \^dth  a  new  knapsack. 

Tlie  sum  thus  paid  to  the  recruit  is  to  be  charged  in  the  pay  list,  sup* 
])orted  by  the  proper  voucher. 
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Should  the  board  of  officers  find  the  knapsack  unfit  for  issue,  it  will  be 
aold  with  the  rest  of  the  man's  effects.  ^ 

A  soldier  receiving  his  discharge  will  have  the  option  of  taking  his  knap- 
sack with  him. 

The  same  rule  is  to  apply  to  the  valise  of  mounted  corps,  the  price  of  that 
Article  being  lOa.  6d 

The  above  rule  is  only  to  apply  to  depdts  or  to  the  head-quarters  of  corps 
where  recruits  join.  In  all  other  cases  the  knapsack  or  valise  is  to  be  sold 
with  the  rest  of  the  man's  effects,  the  intention  being  that  no  expense 
flhould  be  incurred  for  the  carriage  of  the  articles  from  one  place  to  another. 

113.  Upon  the  removal  of  a  regiment  or  depdt  from  one  station  to  another, 
the  expense  of  conveying  such  surplus  clothing  and  necessaries  as  are  neces- 
sarily m  store  will  be  defrayed  by  the  public.  The  sum  actually  expended 
may  be  charged  in  the  pay  list,  properly  supported  by  vouchers. 

114.  All  printed  forms  connected  with  the  articles  named  in  this  warrant 
will  be  supplied  upon  demands  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
describing  accurately  the  form  required. 

115.  Store  chests  for  the  carriage  of  surplus  clothing  and  necessaries  vnll 
be  provided,  when  actually  requi^d,  at  the  public  expense,  upon  application 
to  the  Secretary  of  Stato  mr  War.  The  number  allowed  is  not  to  exceed  two 
for  the  service  companies  or  trooxa  of  eaeh  regiment  or  brigade,  and  one  for 
each  depdt. 

When  application  for  a  renewal  of  these  articles  is  made,  a  statement  must 
be  forwarded,  by  the  officer  commanding,  showing  how  long  they  have  been 
in  use,  and  the  circumstances  under  which  they  naye  become  unserviceable.
